PROCLAMATION 4228 

National Student Government Day 

By the President of the United States of America 

i A Proclamation 

Fundamental to the American educational ideal is the sense that our 
schools should be not only centers of learning but also laboratories for 
democracy. From the primary grades all the way up through the gradu¬ 
ate departments of our universities, various forms of self-government 
and independent decision-making have become an increasingly important 
factor in the educational process. 

Student councils and similar organizations provide students with an 
opportunity to work together for common purposes, select leaders from 
among their peers, and deal responsibly with faculty and administrators 
in their schools. Such opportunities are helping to teach the hasic skills 
of citizenship and to develop the qualities of leadership in the young 
people who take part. By enhancing the self-respect of students and the 
mutual respect among groups within a school community, student gov¬ 
ernments also contribute to that climate of eagerness to learn and grow 
in which education can best flourish. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, RICHARD NIXON, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby proclaim November 14, 1973, as 
National Student Government Day. I invite the Governors of the States 
and of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico and other officials at the local 
level to issue similar proclamations. 

I also urge all educational institutions to join in appropriate activities 
to highlight the importance of student government and to encourage 
wider participation in its activities. I further urge all students in our 
country to acquaint themselves fully with their owm student governments, 
and to play a constructive role in contributing to their success. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand this second 
day of July, in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred seventy-three, and 
of the Independence of the United States of America the one hundred 
ninety-seventh.

June 27. 1973. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank Board, 
in Document No. 73-437. dated March 20, 
1973. proposed to amend Part 563 of the 
rules and regulations for Insurance of 
Accounts (12 CFR Part 563) by adding 
a new J 563.9-5 thereto for the purpose of 
prohibiting insured institutions from 
making or maintaining an investment In 
Any .service corporation or other legal 
entity which, through its own or a sub¬ 
sidiary's out-of-state office, conducted 
mortgage lending or servicing activities 
wtih respect to loans secured by real es¬ 
tate located outside of the State in which 
the principal office of such an insured 
institution was located. Notice of such 
proposed rule making was duly published 
m the Pederal Register on March 27, 
1973, <38 FR 8005) with an Invitation for 
interested persons to submit written 
rotmneuU by April 30, 1973. As stated 
in said Document No. 73-437. the amend¬ 
ment to Part 563 was proposed "(tin 
order to aid the Board in its determina¬ 


tion as to whether service corporation 
lending activities through out-of-state 
offices is consistent with the safe and 
sound operation of insured institutions 
and with the provision of economical 
home financing for the nation". 

On the basis of its consideration of all 
relevant material presented by interested 
persons and otherwise available, the 
Board hereby rejects said proposal and 
amends 2 545.9-1 of the rules and regu¬ 
lations for the Federal Savings and Loan 
System (12 CFR 545.9-1) by revising 
paragraph (f) thereof to read as set forth 
below, and by revoking subparagraph (2) 
of paragraph (1) thereof, effective July 5. 
1973. 

Prior to the revocation of subpara¬ 
graph (2) of paragraph (1) of said 
2 545.9-1 by this amendment. Federal 
associations were not permitted to 
invest in service corporations which 
maintained out-of-state offices or whose 
subsidiaries maintained such offices. Pro¬ 
posed new 2 563.9-5 would have, in sub¬ 
stance. extended the application this pro¬ 
hibition to all Insured institutions. The 
revocation of said subparagraph (2) 
from paragraph (i) removes the prohibi¬ 
tion on Investment by Federal associa¬ 
tions in service corporations which main¬ 
tain such out-of-state offices. The 
comments received demonstrated that 
permitting both Federal and State-char¬ 
tered associations to make and maintain 
prudent investments in service corpora¬ 
tions having such out-of-state offices Is 
desirable for competitive reasons. 

Paragraph (f) of 2 545.9-1 is revised 
by adding further restrictions to the 
name of a service corporation in order 
to ensure that the name or other desig¬ 
nation of such a service corporation or 
any office or subsidiary of such a service 
corporation is not such as to cause it to 
be identified.with any insured Institu¬ 
tion which has not Invested In it. To 
accomplish this, the phrase "designation 
of any of whose subsidiaries or offices" 
and subparagraph (2) are added. 

Since the subject and issues involved 
in the revocation of subparagraph (2) 
of paragraph (1) of 2 545.9-1 were af¬ 
forded public comment pursuant to pro¬ 
posed new 2 563.9-5 and since such re¬ 
vocation relieves restriction, the Board 
hereby finds that further opportunity 
for public comment is unnecessary under 
the provisions of 12 CFR 508.11 and 5 
UJ3.C. 553(b). The Board hereby finds 
that publication of this amendment for 
the 30-day period specified in 12 CFR 
508.14 and 5 U.S.C. 553(d) prior to the 
effective date thereof is unnecessary since 
it relieves restriction, and the Board 
hereby provides that said amendment 


shall become effective as hereinbefore 
set forth. 

Since notice and public procedure on 
the amendment of paragraph (X) of 
2 545.9-1, by adding a new subparagraph 
(2) thereto, would delay it from becom¬ 
ing effective for a period of time and 
since it would be in the public interest 
that such an amendment become effec¬ 
tive as soon as possible, the Board hereby 
finds that notice and public procedure 
thereon are contrary to the public inter¬ 
est under the provisions of 12 CFR 508.11 
and 5 Ufi.C. 553(b). The Board hereby 
finds that publication of the amendment 
to said paragraph (X) for the 30-day pe¬ 
riod specified in 12 CFR 508.14 and 5 
U9.C. 553(d) prior to the effective date 
thereof would be contrary to the public 
interest, and the Board hereby provides 
that the amendment to said paragraph 
(f) shall become effective as hereinbe¬ 
fore set forth.

Financing of Disadvantaged Small 
Concerns 

On February 15, 1973, the Small Busi¬ 
ness Administration ("SBA") published 
In the Federal Register <38 FR 4519)! 
proposed amendments to 13 CFR Part 


No. 128— pt. I-a 
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107 which would Implement the Small 
Business Investment Act Amendments 
of 1972. PI*. 92-595. approved October 
27. 1972. Insofar as they pertain to small 
business Investment companies <8BIC's) 
which limit their assistance to small con¬ 
cerns owned by disadvantaged persons. 

Interested persons were Invited to sub¬ 
mit written comments on or before 
March 19.1973. The comment period was 
subsequently extended to April 9. 1973 
(38 FR 7577). After consideration of the 
comments received and other factors. 
SBA has decided to adopt the proposed 
amendments with certain modifications, 
as set forth below. 

Information. As adopted, the amend¬ 
ments make abbreviating and clarifying 
changes to the proposed regulations 
which are not intended to change their 
substance, and the following substantial 
changes: 

1. A definition of the term “Leverage** 
has been added denoting financial assist¬ 
ance from SBA. 

2. The definition of “Section 301(d) 
Licensee'* has been shortened. Section 
301(d) Licensees must comply with all 
regulations governing Licensees In gen¬ 
eral. except where special provisions ap¬ 
ply to them. For special provisions ap¬ 
plying only to Section 301(d) Licensees, 
see. for example 55 107.101(c) (1), (2) 
and (3): 107.101(d)(2); 107.202(a)(2) 
and (c); 107.205; 107.301(c)(4); 107.702; 
107.805(a). third proviso; 107.813; 
107.1001(g); and 107.1002(d). 66 107.301 

(a), proviso; 107.812; and 107.1001(a). 
first proviso are also of special interest 
to Section 301(d) Licensees. 

3. The regulation concerning the use 
of nonprivate funds to capitalize a Sec¬ 
tion 301(d) Licensee has been made pro¬ 
spective only, so that existing Section 301 
(d) Licensees capitalized with nonprivate 
funds will be eligible for SBA Leverage if 
such nonprlvate funds were irrevocably 
committed before the effective date of 
these amendments. Also, Treasury Regu¬ 
lations governing leverage for •'revenue 
sharing'* funds, published April 10. 1973. 
have been taken Into account. 

4. 6 107.202 < a) is amended to differ¬ 
entiate between the Venture Capital 
ratio required of Licensees other than 
Section 301(d) Licensees (65 percent), 
and Section 301(d) Licensees (30 per¬ 
cent). A conforming amendment has 
been mode to 5 107.202(c). Proposed 
6 107.202(d) could thus be eliminated. 

5. Proposed 66 107.205 and 107.206, 
dealing with preferred securities and de¬ 
bentures, respectively, have been consol¬ 
idated into one new 6 107.205 dealing 
with all forms of Leverage. The charter 
requirements, which will apply to Sec¬ 
tion 301 (d) Licensees irrespective of the 
form of Leverage employed, have been 
changed. 

(a) To give existing Section 301(d) 
Licensees 90 days from ithc effective 
date of these amendments! to include the 
investment policy described in Section 
301(d) of the Act In their charter; 

(b) To eliminate, as an SBA regula¬ 
tory requirement, the charter pro¬ 
vision concerning “Classes of Stock**, 


since the subject Is adequately covered 
In the several State corporation 
statutes; 

(c> To combine the provision for 
cumulative preferred 3 percent divi¬ 
dends with the requirement, at SBA's 
option, for repayment of the dividend 
subsidy (l.e. the difference between divi¬ 
dends paid, and what would have been 
payable under the 15-year debenture 
formula of Section 303(b) of the Act), 
before any distribution oilier than to 
SBA: 

(d) To relate the Licensee’s right to 
redeem SBA’s preferred securities to Its 
obligations to pay dividends to SBA; 

(c) To redefine SBA's priority rights 
as preferred securities holder, to make 
clear that a Section 301(d) Licensee 
need not redeem SBA's preferred securi¬ 
ties before paying regular dividends to 
others than SBA, but that such securi¬ 
ties must be redeemed, the interest sub¬ 
sidy (l.e. the difference between the 
interest rate reduced by Section 317 
of the Act. and the interest rate pre¬ 
scribed by Section 303(b) of the Act), 
and. at SBA’s option, the dividend sub¬ 
sidy must be repaid, before any non- 
dlvldend distributions to stockholders 
other than SBA; 

(f) To eliminate the limitation on debt, 
while retaining the requirement of SBA 
approval for distributions of assets, and 
salary increases. The provision concern¬ 
ing repayment of the interest subsidy 
proposed as 6 107.206(b), is now 
6 107.205(c). 

6. Section 107.702 has been divided 
Into subsections and paragraphs for 
clarity, but the substance remains 
unchanged. 

7. The amendment to present 6 107.805 
has been reworded to authorize the is¬ 
suance of stock by a Section 301(d) Li¬ 
censee for portfolio securities of another 
SBIC. under certain conditions and 
within limits. 

8. The provision for Section 301(d) 
Licensee formation by regular SBIC's has 
been recaptioned and changed to make 
clear that the capital contribution by a 
parent-SBIC to a subsidiary Section 
301(d) Licensee may not result in excess 
Leverage for the parent-SBIC. 

9. The foregoing change has made 
possible the deletion of the restriction 
on capital contributions by Licensees 
whose debentures were guaranteed by 
SBA after 1970 (i.e. debentures without 
right of prepayment). 

10. The amendments to interpretative 
66 107.1403 and 107.1404 have been elimi¬ 
nated. since forthcoming Revision 5 will 
not include such regulations. 

11. The Information section of the no¬ 
tice of proposed rulemaking, 38 FR 4520. 
stated that forthcoming Revision 5 
would repeal the maximum investment 
("overllne”) exception f6 107.301(c)(4)!, 
and the capital impairment excep¬ 
tion [5 107.1002(d)] for Section 301(d) 
Licensees (therein called MESBIC’s), 
In the light of comments received it was 
decided not to repeal these provisions at 
this time. 

Effective date. In view of the deter¬ 
mination made that it Is In the public 


Interest that these amendments be ap¬ 
plied promptly to the Small Business 
Investment Company program, they 
shall become effective on July 5, 1973. 

Pursuant to authority contained in 
section 308(c) of the Small Business In¬ 
vestment Act of 1958, as amended, is 
U.S.C. 687(c), Part 107 of Chapter I of 
Title 13 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions (revised as of January 1, 1973> is 
hereby amended os follows:

2. By adding to 6 107.3, immediately 
after the definition of “Investment Ad¬ 
viser”. a new paragraph captioned “Le¬ 
verage”; 

3. By amending the definition of “Afi- 
nority Enterprise Small Business Invest¬ 
ment Company (MESBIC )in 8 107-3; 

4 . By adding to 8 107.3. immediately 
after the definition of “Real estate in¬ 
vestment*’, a new paragraph captioned 
“Section 301(d) Licensee” to read as set 
forth below:

Wherever in this part the terra MESBIC 
appears, it shall be deemed to refer to 
a Section 301(d) Licensee. 


Section 301(d) Licensee. “Section 301 

(d) Licensee" means a Licensee orga¬ 
nized under a State business or nonprotu 
corporation statute, and licensed pur¬ 
suant to Section 301(d) of the Act, in¬ 
vestment policy of which is limited to 
making investments solely in small busi¬ 
ness concerns which will contribute to a 
well-balanced national economy by fa¬ 
cilitating ownership in such concerns by 
persons whose participation in the free 
enterprise system is hampered because of 
social or economic disadvantages.

5. By redesignating paragraph (d) of 
6 107.101 as paragraph (d)(1) and add¬ 
ing a new paragraph (d) (2) that read* 
as follows: 

§ 107.101 Operational requirement*.

(d)(1) Minimum capital • • • 

(2) Nonprivate funds for Section 301 
(d ) Licensees . (1) A Section 301(d) Li¬ 
censee may Include funds granted under 
Title VTI of the Economic Opportunity 
Act of 1964. as amended, or other non¬ 
private funds, in its combined private 
paid-in capital and paid-in surplus for 
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purposes of Sections 302(a). 303(c) and 
306 of the Act: Provided , however. (A) 
Tliat the minimum capital of $150,000 
specified by Section 302(a) (1) of the Act 
may not include such funds and, (B) 
That for leverage purposes such funds 
may be included in the combined paid-in 
capital and paid-in surplus in excess of 
5 uch $150,000 only to the extent that an 
additional amount of at least ten percent 
<)0%> of such funds is also included 
which does not consist of nonprivate 
funds. The limitation of the foregoing 
proviso shall not apply to nonprivate 
funds received by or irrevocably com¬ 
mitted to a Section 301(d) Licensee be¬ 
fore f July 5.10731. 

<ii) For purposes of this subsection, 
“nonprivate funds’* shall mean funds ob¬ 
tained directly or indirectly, from an 
agency or department of the Federal 
Government or from any State, or subdi¬ 
vision thereof, except as limited by PJL 
92-512 (commonly known as the General 
Revenue Sharing Act) and regulations of 
the Treasury Department. 31 CFR Pt. 
51. 38 FR 9132 (1973 ). As used herein, 

’ State" shall mean the several states, 
the territories and possessions of the 
United States, the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. 

6. By amending 1 107.202 so that it 
reads as follows: 

§ 107.202 Leverage in Menu of 200 
percent. 

(a) General . (1) Licensees other than 
Section 301(d) Licensees. In order to 
qualify for Leverage exceeding 200 per¬ 
cent of combined paid-in capital and 
paid-in surplus pursuant to section 303 

(b)(2) of the Act. at least 65 percent of 
the Licensee’s total funds available for 
investment must be invested or com¬ 
mitted in Venture Capital financing of 
Mnall concerns. 

(2) Section 301(d) Licensees. In order 
to qualify for Leverage exceeding 200 
percent of combined paid-in capital and 
paid-in surplus pursuant to sections 
303(c) (2) (ill) and 303(c) (4) of the Act. 
at least 30 percent of the section 301(d) 
Licensee’s total funds available for in¬ 
vestment must be invested or committed 
ta Venture Capital financing of small 
concerns.

<c> Maintenance of Venture Capital 
ratio. Any Licensee which has received 
Leverage pursuant to paragraph <a) of 
this section shall maintain at least the 
ratio prescribed for it by paragraph (a) 
•1) or (2) of this section as of the end 
oJ each of Its fiscal years: Provided , 
however. That subject to 3BA approval, 
a Licensee may temporarily maintain a 
lesser ratio. Approval may be granted to 
the extent necessary in appropriate 
cases, including prepayments of Ven¬ 
ture Capital investments, raising of ad¬ 
ditional private capital, and Leverage 
recently provided. 

7. By amending § 107.203 (a) so that it 
reads as follows: 


§ 107.203 SB A purrliAM*' Mir, or guar¬ 
anty of ftfcuritir* evidencing Lever¬ 
age, and event* of default. 

(a) SBA may. upon such conditions 
and for such consideration as it deems 
reasonable, sell, assign, transfer, or 
otherwise dispose of any preferred secu¬ 
rity. debenture, or other evidence of debt 
or security held in connection with Lev¬ 
erage provided to a Licensee. In such 
event and upon notice thereof by SBA. 
Licensee will make all payments of prin¬ 
cipal and of dividends or interest as shall 
be directed by SBA. Licensee shall hold 
SBA harmless from all damage or loss 
which SBA may sustain by reason of such 
disposal, limited, however, to the extent 
of Licensee’s liability under such security, 
plus court costs and reasonable attorney's 
fees incurred by SBA. 


8. By amending f 107.204 so that it 
reads as follows: 

§ 107.204 Collection or ronipronuM* of 
rlfiims relating: to Licensee’* Lever¬ 
age. 

SBA may, upon such conditions and for 
such consideration as it deems reason¬ 
able. collect or compromise ail legal and 
equitable rights relating to Leverage pro¬ 
vided to a Licensee. 

9. By adding immediately after ft 107.- 
204, new ft 107.205 to read as follows: 

§ 107.205 I^everage for Motion 301(d) 
Licensee*. 

(a) General. Section 303(c) of the Act 
authorizes SBA to purchase nonvoting 
preferred securities, and to purchase or 
guarantee debentures issued by section 
301(d) Licensees, which may be subordi¬ 
nated in accordance with section 303(b) 
of the Act. Application for such pur¬ 
chases shall be made on SBA Form 
1022A ' (for purchase of preferred secu¬ 
rities and debentures), on SBA Form 
1022B 1 (for exchange of debentures for 
preferred securities), or on SBA Form 
1022 1 (for guaranty of debentures) in 
accordance with accompanying instruc¬ 
tions. Before providing Leverage in ex¬ 
cess of 100 percent of combined private 
paid-in capital and paid-in surplus. SBA 
may require the Licensee to demonstrate 
the need for such Leverage to SBA's 
satisfaction. 

(b) Conditions of Leverage. SBA may. 
in its discretion, purchase shares of non¬ 
voting preferred securities, or purchase 
or guarantee debentures issued by a sec¬ 
tion 301 (d) Licensee, pursuant to section 
303(c) of the Act, and subject to the 
conditions prescribed in this paragraph. 
The matters set forth below shall be ap¬ 
propriately provided for in the charter: 

(1) Investment policy . Statement of 
Investment policy in conformity with 
section 301(d) of the Act A Section 301 
(d) Licensee licensed before (July 5. 
19731 shall comply with this requirement 
no later than 90 days from such date. 


1 Form* filed u part of the original docu¬ 
ment. 


(2) Payment of dividends to SBA. 
Subject to the sound discretion of the 
board of directors, SBA shall be paid an 
annual dividend from retained earnings 
equivalent to three (3) percent of par 
value of its preferred securities. Such 
dividends shall be payable before any 
amount shall be set aside or paid to any 
other class of stock, and shall be pre¬ 
ferred and cumulative so that, in the 
event retained earnings in any fiscal year 
are insu ffi cie n t to pay said dividends to 
SBA. they shall be payable on a preferred 
basis from subsequent retained earnings 
to the extent of such deficiency, without 
interest thereon. Before a declaration of 
dividends or any other kind of distribu¬ 
tion (other than to SBA), SBA in its dis¬ 
cretion may also require the preferred 
payment of the difference between divi¬ 
dends paid on its preferred securities, and 
cumulative dividends payable at a rate 
equal to the Interest rate determined at 
the time of SBA’s purchase of such pre¬ 
ferred securities pursuant to section 303 
<b) of the Act for debentures with a term 
of fifteen years, without interest on such 
difference, such rate to be inscribed on 
the certificates offered to SBA. 

(3) Redemption rights. A section 301 
(d) Licensee shall be entitled at its op¬ 
tion to redeem in whole or in part pre¬ 
ferred securities purchased by SBA on 
any dividend date (after givtng at least 
thirty (30) days' written notice), by pay¬ 
ing SBA the par value of such securities, 
but not less than $50,000 par value in any 
one transaction, and giving SBA an un¬ 
dertaking to pay the additional amounts 
which SBA may require pursuant to 
paragraph <b> (2) of this section. 

(4) SBA’s priority rights in event of 
redemption , liquidation, or distribution 
of assets to other stockholders. On or be¬ 
fore redemption in whole or part of any 
class of stock not purchased by SBA. or 
liquidation in whole or part, or any dis¬ 
tribution of assets which Is not a divi¬ 
dend paid out of retained earnings (to 
stockholders other than SBA). SBA shall 
be entitled to preferred payment in full 
of (i) the par value of its preferred se¬ 
curities; (11) any amounts due pursuant 
to paragraph (b> (2) of this section; and 
(ill) any amounts due pursuant to sub¬ 
section (c) of this section. 

(5) SBA approval required to distribute 
assets to other stockholders or increase 
salaries. Without prior written 8BA ap¬ 
proval, a Section 301(d) Licensee may 
not (I) make a distribution to stock¬ 
holders other than SBA except for divi¬ 
dends paid out of retained earnings; or 
(11) increase the salaries or other com¬ 
pensation of any officer, director, or em¬ 
ployee beyond amount previously ap¬ 
proved by SBA. 

(6) Prior SBA approval required to 
amend charter. The charter shall not 
be amended for any purpose without 
SBA's prior written approval. 

(c) Interest subsidy . A Section 301(d) 
Licensee applying for SBA purchase of 
its debentures shall be entitled to a re¬ 
duced Interest rate according to Section 
317 of the Act. Such debentures *hoj i 
specify the Interest rates prescribed by

Sections 317 and 303(b) of the Act. to¬ 
gether with the dates between which 
each applies. With respect to payment 
of such Interest, SBA shall have the 
same priority as applies to debentures 
purchased or guaranteed by SBA under 
Section 303(b) of the Act. The Interest 
rate as reduced by Section 317 of the 
Act applies only to debentures pur¬ 
chased by SBA. and does not apply to 
debentures guaranteed by it under Sec¬ 
tion 303(c) of the Act. A Licensee which 
has received the benefit of the rate com¬ 
puted pursuant to Section 317 shall not 
pay dividends or make any other dis¬ 
tribution (other than to SBA). unless it 
has first paid SBA the difference be¬ 
tween the two rates for the relevant 
period, without Interest on such dif¬ 
ference. 

(d) Exchange of outstanding deben¬ 
tures for preferred stock. A Section 301 
(d) Licensee meeting the requirements 
of paragraph <b) of this section may. in 
SBA's discretion, retire debentures out¬ 
standing pursuant to Section 303(b) of 
the Act simultaneously with the Is¬ 
suance to SBA of preferred securities, in 
order to remain within the Leverage 
limits of Section 303(0 (2) Oil) of the 
Act. but not otherwise. 

(e) Preferred securities other than 
stock. A Section 301(d) Licensee may 
issue to SBA preferred securities other 
than stock only if applicable law pre¬ 
cludes the Issuance of preferred stock. 

(f) State law. SBA does not intend 
that provisions of this section not man¬ 
dated by the Act shall supersede existing 
State law. Whenever a party claims that 
a conflict exists, It shall submit an 
opinion of independent counsel, citing 
authorities, for SBA's resolution of the 
issues Involved. 

10. By amending S 107.702 so that it 
reads as follows:

A Licensee shall not have: 

(a) An officer or director who at the 
same time is:

(a) General. • • •: And provided, 
also. That a Section 301(d) Licensee 
which has received portfolio securities 
from a participant Licensee pursuant to 
9 107.813(e). may issue stock for such 
securities at their cost or fair market 
value, whichever Is lower. 

12. By amending 9 107.813 so that it 
reads as follows:

(b) Application. In reviewing a license 
application which includes one or more 
participant Licensees as proposed stock¬ 
holders. SBA will consider the effect of 
their capital contribution to the pro¬ 
posed Section 301(d) Licensee: Provided , 
however.

The capital 
contribution of a participant licensee 
which is not part of the statutory mini¬ 
mum capital of $150,000. may be rep¬ 
resented, In whole or in part, by 
securities of small concerns eligible for 
investment by a Section 301(d) Licensee, 
at cost or fair market value, whichever 
is lower, (8ec 9 107.805(a), third pro¬ 
viso.) Assumption by the proposed Sec¬ 
tion 301 (d> Licensee of such participant 
Licensee's Indebtedness held or guaran¬ 
teed by SBA, in w hole or in part, will not 
be permitted. 

13. By amending 9 107.1001(b) so that 
It reads as follows: 

g 107.1001 Prohibited use® of fuml«. 

No funds may be provided by Licensee 
for:

(b) Financing Licensees. Use by a 
small concern, directly or indirectly, to 
purchase stock in or otherwise to provide 
capital for a Licensee, or to repay an In¬ 
debtedness to accomplish such purpose.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

On December 9. 1971. there was pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register (36 FR 
23400) a notice that the Small Business 
Administration proposed to change its 
procedures involving nondiscrimination 
in Financial Assistance Programs by 
amending 13 CFR Part 113. Interested 
parties were given 30 days in which to 
submit written comments, suggestions, or 
objections regarding the proposed 
amendment. 

The amendment reflects parallel 
changes proposed for Part 112, Code of 
Federal Regulations effectuating Title VI 
of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

Part 113 of Chapter 1 of Title 13 CFR is 
hereby amended by : 

1. Adding the following paragraph (c) 
to f 113.3: 

g 113.3 Di9rriminatiovi prohibited. 

• • • • • 

<c) This regulation does not prohibit 
the consideration of race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin if the purpose and effect are 
to remove or overcome the consequence* 
of practices or impediments which have 
restricted the availability of. or partici¬ 
pation in. the program or activity receiv¬ 
ing Federal financial assistance, on the 
grounds of race, color, or national origin 
Where previous discriminatory practices 
or usage tends, on the grounds of race, 
color, or national origin, to exclude in¬ 
dividuals from participation in. to deny 
them the benefits of. or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program or 
activity to which this regulation applies, 
the applicant or recipient has an obliga¬ 
tion to take reasonable action to remove 
or overcome the consequences of the 
prior discriminatory practice or usage, 
and to accomplish the purposes of this 
regulation. 

2. Revising 9 113.5(d) thereof to read 
as follows: 

g 113.5 Compliance information.

(d) Information to the public. Each re¬ 
cipient shall make available to person* 
entitled under this part to protection 
against discrimination by the recipient 
such information as SBA may find neces¬ 
sary to apprise them of their rights to 
such protection. 

(1) In some situations even though 
past discriminatory practices have been 
abandoned, the consequences of such 
practices continue to impede the full 
availability of equal opportunity. If the 
efforts required of the applicant or recip¬ 
ient under 9 113.3(c) to provide informa¬ 
tion as to the availability of equal op¬ 
portunity, and the rights of Individual* 
under this regulation, have failed to over¬ 
come these consequences. It will become 
necessary for such applicant or recipient 
to take additional steps to make equal 
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opportunity fully available to racial and 
nationality groups previously subjected 
to discrimination. 

(2) Even though an applicant or recip¬ 
ient has never used discriminatory pol¬ 
icies, the opportunities in the business it 
operates may not in fact be equally avail¬ 
able to some racial or nationality groups. 
In such circumstances a recipient may 
properly give special consideration to 
race, color, or national origin to make 
the opportunities more widely available 
to such groups. 

3. Revising 9 113.6(b) thereof to read 
os follows:

(b) Complaints. Any person who be¬

CHAPTER I—FEDERAL AVIATION ADMIN¬ 
ISTRATION, DEPARTMENT OF TRANS¬ 
PORTATION 

|Docket No. 12574; Arndt. No. 103-17) 

PART 103—TRANSPORTATION OF DAN¬ 
GEROUS ARTICLES AND MAGNETIZED 
MATERIALS 

Carriage of Radioactive and Other 
Hazardous Materials 

The purpose of these amendments to 
Part 103 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions is to specifically set forth the man¬ 
ner In which the distribution of packages 
of radioactive materials being trans¬ 
ported in aircraft may be considered in 
determining the distance the packages 
must be kept from a space that Is oc¬ 
cupied by a person or an animal, to en¬ 
sure that articles subject to Part 103 are 
adequately safeguarded to prevent their 
becoming a hazard by shifting and to as¬ 
sure their Inaccessibility to anyone but 
crewmembers. 

These amendments are based on a 
notice of proposed rulemaking (Notice 
73-7) published In the Federal Register 
on March 12, 1973 (38 FR 6690). Inter¬ 
ested persons have been afforded an op¬ 
portunity to participate in the making of 
these amendments, and due considera¬ 
tion has been given to all comments re¬ 
ceived in response to that Notice. Except 
as specifically discussed hereinafter, 
these amendments and the reasons there¬ 
for are the same as those contained In 
Notice 73-7, Fourteen public comments 
were received in response to the Notice. 
Comments were also received from the 
United States Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion (U8AEC). the Department of Trans¬ 
portation's Office of Hazardous Materials 
(OHM) and the National Transportation 
Safety Board. Representatives of the 
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USAEC and OHM have met with FAA 
personnel and furnished extensive advice 
and technical guidance with respect to 
the regulation adopted herein. 

The regulation as adopted differs from 
what was proposed in the Notice in regard 
to the distance rewired between pack¬ 
ages in cases where the procedure for 
controlled distribution as described in 
S 103.23(b) is being employed. This 
change came about as the result of fur¬ 
ther study of levels of radiation that re¬ 
sult from one package being placed In 
close proximity to another. The FAA 
realizes that there is a modest increase in 
the level of radiation when two packages 
are so placed; however, it has been ad¬ 
vised by the USAEC that the increase in 
the level of radiation that occurs as a 
result of placement of packages the dis¬ 
tance from each other that was required 
by the proposed rule can be virtually 
eliminated by separating the packages a 
distance calculated by increasing the 
basic distance by a factor of three. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the regulation adopted herein 
is different from that proposed in Notice 
73-7 with respect to the distance required 
between packages in cases where the dis¬ 
tance between a package and a space oc¬ 
cupied by persons is adjusted on the 
basis of tl*c fact that the packages ore 
separated from each other. Table n has 
been added to § 103.23(a) containing 
minimum distances In feet suitable for 
separation between one package and an¬ 
other; however, each distance 1s three 
times greater than the distance pro¬ 
posed in the Notice. In this way. the in¬ 
crease in the level of radiation caused 
by the mere proximity of two or more 
packages to each other Is virtually 
eliminated. 

Four of the public comments received 
In response to the Notice indicated that 
studies have shown that there are in¬ 
creases in levels of radiation when pack¬ 
ages are separated from each other by 
the minimum distance proposed in the 
Notice. Since the regulation adopted 
herein requires increased spacing be¬ 
tween packages equal to three times that 
proposed, and since the U8AEC has as¬ 
sured the PAA that this increased sepa¬ 
ration distance between packages will 
eliminate any increase in the level of 
radiation caused by packages being too 
close to each other, these comments have 
been answered satisfactorily. 

The Air Line Pilots Association's 
Hazardous Materials Subcommittee op¬ 
posed the change proposed in the Notice, 
since It believes that there win be an 
Increase In the level of exposure to both 
passengers and crewmembers. In this 
regard, the USAEC has assured the FAA 
that the one factor discussed above in 
some detail, that Is. the cumulative efTect 
of spacing packages in too close prox¬ 
imity to each other, can be virtually 
eliminated by the tripling of the horl- 
zonatal distances required between pack¬ 
ages by the Notice. Accordingy, with this 
additional safety factor the FAA believes 
that the level of radiation that win be 
created by the placement of packages in 


accordance with the regulation as 
adopted herein will eliminate any sig¬ 
nificant increase in the level now believed 
reasonably conservative. 

With respect to the recommendation of 
one commentator that increased shield¬ 
ing of individual packages be employed 
to reduce external radiation, it is to be 
noted that, since the transport index on 
any package of radioactive materials is 
based on the radiation dose rate in terms 
of millirem per hour, a reduction in the 
transport index of any package by in¬ 
creased shielding would merely result in 
an Increase in the number of packages 
that could be carried. Since the FAA be¬ 
lieves that the regulations adopted herein 
provide an adequate level of safety and. 
since it also believes that the regulations 
of the Hazardous Materials Regulations 
Board (49 CFR Part 170 et seq.) provide 
shielding sufficient to confine radioactive 
materials at the levels indicated when 
properly marked, it does not believe that 
increased shielding is necessary. 

One commentator, the Society of Nu¬ 
clear Medicine, represents more than 
4.000 physicians in research, clinical 
practice and medical education; scien¬ 
tists In the fields of physics, electronics, 
engineering, chemistry and pharmacy, 
as well as technical personnel. That com¬ 
mentator urged the adoption of the 
amendment and stated that the uninter¬ 
rupted flow’ of short-lived radioactive 
drugs is absolutely essential to effective 
medical practice throughout the United 
States. Comment from the Society 
pointed out that about five million 
patients received radioactive materials 
for diagnostic purposes in 1972. To keep 
the radiation dose to the patient as low 
as possible, short-lived isotopes must be 
used. If these short-lived substances were 
shipped exclusively on cargo-only air¬ 
craft, only 100 airport communities 
across the United States would be served. 
Of these airports, only 22 have freight 
service over the weekend. Because these 
radioactive pharmaceuticals are pres¬ 
ently carried on passenger-carrying air¬ 
craft, a total of 550 airports are now 
being used in their delivery. 

The Air Transportation Association of 
America suggested a number of clarify¬ 
ing changes to the wording of the regu¬ 
lation. One suggestion, that the minimum 
distance column of the table of distances 
in } 103.23(a) be relabeled to add "and 
to other packages" is no longer necessary, 
since the distance between packages will 
now be determined by using Table II. A 
second suggestion, that the term "radio¬ 
active materials'* In 8 103.31 be further 
delineated to read “radioactive yellow II 
and radioactive yellow HI" has been in¬ 
corporated Into the section, since those 
are the only two classes of radioactive 
materials affected by 8 103.23. A third 
clarification, that it be made clear that 
the transport index of any group of 
packages is the sum of the individual 
transport index numbers, has also been 
incorporated in the regulation adopted 
herein. A final suggestion, that the word 
"secured" in 8 103.31(e) be replaced since 


it connotes physical tiedown, has resulted 
In a substitution of the words "safe¬ 
guarded" and "safeguards", since these 
terms arc consistent with those used in 
Part 121 of the Federal Aviation Regula¬ 
tions concerning cargo control. 

Noting the requirement in 1103.31(f) 
that hazardous materials must be Inac¬ 
cessible to persons other than crewmem¬ 
bers. one commentator observed that 
this requirement would In effect ban 
their carriage on single-level passenger¬ 
carrying aircraft such as the FH-227. 
F-27 and the YH-11. The FAA recognizes 
that the regulation as adopted will have 
such an effect. Nevertheless, in the in¬ 
terest of safety, the FAA believes that 
hazardous materials should not be car¬ 
ried in areas in passenger-carrying air¬ 
craft that are accessible to persons other 
than crewmembers during flight. 

The FAA will continue its surveillance 
of the transportation of radioactive ma¬ 
terials by air and, as in other areas re¬ 
lating to safety in air commerce, will Ini¬ 
tiate additional rule-making action at 
any time available information indicates 
such action is necessary in the interest of 
safety. 

Accordingly, since the FAA has estab¬ 
lished that an adequate level of safety 
is provided by the regulations adopted 
herein, and, since the carriage of radio¬ 
active pharmaceuticals on passenger- 
carrying aircraft supports the needs of 
effective medical treatment throughout 
the United States, it has concluded that 
the regulations adopted herein are in 
the public interest and will not adversely 
affect the safety of persons aboard air¬ 
craft. 

The UJS. District Court for the District 
of Columbia stayed for a period of 30 
days the effective date of its Order dated 
June 12. 1973, concerning 8 103.23(a) to 
to permit the agency to complete this 
rule making action and adopt a final 
rule. Therefore, I find that good cause 
exists for making this amendment effec¬ 
tive on less than 30 days' notice. 

(Secs 313(a). 601. 604. 902. Federal Aviation 
Act of 1958. 49 U.S.C. 1354(a). 1421. 1424. 
and 1472; sec. 6(c), Department of Trans¬ 
portation Act. 49 U.3.C. 1056(c) ) 

In consideration of the foregoing. Part 
103 of the Federal Aviation Regulations 
is amended, effective July 11. 1973, as 
follows; 

1. By amending 8 103.23 to read as 
follows: 

§ 103.23 Special rrqiiirrniciiU for ra¬ 
dioactive material*. 

(a> No person may place a package 
labeled "radioactive yellow. H" or "radio¬ 
active yellow HI" In an aircraft closer to 
a space that is occupied by a person or 
by an animal or a package containing 
undeveloped film (If so marked', than 
the minimum distance prescribed in ta¬ 
ble I of this paragraph.

(b) When an Individual package of 
radioactive material is separated from 
each other such package by at least the 
minimum distance prescribed in Table n 
in paragraph (a) of this section for the 
package having the largest transport in¬ 
dex, the minimum distance to a space 
occupied by persons or animals may be

Revision of Fee Schedule for Investment 
Advisers 

The Securities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion announced today that it has adop¬ 
ted an amendment to Rule 203-3 (Fee 
Schedule) 117 CFR 275.203-3) under the 
Investment Advisers Act of 1940. One 
purpose of the amendment is to comply 
with the Congressional mandate that 
Federal agencies review their fee sched¬ 


ules and charges with a view to making 
increases or adjustments to offset the in¬ 
creasing direct appropriations for agency 
operating costs. (See S. Rep. No. 1375, 
90th Cong., 2d Sess.. 3. (1968)). Another 
purpose of the proposed amendment is 
to make the fee schedule for investment 
advisers more equitable to registrants. 
The proposal to adopt tills amendment 
was set forth in Investment Advisers Act 
Release No. 369 which was Issued on April 
6.1973. 

The newly adopted amendment pro¬ 
vides that any investment adviser who 
files a notice of withdrawal on or before 
June 30 of any year shall be required to 
pay one half (or $50) of the annual as¬ 
sessment before such withdrawal is per¬ 
mitted to become effective. The newly 
adopted amendment provides also that 
any Investment adviser who flies a notice 
of withdrawal on or after July 1, of any 
year must pay the full annual assessment 
($100) before he will be permitted to 
withdraw. Further, the amended rule 
provides a $100 late payment fee for 
failing to pay the full annual assessment 
when and as required. 

Comments directed to the Commission 
on the proposal to amend Rule 203-3 
asked that the Commission remind regis¬ 
trants of the amount and due date of 
such assessment by sending such regis¬ 
trants an “invoice'*, “bill'' or other 
“notice" in advance of the deadline for 
paying the assessment. 

In light of such comments, the Com¬ 
mission will send all registrants a re¬ 
minder of the requirement to pay an as¬ 
sessment approximately 30 days in ad¬ 
vance of the January 31, deadline for 
paying such assessments. The Commis¬ 
sion reiterates, however, that each regis¬ 
trant has the responsibility of paying all 
fees and assessments when and as re¬ 
quired. whether or not he receives a re¬ 
minder or notice from the Commission. 
Appropriate enforcement action will be 
taken for failure to pay such fees and 
assessments. 

The following Is the text of Rule 203-3 
before Amendment as it was adopted on 
January 25, 1972, effective on March 1, 
1972 In Release IA-308, 37 FR 1473: 

Seotton 275.203-3. Fees for registration and 
applicants, (a) At the time of filing by an in¬ 
vestment adviser of an application for regis¬ 
tration under the Act. the applicant shall pay 
to the Com mission a fee of $160, no part of 
which shall be refunded. 

(b) Every registered investment adviser 
shall pay a $100 assessment to the Commis¬ 
sion while its registration is effective. Such 
assessment must be paid by each registrant 
by January 31 of the year following the end 
of the calendar year in which the Investment 
adviser has been registered: Provided , how- 
erer. For the year 1971 the toe shall be paid 
not later than April 1. 1972. No part of this 
assessment will be refunded. 

(c) All payments of fees shall be made In 
cash, certified check, personal check or by 
United States Foetal Money Orders, bank 
cashier's check or bank money order pay¬ 
able to the Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission. omitting the name and title of any 
official of the Commission. 

Pursuant to the authority In Sections 
203, 204 and 211 of the Investment Ad¬ 
visers Act of 1940 and In Title V of the 
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Independent Offices Appropriation Act, 
1952. the Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission hereby amends 9 275.202-3 of 
Chapter n of Title 17 of the Code of Fed¬ 
eral Regulations to read as follow's: 

§ 27S.203-3. Few* for regtatranu ond 
applicant*. 

(a) At the time of filing by an invest¬ 
ment adviser of an application for regis¬ 
tration under the Act. the applicant 
shall pay to the Commission a fee of 
$150. no part of which shall be refunded. 

(b) Every registered Investment ad¬ 
viser shall pay a $100 assessment an¬ 
nually to the Commission while its regis¬ 
tration is effective. Such assessment 
must be paid by each registrant by Jan¬ 
uary 31 of the year following the end of 
the calendar year In which the Invest¬ 
ment adviser has been registered: Pro¬ 
vided. hoicever, For the year 1971 the 
fee shall be paid not later than April 1. 
1972. No part of this assessment will be 
refunded. 

(c) Any registered investment adviser 
who files a notice of withdrawal on or 
before June 30 of any year shall pay one 
half ($50) of the annual assessment to 
the Commission before such notice of 
withdrawal becomes effective. No part of 
such assessment shall be refunded. 

(d) Any registered investment ad¬ 
viser who files a notice of withdrawal on 
or after July 1, of any year shall pay the 
full annual assessment ($100) to the 
Commission before such notice of with¬ 
drawal becomes effective. No part of tills 
assessment shall be refunded. 

(e) Every registered investment ad¬ 
viser who falls to pay an assessment as 
and when required by this rule shall pay 
a late payment fee of $100 to defray the 
administrative costa incurred as a re¬ 
sult of such failure. 

(f) All payments of fees shall be made 
In cash, certified check, personal check 
or by United States Postal Money Orders, 
bank cashier's check or bank money 
order payable to the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission, omitting the name 
and title of any official of the Com¬ 
mission.

Approval of Maryland Plan 

1. Background. Part 1902 of Title 29, 
Code of Federal Regulations, prescribes 
procedures under section 18 of the Occu¬ 
pational Safety and Health Act of 1970 
(29 U8.C. 667) whereby the several 
States may submit for approval, under 
the requirements of that section, plans to 
assume responsibility for the develop¬ 
ment and enforcement of State occupa¬ 
tional safety and health standards. 

The State of Maryland submitted a 
plan pursuant to Part 1902, requesting 
approval of the plan by the Assistant 
Secretary for Occupational Safety and 
Health to the Regional Administrator. 
December 8. 1972. On January 8, 1973, 
the plan was formally submitted to the 


Assistant Secretary, and on January 22. 
1973. a notice was published in the Fed¬ 
eral Register (38 FR 2189) concerning 
the submission of the plan and the fact 
that the question of its approval was In 
issue before the Assistant Secretary. The 
plan Includes provisions for making 
changes In the State's current occupa¬ 
tional safety and health program that 
appear necessary' to bring It into full con¬ 
formity with the requirements of section 
18(c) of the Act and 29 CFR Part 1902 
The Division of Labor and Industry in 
the Department of Licensing and Regula¬ 
tion is the State agency designated by the 
Governor to administer the plan 
throughout the State. The plan defines 
the covered occupational safety and 
health issues on the basis of Major 
Groups In the Standard Industrial Classi¬ 
fication (810 Manual of the Office of 
Management and Budget of the Execu¬ 
tive Office of the President. The Com¬ 
missioner of the Division of Labor and 
Industry promulgated the Federal 
standards existing as of February' 2. 
1973. These standards were effective in 
Maryland as of March 8. 1973, and they 
will be enforced according to current 
State legislative authority before the 
effective date of Maryland's enablitir 
legislation. July 1. 1973. The State will 
also adopt those portions of Federal 
Standards applicable to ship repairing 
shipbuilding, shipbreaking and longshor- 
ing except where prohibited by exclusive 
Federal maritime Jurisdiction. Subse¬ 
quent revisions to Federal standards will 
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be considered by the State Occupational 
Safety and Health Advisory Board that 
will make recommendations on adoption 
to the Commissioner within six months 
after Federal adoption. Maryland also 
included In Its plan State boiler and ele¬ 
vator standards where pertinent. 

During review of the Maryland plan, 
the 8tate legislature passed the Mary¬ 
land Occupational Safety and Health 
Act of 1973 and it was signed by the 
Governor. The effective date of the legis¬ 
lation, amending Article 89, sections 28 
to 49A of the Annotated Code of Mary¬ 
land. is July 1, 1973. Under the legisla¬ 
tion the Division of Labor and Industry 
has full authority to enforce and ad¬ 
minister laws respecting safety and 
health of employees In all workplaces of 
the State, including coverage of public 
employees, with the exception of mari¬ 
time workers in the areas of exclusive 
Federal Jurisdiction; employees of the 
United States; and employees whose 
working conditions are protected under 
enumerated Federal laws. 

The legislation contains procedures for 
Inspections in response to complaints; 
protection from discharge or discrimina¬ 
tion; consideration of standards by an 
Occupational Safety and Health Ad¬ 
visory Board; promulgation of recom¬ 
mended standards by the Commissioner 
of the Division of Labor and Industry; 
emergency temporary standard setting 
and rulemaking authority by the Com¬ 
missioner; sanctions; imminent danger 
abatement; and review of citations and 
penalties by the Commissioner. 

The major provisions of the plan and 
the proposed schedule for its develop¬ 
ment are s ummarized in a new Subpart O 
of 29 CFR Part 1952. Included in the plan 
is a statement of legal opinion that the 
legislation meets the requirements of the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act of 
1970 and is consistent with the Constitu¬ 
tion and laws of Maryland. The plan 
sets out goals and provides a timetable 
for bringing It Into full conformity with 
Part 1902 at the end of three years after 
the commencement of operation under 
the plan. 

Interested persons were afforded thirty 
days from the date of publication to sub¬ 
mit written comments concerning the 
plan. Further. Interested persons were 
afforded an opportunity to request an In¬ 
formal hearing with respect to the plan 
or any part thereof by setting out par¬ 
ticularized substantial objections to the 
contents of the plan. 

2 . Issues. Pursuant to the notice of sub¬ 
mission of the plan comments were re¬ 
ceived from the American Federation of 
Labor-Congress of Industrial Organiza¬ 
tions < AFL-CIO). Comments were also 
received after the close of the comment 
period from Mr. Harold Gordon, counsel 
for the Construction Industry Safety Ad¬ 
visory Committee. There were no requests 
for a hearing. 

These comments and our review of the 
plan raised several significant Issues 
which were addressed by Maryland in 
supplementing letters and documents 
from the Commissioner of the Division

of Labor and Industry dated February 9. 
1973; March 8. 1973; March 22. 1973; 
May 2, 1973; and May 21. 1973; which 
clarified and modified the plan and are 
incorporated as part of the plan. The 
Maryland plan presents a system of co¬ 
ordination involving three agencies. 
While ultimate responsibility rests with 
the designee, the Division of Labor and 
Industry, the Commissioner must coordi¬ 
nate fire safety and occupational health 
programs with the State Fire Marshal 
in the Department of Public Safety, and 
the Department of Health and Mental 
Hygiene. In addition, the implementa¬ 
tion of the agricultural safety and health 
program will be coordinated with the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. In all of these 
inter-agency relationships, the Division 
of Labor and Industry will retain en¬ 
forcement authority including the Issu¬ 
ance of citations and penalties. The other 
agencies will provide inspection and con¬ 
sultation service. The degree of reliance 
on another agency is greatest with re¬ 
spect to the Fire Marshal because as ex¬ 
plained in a letter of May 2. 1973. the 
State Fire Marshal will exercise his au¬ 
thority directly in 19 counties and 
through deputies, in Anne Arundel. Bal¬ 
timore, Montgomery and Prince George's 
comities. He will further negotiate an 
agreement with Baltimore City that will 
require the city to enforce all applicable 
occupational ffre safety rules and reg¬ 
ulations to the same extent as required 
of the Fire Marshal. 

The impact of inter-agency coordina¬ 
tion and delegation of responsibility on 
the effectiveness of the Maryland Plan 
will be noted in subsequent evaluations 
but as presently described, the program 
meets the requirements of Part 1902. 

As a result of comments on the stand¬ 
ard-setting procedures. Maryland made 
clarifications and modifications in the 
plan. Maryland's legislation describes a 
two-step standard-setting procedure 
which provides for public Input at all 
levels. In addition, the State Adminis¬ 
trative Procedure Act, incorporated as 
part of the plan, specifically provides 
that any interested person may petition 
for adoption of any rule or regulation. 
Maryland will adopt procedures for 
standard-setting in August 1973. In the 
Maryland law, public hearings are pro¬ 
vided before the Occupational Safety 
and Health Advisory Board with 30 days 
notice in newspapers of general circula¬ 
tion and through a mailing list. In ad¬ 
dition. once the Board has recommended 
standards to the Commissioner, he may 
hold another hearing. The plan narrative 
has been amended to make It clear that 
the Board will hold a hearing on all 
standards before making its recommen¬ 
dations to the Commissioner. In addition, 
the Act specifically provides that the 
Board can only recommend standards 
that are or will be at least as effective as 
Federal standards, and since the Com¬ 
missioner cannot change the recommen¬ 
dations of the Board, he in turn must 
adopt at least as effective standards or 
return them to the Board with his ob¬ 
jections. To assure that standards Indeed 
remain at least as effective, the plan nar- 
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rattve, which constitutes part of the 
agreement between the State and the De¬ 
partment of Labor, has been revised to 
read that subsequent revisions to Federal 
standards will be considered by the Ad¬ 
visory Board and recommendations on 
adoption by Maryland made to the Com¬ 
missioner within six months after Fed¬ 
eral adoption. By law. the Commissioner 
then has 45 days to act on the recom¬ 
mendations. 

Technical work on the standards will 
be the responsibility of employees in the 
planning section of the Division of Labor 
and Industry and they will have ex¬ 
pertise in safety and health standards. 
In addition, the Board and the Commis¬ 
sioner can also appoint special commit¬ 
tees and other consultants to obtain the 
technical information necessary to 
adopt standards. These procedures will 
supplement the activities of the full 
Board. The draft legislation was 
amended by the legislature with respect 
to the membership of the Board to in¬ 
clude a member representing agriculture 
and a representative of the businesses 
regulated by the Public Service Com¬ 
mission. The total membership Is now 11 
with two from labor, two from Industry, 
two from the health professions, three 
public members and one each from agri¬ 
culture and Public Service businesses. 
Because of the vital responsibility the 
Board has in developing at least as effec¬ 
tive standards, and the potential for a 
greater representation of Industry on the 
Board, the results of the standard¬ 
setting procedures In Maryland will be 
closely evaluated to ensure that their 
operation is at least as effective. 

Several other clarifications with re¬ 
spect to standards and hearings, in gen¬ 
eral. were made by the State. The 
legislation now provides that emergency 
temporary standards, promulgated by 
the Commissioner, will remain in effect 
for a period determined by the Commis¬ 
sioner, not to exceed six months, or until 
superseded by a permanent standard. 
Also, by making the State Administra¬ 
tive Procedure Act part of the plan, any 
hearing conducted by the Board or the 
Commissioner will be on the record and 
not on the basis of other information the 
State may obtain unless it too is made 
part of the record. 

Maryland's authority to adopt stand¬ 
ards that contain appropriate provisions 
for furnishing employees information re¬ 
garding hazards In the workplace has 
been carefully reviewed. Maryland's leg¬ 
islation as enacted does not specifically 
mention medical examinations made 
available at no cost to the employee, nor 
does It specify who would have access to 
the medical records. The legislation docs 
have all the other items that are re¬ 
quired for appropriate inclusion in 
standards by section 6(b) (7) of the Fed¬ 
eral Act and 4 1902.4(b) (2) (vl). The 
Commissioner of the Division of Labor 
and Industry, supported by the Maryland 
Attorney General, maintains that the 
specificity of Maryland law on require¬ 
ments for standards does not preclude 
reliance on general legislative authority 
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that requires the Advisory Board to rec¬ 
ommend or propose any standards nec¬ 
essary for the protection and improved 
safety and health of employees includ¬ 
ing. but not limited to. standards which 
are or will be at least as effective as any 
standard promulgated under the Federal 
Act for necessary standards elements. In 
addition, the State law provides for 
adoption by reference of established Fed¬ 
eral standards and this procedure could 
perforce permit Maryland to adopt Fed¬ 
eral standards without regard to any de¬ 
ficiencies in independent State standard- 
setting authority that may exist. 

Any limitation on Maryland's stand¬ 
ard-setting authority resulting from the 
interpretation of State law with regard 
to medical examinations will be closely 
evaluated. Indeed, Maryland has agreed 
in letters Included as part of the plan 
that if any difficulties ore subsequently 
encountered in the enforcement of re¬ 
quired medical examination provision, or 
if it is demonstrated that the State is 
unable to meet this effectiveness cri¬ 
terion. the Division of Labor and Indus¬ 
try will propose legislation to remove any 
legal impediment. On the basis of this 
assurance and Maryland’s interpreta¬ 
tion of its own law. the plan is consid¬ 
ered to meet the requirements of this 
index. 

Another issue of legislative Interpreta¬ 
tion deals with the finality of non- 
contested citations and the exclusion of 
these citations from Judicial review. The 
legislation as enacted does not state that 
non-contested citations are not subject 
to Judicial review by any court or agency 
but only that they are final orders of the 
Commissioner. Judicial review may be 
sought by any person adversely affected 
or aggrieved by an order of the Commis¬ 
sioner. However, the State Administra¬ 
tive Procedure Act limits Judicial review 
of orders to contested coses; i.e., after 
an administrative hearing has been held. 
Reading these two laws together. Mary¬ 
land Interprets its authority as requiring 
exhaustion of administrative remedies 
before court review, therefore, a nan- 
con tested citation could not be appealed 
and If it were the agency would move 
to dismiss the case for failure to exhaust 
administrative remedies. Of course if 
later court interpretations provide that 
non-contested citations could indeed be 
successfully appealed and a successful 
assault on the finality of non-contested 
citations inhibited the enforcement pro¬ 
gram to the point of making it less effec¬ 
tive than its Federal counterpart. 
Maryland would be required to make the 
necessary legislative changes. 

In cases where judicial review is ap¬ 
propriate. the State Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure Act provides for further appeal 
to the Court of Appeals from a final 
Judgment of the circuit court or the 
Baltimore City Court as required in the 
State safety and health law. Based on 
these assurances and legal interpreta¬ 
tions. the plan meets the requirements of 
the relevant Indices of effectiveness. 

As enacted. Maryland’s penalty pro¬ 
visions mirror those of the Federal Act 
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with respect to those penalties directly 
related to enforcement. The sole diver¬ 
gence from the Federal penalty struc¬ 
ture Is the State provision for a maximum 
$5,000 fine for false statements where the 
Federal Act has $10,000 maximum. In 
all other respects the penalty for false 
statements is identical in scope and in¬ 
cludes a possible 6 month term of Im¬ 
prisonment. As stated in the South Caro¬ 
lina decision, the mere fact that there 
is a difference in the penalty level for 
making false statements cannot be said 
at this time to render Maryland’s overall 
system of sanctions less effective than 
the Federal system <37 FR 25933). 

Finally. Maryland has agreed to re¬ 
view its merit system classifications, 
specifications and salary ranges within 
one year of plan approval. In addition, 
any requirements limiting job oppor¬ 
tunity to those with experience in the 
Division of Labor and Industry or other 
cooperating agencies will be deleted. 

The comments submitted on behalf of 
the Construction Industry Safety Ad¬ 
visory Committee raise several Issues 
applicable to State plans in general. 
Therefore, even though they were not 
filed within the period specified in the 
notice of plan submission, and normally 
would not need to be considered In the 
decision approving the 8tate plan, it 
was felt that these questions of such 
general interest should be discussed at 
this time. The Issues include the effect 
of the decision in AFL-CIO v. Hodgson 
C.A. No. 2517-72 <UB. DC. January 2, 
1973) on pre-emption of state stand¬ 
ards where a plan was not approved 
prior to December 29. 1972; the applica¬ 
bility of a State Administrative Pro¬ 
cedure Act <APA) to the regulations to 
be promulgated under a plan and to the 
plan document itself ; and the necessity 
for environmental impact statements 
under the National Environmental Pol¬ 
icy Act (NEPA) 42 UB.C. 4332 when 
State plans are approved. 

According to CISAC comments, pre¬ 
emption of State enforcement of occu¬ 
pational safety and health standards 
under existing State law after Decem¬ 
ber 29, 1972. means that those State 
laws are repealed until a State enacts 
new legislation pursuant to an approved 
plan. Federal Jurisdiction would be the 
exclusive means for enforcing safety and 
health standards until new legislation 
was passed. Maryland, however, has en¬ 
acted such new legislation with a subse¬ 
quent effective date and adopted Federal 
standards under its prior legislation be¬ 
fore approval of its plan, permitting the 
State to assume jurisdiction over occu¬ 
pational safety and health under section 
18 of the Act. 

The decision by the UJ8. District Court 
In the District of Columbia did not di¬ 
rectly deal with the question of pre¬ 
emption of State laws where no ap¬ 
proved plan was in existence before De¬ 
cember 29. 1972. In any event, the effect 
of preemption would not have been to 
repeal existing State law but, as held 
in Home Utilities Co. v. Revere Copper 
and Brass . 122 A 2d 199 (1956). “the 


state statute Is in effect, merely unen¬ 
forceable or superseded by the existence 
of the Federal legislation and conse¬ 
quently the repeal of the Federal statute 
I in this case withdrawal of Federal pre¬ 
emption by plan approval) reinstates or 
revises the state law without express re¬ 
enactment by the state legislature. " Such 
a conclusion is in conformity with the 
Intent of Congress to encourage proper 
and developing state assumption of Juris¬ 
diction over occupational safety and 
health matters covered by the Act. 

A second comment related to the ap¬ 
plicability of the State Administrative 
Procedure Act to the plan itself as well 
as any regulations or standards issued 
pursuant to the plan. In Une with the 
response to the first comment on pre¬ 
emption. any regulation or standards is¬ 
sued under existing legislative authority 
would be revived with plan approval 
These regulations and standards had 
been promulgated in accordance with 
State law prior to approval of a State 
plan and at that time the public could 
participate In the rulemaking procedure 
Any new regulation or standards required 
by the plan would be subject to the 
applicable rule-making proceedings as 
prescribed in the State APA and the oc¬ 
cupational safety and health enabling 
legislation. Maryland will adopt future 
regulations and standards in this 
manner. 

As for the plan itself being subject to 
rule-making proceedings including pub¬ 
lic hearings, the plan sets out what rules, 
regulations, standards or procedures the 
State plans to adopt but it does not con¬ 
stitute a rulemaking proposal to adopt 
those regulations. That procedure would 
occur subsequent to approval of the plan 
when specific rules are proposed to be 
adopted as outlined in the developmental 
schedule. 

Nor is the plan a contested case a* 
stated in the CISAC comments, involv¬ 
ing the legal rights, duties, or privileges 
of specific parties in a proceeding before 
the agency. A plan is a general program 
for occupational safety and health. Paru- 
of the plan and the legislation do con¬ 
tain procedures for employers to contest 
specific cases before the agency where 
citations are issued for violations of 
safety and health standards. 

This does not mean that the public has 
no opportunity to participate in the plan 
approval process. Public input in the 
plan document is in corporated in Federal 
regulations 29 CFR Part 1902 which pro¬ 
vide for public comments and hearim: 
requests upon submission of the plan. 
Notices on the opportunity for public 
comment are also published in the State. 
These procedures were followed for the 
Maryland plan. 

The final comment submitted on be¬ 
half of CISAC that is relevant to the 
Maryland plan Is the necessity for sub¬ 
mitting an environmental impact state¬ 
ment under the National Environmental 
Policy Act, 42 UB.C. 4332, which require* 
such statements for “major Federal ac¬ 
tions significantly affecting the human 
environment.'* The approval of ft State 
plan may perhaps be considered “major 
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Federal action." Approving a plan 
gives permission to a State to adopt and 
enforce its own safety and health stand¬ 
ards < substantive rules) without being 
l reempted by Federal standards bearing 
upon the same issues. (29 U.S.C. Section 
067.) But the approval or disapproval of 
the plan itself does not affect the envi¬ 
ronment If there is any passible affect 
on the environment, it lies with the adop¬ 
tion and application of standards under 
the plan. And, the adoption and applica¬ 
tion of standards by a State are State 
actions not requiring filing of environ¬ 
mental impact statements under NEPA. 
Cf. Kings County Association v. Hardin , 
5 ERC 1383 (9th Cir. April 16.1973). 

Also, it should be emphasized that the 
requirement of the National Environ¬ 
mental Policy Act are applied to the full¬ 
est extent possible in the adoption of 
ctandards at the Federal level whenever 
standards significantly affect the quality 
of human environment. See, for example, 
the application of NEPA to the adoption 
of standards for certain organophos¬ 
phorous pesticides (36 FR 1075, May 1. 
1973) and certain carcinogens (38 FR 
10929, May 3, 1973). Consequently, when 
environmental effects are Involved, they 
are considered. The State standards un¬ 
der a plan are either the same as the 
Federal standards or have equivalent 
cflectlveness, and would seem therefore 
to involve essentially the same environ¬ 
mental consideration* that are already 
examined, or will be examined in adopt¬ 
ing Federal standards. 

3. Decision^ After careful considera¬ 
tion of the Maryland plan and comments 
submitted regarding the plan, the plan 
is hereby approved under section 18 of 
the Act and Part 1902. 

This decision incorporates require¬ 
ments of the Act and implementing reg¬ 
ulations applicable to 8tate plans gen¬ 
erally. it also Incorporates intentions as 
to continued Federal enforcement of Fed¬ 
eral standards in areas covered by the 
plan and the State's developmental 
schedule as set out below*. 

Pursuant to f 1902.20(b) (1) OU) of 
Title 29. Code of Federal Regulations, 
the present level of Fedoml enforcement 
in Maryland will not be diminished at 
this time because of the developmental 
nature of Maryland’s enforcement pro¬ 
gram particularly in the areas of occu¬ 
pational health and agriculture. Among 
other things the U.S. Department of 
Labor will continue to Inspect catas¬ 
trophes and fatalities, investigate valid 
complaints under section 8(f), continue 
its Target Safety and Target Health 
programs, an inspect a cross-section of 
all industries on a random basis. No 
hiter than 6 months following this ap¬ 
proval, an evaluation of the State plan, 
as implemented, will be made to assess 
the appropriate level of Federal enforce¬ 
ment activity. Federal enforcement ac¬ 
tivity will continue to be exercised to the 
uegree necessary to assure occupational 
safety and health protection to em¬ 
ployees in the State of Maryland. Part 
1952 is hereby amended by adding 
thereto a new Subpart O reading as 
follows:

§ 1952.210 Dracriplion of the plan. 

(a) The Division of Labor and In¬ 
dustry in the Department of Licensing 
and Regulation is the State agency des¬ 
ignated by the Governor to administer 
the plan throughout the State. The plan 
defines the covered occupational safety 
and health issues on the basis of Major 
Groups in the Standard Industrial Clas¬ 
sification (8IC) Manual of the Office of 
Management and Budget of the Execu¬ 
tive Office of the President. The Commis¬ 
sioner of the Division of Labor and 
industry promulgated the Federal stand¬ 
ards existing as of February 2, 1973. 
These standards were effective In Mary¬ 
land as of March 8, 1973, and they will 
be enforced according to current State 
Icjisiative authority prior to the effec¬ 
tive date or Maryland’s enabling legisla¬ 
tion, July I. 1973. Maryland also Intends 
to adopt those Federal standards appli¬ 
cable to ship repairing, ship building, 
ship breaking and longshoring except 
where prohibited by exclusive Federal 
maritime jurisdiction. Subsequent revi¬ 
sions to Federal standards will be con¬ 
sidered by the State Occupational Safety 
and Health Advisory Board which will 
make recommendations on adoption of 
at least as effective standards to the 
Commissioner within 6 months after 
Federal promulgation. Maryland also 
includes in its plan State boiler and 
elevator standards where applicable. 

(b) (1) The plan included draft leg¬ 
islation which has been passed by the 
State legislature and signed by the 
Governor. The legislation as enacted 
has been Included as a supplement to 
the plan. Under the legislation, effec¬ 
tive July 1. 1973, the Division of Labor 
and Industry in the Department of Li¬ 
censing and Regulation has full au- 
tliorlty to enforce and administer laws 
respecting safety and health of em¬ 
ployees in all workplaces of the State, 
including coverage of public employees, 
with the exception of maritime workers 
in the areas of exclusive Federal juris¬ 
diction; employees of the United States; 
and employees whose working condi¬ 
tions are protected under enumerated 
Federal laws. 

(2) The legislation brings the plan 
Int o con formity with the requirements of 
29 CFR Part 1902 In areas such as pro¬ 
cedures for granting or denying tem¬ 
porary and permanent variances to 
rules, regulations or standards by the 
Commissioner; protection of employees 
from hazards including provision for 
medical examinations made available by 
the employer or at his cost: procedures 
for the development of standards by the 
Occupational Safety and Health Ad¬ 
visory Board; promulgation of these 
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standards as recommended by the Com¬ 
missioner: promulgation of emergency 
temporary* standards by the Commis¬ 
sioner with referral to the Board to de¬ 
velop a permanent standard; procedures 
for prompt restraint or elimination of 
imminent danger situations by Issuance 
of a "red-tag" order with court review 
as well as by court injunction. 

<3> The legislation provides for in¬ 
spections in response to complaints; 
gives employer and employee represent¬ 
atives an opportunity to accompany in¬ 
spectors in order to aid Inspections; 
notification of employees or their rep¬ 
resentatives when no compliance action 
is taken as a result of alleged violations, 
including informal review; protection of 
employees against discharge or discrimi¬ 
nation in terms and conditions of em¬ 
ployment by filing complaints with the 
Commissioner who win seek court action; 
adequate safeguards to protect trade 
secrets: provision for prompt notice to 
employers and employees of alleged vio¬ 
lations of standards and abatement re¬ 
quirements through the issuance and 
posting of citations; a system of sanc¬ 
tions against employers for violations 
of standards; employer right of review 
and employee participation in review 
proceedings before the Commissioner 
with subsequent judicial review; and 
coverage of employees of the State and 
political subdivisions in a separate pro¬ 
gram supervised by the Commissioner 
in accordance with the requirements de¬ 
scribed In the North Carolina decisibn 
(38 FR 3041). 

(c) Included in the plan is a state¬ 
ment of legal opinion that the law. which 
was supported by the Governor In ac¬ 
cordance with the requirements of Part 
1902. meets the requirements of the Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 
1970 and is consistent with the Con¬ 
stitution and laws of Maryland. The 
plan sets out goals and provides a time¬ 
table for bringing it into full conformity 
with Part 1902 at the end of three years 
after the commencement of operations 
under the plan. Personnel will be em¬ 
ployed under the existing State merit 
system with the revisions in qualifica¬ 
tions as stated in supplements to the 
plan, and the voluntary compliance pro¬ 
gram for on-site consultation meets the 
condiUons set forth in the issues dis¬ 
cussed in the Washington decision <38 
FR 2421). 

(d> The plan includes the following 
documents as of the date of approval.

Approval of Tennessee Plan 

1. Background . Part 1952 of Title 29, 
Code of Federal Regulations, prescribes 
procedures under section 18 of the Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 1970 
<29 U.8.C. 667) whereby the states may 
submit for approval, under the require¬ 
ments of this section, plans to assume 
responsibilities for the development and 
enforcement of state occupational safety 
and health standards. 

On January 31.1973. the State of Ten¬ 
nessee submitted a comprehensive de¬ 
velopmental occupational safety and 
health plan in accordance with these 
procedures and on March 2, 1973, a 
notice was published in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister <38 FR 5702) concerning the sub¬ 
mission of the plan to the Assistant Sec¬ 
retary and the fact that the question of 
approval was in issue before him. Written 
comments concerning the plan were sub¬ 
mitted by tiie American Federation of 
Labor-Congress of Industrial Organiza¬ 
tions (AFL-CIO). No other written com¬ 
ments were received and there were no 
requests for an informal hearing. 

The plan identifies the Department of 
Labor and the Department of Health as 
the agencies responsible for the admin¬ 
istration of the plan throughout the 
State. It defines the covered occupational 
safety and health issues as defined by the 
Secretary of Labor in 5 1902.2(c) <1> of 
Chapter XVII. Title 29, Code of Federal 
Regulations. The plan includes legisla¬ 
tion passed by the Tennessee Legislature 
during its 1972 Session which became 
effective July 1.1972. It also Includes leg¬ 
islation enacted and approved April 5, 
1973. The plan further includes proposed 
draft amendments to be considered by 
the State Legislature during its 1974 ses¬ 
sion amending certain provisions of its 
enabling legislation. TiUe 60. Chapter 5 
of the Tennessee Code Annotated, that 
appear necessary or desirable to bring 
them into conformity with the require¬ 
ments of section 18(c) of the Act and 29 
CFR Part 1902. The proposed amend¬ 
ments are accompanied by a statement 
of the Governor's support for them and 
an opinion from the Attorney General's 
Office that they will meet the require¬ 
ments of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act of 1970 and are consistent 
with the Constitution and laws of the 
State. 

2. Issues. The public comments and our 
review of the plan raised several signifi¬ 
cant issues which have been addressed 
by Tennessee in supplementary letters 
submitted to the Office of Federal and 
8tate Operations of the Occupational 


Safety and Health Administration on 
February 14, 1973, May 30. 1973. and 
June 15. 1973, which clarified and modi- 
fled the plan and are incorporated as part 
of the plan. 

<a) Employee discrimination . The 
Tennessee Act did not appear to provide 
adequate protection for employees 
against discharge or discrimination in 
terms or conditions of employment be¬ 
cause an employee has exercised basic 
rights under the Act, as required under 
29 CFR 1902.4(c) <2) <v). The State s 
legislation provided only that an em¬ 
ployer who discriminates against any 
employee who has filed a complaint or 
testified In regard to a violation would 
be subject to a criminal misdemeanor 
penalty of up to $500. There were no 
alternative provisions which would pro¬ 
vide a remedy as effective as the Federal 
remedy which can ensure reinstatement 
or rehlring with back pay. The State 
proposes to bring its employee protection 
provisions up to the Federal level by sub¬ 
mitting a proposed amendment to its law 
which would provide these protections in 
the same manner as they ore provided 
for at the Federal level. In addition, the 
criminal penalty of up to $500 agaimt 
any employer who discriminates against 
any employee who has filed a complaint 
or testified in regard to a violation will 
remain in effect. 

(b) Sanctions. The sanctions proposed 
by Tennessee presented some substantial 
differences compared to those at the 
Federal level. There was no statutory 
sanction for non-serious violations. The 
Tennessee Compliance Manual provided 
for non-serious violations os if they were 
a discretionary $1,000 sanction, but there 
was no statutory authority for it. Ac¬ 
cordingly, Tennessee has proposed an 
amendment authorizing a discretion u:y 
$1,000 civil sanction for non-serious 
violations. 

In the area of willful or repeated vio¬ 
lations, Tennessee's Act provided a crim¬ 
inal sanction of $5,000 for any “perron 
who willfully and repeatedly violates 
• • ♦*' certain provisions of the Act. in 
the first place. It was apparent that em¬ 
ployees might be subject to this sanction 
as they come within the purview of “any 
person.” Secondly, a willful or repeated 
violation had to be willfull and repeated 
in order to result in a sanction. This Is a 
much narrower definition than that of 
the Federal Act, where a violation can 
come under the category of either willful 
or repeated. Finally, the Tennessee sanc¬ 
tion was criminal as compared with the 
comparable Federal civil sanction. Due to 
the nature of criminal prosecution pro¬ 
ceedings with their problems of proof. In¬ 
cluding shifting the burden of contesting 
from the violator, it appears that the 
Tennessee criminal sanction would lack 
the effectiveness of the Federal civil 
sanction in dealing with both willful or 
repeated violations. Because of all of 
these problems, the State has promised 
to amend its law to change this penalty 
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to conform to that in the Act which pro¬ 
vides a civil penalty of not more than 
$10,000 for any employer who willfully 
or repeatedly violates any of the provi¬ 
sions of the Act. 

In addition, the 8tate has agreed to 
see): legislation amending its law to sub¬ 
stitute a civil sanction, as under the Act. 
lor the criminal sanction in its law for 
violations of posting requirements. The 
State has also given assurances that it 
will substitute the criminal penalty for 
recordkeeping and reporting under its 
law with its procedures for non-serious 
violations when assessing penalties for 
violation of recordkeeping and reporting 
regulations. Finally, the State has agreed 
to amend its law to Increase the penalty 
for false statements from $500 to $10,000 
and to provide for a more severe crim¬ 
inal penalty after first conviction for 
convictions for willful violations which 
result in the death of an employee. 

(c) Permanent variances. Section 13 
of the Tennessee Act did not appe ar to 
meet the requirements of 29 CFR Part 
1902.4(b) (2) (iv) concerning permanent 
variances. There was no statutory pro¬ 
vision or regulation providing for per¬ 
manent variances. The Tennessee law 
provided only for the Issuance of tem¬ 
porary variances. Such variances arc 
limited to the period required to come 
into compliance or one year, whichever 
is shorter, and could be renewed only 
once. Consequently, employers could not 
l^rmanently protect employees from a 
Imzard through alternative means but 
must comply with all standards. This 
provision might present some serious dif¬ 
ficulty for an employer who might have 
an alternative or better means to come 
into compliance with a standard, and 
wouid present enforcement problems 
where an employer had been granted a 
variance from Federal standards under 
section 6(d) of the Act. The State has 
agreed .to sponsor legislation amending 
its law to provide for the issuance of 
permanent variances under the same 
conditions as provided under section 
6(d) of the Act. 

<d> Imminent danger. Tennessee's 
statutory definition of imminent danger 
is “an Immediate and substantial dan¬ 
ger.*’ The Tennessee Compliance Manual 
provides that the State would act In 
Imminent danger situations where the 
hazard was either Immediate or so Im¬ 
minent that normal enforcement pro¬ 
cedures would not be adequate to deal 
with the situation. We do not question 
the State’s authority to interpret this 
definition as it has in its Compliance 
Manual, and it is expected to follow this 
Interpretation upon Plan approval. 

In answer to public comments, how¬ 
ever. the State has agreed to seek legis¬ 
lation amending its law to statutorily 
provide for this Interpretation by adopt¬ 
ing the definition of an imminent dan¬ 
ger in the Act as one “which could rea- 
Ntmnbly be expected to cause death or 
erlous physical harm immediately or 
udore the Imminence of such danger ran 
be eliminated through the enforcement 
procedures otherwise provided by" the 


Additionally, since plan submittal, the 
State legislature passed an amendment 
to its Occupational Safety and Health 
Law which provides for “stop orders*' by 
the Commissioner of Labor or the Com¬ 
missioner of Health If he finds a “haz¬ 
ardous condition at a place of employ¬ 
ment that presents an imminent threat 
to life or limb of an employee ” This 
provision became effective on May 11, 
1973. Taken as a whole, the Tennessee 
procedures to counteract imminent dan¬ 
ger situations appear to be more effec¬ 
tive than the Federal provisions. 

(e) Employee participation in review 
proceedings. The Tennessee Act provides 
that employees may contest citations is¬ 
sued to an employer, including contest¬ 
ing the reasonableness of an abatement 
period proposed by the Commissioner of 
Labor or the Commissioner of Health. 
Under the Federal program, employees 
do not have the right to contest the ci¬ 
tations and proposed penalties, but only 
the right to contest the reasonableness 
of an abatement period fixed in the 
citation. 

As pointed out in the Minnesota de¬ 
cision (38 FR 5076). State plans may 
provide for more stringent enforcement 
than the Act if such additional provi¬ 
sions appear to be reasonably calculated 
to increase the effectiveness of the 
State's program and are consistent with 
the intent of the Act. The Tennessee em¬ 
ployee contest provisions appear to meet 
that test In that they would serve as an 
added check to secure enforcement of 
safe and healthful working conditions. 
Any undue burden on the administra¬ 
tive process resulting from them would 
bring about a reconsideration in the 
course of evaluation of the actual opera¬ 
tion of the plan. 

(f) Standards. Our review and the 
public comments expressed some concern 
over the Tennessee provisions relating to 
employee exposure to toxic substances, 
access to records, monitoring and meas¬ 
uring exposure and protec tive e quipment, 
as provided for under 29 CFR 1902.4(b) 
(2) (vl) and 1902.4(b) (2) (vll). Questions 
were raised that under Tennessee law an 
exposure must have been “biologically 
significant" to warrant the promulga¬ 
tion of standards providing these em¬ 
ployee rights. The State Intends to adopt 
all Federal standards immediately upon 
approval of the plan by the Assistant 
Secretary and all future standards pro¬ 
mulgated by this Department. In addi¬ 
tion. the State has authority to 
promulgate Its own standards and has 
provided assurances that if either the 
Commissioner of Labor as or the Com¬ 
missioner of Health promulgates a state 
occupational safety or health standard 
w’here there is no comparable Federal 
standard, the term “biologically signifi¬ 
cant” will not operate to preclude provid¬ 
ing for the employee rights outlined 
above where appropriate. 

(g> Prohibition against advance notice. 
In the area of advance notice, the Ten¬ 
nessee Compliance Manual provided an 
exception to the prohibition against ad¬ 
vance notice for w ? hich there was no 


comparable Federal provision In that 
advance notice may be given “to permit 
maintenance of an accident site where a 
catastrophe or fatality has occurred." 
Section 1902.3(f) of 29 CFR provides that 
any exceptions to the prohibition may be 
no broader than those under the Federal 
program. Such a blanket exception Is not 
provided under the Federal program and 
the State has agreed to delete this excep¬ 
tion from Its compliance operations 
manual. 

(h) Inspections . The Tennessee Com¬ 
pliance Operations Manual provides an 
opportunity for walkarounds by employer 
and employee representatives during the 
course of an inspection in the same man¬ 
ner as that provided for in the Federal 
program. However, the public comments 
questioned the adequacy of section 8<c> 
of the Tennessee Act as a basis for en¬ 
suring sufficient opportunity to employ¬ 
ees for accompanying an inspector during 
the Inspection. The Tennessee Act pro¬ 
vides that employer and employee repre¬ 
sentatives would be given an opportunity 
to “consult with or accompany” the in¬ 
spector. The public comments indicated 
that this provision might be interpreted 
in a narrower manner than was origi¬ 
nally intended. In order to preclude any 
misunderstanding as to Its intentions 
and to prevent and future adoption of 
regulations which might restrict this 
walk-around privilege, the State has 
voluntarily agreed to submit a proposed 
amendment to its Legislature deleting 
the phrase “consult with" from its walk- 
around provision while retaining the 
provision providing for consultation with 
employees where there is no authorized 
employee representative. 

3. Decision. After careful consideration 
of the Tennessee plan and comments 
submitted regarding the plan, the plan is 
hereby approved under section 18 of the 
Act and 29 CFR Part 1902. 

This decision incorporates require¬ 
ments of the Act and implementing reg¬ 
ulations applicable to State plans gen¬ 
erally. It also incorporates our intentions 
as to continued Federal enforcement of 
Federal standards in areas covered by 
the plan and the State's Developmental 
schedule as set out below. 

Pursuant to S 1902.20 <b)*(l) (ill). the 
present level of Federal enforcement will 
not be diminished. Among other things, 
the U.S. Department of Labor will con¬ 
tinue to Inspect catastrophes and fatal¬ 
ities. investigate valid complaints under 
section 8(f) of the Act. continue its Tar¬ 
get Safety and Health Programs, and in¬ 
spect a cross-section of all Industries on 
a random basis. 

An evaluation of the State plan as im¬ 
plemented will be made to assess the ap¬ 
propriate level of Federal enforcement 
activity. Federal enforcement activity 
will continue to be exercised to the de¬ 
gree necessary to assure occupational 
safety and halth protection to employ¬ 
ees in the State of Tennessee. 

The Tennessee Plan Is developmental. 
The following is the schedule of the de¬ 
velopmental steps provided by the plan. 

Formal adoption of Federal Standards 
immediately upon approval of State plan. 
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(Existing State standards were repealed 
by the enabling legislation). Enforce¬ 
ment of standards commences immedi¬ 
ately upon promulgation. 

(b) Amendments to legislation to be 
submitted to 1974 State legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

(c) Regulations for record keeping and 
reporting will be promulgated upon plan 
approval. 

<d> Regulations for inspections, cita¬ 
tions. and proposed penalties will be pro¬ 
mulgated immediately upon plan ap¬ 
proval. 

<e) Variances regulations will be pro¬ 
mulgated within 60 days of the plan ap¬ 
proval.

(c) (1) The plan further Includes pro¬ 
posed amendments submitted by the 
State which will be presented to the 
1974 session of the State legislature to 
bring its Occupational Safety and Health 
Act into conformity with the require¬ 
ments of 29 CFR Part 1902. These 
amendments pertain to such areas as 
permanent variances, employee protec¬ 
tion against discharge or discrimina¬ 
tion in terms and conditions of em¬ 
ployment, imminent danger situations, 
sanctions, and walkaround. A statement 
of the Governor’s support for the pro¬ 
posed amandments and a statement of 
legal opinion that they will meet the re¬ 
quirements of the Occupational Safety 
and Health Act of 1970 and Is consistent 
with the Constitution and law’s of the 
State are included In the plan.

Administrative and Miscellaneous 
Provisions 

By notice of proposed rulemaking 
published in the Federal Register of 
January 30. 1973 (38 FR 2765), it was 
proposed to add a new § 10.133 to sub- 
port L to provide a framework within 
which States could establish regulations 
for hunting common crows. Comments 
were invited through March 23.1973. 

It was determined that subchapter B 
should be reorganized and restructured 
into a more logical format of subparts 
and sections and retitled to more ac¬ 
curately describe its contents. This revi¬ 
sion was published as a proposed rule- 
making in the Federal Register of April 
25. 1973 (38 FR 10208). and notice was 
given that current Part 10—Migratory 
Birds—would be redesignated Part 20— 
Migratory Bird Hunting, and current 
$ 10.133 would be redesignated i 20.133. 
This publication of April 25. 1973 <38 FR 
10234) invited comments through May 
25. 1973. 

It is determined that Part 20 should 
be added to subchapter B at this time to 
facilitate the adoption of regulations by 
States with respect to the hunting of 
crows, and to make provisions for per¬ 
sons in Alaska to take snowy owls and 
cormorants for subsistence purposes. 
These three species are now federally 
protected by virtue of having been added 
in March 1972. to those families of birds 
which are protected under the terms of 
the Convention with the United Mexican 
States for the Protection of Migratory 
Birds and Game Mammals (50 Stafc. 
1311). Since both of these matters arc 
proposed to be included in subpart L (see 
proposed rulemaking published April 25. 
1973, in 38 FR 10227) t it is desirable that 
this subpart be included in Part 20 at 
this time with other subparts being re¬ 
served for addition in the near future. 

After consideration of comments re¬ 
ceived and other data presented, the en¬ 
forcement problems expected, and the 
difficulty of distinguishing the common 
crow from other crows, it is determined 
that it la Impractical to restrict the open 
season to common crows only. Prior to 
the addition of the family Corvidae to 
those afforded federal protection, crows 
could be hunted without federal restric¬ 
tions or control of any kind. This regula¬ 
tion will provide federal controls for crow 


hunting for the first time. Since the crow 
Is an endangered species in Hawaii 
(alala) no hunting of crows will be per¬ 
mitted in that State. 

With respect to the taking of some 
species of migratory birds in Alaska for 
subsistence purposes, the Convention 
with Great Britain (for Canada) for the 
Protection of Migratory Birds (39 Stat. 
1702), provides that Eskimos and In¬ 
dians may take, at any season, auks, 
auklets. guillemots, murres, and puffins, 
and their eggs for food and their skins 
for clothing, but the sale of. or offer to 
sell, birds and eggs so taken is prohibited. 
(Art. n. Sec. 3). Snowy owls and cormo¬ 
rants could be taken by Eskimos and In¬ 
dians as well as by all other persons, as 
these twx> species were not protected by 
federal law or treaty prior to their addi¬ 
tion to those families of birds protected 
by the Convention with Mexico (supra). 
Without some provision being made by 
regulation, which is authorized by Article 
I of the Convention with Mexico, snowy 
owls and cormorants cannot be utilized 
In Alaska for food or clothing, as has al¬ 
ways been the custom. After considera¬ 
tion of all relevant matters presented, 
Including the request of the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Alaska Department of Fish 
and Game, it is determined that a para¬ 
graph <b) be added to i 20.133 which will 
permit any person to utilize snowy owls 
and cormorants for subsistence purposes 
in Alaska. 

1. Accordingly, subchapter B of 50 
CFR, Chapter I, is retitled subchapter 
B—Taking, Possession. Transportation, 
Sale, Purchase.

ing at ports, and demurrage, detention 
or storage rates at levels below those 
applicable to domestic freight: that such 
rules, regulations, and demurrage, deten¬ 
tion or storage rates are ineffective in 
securing prompt release of cars held at 
the ports. It is the opinion of the Com¬ 
mission that an emergency exists requir¬ 
ing immediate action to promote cor 
sendee in the interest of the public and 
the commerce of the people. Accordingly, 
the Commission finds that notice and 
public procedure are impracticable and 
contrary to the public inte -^t. and that 
good cause exists for making this order 
effective upon less than thirty days' 
notice.

Food Stamp Program 

On February 9. 1973, there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register a notice 
of proposed rule making to revise the 
regulations governing the Food Stamp 
Program. The notice set forth a proposal 
to amend the regulations to permit 
averaging, over a 12-month period, of 
income which Is regularly expected to be 
received during a period of more than 
8 months but less than 12 months of each 
calendar year. 

Interested persons were given 30 days 
in which to submit written comments, 
suggestions or objections regarding the 
proposed amendment. 

Comments were received from ap¬ 
proximately 40 interested persons and 
organizations. The principal objections 
are that the amendment, as proposed, 
would be too difficult to administer be¬ 
cause of the Imprecise language, and that 
It might exclude households whose reg¬ 
ular flow of income was unexpectedly 
interrupted. 

After careful consideration of all com¬ 
ments received, the Department ha* de¬ 
cided to revise the proposed amendment 
to more clearly define those households 
for which it was intended. In addition, 
the requirement that income be received 
in more than 8 months but less than 12 
has been deleted. The amendment now 
refers to individuals who receive income 
from a contract which is renewable each 
year or longer. 

Section 271.3(c)(2) is amended to add 
a new subdivision (hr) to read as follows:

(c) Income and resource eligibility 
standards of other households . • • • 

(2) Handling of income. • • • 

(iv) To determine the eligibility of 
households with members who receive 
compensation on other than an hourly or 
piecework basis under a contract which 
is renewable on a yearly or longer basis 
(such as. but not limited to, school em¬ 
ployees ), such members shall be deemed 
to be receiving compensation continu¬ 
ously for an entire year even though pre¬ 
determined nonwork (vacation) periods 
are involved or actual compensation pay¬ 
ments are scheduled for payment during 
work periods only. For such persons, 
compensation received under such con¬ 
tracts shall be averaged over a 12-month 
period. 

• • • • « 

This provision shall not apply in situa¬ 
tions where the other party to the con¬ 
tract cannot or will not make payments 
specified in the contract, or where the 
flow of earnings specified in the contract 
is otherwise interrupted.

Limitation of Handling 

Tills regulation fixes the quantity of 
California-Arizona Valencia oranges 
that may be shipped to fresh market dur¬ 
ing the weekly regulation period July 6- 
July 12, 1973. It Is issued pursuant to the 
Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act 
of 1937. as amended, and Marketing 
Order No. 908. The quantity of Valencia 
oranges so fixed was arrived at after con¬ 
sideration of the total available supply of 
Valencia oranges, the quantity of Valen¬ 
cia oranges currently available for mar¬ 
ket, the fresh market demand for Va¬ 
lencia oranges. Valencia orange prices, 
and the relationship of season average 
returns to the parity price for Valencia 
oranges.

(1) The committee has submitted its 
recommendation with respect to the 
quantities of Valencia oranges that 
should be marketed during the next suc¬ 
ceeding week. Such recommendation, 
designed to provide equity of marketing 


opportunity to handlers in all districts, 
resulted from consideration of the factors 
enumerated in the order. The committee 
further reports that the fresh market de¬ 
mand for Valencia oranges continues to 
remain slow. Prices f.o.b. averaged $3.16 
per carton on a sales volume of 513 car- 
lots during the week ended June 28.1973, 
compared with $3.13 per carton on sales 
of 593 carlots a week earlier. Track and 
rolling supplies at 303 cars were down 45 
cars from last week. 

<il) Having considered the recom¬ 
mendation and information submitted 
by the committee, and other available 
information, the Secretary finds that the 
respective quantities of Valencia oranges 
which may be handled should be fixed as 
hereinafter set forth. 

(3) It is hereby further found that it 
Is impracticable and contrary to the 
public interest to give preliminary no¬ 
tice. engage in public rulemaking pro¬ 
cedure, and postpone the effective date 
of this section until 30 days after publi¬ 
cation hereof in the Federal Register 
(5 U.S.C. 553) because the time interven¬ 
ing between the date when information 
upon which this section is based became 
available and the time when this section 
must become effective In order to effec¬ 
tuate the declared policy of the act is 
insufficient, and a reasonable time is 
permitted, under the circumstances, for 
preparation for such effective time; and 
good cause exists for making the provi¬ 
sions hereof effective as hereinafter set 
forth.

LOSS AND DAMAGE CLAIMS 

Net Weights for Determining Losses 

At a general session of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, held at its office 
in Washington, D.C., on the 20th day of 
June 1973. 

By notice dated March 19. 1973, and 
published In the Federal Register on 
March 28, 1973, 38 FR 8108. It was stated 
that a petition had been filed by Louis 
Padnos Iron & Metal Company seeking 
the institution of an investigation into 
the lawfulness of the practice of certain 
railroads in utilizing a comparison of 
gross weights to determine the extent of 
loss on shipments of scrap iron and steel. 
The petition was docketed for admin¬ 
istrative handling as No. 35767, Louis 
Padnos Iron & Metal Co.—Petition for 
Investigation of Practices of Rail Car¬ 
riers Respecting Handling of Loss Claims 
on 8crap Iron and SteeL As stated below, 
we have decided to institute an investiga¬ 
tion as requested: however, we have also 
decided to consider the advisability of 
prescribing rules and regulations govern¬ 


ing the voluntary disposition of loss 
claims. Therefore, we have docketed the 
proceeding with the number and title 
captioned above. 

In the notice, we advised that peti¬ 
tioner asserts that It is entitled to reim¬ 
bursement of its “full and actual loss", 
pursuant to section 20(11) of the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Act and that such loss 
lawfully should be measured by the dif¬ 
ference between origin and destination 
net weights. Petitioner states that it is 
the practice of certain railroads to pay 
only those claims for loss established by 
a comparison of gross weights. 

In the past, we have had occasion to 
consider several matters which are nec¬ 
essarily connected with this petition. For 
example, as long ago as 1913, In re 
Weighing of Freight by Carrier, 28 I.C.C. 
7, it was noted that inaccuracies in 
weighing can result in discrimination be¬ 
tween shippers as much as do differences 
in rates themselves. Cognizance was 
taken there of the fact that accuracy in 
the matter of weight in connection with 
claims for loss becomes of increasing Im¬ 
portance In proportion to the value of the 
article being transported. A prolific 
source of error in ascertaining correct 
weights was found to be improper tare 
weights stenciled upon cars, but it was 
also stated to be of great importance that 
cars were being delivered for loading 
which contain foreign substances (there¬ 
by increasing the “light" weight of the 
car.) 

More recently, in Consignees* Obliga¬ 
tion to Unload, 340 I.C.C. 405, wc found 
that Rule 27 of the Uniform Freight 
Classification Imposes upon consignees 
the obligation of unloading railcars with 
exceptions. The carriers are on notice 
that cars not completely unloaded must 
either be left on demurrage or pulled un¬ 
der rates for the transportation of refuse. 
However, petitioner has, in other repre¬ 
sentations before this Commission, given 
reason to believe that such is not always 
the case with respect to cars used for the 
movement of scrap iron and steel. 

In Loss and Damage Claims, 340 I.C.C. 
515, w f e determined that w r e have the req¬ 
uisite authority to prescribe rules and 
regulations governing the voluntary 
processing of lass and damage claims. 
While we could proceed to consider the 
advisability of detailed rules with respect 
to weighing and to completion of unload¬ 
ing. we believe that, if warranted, a sim¬ 
ple rule requiring the settlement of loss 
claims to be based upon a comparison of 
net weights will best accomplish the pro¬ 
tection of the public Interest. However, if 
It should later appear that the proceed¬ 
ing should be broadened for the consid¬ 
eration of more detailed rules, we will 
take under advisement the possibility of 
prescribing a net-weight rule on an In¬ 
terim basis pending the completion of 
more detailed proceedings. 

Wherefore, and for good cause: 

ft is ordered , That, to the extent in¬ 
dicated below, the petition be, and it Is 
hereby, granted; and that, in all oilier 
respects not inconsistent with this order, 
the petition be, and it is hereby, denied. 


ft is further ordered , That, upon peti¬ 
tion and the Commission's own motion, 
pursuant to the authority of the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Policy (49 UB.C.

It is further ordered, That all common 
carriers subject to the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Act be, and they are hereby, made 
respondents to tills proceeding. 

It is further ordered. That any person 
other than those who responded to the 
notice issued in connection with No. 35767 
intending to participate in this proceed¬ 
ing shall notify this Commission by filing 
with the Commission's Office of Proceed¬ 
ings. Room 5342, 12th Street and Consti¬ 
tution Avenue. NW., Washington, D.C, 
20423. on or before July 31. 1973, an orig¬ 
inal and one copy of a statement of his 
intention to participate; and that a re¬ 
vised service list shall then be prepared 
and made available to persons respond¬ 
ing to this order and to the notice issued 
in connection with No. 35767, containing 
the names and addresses of all parties to 
this proceeding, upon whom copies of all 
pleadings must be served; thereafter, the 
nature of further proceedings will be 
designated. 

And it is further ordered. That notice 
of this proceeding be given by posting 
a copy in the office of the Commission's 
Secretary for public Inspection and by 
delivering a copy to the Director, Divi¬ 
sion of the Federal Register, for publi¬ 
cation in the Federal Register as notice 
to all interested parties.

SMALL BUSINESS SIZE STANDARDS 

Proposed Definition of Small Special 
Trade Contractor 

The purpose of this proposal is to give 
interested parties an opportunity to file 
written comments on a decrease in the 
construction size standard for special 
trade contractors for the purposes of bid¬ 
ding on Government procurements and 
obtaining a Small Business Administra¬ 
tion (SBA) loan. 

The present definitions of small busi¬ 
ness for construction, including special 
trade contractors, are average annual re¬ 
ceipts of $7& million or less for the 3 
preceding fiscal years for the purpose 
of bidding on Government contracts and 
$6 million for the purpose of obtaining 
an SBA loan. 

SBA policy is to limit SBA assistance 
to concerns that are struggling to become 
or remain competitive and who are at a 
competitive disadvantage because of size. 
Based on the latest available data, we 
find that the present construction defini¬ 
tions of small business are unreasonable 
under current SBA size standards policy. 
We think that, where a very limited num¬ 
ber of concerns in an industry contain¬ 
ing many concerns falls within a certain 
size class and these concerns individually 
have output or receipts which are much 
higher In relation to the industry’s total 
output than the vast majority of con¬ 
cerns. it is reasonable to conclude, in the 
absence of evidence to the contrary, that 
such firms are not disadvantaged be¬ 
cause of size. For all but three special 
trade contractors industries, the use of 
such criteria would not support a find¬ 
ing that companies having more than $1 
million are completely disadvantaged be¬ 
cause of size. For example, in SIC 1751, 
“Carpentering and Flooring,” There are 
137.001 companies and 99.9 percent have 
tinnimi receipts of less than $1 million; 
In fact. 99.6 percent have annual re¬ 
ceipts of less than $500,000. Less than 
0.1 percent have annual receipts exceed¬ 
ing $5 million, and these firms account 
for less than 2 percent of the Industry’s 
total sales. 

Based on the foregoing, we find that a 
$1 million average annual receipts size 
standard is more reasonable and suffi¬ 
cient to carry out the Agency’s policy 
objectives for most special trade con¬ 
tractors. However, there are three 
special trade contractors Industries, 
namely. SIC Industry No. 1711, 
are three special trade contractors in- 
“Plumblng. Heating (Except Electric), 
and Air Conditioning.” 8IC Industry No. 
1741. “Electrical Work.” and SIC Indus¬ 
try No. 1791. “Structural Steel Erection." 
in which companies with annual receipts 
of less than |l million account for a 
somewhat lesser percentage of their in¬ 
dustry’s total sales than other special 
trade contractors. In these industries, 
concerns with annual receipts of less 
than $1 million account for approxi¬ 
mately 60 percent of their industry’s total 
sales, whereas the other industries’ per¬ 


centage of total sales accounted for by 
firms with annual receipts of less than 
$1 million ranged from 72.7 percent to 90 

percent. 

Further, the companies in these three 
industries appear to be somewhat larger 
than in the other special trade industries. 
In all other special trade contractors In¬ 
dustries. more than 90 percent have an¬ 
nual receipts of less than $5 million, 
whereas, in these three Industries about 
85 percent have under $5 million. There¬ 
fore, we find that these three Industries 
should have a higher size standard than 
the proposed $1 million annual receipts 
size standard for other special trade con¬ 
tractors. but should fall well below $5 
million. On this basis, we are proposing 
a $2 million annual receipts size stand¬ 
ard for the aforesaid industries. 

Accordingly, notice is hereby given that 
the Administrator of the Small Business 
Administration proposes to amend part 
121 of Chapter I of title 13 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations by:

SMALL BUSINESS SIZE STANDARDS 

Proposed Revision of Procedures for 
Protesting Concerns* Eligibility 

Pursuant to authority contained In sec¬ 
tion 6 of the Small Business Act. as 
^mended, notice Is hereby given that the 
Small Business Administration proposes 
to amend the Small Business Size Stand¬ 
ards regulation establishing procedures 
for protesting the small business eligi¬ 
bility of a bidder on a Government pro¬ 
curement. The proposed change would 
permit a bidder or offeror or other inter¬ 
ested party to initiate a size protest by 
trlephoning the contracting office, pro¬ 
vided that the contracting officer there¬ 
after receives a confirming letter of pro¬ 


test postmarked no later than 1 day 
following the date of the telephoned 
protest. 

Under the proposed change It still will 
be permissible to file a protest by mall or 
telegram. However, any protest so filed 
must be received by the contracting office 
within the 5-day period allotted. It is 
proposed to rescind the current rule 
which provides that a protest shall be 
considered timely If sent by registered or 
certified mail or telegram and the post¬ 
mark or date and time line, respectively, 
indicates that such protest would have 
been delivered within the time frame al¬ 
lotted but for delays beyond the control 
of the protestant. 

Specifically, it is proposed to amend 
part 121 of Chapter I of title 13 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations by revising 
9 121.3-5*a* to read as follows: 

§ 121.3-5 PrtflrM of •■u«L b«s«mew* 
status* 

(a) How to protest . Any bidder or of¬ 
feror or other interested party may chal¬ 
lenge the small business status of any 
other bidder or offeror on a particular 
Government procurement or sale. In 
order to apply to the procurement in 
question, such protest must be filed prior 
to the close of business on the 5th day. 
exclusive of Saturdays, Sundays, and 
local holidays after bid or proposal open¬ 
ing, except that, in the case of negotiated 


procurements, a protest may be filed 
within 5 days exclusive of Saturday's. 
Sundays, and legal holidays after receipt 
from the contracting officer of notifica¬ 
tion of the identity of the offeror being 
protested. 8uch filing must be delivered 
to the contracting office by hand, by tele¬ 
gram. or by mail within the 5-day period 
allotted provided, however, that a pro¬ 
test shall be considered timely If made 
by telephone to the contracting officer 
within the 5-day period allotted, and the 
contracting office thereafter receives a 
confirming letter (1> within such 5-day 
period or < 2 > postmarked no later than 1 
day after the date of such telephoned 
protest.

Antidumping; Determination of Sales at 
Less Than Fair Value 

Information was received on August 24, 
1972, that cold roiled stainless steel sheet 
and strip from France are being sold at 
less than fair value within the meaning 
of the Antidumping Act. 1921, as 
amended (19 U-S.C. 160 et seq.) (referred 
to In this notice as “the Act*'). 

A “Withholding of Appraisement No¬ 
tice" issued by the Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury was published In the 
Federal Register oT April 4, 1973 (38 
FR 8603 ). 

I hereby determine that for the rea¬ 
sons stated below, cold rolled stainless 
steel sheet and strip from France are 
being, or are likely to be, sold at less than 
fair value within the meaning of section 
201(a) of the Act (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons on which this 
determination is based. The information 
before the Bureau of Customs Indicates 
that the proper basis of comparison for 
fair value purposes is between purchase 
price and the adjusted home market price 
of such or similar merchandise. 

Purchase price was calculated on the 
basis of an f.o.b. French port price, or a 
discounted f.o.b. French port price, as 
appropriate, with deductions for sales 
commissions and foreign inland freight 
and an addition for duties rebated by 
reason of the exportation to the United 
States. 

Adjusted home market price was cal¬ 
culated on the basis of a weighted-aver¬ 
age of f.o.b. discounted delivered prices 
in France with deductions for inland 
freight and sales commissions and ad¬ 
justments for differences in selling ex¬ 
penses. technical assistance, credit costs 
and packing charges. 

Using the above criteria, purchase price 
was found to be lower than the adjusted 
home market price of such or similar 
merchandise.

1. Oil reservoir. A reservoir that contains 
hydrocarbons predominantly in a liquid 
(single-phase) state. 

J. Oil well completion. A well completed 
in an oil reservoir or in the oil accumula¬ 
tion of an oil reservoir with an associated 
gas cap. 

K. Gas reservoir. A reservoir that contains 
hydrocarbons predominantly In a gaseous 
(single-phase) state. 

L. Gas s cell completion. A well completed 
in a gas reservoir or in the gas cap of an 
oil reservoir with an associated gas cap. 

M. OU reservoir with an associated gas 
cap. A reservoir that contains hydrocarbons 
in both a liquid and a gaseous state (two- 
ph**e). 

N. Producible well completion _ A well 
whioh Is physically capable of production and 
which Is shut in at the wellhead or at the 
surface, but not necessarily connected to 
production facilities, and from which the 
operator plans future production. 

2. Classification of reservoirs —A. Initial 
classification. Each producing reservoir shall 
be classified by the operator, subject to ap¬ 
proval by the Supervisor, as an oil reservoir, 
an oil reservoir with an associated gaa cap. 
or a gas reservoir. 

(1) The initial classification of each res¬ 
ervoir from which production is commenced 
subsequent to the dale of this Order shall 
be submitted for approval with the initial 
submittal of MER data for the reservoir.

8. Sale or transfer of production. Oil and 
gas produced pursuant to the provisions of 
this Order, including test production, may 
L«e sold to purchasers or transferred as pro¬ 
duction authorized for disposal hereunder. 

0. Bottom-hole pressure tests. Static bot¬ 
tom-hole pressure test shall be conducted 
annually on sufficient key wells to establish 
an average reservoir pressure in each pro¬ 
ducing reservoir unless a different frequency 
Is approved. The Operator may be required to 
test specific wells. Results of bottom-hole 
pressure tests shall be submitted within 60 
days after the date of the test. 

10. Flaring and venting of gas. Oil- and 
gas-well gas shall not be flared or vented, 
except as provided herein. 

A. Small-volume or short-term /taring 
or venting. Oil- and gas-well gas may be 
Oared or vented temporarily without the ap¬ 
proval of the Supervisor in the following 
situations: 

(1) Gas tapers. When gas vapors are re¬ 
leased from low-pressure, storage, and other 
production vessols. 

(2) Emergencies. During temporary emer¬ 
gency situations, such as compressor or other 
equipment failure, or the relief of abnormal 
system pressures. 

(3) Well purging and evaluation tests. 
During the unloading or cleaning up of a well 
and during drillstem, producing, or other 
well evaluation tests not exceeding a period 
of 24 hours. 

B. Approval for routine or special well tests. 
Oil- and gas-well gas may be flared or vented 
during routine and special well tests, other 
than those described In paragraph A above, 
only after approval of the Supervisor. 

C. Gas-well gas. Except as provided In A 
and B above, gas-well gas shall not be flared 
or vented. 

D. Oil-well gas. Except as provided in A 
and B above, oil-well gas shall not be flared 
or vented unless approved by the Supervisor 
The Supervisor may approve an application 
for flaring or venting of oil-well gas for pe¬ 
riods not exceeding one year if (1) the oper¬ 
ator has initiated positive action which wlU 
eliminate flaring or venting, or (2) the oper¬ 
ator has submitted an evaluation supported 
by engineering, geologic, and economic data 
Indicating that rejection of an application 
to flare or vent the gas will result in an ulti¬ 
mate greater loss of equivalent total energy 
than could be recovered lor beneficial use 
from the lease If flaring or venting wore 
allowed. 

E Content of application. Applications 
under paragraph D above for existing opera¬ 
tions. as of the date of this Notice, shall be 
filed with this office within three months 
from the effective date of this Order. Appli¬ 
cations under paragraph D(2) above shall 
Include all appropriate engineering, geologic, 
and economic data in an evaluation showing 
that absence of approval to flare or vent the 
gas will result in premature abandonment of 
oil and gas production or curtailment of lease 
development Applications shall Include an 
estimate of the amount and value of the 
oil and gas reserves that would not be re¬ 
covered if the application to flare or vent 


were rejected and an estimate of the total 
amount of oil to be recovered and associated 
gas that would be flared or vented If the 
application were approved. 

11. Disposition of gas. The disposition of 
all gas produced from each lease shall be 
reported monthly on. or attached to. Form 
9-152. The report shall be submitted in the 
following manner:

12. Multiple and selective completions — 
A fftimber of completions. A well bore may 
contain any number of producible comple¬ 
tions when justified and approved. 

B. Numbering well completions. Well com¬ 
pletions made after the date of this Order 
shall be designated using numerical and 
alphabetical nomenclature. Once designated 
as a reservoir completion, the well comple¬ 
tion number shall not change. Appendix A 
contains a detailed explanation of proce¬ 
dures for naming well completions. 

C. Packer tests. Multiple and selective 
completions shall be equipped to Isolate the 
respective producing reservoirs A packer 
test or other appropriate reservoir isolation 
teat shall be conducted prior to initiating 
production and annually thereafter on all 
multiply completed wells. Should the reser¬ 
voirs in any multiply completed well become 
intercommunicatlve the operator shall make 
repairs and again conduct reservoir isolation 
tests unless some other operational proce¬ 
dure Is approved. The results of all tests 
shall be submitted on a Packer Test (Form 

_) within 30 days after the date of the 

test. 

D. Selective completions. Completion 
equipment may he Installed to permit 
selective reservoir Isolation or exposure In 
a well bore through wireline or other opera¬ 
tions. All selective completions shall be des¬ 
ignated In accordance with subparagraph 
123 when the application for approval of 
such completions is filed. 

E. Commingling. Commingling of produc¬ 
tion from two or more separate reservoirs 
within a common well bore may be per¬ 
mitted if It Is determined that, collectively, 
the ultimate recovery will not be decreased 
An application to commingle hydrocarbons 
from multiple reservoirs within a common 
well bore shall be submitted for approval 
and shall Include all pertinent well Informa¬ 
tion. geologic and reservoir engineering data, 
and a schematic diagram of well equipment 
For all competitive reservoirs, notice of the 
application shall be sent by the applicant 
to all other operators of interest in the 
reservoirs. The application shall specify the 
well completion number to be used for sub¬ 
sequent reporting purposes. 

13. Gas-cap well completions. All existing 
and future wells completed in the gas cap 
of a reservoir which has been classified And 
approved aa an associated oil reservoir shall 
be shut In until such time as the oil is de¬ 
pleted or the reservoir U reclassified as a 
gas reservoir: provided, however, that pro¬ 
duction from such wells may be approved 
when (1) It can be shown that such gas- 
rap production would not lead to under¬ 
ground waste, or (2) when necessary to pro¬ 
tect correlative rights unless It can be shown 
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NOTICES 


that LhU production will lead to under- 
ground waste. 

14. Location o/ wells—A. General. The 
location and spacing of all exploratory and 
development wells shall be In accordance 
with approved programs and plans required 
in 30 CF» 250.17 and 250.34. 8uch location 
and spacing shall be determined independ¬ 
ently for each lease or reservoir In a manner 
which will locate wells in the optimum 
structural position for the most effective 
production of reservoir fluids and to avoid 
the drilling of unnecessary wells. 

B. Distance from property line. An opera¬ 
tor may drill exploratory or development 
wells at any location on a lease In accordance 
with approved plans; provided that no well 
drilled and completed after the date of this 
Order in which the completed Interval is 
less than 600 feet from a property line shall 
be produced unlees an exception to such 
limitation is approved. An operator request¬ 
ing approval to produce a well located cloeer 
than 600 feet from a property line shall 
furnish the Supervisor with letters express¬ 
ing acceptance or objection from operators 
of offset properties. 

15. Enhanced oil and gas recovery opera¬ 
tions. Operators shall initiate enhanced oil 
and gas recovery operations for all competi¬ 
tive and noncompetitive reservoirs when 
such operations would result in an Increased 
ultimate recovery of oil or gas under sound 
engineering and economic principles. A plan 
for such operations shall be submitted with 
the results of the annual MER review as 
required in paragraph 3A<3) of this order. 

16. Competitive reservoir operations. De¬ 
velopment and production operations In a 
competitive reeervolr may be required to be 
conducted under either pooling and drilling 
agreements or unitization agreements when 
the Conservation Manager determines, pur¬ 
suant to 30 CFR 250.50 and delegated au¬ 
thority. that such agreements are prac¬ 
ticable and necessary or advisable and In 
the Interest of conservation. 

A. Competitive reservoir determination. 
The Supervisor shall notify the operators 
when he has mode a preliminary determina¬ 
tion that a reservoir Is competitive as defined 
in this Order. An operator may request at 
any time that the Supervisor make a pre¬ 
liminary determination os to whether a res¬ 
ervoir is competitive. The operators, wtthln 
thirty (30) days of such preliminary noti¬ 
fication or such extension of time a* ap¬ 
proved by the Supervisor, shall advise of 
their concurrence with such determination, 
or submit objections with supporting evi¬ 
dence. The Supervisor will make a final de¬ 
termination and notify the operators. 

B. Development and production plans. 
When drilling and/or producing operations 
are conducted in a competitive reservoir, the 
operators shall submit for approval a plan 
governing the applicable operations. The 
plan shall be submitted within ninety (20) 
days after a determination by the Super¬ 
visor that a reservoir is compoUUvo or within 
such extended period of time as approved by 
the Supervisor. The plan shall provide for 
the development and/or production of the 
reeervolr, and may provide for the submittal 
of supplemental plans for approval by the 
Supervisor. 

(1) Development plan. When a competi¬ 
tive reservoir is still being developed or fu¬ 
ture development Is contemplated, a devel¬ 
opment plan may be required In addition to 
a production plan. This plan shall include 
the information required In 30 CFR 250.34. 
If agreement to a Joint development plan 
cannot be reached by the operators, each 
shall submit a separate plan and any differ¬ 
ences may be resolved in accordance with 
paragraph 17 of this order. 

(2) Production plan. A Joint production 
plan Is required for each competitive reser¬ 


voir. This plan shall Include (a) the proposed 
MER for the reservoir; (b) the proposed 
MPR for each completion in the reservoir; 
(c) the percentage allocation of reservoir 
MER for each lease Involved; and (d) plans 
for secondary recovery or pressure mainte¬ 
nance operations. If agreement to a Joint 
production plan cannot be reached by the 
operators, each shall submit a separate plan, 
and any differences may be resolved In ac¬ 
cordance with paragraph 17 of this order. 

C. Unit leaf ion. The Conservation Manager 
shall determine when conservation will be 
best served by unitization of a competitive 
reservoir, or any reservoir reasonably deline¬ 
ated and determined to be productive, in 
lieu of a development and/or production 
plan or when the operators and leasees in¬ 
volved have been unable to voluntarily effect 
unitization. In such cases, the Conservation 
Manager may require that development 
and/or production operations be conducted 
under an approved unitization plan. Within 
six (6) months after noun cation by the Con¬ 
servation Manager that such a unit plan is 
required, or within such extended period of 
time as approved by the Conservation Man¬ 
ager. the lessees and operators shall submit 
a proposed unit plan for designation of the 
unit area and approv al of the form of agree¬ 
ment pursuant to 30 CFR 250.51. 

17. Conferences, decisions and appeals. 
Conferences with interested parties may be 
held to discuss matters relating to applica¬ 
tions and statements of position Died by the 
parties relating to operations conducted pur¬ 
suant to this Order. The Supervisor or Con¬ 
servation Manager may call a conference with 
one or more, or all. interested parties on his 
own initiative or at the request of any inter¬ 
ested party. All interested parties shall be 
served with copies of the Supervisor’s or 
Conservation Manager’s decisions. Any inter¬ 
ested party may appeal decisions of the Su¬ 
pervisor or Conservation Manager pursuant 
to 30 CFR 260 81. Decisions of the Supervisor 
or Conservation Manager shall remain in 
effect and shall not be suspended by reason 
of any appeal, except as provided In that 
regulation.

The Intent of this subparagraph is not nec¬ 
essarily to change the existing well comple¬ 
tion names but to change the method of 
naming well completions after the effective 
date of this Order In order to Insure that a 
completion In a given reservoir and a specific 
well bore will be assigned a unique name and 
will retain that name permanently. For fur¬ 
ther clarification, the following guidelines 
and examples are offered: 

1. Each well bore will have a distinct, per¬ 
manent number. 

2. Each reservoir completion In a well bore 
will have a unique permanent designation 
which |nrt«id*q the well bore number In Its 
nomenclature. 

3. For the purpose of this subparagraph, a 
•completion” Is defined as all perforations In 
a given reservoir In a specific well bore and 
Is not necessarily associated with a tubing 
string or strings. 


4. If more than one completion Is mode in 
a well bore, an alphabetical suffix mum be 
used In the nomenclature to differentiate be¬ 
tween completions. 

5. An alphabetical prefix may be utilized ut 
designate the platform from which the welt 
will be produced.

(Should an operator wish to use an alpha¬ 
betical suffix with a single completion, he may 
do so.)

endar year. Such limitations are to be 
imposed when it Is estimated by the 
Secretary of Agriculture that imports of 
such articles, in the absence of limita¬ 
tions during such calendar year, would 
equal or exceed 110 percent of the esti¬ 
mated quantity of such articles, pre¬ 
scribed by section 2(a) of the Act. 

In accordance with the requirements 
of the Act, the following third quarterly 
estimate is published. 

1. The estimated aggregate quantity of 
such articles which would, in the absence 
of limitations under the Act, be imported 
during calendar year 1973 is 1,450.0 
million pounds. 

2. The estimated quantity of such arti¬ 
cles prescribed by section 2(a) of the 
Act during the calendar year 1973 Is 
1,046.8 million pounds. 

Since the estimated quantity of im¬ 
ports continues to exceed 110 percent of 
the estimated quantity prescribed by sec¬ 
tion 2<a) of the Act. under the Act limi¬ 
tations for the calendar year 1973 on the 
importation of fresh, chilled, or frozen 
cattle meat (T8US 106.10) and fresh, 
chilled or frozen meat of goats and sheep 
(TSUS 106.20), are required to be im¬ 
posed but may be suspended. Such limi¬ 
tations were imposed by Proclamation 
4183 of January 29, 1973, and were sus¬ 
pended during the balance of the calen¬ 
dar year 1973 unless because of changed 
circumstances further action under the 
Act becomes necessary.

With the merger of Mohawk 
Airlines Into Allegheny Airlines upon Board 
approval in Orders 72-4-31 and 73-4-32, 
March 28. 1972. the local service class now 
consists of eight carriers. 


Over the past few years the local 
service industry os a whole has been in 
a state of depressed earnings. Class Rate 
VI and Its predecessor. Class Rate V/ 
were promulgated to relieve the carriers' 
then critical financial position. These 
amended rates, which substantially in¬ 
creased subsidy payments to the local 
service carriers for fiscal years 1971- 
1973, have been successful In ameliorat¬ 
ing the carriers* depressed financial con¬ 
dition. For calendar year 1971. the car¬ 
riers reported a system need before taxes 
of $89.9 million. In 1972. this need was 
reduced to $63.8 million, constituting a 
$26.1 million improvement In need. Esti¬ 
mates of earnings and subsidy need 
through the end of fiscal 1973 indicate 
a continuing strong financial picture. In 
view of this improvement in the carriers* 
financial and economic positions and to 
continue to base the carriers' subsidy 
level on reasonable need expected by 
currently available information, we have 
decided to institute this Investigation for 
the purpose of establishing a new class 
rate. 

Accordingly, pursuant to the Federal 
Aviation Act of 1958, as amended, par¬ 
ticularly sections 102, 204, 406, and 
1002(b) thereof. 

It is ordered , That: 

1. An Investigation be, and it hereby 
Is. instituted reopening as of July 1,1973, 
the current final local service class sub¬ 
sidy rate for the purpose of determining 
a new final rate or taking such other 
action as the facts may warrant. 1 

2. Allegheny Airlines. Inc.. Frontier 
Airlines, Inc., Hughes Air Corp. d/b/a 
Airwest, North Central Airlines, Inc., 
Ozark Air Lines, Inc., Piedmont Aviation.

1958, as amended, to the extent neces¬ 
sary to permit Pan American to pro¬ 
vide transportation for approximately 
193 persons from Bombay. India, to 
Tehran, Iran, on June 19,1973. 

In support of its application Pan 
American states that due to a strike. Air 
India is unable to provide transportation 
for the 193 persons from Bombay to 
Tehran, and that Air India has requested 
that Pan American provide this trans¬ 
portation. Pan American states that it 
would provide this transportation by re¬ 
routing Flight 001 from its Delhi-Tehran 
itinerary to a Delhi-Bombay-Tehran 
itinerary. Pan American states that it 
has agreed to accept Air India's assign¬ 
ment of ticket coupons so that the pas¬ 
sengers will be charged the same fares 
which would have been charged on Air 
India. 

In light of the unujmal circumstances 
raised by the instant application, action 
has been taken pursuant to Rule 410 of 
the Board's Rules of Practice without 
awaiting the filing of answers or replies 
thereto. 1 

Upon consideration of the application 
and all the relevant facta, the Director 
of the Bureau of Operating Rights, under 
delegated authority, granted Pan Amer¬ 
ican an emergency exemption from sec¬ 
tion 401 of the Act and the terms, con¬ 
ditions and limitations of its certificate 
for route 132 to the extent necessary to 
enable Pan American to carry approxi¬ 
mately 193 persons from Bombay, India, 
to Tehran, Iran, on June 19. 1973. Upon 
these same considerations, we will ex¬ 
empt Pan American nunc pro tunc, from 
the tariff filing provisions of section 403 
of the Act and permit Pan American to 
provide the transportation in question 
through the assignment of Air India's 
ticket coupons for the proposed trans¬ 
portation. 

Considerations taken into account 
which warrant use of the exemption 
power of the Board are that this appli¬ 
cation is for transportation on one fil6ht 
only; that without this exemption the 
persons involved would not be able to 
obtain air transportation; that this op¬ 
eration will not adversely affect any 
other air carrier, and that the expense 
of a certification proceeding would be 
disproportionate to the size of the opera¬ 
tion. Moreover, it is found that the lim¬ 
ited authority requested is Inappropriate 
for certification procedures and that such 
procedures could not. in any event, be 
completed in time to permit the trans¬ 
portation of the persons involved as re¬ 
quested by Pan American. Under all these 
circumstances, the Board finds that the 
enforcement of sections 401 and 403 of 
the Act, and the terms and condition^ 
of Pan American's certificate for route 
132. insofar as they would otherwise pro¬ 
hibit the operations authorized herein, 
would be an undue burden on Pan Amer¬ 
ican by reason of the limited extent of. 


1 Pursuant to Rule 410(e) of the Board's 
rules of practice, it Is found that the public 
interest requires that the Board act without 
notice to other persons or the filing of 
answers. 
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and unusual circumstances affecting, the 
carrier's operations and would not be In 
the public interest. 

Accordingly, it is ordered . That: 

1. Pan American World Airways, Inc.,

SHULMAN AIR FREIGHT, INC. AND 
WTC AIR FREIGHT 

Order Deferring Action 

Adopted by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board at its office in Washington. D.C. 
on the 29th day of June 1973. 

Agreement filed pursuant to section 
413 of the Federal Aviation Act of 1958. 
as amended. 

By Order 71-10-38, October 8, 1971, 
the Board deferred action and requested 
comments with respect to a request by 
Airborne Freight Corporation (Airborne) 
that it be mode a part to a joint-load 
charter arrangement between Shulman 
Air Freight, Inc. (Shulman) and WTC 
Air Freight (WTC). 1 


1 Airborne stated that 8hulman and WTC 
had refused to make Airborne a party to the 
arrangement contrary to a clause in the 
joint-load agreement providing against ex¬ 
clusion of other participants, and contrary 
to the Board's policy that all joint-load agree¬ 
ments be open to participation by other for¬ 
warders. Airborne stated the Shulman/WTC 
arrangement afforded those carriers a coat 
basis 36-40% below that otherwise available 
to Airborne, and that Airborne's participa¬ 
tion was necessary to make It cost competi¬ 
tive. Shulman and WTC responded that the 
operation was being conducted as full capac¬ 
ity; that Airborne’s entry would cause the 
arrangement to disintegrate; and that nei¬ 
ther the Board's policy nor the terms of the 
Joint-load agreement required Shulman and 
WTC to admit Airborne to the agreement. 
Order 71-10-38 was issued requesting further 
information with a view toward temporarily 
resolving the controversy pending the out¬ 
come of the Air Freight Forwarders' Charter 
Investigation. Docket 23287. in which Joint 
loading by air freight forwarders on char¬ 
tered aircraft Is an issue. 


Subsequent to the issuance of Order 
71-10-38, the joint-load agreement. CAB 
21800, was superseded by a new 8hul- 
man/WTC Joint load agreement. CAB 
22727. Whereas the first agreement in¬ 
volved the regular sharing of space on 
a single chartered aircraft. CAB 22727 
contemplated Joint loading "from time 
to time’’ as space may become available 
on separately chartered aircraft (one 
each by Shulman and WTC>. The two 
aircraft were to operate back-to-back 5 
days a week in the same markets on the 
same days. Responses to Order 71-10-38 
were made generally in cognizance of 
the superseding agreement. 1 

Upon consideration the Board con¬ 
cludes that the refusal by WTC and 
Shulman to admit Airborne is inconsist¬ 
ent with the Board's previous expres¬ 
sions * of its policy to require open par¬ 
ticipation in Joint-load agreements, 
based on the belief that certain for¬ 
warders in a market cannot combine 
their resources to obtain cost benefits 
which they deny to other forwarders in 
the market by excluding them from the 
cooperative arrangement. The Board has 
felt that such a combination of resources 
works to the competitive detriment of 
non-participating forwarders, and is at 
minimum discriminatory. 

Presently the Board is conducting the 
Air Freight Forw arder Charter Investiga¬ 
tion, Docket 23287 which includes con¬ 
sideration of the broad issue of charters 
by air freight forwarders, including the 
precise issues of whether Joint loading 
on charters should be allowed to air 
freight forwarders, and whether such 
joint loading should be open to all for¬ 
warders who desire to participate. In this 
circumstance it would be Inappropriate to 
depart from the previous statements of 
the Board's policy pertaining to the open 
ended feature of Joint-load agreements 
unless and until a revision of that policy 
is articulated In Docket 23287. 

Turning from questions of policy, in 
determining that Airborne should have 
access to the total capacity represented 
by the two chartered aircraft, we have 
concluded as explained below that agree¬ 
ment CAB 22727, Involving 2 separately 
chartered aircraft. Is not substantially 
different from the earlier agreement. 
CAB 21800, which involved an equal 
sharing of a single aircraft chartered by 
Shulman. The question of whether Air¬ 
borne's equal participation would be re¬ 
quired if the two aircraft were factually 
independently operated, and only occa¬ 
sionally Joint loaded, is not before us. 

In this respect, it appears that the ac¬ 
tual wording of the Joint-load agreement 
falls to properly reflect the de facto co¬ 


* Responses were filed by Shulman. WTC. 
Airborne. Flying Tiger Line Inc., the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice and Winga and Wheels Ex¬ 
press. Inc. The pertinent Department of Jus¬ 
tice comments are discussed below; Wing s 
and Wheels urged that the Shulman WTC 
joint-load charter operation be required to 
be open-ended. Flying Tiger took Issue with 
certain aspects of the Department of Justice 
comments.

operative arranagement between Shul¬ 
man and WTC. In fact, the agreement 
operates to effectively split in equal pro¬ 
portions all space cumlatlvely made 
available to the parties via both char¬ 
tered aircraft. Tills spilt Is apparent in 
the disproportionate number of can¬ 
cellations by Airlift International. Inc. 
(Airlift) of Shulman's chartered flights. 

For example, during the year October 
1. 1971—September 30. 1972, both par¬ 
ticipants planned approximately 250 
flights each, or the equivalent of 5,500 
Class A container units apiece. Airlift 
subsequently cancelled 58 Shulman 
flights (23.9%) and 3 WTC flights 
(1.2%). Nevertheless, both parties ulti¬ 
mately had available for their use the 
equivalent of 4,829 Class A container 
units. This equalization of available 
space resulted because. In each case 
where one of the two flights was can¬ 
celled by Airlift. Shulman and WTC 
shared equally the space on the single 
remaining aircraft. In most cases, the 
party with the operating aircraft had to 
divert Its own freight in order to ac¬ 
commodate the other participant. Thus, 
the “unused" space offered the other 
party in such circumstances was not 
space which the offering party could not 
All with its own freight,* but was space 
devoted to insure equal sharing of avail¬ 
able space. 

In this light, tiie language of CAB 
22727 appears gratuitously loree; while 
CAB 22727 suggests a casual sharing of 
space, the sharing in fact appears highly 
regularized and carefully apportioned. 
On this basis alone. Airborne’s par¬ 
ticipation in the arrangement must bo 
allowed with respect to the full amount 
of space involved in the two charters.* 
At minimum, CAB 22727 does not reflect 
the apparent agreement between Shul¬ 
man and WTC to equally share single 
operating flights where the other has 
been cancelled. CAB 22727 should be 
promptly amended to more properly re¬ 
flect the sharing of a single operating 
aircraft, and to reflect the de facto split 
of space aggregately available from the 
two charter operations. 

Continued Board deferral on Agree¬ 
ment CAB 22727 will be made only to 
the extent that WTC and Shulman take 
immediate steps to amend the agree¬ 
ment and to open the Joint-load agree¬ 
ment to the equal participation of Air¬ 
borne. 


•CAB 22727 provides: "Th© chartering 
party may from time to time make avail able 
to other participant<s) in this Joint load 
agreement unused space on the aircraft." 

•The Department of Justice believes that 
Airborne should be allowed to participate 
only with respect to excess space offered by 
a participating carrier, and then only If 
Airborne charters Its own aircraft. However, 
in reaching its recommendation. The De¬ 
partment of Justice apparently adopts a 
premise not accepted hero; 1j*., that the two 
aircraft Independently chartered by Shul¬ 
man and WTC are Independently operated 
and thereby Involve substantial areas of uni¬ 
lateral, rather than Joint, activity. 
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Accordingly, it is ordered. That: 

1. Action on Agreement CAB 22727 be 
and It hereby la deferred further, pro¬ 
vided that no later than 90 days from 
the date of this order WTC. Shulman. 
and Airborne ah all report to the Board’s 
Director. Bureau of Operating Rights 
what steps have been taken In conform¬ 
ance with the views expressed herein, 
after which the Board shall determine 
whether the agreement shall be approved 
or disapproved; and 

2. This order shall be served on WTC. 
Shulman and Airborne, and upon Wings 
and Wheels Express.

Decision to Revise Prescribed Minimum 
Educational Requirements 

In accordance with section 3308 of 
Title 5, United States Code, the Civil 
Service Commission has decided that the 
previously approved minimum educa¬ 
tional requirements for positions in the 
Community Planning Series. GS-020 
(formerly titled the Urban Planning 
Series. 08-020) should be superseded by 
revised requirements. Identification of 
the superseded requirements, the revised 
requirements, the duties of the positions, 
and the reasons for the Commission's 
decision that these requirements are 
necessary are set forth below. 

The Community Planning Series. 

GS-020 

(All positions GS-5 through 08-15) 

Superseded Requirements. The follow¬ 
ing material supersedes that previously 
published in 31 FR 246. December 21, 
1966. 

Minimum Educational Requirements. 
Candidates for Community Planner po¬ 
sitions must show successful completion 
of the requirements In either A. B. or C 
below: 

A. A full course of study leading to a 
bachelor’s or higher degree with major 
study in community planning, or in a re¬ 
lated held such as architecture, land¬ 
scape architecture, engineering, sociol¬ 
ogy, geography, economics, political sci¬ 
ence. or public administration. The cur¬ 
riculum in the related field must have in¬ 
cluded or been supplemented by 12 
semester hours in the planning process 
and the socio-economic and physical ele¬ 
ments of planning. 

B. Four years of education and/or 
experience including at least 24 semester 
hours in any combination of the disci¬ 
plines listed in paragraph A above of 
which 12 semester hours must have been 
in the planning process and the socio¬ 
economic and physical elements of plan¬ 
ning. 

FEDERAL 


C. Successful completion in an ac¬ 
credited college of a full course of study 
leading to a bachelor's or higher degree 
in a related professional field such as 
those listed in paragraph A. provided the 
candidate has at least one year of work 
experience in community planning ac¬ 
quired under the supervision and guid¬ 
ance of a community planner. The ex¬ 
perience should provide a thorough 
knowledge of the planning process and 
of the socio-economic and physical ele¬ 
ments to be considered. 

The combination of education and ex¬ 
perience in B and C must demonstrate 
that the candidates possess professional 
knowledges and skills comparable to 
those normally acquired through the ed¬ 
ucation described in paragraph A above. 

Duties. Community planners perform 
professional work such as the following: 

Study and develop planning methods 
or plans to apply to future needs of com¬ 
munities (urban and rural neighbor¬ 
hoods. villages, towns, cities, counties, 
regions. States, or the nation) in order 
to provide for the availability and devel¬ 
opment of resources, facilities, and serv¬ 
ices required by the people of the com¬ 
munity. 

Advise and assist community officials 
and members to establish goals, priori¬ 
ties. policies, programs, organizations, 
regulations, and procedures in such areas 
as the pattern and intensity of land use, 
the development of transportation facil¬ 
ities. housing, public utilities, public 
safety, health services, and environ¬ 
mental pollution control. 

Coordinate community planning activ¬ 
ities and programs at and between the 
several jurisdictional levels (local, re¬ 
gional. State, and national). 

Maintain an overview and evaluate 
Dolicies and planning programs after 
initial installation to update them or 
suggest other approaches. 

Reasons lor the Requirements. The 
duties of these positions cannot be per¬ 
formed successfully without specialized 
training which gives An individual a 
sound basic knowledge of the principles 
governing the development of compre¬ 
hensive plans for the orderly growth and 
renewal of cities, towns, metropolitan 
areas, and other population centers. The 
duties of these positions require the ap¬ 
plication of specialized knowledge of the 
political, economic, cultural, and physi¬ 
cal factors which must be considered in 
developing plans covering the most ap¬ 
propriate location and arrangement of 
land uses and facilities. This required 
training and these required knowledges 
can be acquired only through the success¬ 
ful completion of a directed course of 
study in an accredited college or uni¬ 
versity. which has comprehensive librar¬ 
ies and thoroughly trained Instructors 
who can competently evaluate the prog¬ 
ress of professional training.

Order Denying Rehearing and Requests for 
Clarification 

June 7.1973. 

On April 11, 1973, we Issued Opinion 
No. 658 in this docket setting just and 
reasonable rates for gas sold in the Rocky 
Mountain Area under contracts dated 
prior to October 1, 1968, which Is pro¬ 
duced from wells commenced prior to 
January L, 1973. We further ordered, os 
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an Interim step In our movement to na¬ 
tional rates, that all other Jurisdictional 
gas sales in the Rocky Mountain Area 
would be governed by Order No. 435 Is¬ 
sued July 15. 1971, In Docket Nos. R-389 
and R-389-A. 1 * 

Motions for rehearing have been tiled 
by Amoco Production Company (Amoco). 
Aztec Oil & Gas Company (Aztec), a 
group of "Producer Respondents" com¬ 
posed of Cabot Corporation, Amerada 
Hess Corporation. Chevron Oil Company, 
Exxon Corporation. Mobil Company and 
Texaco Inc. (Producers), and High 
Crest Oils, Inc. (High Crest). Atlantic 
Richfield Company (ARCO) and High 
Crest seek clarification of certain aspects 
of Opinion No. 658. 

Amoco and Aztec contend that we 
erred in not giving special rate treatment 
to the San Juan subarea because of 
specialized cost and market conditions 
peculiar to that region. The applicants 
do not argue, nor have they demonstrated 
from the record, that the effect of our 
decision to apply uniform rates through¬ 
out the Rocky Mountain Area is con¬ 
fiscatory; instead they argue that dis¬ 
crimination results from a refusal to 
acknowledge the pecularlties of San 
Juan. We do not believe that undue dis¬ 
crimination has been shown. A rate order 
of industry-wide application cannot ful¬ 
fill the desideratum of uniform general 
applicability without resulting in some 
degree of different impact on different 
sellers. To safeguard against the pos¬ 
sibility that the Impact of a general rate 
order on any individual sale is too great, 
we recognize the right of a seller to seek 
individual consideration of his problem, 
either through a petition for special re¬ 
lief, or. if applicable, through an appli¬ 
cation under i 2.75 of our regulations. In 
Opinion No. 658, it was our Judgment 
that a uniform rate throughout the 
Rocky Mountain Area better served the 
public interest than a complex and frag¬ 
mented rate schedule that attempted to 
adjust for subarea differentials. In ar¬ 
riving at this conclusion, we gave full 
consideration to the evidence and argu¬ 
ment of Amoco, Aztec, the State of New 
Mexico, and others, that San Juan pre¬ 
sented peculiar problems. We concluded 
that the totality of Opinion No. 658 
balanced the needs of San Juan pro¬ 
ducers. and all other producers in the 
Rocky Mountain Area, and the consum¬ 
ing public dependent on Rocky Mountain 
production. We find no error in our con¬ 
clusion that the San Juan subarea should 
be accorded uniform rate treatment. 

The motions raise no issues, or legal 
authority, not fully considered by us. 
and accordingly we deny rehearing. 

ARCO asks for clarification of the 
effective date of Opinion No. 658, and 
particularly seeks our guidance as to the 
effective date of .-ate changes filed there¬ 
under. We provided for on effective date 
of April 11, 1973, in Opinion No. 658, and 
it seems clear that $ 154.98 of our regula¬ 
tions requires 30 days’ notice of rate 
changes, unless the Commission "upon 
application and for good cause shown"

permits a shortened notice period. ARCO 
expresses concern that preparation of 
rate changes will be delayed because of 
the need to follow Opinion No. 658 with 
respect to pressure base conversion and 
calculation of state taxes. If this occurs, 
a request for waiver under f 154.98 will 
be entertained, but we see no reason to 
alter or modify Opinion No. 658. 

High Crest requests clarification of the 
applicability of Opinion No. 658 to pro¬ 
duction sold under contracts dated after 
October 1, 1968; High crest expresses 
concern that its sales under a recent con¬ 
tract, but from wells commenced prior to 
January 1, 1973, will be at a lower rate 
than gas sold under an old contract. High 
Crest finds itself the victim of an anom¬ 
aly which we acknowledged in Opinion 
No. 658 (see pp. 3-4). We believe this 
situation will be rectified upon resolu¬ 
tion of the outstanding rulemakings In 
Docket No. R-389-B * and Docket No. 
R-478. 4 UntU then. High Crest is not 
harmed inasmuch as it is still entitled 
to the initial rate prescribed in Order 
No. 435. or (subject to refund) any con¬ 
tractually authorized rate in excess of 
that level.

PACIFIC NORTHWEST POWER CO. AND 
WASHINGTON PUBLIC POWER SUPPLY 
SYSTEM 

Reopening the Proceeding and Requiring 
Further Procedures To Implement the 
National Environmental Policy Act 

June 27. 1973. 

The Pacific Northwest Power Company 
and the Washington Public Power Sup¬ 
ply System seek a license to construct a 
hydroelectric project on the 8nake River, 
between the States of Oregon and Idaho. 
Although extensive hearings in these 
proceedings have been conducted over a 
period of many years, and although en¬ 
vironmental issues have been explored at 
considerable length, we find it necessary 
to require further procedures, in order to 
assure full compliance with the National 
Environmental Policy Act. 

Project No. 2243 commenced on March 
31, 1958, with the filing by the Pacific 
Northwest Power Company of an appli¬ 
cation for a license to construct the High 
Mountain Sheep Project on the Snake 
River. Project No. 2273 commenced on 
March 15. I960, when the Washington 
Public Power Supply System filed an ap¬ 
plication to construct the Nez Perce 
Project on the Snake, a project that 
would be In conflict with High Mountain 
Sheep. The applications were consoli¬ 
dated. Following hearings, which began 
on November 4, 1980, and ended on Sep¬ 
tember 12. 1961, the Commission on Feb- 
ruary 4,1964, granted the application for 
the High Mountain Sheep Project and 
denied the application for Nez Perce (31 
FPC 247.1051). 

The Commission's action was the sub¬ 
ject of an appeal, as a result of which 
the matter was remanded to the Com¬ 
mission for further hearings (UdaU v. 
FP.C., 387 UJS. 428 (1967)). Soon there¬ 
after the two Applicants filed with us 
a Joint, amended application to construct 
any one of three hydroelectric projects 
on the Snake: High Mountain Sheep. 
Pleasant Valley-Mountain Sheep, or 
Appoloosa-Mountain Sheep. This joint 
application was the subject of hearings 
which ran from September 4. 1968. to 
March 29. 1970. and an Initial Decision 
which followed on February 23, 1971. 
That Initial Decision recommended issu¬ 
ance of a license for the Pleasant Valley- 
Mountain Sheep Project, with a delay in 
construction until after September 11, 
1975, in order to provide time for the 


Congress to consider making the Middle 
Snake River a component of the Na¬ 
tional Wild and Scenic Rivers System. 

The National Environmental Policy 
Act (NEPA > was approved on January 1, 
1970. Although the proceedings com¬ 
menced well before that date, the parties 
have sought to comply with the statute 
and with our regulations Issued pursuant 
to it. Among other things, a Staff draft 
environmental Impact statement was 
filed in these proceedings on June 8,1971. 
and was circulated for comment; notice 
of its availability was published In the 
Federal Register for June 24. 1971, and 
notice of an extension of time for com¬ 
ment appeared in the Federal Register 
for August 6, 1971; extensive comments 
have been received. The Applicants filed 
their environmental statement on July 
23. 1971. 

The parties have not, however, been 
afforded an opportunity to conduct 
cross-examination on the Staff environ¬ 
mental statement. That opportunity 
must be afforded, in light of the Supreme 
Court's denial on October 10. 1972. of 
this Commission's petition for a writ of 
certiorari to review’ the decision of the 
Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit 
in Greene County Planning Board v, 
F.P.C., 455 F. 2d 412 U972). FP.C. V. 
Greene County Planning Board , 409 UJS. 
849 1 1972). Accordingly, it is necessary 
that wc apply the conclusions expressed 
by the Court of Appeals in that case. 
Those conclusions concern this Commis¬ 
sion’s procedures with respect to the 
implementation of the National Environ¬ 
mental Policy Act. In particular the 
court held that an environmental state¬ 
ment must be prepared by our Stall in 
advance of hearing, and such statement 
must be "subject to the full scrutiny of 
the hearing process". Our Order No. 
415-C. issued December 18. 1972, sets 
forth our detailed procedures concerning 
the implementation of NEPA in light of 
Greene County. That decision and our 
order require that (ye remand this case 
to the Presiding Administrative Law 
Judge. A further hearing will be required. 

Our favorable action on the applica¬ 
tions which form the basis for these 
proceedings would clearly constitute a 
"major" Federal action "significantly 
affecting the quality of the human en¬ 
vironment". as that phrase is used in 
section 102(2X0 of the National En¬ 
vironmental Policy Act Recognizing that 
to be so, the Staff and the Applicants 
herein each filed environmental state¬ 
ments. The Applicants' statement should 
now be reviewed by our Staff, following 
which the Staff may chooee to request 
further information from the Applicants 
concerning environmental matters. It 
will be necessary, in any event, for our 
Staff to take additional steps so os to 
comply fully with the provisions of Order 
No. 415-C that pertain to environmental 
impact statements. It is necessary that 
a Staff final environmental impact state¬ 
ment be offered in evidence at the re¬ 
opened hearing, and that the opportunity 
for cross-examination be afforded. 


The Commission further finds: 

(1) In order to assure that the par¬ 
ties to this proceeding have available to 
them all of the procedures and safe¬ 
guards contained in the National En¬ 
vironmental Policy Act. as construed in 
Greene County Planning Board v. FP.C., 
supra , and as implemented by Order No! 
415-C, It Is necessary that the proceed¬ 
ing be remanded to the Presiding Ad¬ 
ministrative Law Judge and that the 
hearing be reopened so that a Stall final 
environmental Impact statement may tc 
received in evidence and an opportunity 
may be afforded for cross-examinati 
thereon. 

(2) A further hearing in this proceed¬ 
ing w ould be in the public Interest 

(3) Such further hearing shall not be 
held until a Staff final environmental 
impact statement which meets 1 he re¬ 
quirements of our Order No. 415-C har. 
been made available to the parties for 
a period of time sufficient for their prep¬ 
aration of cross-examination. The final 
environmental Impact statement of the 
Staff shall be Introduced in evidence at 
the reopened hearing. 

The Commission orders: 

These proceedings are hereby re¬ 
opened so that a Staff final environ¬ 
mental Impact statement, prepared in 
accordance with our Order No. 415-C. 
may be received In evidence and an 
opportunity may be afforded for cross- 
examination thereon, and a further pub¬ 
lic hearing before the Presiding Admin¬ 
istrative Law Judge shall be held thereon 
in Washington, D.C., commencing on 
such date as the Presiding Administra¬ 
tive Law Judge may, in his dlscretton. 
prescribe. The Presiding Administrate 
Law Judge shall prescribe procedures for 
such further hearing consistent with the 
decision In Greene County Plannino 
Board v. FP.C., supra f with this order, 
and with Order No. 415-C. At such re¬ 
opened hearing, the Staff final environ¬ 
mental Impact statement shall be offered 
in evidence, and cross-examination 
thereon shall be permitted.

1 Bank ranks as the eighth 
largest of the 13 banks located in the 
Mobile SMSA, (the relevant market), 
and holds approximately 1.7 per cent of 
market deposits.

Although the major 
banking needs of the residents in the area 
are being adequately served at the pres¬ 
ent time, the proposed affiliation is likely 
to result in expansion of the range of 
services presently offered by Bank. In 
addition, affiliation with Applicant would 
give Bank access to considerable finan¬ 
cial resources which will enable it to pro¬ 
vide an increased lending capacity. The 
expanded range of services and the in¬ 
creased lending capacity are necessary 
in meeting the demands of the growing 
community. Considerations relating to 
the convenience and needs of the com¬ 
munity to be served are consistent with 
approval of the application. It is the 
Board’s judgment that the proposed ac¬ 
quisition would be In the public interest 
and that the application should be 
approved. 

On the basis of the record, the applica¬ 
tion is approved for the reasons sum¬ 
marized above. The transaction shall not 
be consummated (a> before the thirtieth 
calendar day folowlng the effective date 
of this Order or (b> later than three 
months after the effective date of this 
Order, unless such period is extended for 
good cause by the Board, or by the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bank of Dallas pursuant to 
delegated authority.

MOVERS WHO FAIL TO PICK UP 
SHIPMENTS 

Warning 

June 27. 1973. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has received information and shipper 
complaints that some of the nation's 
largest movers are failing to pick up and 
transport household goods shipments on 
dates previously agreed upon by the ship¬ 
per and the mover. This ''overbooking” 
practice occurs particularly during the 
busy season in June, July and August 
and is the result of a mover accepting 
more orders for service than it is capable 
of handling. 

The failure of a motor common carrier 
to pick up and transport shipments of 


household goods on agreed dates or pe¬ 
riods of time constitutes a violation of 
consumer regulations adopted by the 
Commission requiring the performance 
of reasonable dispatch. Such carriers are 
not generally considered to be in viola¬ 
tion when the failure to timely pickup is 
related to a condition totally beyond 
their control. 

Movers were warned today that the 
Commission will not tolerate these im¬ 
proper practices. Complaints will be thor¬ 
oughly investigated by the Bureau of Op¬ 
erations. In addition, movers who re¬ 
cently have received Commission cease 
and desist orders and who are over¬ 
booking subject their operating rights to 
further suspension, possible revocation 
and face heavy fines. 

Although Commission regulations re¬ 
quire movers to notify shippers of delay 
or failure to pick up as agreed upon, such 
notification does not release movers from 
the obligation and requirement to pro¬ 
vide reasonable dispatch. Shippers, 
therefore, who incur additional expenses 
due to carrier negligence to timely pickup 
may desire to flic an "Inconvenience 
claim" with the mover seeking reim¬ 
bursement for the related expenses. 

Such expenses normally Include rea¬ 
sonable lodging costs and a portion of in¬ 
curred food expenses. (Receipts should 
be obtained where possible.) While the 
Commission is not presently authorized 
to settle disputed claims It does render 
assistance If needed. 

Motor common carriers of household 
goods were cautioned not to give undue 
preference or unjust discrimination 
toward any type of traffic or class of 
shipper (government, military, national 
account and individual C.O.D.) In assign¬ 
ing and reassigning pickup serv ice dates. 
This practice is prohibited by the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Act. 

If the Improper booking practices are 
not promptly discontinued, the Commis¬ 
sion will consider requesting the issuance 
of appropriate restraining orders from 
the courts.

Title VI of the Civil Right* Act of 
1964. 42 U S.C. 2000d to d-4, prohibit* 
discrimination on the ground of race, 
color or national origin In programs and 
activities receiving Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. At present, 21 Federal agencies 
have regulations implementing Title VL* 

Each of these agencies has adopted 
amendments to Its Title VI regulation.* 
In addition, four agencies, the Civil 
Service Commission. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board, and National Foundation on the 
Arts and the Humanities, have adopted 
initial Title VI regulations. The regula¬ 
tion amendments of the 21 agencies and 
the four initial regulations have been 
approved by the President (FR Doc. 73- 
13407 > *\ in accord with section 602 of 
Title VI. 42 UJS.C. 2000d-l. 

The background of the amendments 
and the new regulations is as follows: 
On December 9. 1971. uniform amend¬ 
ments to the Title VI regulations of 20 
agencies and the initial regulation of 
the National Foundation on the Arts and 
the Humanities were published In the 
Federal Register as proposed rule mak¬ 
ing. See 36 FR 23447. Comments on the 
proposals were submitted to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice which has responsibility, 
under Executive Order 11247. for coor¬ 
dinating implementation of Title VI by 
Federal agencies On the basis of the 
comments, the Department of Justice 
recommended that agencies with major 
Title VI responsibilities adopt certain 
additional amendments. 

As a result of the above steps, the 
original uniform amendments are, with 
limited exceptions, included in each set 
of amendments to existing regulations 
and in each of the four initial regula¬ 
tions." The most important of these pro¬ 
visions involve: prohibiting discrimina¬ 
tion in the selection of sites for facilities 
of Federally assisted programs, requir¬ 
ing affirmative action to overcome the 
effects of past discrimination, and pro¬ 
viding that discriminatory employment 
practices are prohibited by Title VI to 
the extent that such practices tend to 
cause discrimination in the services pro¬ 
vided to beneficiaries.

1971, the 
regulations of the Civil Service Commission. 
Environmental Protection Agency and Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank Board and amend¬ 
ments to the Department of Transportation 
regulation were published in the Federal 
Rxotzmcm as proposed rule making. 
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In addition, the amendments of 13 
agencies with major Title VI responsi¬ 
bilities" include provisions which the 
Department of Justice had recommended 
on the basis of public comments.

Title 5— Administrative Personnel 
CHAPTER I—-CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 

PART 900— INTERGOVERNMENTAL 

PERSONNEL ACT GRANT PROGRAM 

The purpose of this amendment 
adding Subpart D to Part 900 of the 
regulations of the Civil Service Com¬ 
mission is to implement section 601 of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

Notice of proposed rulemaking con¬ 
cerning these regulations was published 
in the Federal Register of February 3, 
1972. The purpose of that publication 
was to give Interested persons an oppor¬ 
tunity to submit written comments, ob¬ 
jections, or suggestions. After consider¬ 
ation of all comments, objections, and 
suggestions as were presented by inter¬ 
ested persons. 4 900.404(b) (6) has been 
changed in order to clarify the affirma¬ 
tive action requirement of 4 900.404. 

Section 601 of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 forbids discrimination on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin 
under any program or activity that re¬ 
ceives Federal financial assistance. Sec¬ 
tion G02 of the Act authorizes and directs 
each Federal department or agency that 
is empowered to assist any program or 
activity to issue regulations implement¬ 
ing section 601. Accordingly, the Com¬ 
mission is adopting Subpart D of 
Part 900 to accomplish this legislative 
directive. 

In consideration of the foregoing. Part 
900 of title 5 of the Code of Federal Regu¬ 
lations is amended by adding a new Sub- 
part D as follows. This Subpart D shall 
become effective on July 5. 1973. 

Pursuant to section 602 of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 (42 UB.C. 2000d-l>, 
this regulation has been approved by the 
President.

900 appearing in the Federal Register 
IFR Doc.

Subpart D—Nondiscrimination in Fed 
erally Assisted Programs in the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission—Effectuation of 
Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 

§ 900.401 Purpose. 

The purpose of this subpart is to effec¬ 
tuate the provisions of title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 (hereafter re¬ 
ferred to as title VI) to the end that a 
person in the United States shall not, on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, be excluded from participation in. 
be denied the benefits of. or be otherwise 
subjected to discrimination under a pro¬ 
gram or activity receiving Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance from the Commission. 

§ 900.402 Application of this nubpnrt. 

(a) This subpart applies to each pro¬ 
gram for which Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is authorized under a law admin¬ 
istered by the Commission, including the 
federally assisted programs listed in Ap¬ 
pendix A to this subpart. It also applies 
to money paid, property transferred, or 
other Federal financial assistance ex¬ 
tended under a program after the effec¬ 
tive date of this subpart pursuant to an 
application approved before that effective 
date. This subpart does not apply to: 

(1) Federal financial assistance by way 
of insurance or guaranty contract*: 

(2) Money paid, property transferred, 
or other assistance extended under a pro¬ 
gram before the effective date of this 
subpart, except when the assistance was 
subject to the title VI regulations of an 
agency whose responsibilities are now 
exercised by the Commission; 

(3) Assistance to any Individual who 
is the ultimate beneficiary under a pro¬ 
gram; or 

(4) Employment practices, under a 
program, of an employer, employment 
agency, or labor organization, except to 
the extent described in 4 900.404(c). 

The fact that a program Is not listed 
in Appendix A to this subpart does not 
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mean. If title VI is otherwise applicable, 
lhat the program Is not covered. Other 
programs under statutes now in force or 
hereinafter enacted may be added to Ap¬ 
pendix A to this subpart. 

tb> In a program receiving Federal 
financial assistance in the form, or for 
the acquisition, of real property or an 
interest In real property, to the extent 
that rights to space on. over, or under 
that property are included as part of the 
program receiving that assistance, the 
nondiscrimination requirement of this 
subpart extends to a facility located 
wholly or in part in that space. 

§ l >00.103 Definition*. 

Unless the context requires otherwise, 
in this subpart: 

(a) "Applicant" means a person who 
submits an application, request, or plan 
required to be approved by the Commis¬ 
sion. or by a primary recipient, as a con¬ 
dition to eligibility for Federal financial 
assistance, and “application" means that 
application, request, or plan. 

(b) "Facility" includes all or any part 
of structures, equipment, or other real 
or personal property or interests therein, 
and the provision of facilities Includes 
Uie construction, expansion, renovation, 
remodeling, alteration, or acquisition of 
facilities. 

(c) "Federal financial assistance*' in¬ 
cludes: 

(1) Grants and loons of Federal funds: 

(2) The grant or donation of Federal 
property and interests In property: 

(3) The detail of Federal personnel: 

(4) The sale and lease of. and the per¬ 
mission to use (on other than a casual 
or transient basis), Federal property or 
any interest In the property without con¬ 
sideration or at a nominal consideration, 
or at a consideration which is reduced 
for the purpose of assisting the recipient, 
or in recognition of the public interest to 
be served by the sale or lease to the re¬ 
cipient: and 

<5) A Federal agreement, arrange¬ 
ment. or other contract which has as one 
of its purposes the provision of assistance. 

<d> ‘Primary recipient" means a re¬ 
cipient that is authorized or required to 
extend Federal financial assistance to 
another recipient for the purpose of 
carrying out a program. 

<e) “Program" includes a program, 
project, or activity for the provision of 
services, financial aid, or other benefits 
to individuals (including education or 
training or other services whether pro¬ 
vided through employees of the recipient 
oi Federal financial assistance or pro¬ 
vided by others through contracts or 
other arrangements with the recipient, 
and including work opportunities), or for 
the provision of facilities for furnishing 
services, financial aid. or other benefits 
to individuals. The services, financial aid.

<f) "Recipient" may mean any State, 
the District of Columbia, the Common¬ 
wealth of Puerto Rico, a territory or 
possession of the United States, or any 
political subdivision thereof, or instru¬ 
mentality thereof, any public or private 
agency. Institution, or organization, or 
other entity, or any individual In any 
State, the District of Columbia, the Com¬ 
monwealth of Puerto Rico, or territory 
or possession of the United States, to 
whom Federal financial assistance is ex¬ 
tended, directly or through another re¬ 
cipient, for any program, including any 
successor, assignee, or transferee thereof, 
but the term docs not Include any ulti¬ 
mate beneficiary under a program. 

(g) “Chairman" means the Chairman 
of the UJS. Civil Service Commission, or 
any person to whom he has delegated his 
authority in the matter concerned. 

§ 900.101 Diftrrimination prohibited. 

(a) General. A person in the United 
States shall not, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin be excluded from 
participation in. be denied the benefits 
of, or be otherwise subjected to discrim¬ 
ination under, a program to which this 
subpart applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited. (1) A recipient under a pro¬ 
gram to which this subpart applies may 
not, directly or through contractual or 
other arrangements, on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin— 

(1) Deny a person a service, financial 
aid, or other benefit provided under the 
program; 

(U) Provide a service, financial aid, or 
other benefit to a person which is dif¬ 
ferent, or is provided in a different man¬ 
ner, from that provided to others under 
the program; 

(ill) Subject a person to segregation 
or separate treatment in any matter re¬ 
lated to his receipt of a service, financial 
aid. or other benefit under the program; 

(iv) Restrict a person in any way in 
the enjoyment of an advantage or priv¬ 
ilege enjoyed by others receiving a serv¬ 
ice, financial aid. or other benefit under 
the program; 

(v) Treat a person differently from 
others in determining whether he satis¬ 
fies an admission, enrollment, quota, eli¬ 
gibility. membership, or other require¬ 
ment or condition which persons must 
meet in order to be provided a service, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program ; or 

<vi» Deny a person an opportunity to 
participate in the program through the 
provision of services or otherwise or af¬ 
ford him an opportunity to do so which 
Is different from that afforded others 
under the program. 

(2) A recipient, in determining the 
types of services, financial aid. or other 
benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under a program or the class of 
persons to whom, or the situations In 
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which, the services, financial aid, other 
benefits, or facilities will be provided 
under a program, or the class of persons 
to be afforded an opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in a program, may not. directly or 
through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments. utilize crlterta or methods of ad¬ 
ministration which have the effect of 
subjecting persons to discrimination be¬ 
cause of their race, color, or national 
origin, or have the effect of defeating or 
substantially impairing accomplishment 
of the objectives of the program with 
respect to individuals of a particular race, 
color, or national origin. 

(3) As used in this section, the serv¬ 
ices, financial old, or other benefits pro¬ 
vided under a program receiving Federal 
financial assistance include a service, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
in or through a facility provided with 
the aid of Federal financial assistance. 

(4) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this par¬ 
agraph does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(5) Examples demonstrating the ap¬ 
plication of the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion to certain programs receiving Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance from the Com¬ 
mission are contained in Appendix C of 
this subpart. 

(6X1) In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient had pre¬ 
viously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, the recipient shall take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. 

(11) Even in the absence of prior dis¬ 
crimination a recipient in administering 
a program shall take affirmative action 
as required by the Commission to over¬ 
come the effect of conditions which re¬ 
sulted in limiting participation by per¬ 
sons of a particular race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin. 

fill) Any affirmative action under this 
paragraph shall be consistent with the 
principles stated In the Intergovern¬ 
mental Personnel Act of 1970, 84 Stft. 
1909. 

(c) Employment practices . (X) When 
a primary objective of a program of 
Federal financial assistance to which 
this subpart applies is to provide em¬ 
ployment, a recipient or other party 
subject to this subpart shall not, di¬ 
rectly or through contractual or other 
arrangements, subject a person to dis¬ 
crimination on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin in Its employment 
practices under the program (including 
recruitment or recruitment advertising, 
hiring, firing, upgrading, promotion, de¬ 
motion, transfer, layoff, termination, 
rates of pay, or other forms of compen¬ 
sation or benefits, selection for training 
or apprenticeship, use of faculties, and 
treatment of employees). A recipient 
shall take affirmative action to insure 
that applicants are employed, and em¬ 
ployees are treated during employment, 
without regard to race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin. The requirements appli¬ 
cable to construction employment under 
a program are those specified in or pur¬ 
suant to part in of Executive Order 
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11246 or any Executive order which 
supersedes it 

(2) Federal financial assistance to 
programs under law's funded or admin¬ 
istered by the Commission which have 
as a primary objective the providing of 
employment include those set forth in 
Appendix B to this subpart- 

(3) In regard to Federal financial as¬ 
sistance which docs not have providing 
employment as a primary objective, the 
provisions of paragraph (c)(1) of this 
section apply to the employment prac¬ 
tices of the recipient if discrimination 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin in the employment practices tends, 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, to exclude persons from par¬ 
ticipation in, to deny them the benefits 
of. or to subject them to discrimination 
under, the program receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance. The provisions of 
paragraph (c)(1) of tills section apply 
to the extent necessary to assure equal¬ 
ity of opportunity to and non discrimi¬ 
natory treatment of beneficiaries. 

(d> In determining the site or location 
of facilities, a recipient or applicant 
may not make selections with the pur¬ 
pose or effect of excluding Individuals 
from, denying them the benfits of. or 
subjecting them to discrimination under, 
a program to which this subpart applies, 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin; or with the purpose or effect of 
defeating or substantially impairing the 
accomplishment of the objectives of 
title VI or this subpart. 

§900.105 AMurtnrm rfijaiml. 

(a) General. (1) An application for 
Federal financial assistance to carry out 
a program to which this subpart applies, 
except a program to which paragraph 
(d) of this section applies, and every 
application for Federal financial assist¬ 
ance to provide a facility shall, as a con¬ 
dition to its approval and the extension 
of Federal financial assistance pursuant 
to the application, contain or be accom¬ 
panied by, assurances that the program 
will be conducted or the facility operated 
in compliance with the requirements im¬ 
posed by or pursuant to this subpart. 
Every program of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance shall require the submission of 
these assurances. In the case where the 
Federal financial assistance Is to provide 
or is in the form of personal property, 
or real property or interest therein or 
structures thereon, the assurances shall 
obligate the recipient, or. in the case of 
a subsequent transfer, the transferee, for 
the period during which the property in 
used for a purpose for which the Federal 
financial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose involving the provision 
of similar services or benefits, or for as 
long as the recipient retains ownership 
or possession of the proi>erty, whichever 
is longer. In other cases, the assurances 
obligate the recipient for the period dur¬ 
ing which the Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is extended to the program. In the 
case where the assistance is sought for 
the construction of a facility or part of a 
facility, the assurances shall extend to 
the entire facility and to the facilities 
operated in connection therewith. The 
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Commission shall specify the form of the 
foregoing assurances for each program, 
and the extent to which like assurances 
will be required of subgrantecs. contrac¬ 
tors and subcontractors, transferees, 
successors in Interest, and other partici¬ 
pants in the program. The assurances 
shall include provisions which give the 
United States the right to seek judicial 
enforcement. 

(2) When Federal financial assistance 
is provided in the form of a transfer of 
real property, structures, or improve¬ 
ments thereon, or interest therein, from 
the Federal Government, the instrument 
effecting or recording the transfer shall 
contain a covenant running with the land 
assuring nondiscrimination for the pe¬ 
riod during which the real property is 
used for a purpose for which the Federal 
financial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose involving the provision 
of similar services or benefits. When no 
transfer of property or Interest therein 
from the Federal Government is Involved, 
but property Ls acquired or improved 
under a program of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance, the recipient shall agree to in¬ 
clude a covenant In any subsequent 
transfer of the property. When the prop¬ 
erty is obtained from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. the covenant may also include 
a condition coupled with a right to be 
reserved by the Commission to revert 
title to the property in the event of a 
breach of the covenant where, in the dis¬ 
cretion of the Commission, such a con¬ 
dition and right of reverter is appropriate 
to the program under which the real 
property Is obtained and to the nature 
of the grant and the grantee. In the 
event a transferee of real property pro¬ 
poses to mortgage or otherwise encumber 
the real property as security for financing 
construction of new. or improvement of 
existing, facilities on property for the 
purposes for which the property was 
transferred, the Commission may agree, 
on request of the transferee and If nec¬ 
essary to accomplish the financing, and 
on conditions as he deems appropri¬ 
ate, to subordinate a right of reversion 
to the lien of a mortgage or otlicr 
encumbrance. 

(b> Assurances from government 
agencies. In the case of an application 
from a department, agency, or office of a 
State or local government for Federal 
financial assistance for a specified pur¬ 
pose, the assurance required by this sec¬ 
tion shall extend to any other depart¬ 
ment. agency, or office of the same gov¬ 
ernmental unit if the policies of the 
other department, agency, or office will 
substantially affect the project for which 
Federal financial assistance is requested. 
That requirement may be waived by the 
responsible Commission official if the ap¬ 
plicant establishes, to the satisfaction 
of the responsible Commission official, 
that the practices in other agencies or 
parts or programs of the governmental 
unit will In no way affect U) its practices 
In the program for which Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is sought, or (2) the 
beneficiaries of or participants in or per¬ 
sons affected by the program, or (3) 
full compliance with this subpart as re¬ 
spects the program. 


(c> Assurance from academic and 
other institutions. (1) In the case of an 
application for Federal financial assist¬ 
ance by an academic institution, the as¬ 
surance required by this section extends 
to admission practices and to all other 
practices relating to the treatment of 
students. 

(2) The assurance required by an 
academic institution, detention or cor¬ 
rectional facility, or any other institu¬ 
tion or facility, relating to the institu¬ 
tion's practices with respect to admis¬ 
sion or other treatment of individuals 
as students, patients, wards, inmates, 
persons subject to control, or clients of 
the institution or facility or to the op¬ 
portunity to participate in the provision 
of services, disposition, treatment, or 
benefits to these individuals, is applicable 
to the entire institution or facility un¬ 
less the applicant establishes, to the sat¬ 
isfaction of the responsible Commission 
official, that the practices in designated 
parts or programs of the institution or 
facility wlU in no way affect its prac¬ 
tices in the program of the institution 
or facility for which Federal financial 
assistance is sought, or the beneficiaries 
of or participants in the program. If the 
assistance sought is for the construction 
of a facility or part of a facility, the as¬ 
surance shall extend to the entire facility 
and to facilities operated in connection 
therewith. 

<d> Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State agency 
to carry out a program involving con¬ 
tinuing Federal financial assistance to 
which this subpart applies (including the 
programs listed in Appendix A to tills 
subpart) shaU as a condition to its ap¬ 
proval and the extension of Federal 
financial assistance pursuant to the ap¬ 
plication (1) contain or be accompanied 
by a statement that the program U (or. 
in the case of a new program, will be> 
conducted in compliance with the re¬ 
quirements Imposed by or pursuant to 
this subpart, and <2) provide or be ac¬ 
companied by provision for method* of 
administration for the program as are 
found by the Commission to give rea¬ 
sonable guarantee that tlie applicant and 
all recipients of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance under the program will comply 
with the requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to this subpart. 

§ 900.406 Compliance information. 

(a) Cooperation and assistance. The 
Commission, to the fullest extent prac¬ 
ticable. sluOl seek the cooperation of 
recipients in obtaining compUance with 
this subpart and shall provide assistance 
and guidance to recipients to help them 
comply voluntarily with this subpart 

<b) Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep records and submit to the 
Commission timely, complete, and ac¬ 
curate compliance reports at the times, 
and in the form and containing the in¬ 
formation the Commission may deter¬ 
mine necessary to enable it to ••certain 
whether the recipient has complied or is 
complying with this subpart. In the ca** 
of a program under which a primary 
recipient extends Federal financial 
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distance to other recipients, the other 
recipients shall also submit compliance 
reports to the primary recipient as may 
be necessary to enable the primary re¬ 
cipient to carry out Its obligations under 
this subpart. 

<c) Access to sources of information . 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
Commission during normal business 
hours to its books, records, accounts, and 
other sources of information, and its 
facilities as may be pertinent to ascer¬ 
tain compliance with this subpart. When 
Information required of a recipient is in 
the exclusive possession of anotlier 
agency, institution, or person and this 
agency, institution, or person falls or re¬ 
fuses to furnish this information, the 
recipient shall so certify in its report and 
shall set forth what efforts it has made 
to obtain the information. 

(d> Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons the infor¬ 
mation regarding the provisions of this 
subpart and its applicability to the pro¬ 
gram under which the recipient received 
Federal financial assistance, and make 
this information available to them in the 
manner, as the Commission finds neces¬ 
sary, to apprise the persons of the pro¬ 
tections against discrimination assured 
them by title VI and this subpart. 

§ *>00. 407 Conduct of ime»tigationfu 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
Commission may from time to time re¬ 
view the practices of recipients to deter¬ 
mine whether they are complying with 
this subpart. 

<b> Complaints. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of 
persons to be subjected to discrimination 
prohibited by this subpart may by him¬ 
self or by a representative file with the 
Commission a written complaint. A com¬ 
plaint shall be filed not later than 90 
days after the date of the alleged dis¬ 
crimination. unless the time for filing is 
extended by the Commission. 

<c> Investigations. The Commission 
will make a prompt investigation when¬ 
ever a compliance review, report, com¬ 
plaint, or other information indicates a 
possible failure to comply with this sub¬ 
part. The Investigation will include, 
when appropriate, a review of the perti¬ 
nent practices and policies of the recipi¬ 
ent. the circumstances under which the 
possible noncompliance with this sub¬ 
part occurred, and other factors relevant 
to a determination as to whether the 
recipient has failed to comply with this 
subpart. 

( d> Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section Indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this subpart, the Commission 
vlll so inform the recipient and the mat- 
tor will be resolved by voluntary means 
whenever possible.

The failure of an appli¬ 
cant or recipient to request a hearing 
under tills paragraph or to appear at a 
hearing for which a date has been set U 
deemed to be a waiver of the right to a 
hearing under section 602 of title VI and 
4 900.408(c) and consent to the making 
of a decision on the basis of the informa¬ 
tion as is available. 
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<b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Commission In Washington. D.C., at a 
time fixed by the Commission unless it 
determines that the convenience of the 
applicant or recipient or of the Commis¬ 
sion requires that another place be 
selected. Hearings shall be held before 
the Commission, or at its discretion, be¬ 
fore a hearing examiner appointed in 
accordance with section 3105 of title 5. 
United States Code, or detailed under 
section 3344 of title 5. United States Code. 

(c) Right to counsel. In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant or 
recipient and the Commission have the 
right to be represented by counsel. 

(d) Procedures, evidence, and record. 
<1> The hearing, decision, and an ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be con¬ 
ducted in conformity with sections 554 
through 557 of title 5. United States Code, 
and in accordance with the rules of pro¬ 
cedure as arc proper (and not incon¬ 
sistent with this section) relating to the 
conduct of the hearing, giving of notices 
subsequent to those provided for in para¬ 
graph (a) of tills section, taking of testi¬ 
mony, exhibits, arguments and briefs, 
requests for findings, and other related 
matters. Both the Commission and the 
applicant or recipient are entitled to in¬ 
troduce relevant evidence on the issues 
as stated in the notice for hearing or as 
determined by the officer conducting the 
hearing at the outset of or during the 
hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence do not 
apply to hearings conducted pursuant to 
this subpart, but rules or principles de¬ 
signed to assure production of the most 
credible evidence available and to sub¬ 
ject testimony to test by cross-examina¬ 
tion shall be applied where determined 
reasonably necessary by the officer con¬ 
ducting the hearing. The hearing officer 
may exclude irrelevant, immaterial, or 
unduly repetitious evidence. Documents 
and other evidence offered or taken for 
the record shall be open to examination 
by the parties and opportunity shall be 
given to refute facts and arguments ad¬ 
vanced on either side of the issues. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence except to the extent the substance 
thereof is stipulated for the record. De¬ 
cisions shall be based on the hearing 
record and written findings shall be 
made. 

(c> Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this subpart with respect to two or 
more programs to which this subpart 
applies, or noncompllance with this sub¬ 
part and the regulations of one or more 
other Federal departments or agencies 
Issued under title VI. the Commission 
may. by agreement with the other de¬ 
partments or agencies, when applicable, 
provide for the conduct of consolidated 
or Joint hearings, and for the application 
to these hearings of rules or procedures 
not inconsistent with this subpart. Final 
decisions in these cases, insofar as this 
regulation is concerned, shall be made 
in accordance with $ 900.410.

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§ 900.410 Decision* and notice*. 

(a) Procedure on decisions bp hearing 
examiner . If the hearing is held by a 
hearing examiner, the hearing examiner 
shall cither make an initial decision, if 
so authorised, ojr certify the entire record 
including his recommended findings and 
proposed decision to the Commission for 
a final decision, and a copy of the initial 
decision or certification shall be mailed 
to the applicant or recipient. When the 
initial decision is made by the hearing 
examiner, the applicant or recipient may. 
uithin 30 days after the mailing of a 
notice of initial decision, file with the 
Commission his exceptions to the initial 
decision, with his reasons therefor. In the 
absence of exceptions, the Commission 
may, on Us own motion, within 45 days 
after the initial decision, serve on the 
applicant or recipient a notice that it will 
review* the decision.

This subpart does not super¬ 
sede any of the following (including fu¬ 
ture amendments the reof ): (1) Execu¬ 
tive Order 11246 <3 CFR, 1965 8upp.> 
and regulations issued thereunder or (2) 
any other orders, regulations, or instruc¬ 
tions, insofar as these orders, regula¬ 
tions, or instructions prohibit discrimi¬ 
nation on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin in a program or situation 
to which this subpart is inapplicable, or 
prohibit discrimination on any other 
ground. 

(b) Forms and instructions. The Com¬ 
mission shall issue and promptly make 
available to all Interested persons forms 
and detailed instructions and procedures 
for effectuating this subpart as applied 
to programs to which this subpart ap¬ 
plies, and for which it Is responsible. 

(c) Supervision and coordination. The 
Commission may from time to time as¬ 
sign to officials of the Commission, or to 
officials of other departments or agencies 
of the Government with the consent of 
the departments or agencies, responsibil¬ 
ities in connection with the effectuation 
of the purposes of title VI and tills sub¬ 
part (other than responsibilities for final 
decision as provided In 8 900.410). Includ¬ 
ing the achievement of effective coordi¬ 
nation and maximum uniformity within 
the Commission and within the execu¬ 
tive branch in the application of title VI 
and this subpart to similar programs and 
In similar situations. An action taken, 
determination made, or requirement im¬ 
posed by an official of another depart¬ 
ment or agency acting pursuant to an 
assignment of responsibility under this 
paragraph shall have the same effect as 
though the action had been taken by 
the Commission.

provided under any such program, or the 
class of persons to be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to participate in any such 
program, may not, directly or through 
contractual or other arrangements, uti¬ 
lize criteria or methods of admlnisi ra¬ 
tion which have the effect of subjecting 
persons to discrimination because of 
their race, color, or national origin, or 
have the effect of defeating or substan¬ 
tially impairing accomplishment of the 
objectives of the program with respect 
to individuals of a particular race, color, 
or national origin.

Cl) Where 
a primary objective of a program of Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance to which this 
part applies is to provide employment, 
a recipient or other party subject to this 
part shall not, directly or through con¬ 
tractual or other arrangements, subject 
a person to discrimination on the 
grounds of race, color, or national origin 
in its employment practices under such 
program < including recruitment or re¬ 
cruitment advertising, hiring, firing, up¬ 
grading. promotion, demotion, transfer, 
layoff, termination, rates of pay or other 
forms of compensation or benefits, selec¬ 
tion for training or apprenticeship, use 
of facilities, and treatment of em¬ 
ployees).

Every application for 
Federal financial assistance to carry out 
a program to which this part applies and

ance pursuant to the application, con¬ 
tain or be accompanied by, an assurance 
that the program will be conducted or 
the facility operated in compliance with 
all requirements imposed by or pursuant 
to this part. Every program of Federal 
financial assistance shall require the sub¬ 
mission of such an assurance. In the case 
where the Federal financial assistance is 
to provide or is in the form of personal 
property, or real property or interest 
therein or structures thereon, the assur¬ 
ance shall obligate the recipient, or. in 
the case of a subsequent transfer, the 
transferee, for the period during which 
the property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance is 
extended or for another purpose Involv¬ 
ing the provision of similar services or 
benefits, or for as long as the recipient 
retains ownership or possession of the 
property, whichever is longer. In all other 
cases the assurance shall obligate the re¬ 
cipient for the period during which Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance is extended to 
the program. In the case where the as¬ 
sistance is sought for the construction 
of a facility or part of a facility, the as¬ 
surance shall in any event extend to 
the entire facility and to facilities oper¬ 
ated in connection therewith. The Board 
shall specify the form of the foregoing 
assurances for each program, and the ex¬ 
tent to which like assurances will be 
required of subgrantees, contractors and 
subcontractors, transferees, successors 
in interest, and other participants in the 
program.

grantee. In such event if a transferee of 
real property proposes to mortgage or 
otherwise encumber the real property as 
security for financing construction of

Board may agree, upon request of the 
transferee and if necessary to accom¬ 
plish such financing, and upon such con¬ 
ditions as it deems appropriate, to sub¬ 
ordinate such right of reversion to the 
lien of such mortgage or other encum¬ 
brance.

<a> Cooperation and assistance. The 
Board shall to the fullest extent prac¬ 
ticable seek the cooperation of recipients 
in obtaining compliance with this part 
and shall provide assistance and guid¬ 
ance to recipients to help them comply 
voluntarily with this part. 

<b> Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep such records and submit 
to the Board timely, complete, and ac¬ 
curate compliance reports at such times, 
and in such form and containing such 
information, as the Board may deter¬ 
mine to be necessary to enable it to 
ascertain whether the recipient has com¬ 
piled or is complying with this part. In 
the case of any program under which a 
primary recipient extends Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to any other recipient, 
such other recipient shall also submit 
such compliance reports to the primary 
recipient as may be necessary to enable 
the primary recipient to carry out its 
obligations under this part. 

(c) Access to sources of information. 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
Board during normal business hours to 
such of its books, records, accounts, and 
other sources of information, and its 
facilities as may be pertinent to ascer¬ 
tain compliance with this part. Where 
any information required of a recipient 
is in the exclusive possession of any 
other agency, institution, or person And 
this agency, institution, or person fails 
or refuses to furnish this information, 
the recipient shall so certify in its report 
and shall set forth what efforts it has 
made to obtain the information. 

Cd) Information to beneflcihries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such infor¬ 
mation regarding the provbvions of this 
part and its applicability to the program 
under which the recipient receives Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance, and make such 
information available to them in such 
manner, as the Board finds necessary to 
apprise such persons of the protections 
against discrimination assured them by 
the Act and this part. 

§ 529.7 Conduct of investigation*. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
Board shall from time to time review the 
practices of recipients to determine 
whether they arc complying with this 
part. 

<b) Complaints. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of per¬ 
sons to be subjected to discrimination 
prohibited by this part may by himself 
or by a representative file with the Board 
a written complaint. A complaint must 
be filed not later than 180 days after the 
date of the alleged discrimination, un- 
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less the time for filing Is extended by the 
Board. 

(c) Investigations. The Board will 
make a prompt investigation whenever a 
compliance review, report, complaint, or 
any other Information indicates a possi¬ 
ble failure to comply with this part. The 
investigation will include, where appro¬ 
priate. a review of the pertinent prac¬ 
tices and policies of the recipient, the 
circumstances under which the possible 
noncompliance with this part occurred, 
and other factors relevant to a determi¬ 
nation as to whether the recipient has 
failed to comply with this port 

(d) Resolution o/ matters. <1) If an 
Investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this part, the Board will so 
inform the recipient and the matter will 
be resolved by Informal means whenever 
possible. If it has been determined that 
the matter cannot be resolved by infor¬ 
mal means, action will be taken as pro¬ 
vided for In 5 529.8. 

(2) If an Investigation docs not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to paragraph (d) 

(1) of this section, the Board will so in¬ 
form the recipient and the complainant, 
if any, in writing. 

<e> Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. No recipient or other person 
shall intimidate, threaten, coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any individual for the 
purpose of interfering with any right or 
privilege secured by secton 601 of the Act 
or this part, or because he has made a 
complaint, testified, assisted, or partici¬ 
pated in any manner in an investigation, 
proceeding, or hearing under this part. 
The identity of complainants shall be 
kept confidential except to the extent 
necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this part, including the conduct of any 
investigation, hearing, or Judicial pro¬ 
ceeding arising thereunder. 

§ 529.8 Procedure for effecting compli¬ 
ance. 

(a) General. If there appears to be a 
failure or threatened failure to comply 
with this part, and if the noncompliance 
or threatened noncompliance cannot be 
corrected by informal means, compliance 
with this part may be effected by the sus¬ 
pension or termination of or refusal to 
grant or to continue Federal financial as¬ 
sistance or by any other means author¬ 
ized by law. Such other means may in¬ 
clude, but are not limited to, (1) a ref¬ 
erence to the Department of Justice with 
a recommendation that appropriate pro¬ 
ceedings be brought to enforce any rights 
of the United States under any law of the 
United States (including other titles of 
the Act), or any assurance or other con¬ 
tractual undertaking, (2) a proceeding 
brought under the Board's cease-and- 
desist authority pursuant to Part 550 or 
Part 566 of this chapter, and (3) any 
applicable proceeding under State or 
local law. 

(b> Noncompliance with $ 529.5. If an 
applicant fails or refuses to furnish an 
assurance required under § 529.5 or oth¬ 
erwise fails or refuses to comply with a 
requirement imposed by or pursuant to 
that section. Federal financial assistance 
may be refused in accordance with the 


procedures of paragraph (C) of this sec¬ 
tion. The Board shall not be required to 
provide assistance in such a case during 
the pendency of the administrative pro¬ 
ceedings under such paragraph. However, 
the Board shall continue assistance dur¬ 
ing the pendency of such proceedings 
where such assistance is due and payable 
pursuant to an application approved 
prior to the effective date of this part. 

(c) Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. No order suspending, terminating, 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effec¬ 
tive until— 

(1) The Board has advised the appli¬ 
cant or recipient of his failure to comply 
and has determined that compliance 
cannot be secured by voluntary means; 

(2) There has been an express finding 
on the record, after opportunity for hear¬ 
ing. of a failure by the applicant or re¬ 
cipient to comply with a requirement 
imposed by or pursuant to this port; 

(3) The action has been approved by 
the Board pursuant to l 529.10(e); and 

(4) The expiration of 30 days after the 
Board has filed with the committee of 
the House and the committee of the Sen¬ 
ate having legislative Jurisdiction over 
the program involved, a full written re¬ 
port of the circumstances and the 
grounds for such action. Any action to 
suspend or terminate or to refuse to 
grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance shall be limited to the partic¬ 
ular political entity, or part thereof, or 
other applicant or recipient as to whom 
such a finding has been made and shall 
be limited in its effect to the particular 
program, or part thereof, in which such 
noncompliance has been so found. 

(d> Other means authorized by law . 
No action to effect compliance with 
Title VI of the Act by any other means 
authorized by law* shall be taken by this 
Board until— 

(1) The Board has determined that 
compliance cannot be secured by volun¬ 
tary means; 

(2) The recipient or other person has 
been notified of its failure to comply and 
of the action to be taken to effect com¬ 
pliance; and 

(3) The expiration of at least 10 days 
from the mailing of such notice to the 
recipient or other person. During this 
period of at least 10 days, additional 
efforts shall be made to persuade the re¬ 
cipient or other person to comply with 
the regulation and to take such correc¬ 
tive action as may be appropriate. 

g *529.9 Hearing*. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by $ 529.8(c). reasonable notice 
shall be given by registered or certified 
mall, return receipt requested, to the 
affected applicant or recipient. This no¬ 
tice shall advise the applicant or recip¬ 
ient of the action proposed to be taken, 
the specific provision under which the 
proposed action against it Is to be taken, 
and the matters of fact or law asserted 
as the basis for this action, and either 
(1) fix a date not lees than 20 days after 
the date of such notice within which the 


applicant or recipient may request of the 
Board that the matter be scheduled for 
hearing or (2) advise the applicant or 
recipient that the matter in question has 
been set down for bearing at a stated 
place and time. The time and place so 
fixed shall be reasonable and shall be 
subject to change for cause. The com¬ 
plainant, if any, siuUl be advised of the 
time and place of the hearing. An appli¬ 
cant or recipient may waive a hearing 
and submit written Information and 
argument for the record. The failure of 
on applicant or recipient to request a 
hearing under this paragraph or to ap¬ 
pear at a hearing for which a date has 
been set shall be deemed to be a waiver 
of the right to a hearing under 5 602 of 
the Act and l 529.8(c) and consent to the 
making of a decision on the basis of 6urh 
information as is available. 

(b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Board in Washington, DC., at a time 
fixed by the Board unless it determines 
that the convenience of the applicant or 
recipient or of the Board requires that 
another place be selected. Hearings siuii 
be held before the Board, or at its discre¬ 
tion. before a hear Inc examiner ap¬ 
pointed in accordance with I 3105 of Title 
5. United 8tales Code, or detailed under 
5 3344 of Title 5, United States Code. 

(c> Right to counsel . In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant or 
recipient and the Board shall have the 
right to be represented by counsel 
<d> Procedures , evidence , and record. 
(1) The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review* thereof shall be con¬ 
ducted In conformity with sections 554 
through 557 of Title 5. United States 
Code, and in accordance with Part 509 
of the General Regulations of the Fed¬ 
eral Home Loan Bank Board (12 CFR 
Part 509), to the extent said Part 509 is 
consistent with this Part 529, and with 
such other regulations that may be 
be necessary or appropriate for the con¬ 
duct of hearings pursuant to this Part 
529. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence do not 
apply to hearings conducted pursuant to 
this part, but rules or principles designed 
to assure production of the most credible 
evidence available and to subject testi¬ 
mony to test by cross-examination shall 
be applied where reasonably necessary 
by the officer conducting the hearing. The 
hearing officer may exclude lrrelcv.uit, 
immaterial, or unduly repetitious evi¬ 
dence. All documents and other evidence 
offered or taken for the record shall be 
open to examination by the parties iind 
opportunity shall be given to refute facts 
and arguments advanced on either side 
of the issues. A transcript shall be made 
of the oral evidence except to the extent 
the substance thereof is stipulated for 
the record. All decisions shall be based 
upon the hearing record and written 
findings shall be made. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompl iaxvcc 
with this part with respect to two or 
more programs to which this part ap¬ 
plies. or noncompliance with this port 
and the regulations of one or more other 
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Federal departments or agencies issued 
under Title VI of the Act. the Board 
may. by agreement with such other de¬ 
partments or agencies, where applicable, 
provide for the conduct of consolidated 
or joint hearings, and for the applica¬ 
tion to such hearings of rules or pro¬ 
cedures not inconsistent with this part. 
Final decisions in such cases. Insofar as 
this regulation Is concerned, shall be 
made In accordance with § 529 10. 

§ 529.10 Decision# and notkr*. 

(a) Procedure on decisions by hearing 
examiner. If the hearing is held by a 
hearing examiner, the hearing examiner 
shall either make an Initial decision, if 
so authorized, or certify the entire record 
including his recommended findings and 
proposed decision to the Board for a final 
decision, and a copy of such initial deci¬ 
sion or certification shall be mailed to 
the applicant or recipient. Where the 
initial decision is made by the hearing 
examiner, the applicant or recipient may. 
within 30 days after the mailing of such 
notice of initial decision, file with the 
Board his exceptions to the initial deci¬ 
sion, with his reasons therefor. In the 
absence of exceptions, the Board may. 
on its own motion, within 45 days after 
the initial decision, serve on the appli¬ 
cant or recipient a notice that it will re¬ 
view the decision. Upon the filing of such 
exceptions or of notice of review, the 
Board shall review the Initial decision 
and issue its own decision thereon includ¬ 
ing the reasons therefor.

(b> Decisions on record or retrtew by 
the Board. Whenever a record is certified 
to the Board for decision or it reviews 
the decision of a hearing examiner pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (a) of this section, 
or whenever the Board conducts the 
hearing, the applicant or recipient shall 
be given reasonable opportunity to file 
with it briefs or other written statements 
of its contentions and a written copy of 
the final decision of the Board shall be 
Bent to the applicant or recipient and 
to the complainant, if any. 

(c) Decisions on record where a hcar- 
is waived. Whenever a hearing is 
waived pursuant to ft 529.9, a decision 
shall be made by the Board on the record 
and a written copy of such decision shall 
be sent to the applicant or recipient, and 
to the complainant, if any. 

<d) Rulings required. Each decision 
oi a hearing examiner or the Board shall 
set forth his or its ruling on each finding, 
conclusion, or exception presented, and 
shall identify the requirement or require¬ 
ments imposed by or pursuant to tills 
i*art with which it Is found that the ap¬ 
plicant or recipient has failed to comply. 

(e > Approval by Board. Any final decl- 
sion by an official of the Board, other 
the Board itself, which provides 
for the suspension or termination of, or 
ihe refusal to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance, or the imposition of 
other sanction available under this 
Pw or the Act, shall promptly be trans¬ 
mitted to the Board Itself, which may 
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approve such decision, may vacate it, 
or. remit or mitigate any sanction im¬ 
posed. 

(f) Confenf of orders. The final deci¬ 
sion may provide for suspension or ter¬ 
mination of. or refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance, In 
whole or in port, under the program in¬ 
volved. and may contain such terms, 
conditions, and other provisions os are 
consistent with and will effectuate the 
purposes of the Act and this part, in¬ 
cluding provisions designed to assure 
that no Federal financial assistance will 
thereafter be extended under such pro¬ 
grams to the applicant or recipient deter¬ 
mined by such decision to be in default 
in its performance of an assurance given 
by it pursuant to this part, or to have 
otherwise failed to comply with this part, 
unless and until it corrects its noncom¬ 
pliance and satisfies the Board that it 
will fully comply with this port. 

(g) Post termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (f> of this section shall be re¬ 
stored to full eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance if it satisfies 
the terms and conditions of that order 
for such eligibility or if It brings itself 
into compliance with this part and pro¬ 
vides reasonable assurance that it will 
fully comply with this part 

(2) Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (f) of this section 
may at any time request the Board to 
restore fully its eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance. Any such re¬ 
quest shall be supported by information 
showing that the applicant or recipient 
has met the requirements of paragraph 
(g)(1) of this section. If the Board deter¬ 
mines that those requirements have been 
satisfied, it shall restore such eligibility. 

<3) If the Board denies any such 
request, the applicant or recipient may 
submit a request for a hearing in writing, 
specifying why it believes the Board to 
have been in error. It shall thereupon 
be given an expeditious hearing, with a 
decision on the record in accordance with 
rules or procedures issued by the Board. 
The applicant or recipient will be re¬ 
stored to such eligibility if It proves at 
such a hearing that it satisfied the re¬ 
quirements of paragraph (g)(1) of this 
section. While proceedings under this 
paragraph are pending, the sanctions 
imposed by the order issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall remain in 
effect. 

§ 529.11 Judicial review. 

Action taken pursuant to section 602 of 
the Act is subject to judicial review as 
provided in section 603 of the Act. 

§ 529.12 Effect on other regulation*. 

(a) Nothing in this part supersedes 
any of the following (Including future 
amendments thereof)(1) Executive 
Order 11246 (3 CFR. 1965 8upp.. p. 167) 
and regulations issued thereunder or <2) 
any other orders, regulations, or instruc¬ 
tions. insofar as such orders, regulations, 
or instructions prohibit discrimination on 
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the grounds of race, color, or national 
origin in any program or situation to 
which this part Is Inapplicable, or pro¬ 
hibit discrimination on any other ground. 

(b> Forms and instructions. The 
Board shall issue and promptly make 
available to all interested persons forms 
and detailed instructions and procedures 
for effectuating this part as applied to 
programs to which this part applies and 
for which it is responsible. 

(c) Supervision and coordination . The 
Board may from time to time assign to 
officials of the Board, or to officials of 
other departments or agencies of the 
Government with the consent of such 
departments or agencies, responsibilities 
in connection with the effectuation of 
the purposes of Title VI of the Act and 
this port (other than responsibility for 
final decision as provided in ft 529.10). in¬ 
cluding the achievement of effective co¬ 
ordination and maximum uniformity 
within the Board and within the Execu¬ 
tive Branch of the Government in the 
application of Title VI and this part to 
similar programs and in similar situa¬ 
tions. Any action taken, determination 
made, or requirement imposed by an of¬ 
ficial of another department or agency 
acting pursuant to an assignment of re¬ 
sponsibility under this paragraph shall 
have the same effect as though such ac¬ 
tion had been taken by this Board.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

On December 9. 1971, there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (36 FR 
23452) a notice of uniform revisions be¬ 
ing adopted by SBA Jointly with all Fed¬ 
eral agencies with Title VI responsibili¬ 
ties to put into effect clarification of 
SBA regulations adopted pursuant to 
Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964 
Nonuniform amendments resulted from 
new responsibilities under Section 312 
of the Housing Act of 1964, Section 7(e) 
of the Small Business Act and the adop¬ 
tion of a definition of "subreclpicnt." 
Having carefully considered all aspects 
of the proposal and comment thereon, it 
has been decided to adopt the proposal 
and also to change the time for filing 
complaints from 90 days to 180 days. 

Accordingly, Part 112 of Chapter I of 
Title 13 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions Is hereby amended by: 

1. Revising ft 112.2 (a) and (c) to read 
as follows:

(а) Financial assistance activities: Ex¬ 
cept as hereinafter noted, this part ap¬ 
plies to business activities or other ac¬ 
tivities receiving financial assistance 
pursuant to:

the grounds of race, color, or national 
origin.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

Part 379 of the Board's Special Regu¬ 
lations effectuates the provisions of Title 
VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964. Pur¬ 
suant to recommendations of the inter¬ 
agency committee for uniform Title VI 
regulation amendments, certain amend¬ 
ments to Part 379 were adopted by the 
Board* and forwarded to the Attorney 
General who. under Executive Order 
11247. has been assigned the responsi¬ 
bility for coordinating the enforcement 
of Title VI. Thereafter, it was determined 
to publish SPR-41 as a proposed rule* 
along with similar amendments and rules 
which had already been adopted by a 
total of 20 Federal departments and 
agencies. The public was Invited to file 
comments with the Assistant Attorney 
Oeneral, Civil Rights Division. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. Washington, D.C. 20530. 
rather than with the particular issuing 
agency or department. 

We have been advised by the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice that none of the filed 
comments were directed speclffcally to 
the amendments proposed by the Board, 
but that a number of general comments 
were filed. We have now decided, after 
reviewing those general comments, to 
adopt the within amendments, as pro¬ 
posed, without modification, in accord¬ 
ance with the recommendation of the 
Attorney General, exercising his Title 
VI coordinating responsibility. Pursuant 
to section 602 of Title VI. 42 UB.C. 
2000d-l, these amendments will not be¬ 
come effective until they have been ap¬ 
proved by the President and published 
In the Federal Register.

The applicant or recipient 
will be restored to such eligibility if it 
proves at such a hearing that it satisfied 
tiie requirements of subparagraph (1) of 
tills paragraph. While proceedings under 
this paragraph are pending, the sanc¬ 
tions imposed by the order issued under 
paragraph (f) of this section shall re¬ 
main in effect.

Since that time, several additional 
amendments and language changes have 
been recommended by the Department 
of Justice which, by Executive Order, 
has authority to coordinate the Federal 
agencies in their execution of Title VI. 
These include: A provision ensuring non¬ 
discrimination in the selection of mem¬ 
bers for planning and advisory bodies, 
which differs slightly from the one Com¬ 
merce originally proposed (5 8.4(b)(1) 
(viii)): reference to a recipient’s respon¬ 
sibility to collect data on the race of 
beneficiaries (5 8.7(b)); modification of 
the language of the affirmative action 


provision (5 8.4(b)(6)); and changing 
the time from 90 to 180 days for the filing 
of discrimination complaints (5 8.8). The 
Department of Commerce agrees that all 
the changes are appropriate. 

In consideration of the foregoing. Part 
8 of Subtitle A of Title 15 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations is revised and 
such revision will become effective on 
July 5. 1973.

Subpart A—General Provisions; Prohibi¬

§8.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this part Is to effectuate 
the provisions of title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 (hereafter referred to 
ns the “Act") to the end that no person 
in the United States shall, on the ground 
of race, color, or national origin, be ex¬ 
cluded from participation in. be denied 
the benefits of, or be otherwise subjected 
to discrimination under any program re¬ 
ceiving Federal financial assistance from 
the Department of Commerce. This part 
Is consistent with achievement of the ob¬ 
jectives of the statutes authorizing the 
financial assistance given by the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce as provided in section 
602 of the Act. 

§ 8.2 Application of this part. 

(o) This part applies to any program 
for which Federal financial assistance is 
authorized under a law administered by 
the Department, including the federally 
assisted programs listed in Appendix A 
to this part and as said Appendix may be 
amended. It applies to money paid, prop¬ 
erty transferred, or other Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance extended under any such 
program after January 9. 1965, pursuant 
to an application approved prior to such 
effective date. 

(b) This part does not apply to (1) 
any Federal financial assistance by way 
of insurance or guaranty contracts. (2) 
money paid, property transferred, or 
other assistance extended under any 
such program before January 9, 1965, 
except where such assistance was subject 
to the title VT regulations of this De¬ 


partment or of any other agency whose 
responsibilities arc now exercised by this 
Department. (3) any assistance to any 
individual who is the ultimate beneficiary 
under any such program, or (4) any em¬ 
ployment practice, under any such pro¬ 
gram. of any employer, employment 
agency, or labor organization except to 
the extent described In 5 8.4(c) . The fact 
that a program is not listed in Appendix 
A shall not mean, if title VI of the Act U 
otherwise applicable, that such program 
is not covered. Other programs under 
statutes now in force or hereinafter en¬ 
acted may be added to the list by notice 
published in the Federal Register. 

§ 8.3 Definitions. 

(a) “Department*' means the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce, and includes each 
and all of its operating and equivalent 
other units. 

(b) “Secretary" means the Secretary 
of Commerce. 

(c) “United States'* means the States 
of the United States, the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, 
American Samoa, Guam, Wake Island, 
the Canal Zone, and the territories and 
possessions of the United States, and the 
term “State** means any one of the 
foregoing. 

(d) “Person" means an individual in 
the United States who is or is eligible to 
be a participant in or an ultimate bene¬ 
ficiary of any program which receives 
Federal financial assistance, and in¬ 
cludes an individual who Is an owner or 
member of a firm, corporation, or other 
business or organization which is or is 
eligible to be a participant in or an ulti¬ 
mate beneficiary of such a program 
Where a primary objective of the Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance to a program 
Ls to provide employment, “person" in¬ 
cludes employees or applicants for em¬ 
ployment of a recipient or other party 
subject to this part under such program. 

(e) “Responsible department official 
with respect to any program receiving 
Federal financial assistance means the 
Secretary or other official of the Depart¬ 
ment who by law or by delegation lias 
the principal authority within the De¬ 
partment for the administration of a law 
extending such assistance. It also means 
any officials so designated by due delega * 
tion of authority within the Department 
to act in such capacity with regard to 
any program under this part. 

(f) “Federal financial assistance" in¬ 
cludes (D grants, loans, or agreement 
for participation in loans, of Federal 
funds, (2) the grant or donation of Fed¬ 
eral property or Interests in property. 
(3) the sale or lease of. or the permission 
to use (on other than a casual or tran¬ 
sient basis). Federal property or any 
Interest in such property or in property 
in which the Federal Government has 
an interest, without consideration, or at 
a nominal consideration, or at a consid¬ 
eration which Ls reduced, for the purple 
of assisting the recipient, or in recogni¬ 
tion of the public interest to be served by 
such sale or lease to or use by the recipi¬ 
ent, (4) waiver of charges which would 
normally be made for the furnishing of 
Government services. (5) the detail of 
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Federal personnel. (6) technical assist¬ 
ance. and (7) any Federal agreement, 
ivrrangement, contract, or other instru¬ 
ment which has as one of its purposes 
the provision of assistance.

tracts or other arrangements with the 
recipient, with the aid of Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance, or with the aid of any 
non-Federal funds, property, facilities or 
other resources which are provided to 
meet the conditions under which Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance is extended or 
which utilizes federally assisted prop¬ 
erty, facilities or resources. 

<h> "Facility" includes all or any por¬ 
tion of structures, equipment, vessels, or 
other real or personal property or inter¬ 
ests therein, and the provision of facili¬ 
ties includes the construction, expansion, 
renovation, remodeling, alteration, con¬ 
tract for use. or acquisition of faculties. 

(1> "Recipient" means any govern¬ 
mental, pubUc or private agency, institu¬ 
tion. organization, or other entity, or any 
Individual, who or which is an applicant 
for Federal financial assistance, or to 
whom Federal financial assistance is ex¬ 
tended directly or through another re¬ 
cipient for or in connection with any 
program. Recipient further includes a 
ubgrantee, on entity which leases or 
oi^rates a facility for or on behalf of a 
recipient, and any successors, assignees, 
or transferees of any kind of the recipi¬ 
ent, but does not include any person who 
is an ultimate beneficiary under any 
program. 

<J> "Primary recipient" means any re¬ 
cipient which is authorized or required 
to extend or distribute Federal financial 
assistance to another recipient for the 
purpose of carrying out a program. 

fk) "Applicant" means one who sub¬ 
mits an application, request, or plan re¬ 
quired to be approved by a responsible 
Department official, or by a primary re¬ 
cipient, as a condition to cligibUity for 
Federal financial assistance, and "ap¬ 
plication" means such an application, re¬ 
quest, or plan. 

(1) "Other parties subject to this part" 
includes any governmental, public or 
private agency, institution, organization, 
or other entity, or any individual, who 
or which,* like a recipient, is not to en¬ 
gage in discriminatory acts with respect 
to applicable persons covered by this 
part, because of his or its direct or 
substantial participation in any program, 
such as a contractor, subcontractor, pro¬ 
vider of employment, or user of facili¬ 
ties or services provided under any pro¬ 
gram, 

§ 8.1 DL«tcriminttlion prohibited. 

'a) General . No person in the United 
States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in, be denied the benefits of. 
or be otherwise subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion under, any program to which this 
port applies. 
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(b) Specific discriminatory acts pro- 
hibited. (1) A recipient of Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance, or other party subject 
to this part under any program to which 
this part applies, shall not participate, 
directly or through contractual or other 
arrangements, in any act or course of 
conduct which, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin: 

(1) Denies to a person any service, 
financial aid. or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

<U> Provides any service, financial aid. 
or other benefit, to a person which is dif¬ 
ferent, or is provided in a different man¬ 
ner, from that provided to others un¬ 
der the program; 

<iil) Subjects a person to segregation 
or separate or other discriminatory treat¬ 
ment in any matter related to his re¬ 
ceipt (or nonreceipt) of any such serv¬ 
ice. financial aid, property, or other bene¬ 
fit under the program. 

(iv) Restricts a person in any way in 
the enjoyment of services, facilities, or 
any other advantage, privilege, property, 
or benefit provided to others under the 
programs; 

(v) Treats a person differently from 
others in determining whether he satis¬ 
fies any admission, enrollment, quota, 
eligibility, membership, or other require¬ 
ment or condition which persons must 
meet in order to be provided any service, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

(vi) Denies a person an opportunity to 
participate In the program through the 
provision of proj>erty or services or other¬ 
wise. or affords him an opportunity to do 
so which is different from that afforded 
others under the program (including the 
opportunity to participate In the pro¬ 
gram as an employee but only to the 
extent set forth In paragraph (c> of this 
section); 

(vii) Denies a person the same op¬ 
portunity or consideration given others 
to be selected or retained or otherwise 
to participate as a contractor, subcon¬ 
tractor. or subgrantee when a program 
Is applicable thereto; 

(viii) Denies a person the opportunity 
to participate as a member of a plan¬ 
ning or advisory body which Is an inte¬ 
gral part of the program. 

(2) A recipient, or other party subject 
to this part under any program, in deter¬ 
mining the types of services, financial 
aid. or other benefits, or facilities which 
will be provided under any such pro¬ 
gram. or the class of persons to whom, 
or the situations In which, such serv¬ 
ices. financial aid, other benefits, or fa¬ 
cilities will be provided under any such 
program, or the class of persons to be 
afforded an opportunity to participate 
in any such program, shall not. directly 
or through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments, utilize criteria or methods of ad¬ 
ministration which have the effect of 
subjecting persons to discrimination be¬ 
cause of their race, color, or national 
origin, or have the effect of defeating 
or substantially impairing accomplish¬ 
ment of the objectives of the program 
as respect any persons of a particular 
race, color, or national origin.

purpose or effect of defeating or sub¬ 
stantially impairing the accomplish¬ 
ment of the objectives of the Act or this 
part. 

(4) As used in this section, the serv¬ 
ices, financial aid. or other benefits pro¬ 
vided under a program receiving Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance shall be deemed 
to include any service, financial aid, or 
other benefit provided or made available 
in or through or utilizing a facility pro¬ 
vided with the aid of Federal financial 
assistance. 

(5) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this 
paragraph and paragraph (c) of this 
section does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

<8) (i> In administering a program 
regarding which the recipient has pre¬ 
viously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, the recipient must take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. 

(II) Even in the absence of such prior 
discrimination, a recipient in adminis¬ 
tering a program may take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of con¬ 
ditions which resulted In limiting par¬ 
ticipation by persons of a particular 
race, color or national origin. 

(c) Employment practices. (1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance to a program to or 
other party subject to this part shall not. 
directly or through contractual or other 
arrangements, subject a person to dis¬ 
crimination on the ground of rare, color, 
or national origin in its employment 
practices under such program (includ¬ 
ing recruitment or recruitment advertis¬ 
ing, hiring, firing, upgrading, promotion, 
demotion, transfer, layoff, termination, 
rates of pay or other forms of compen¬ 
sation or benefits, selection for training 
or apprenticeship, use of facilities, and 
treatment of employees). Such recip¬ 
ients and other parties subject to this 
part shall take affirmative action to 
ensure that applicants are employed, 
and employees are treated during em¬ 
ployment without regard to their race, 
color, or national origin. Such recipients 
and other parties subject to this part 
shall, as may be required by supplemen¬ 
tal regulations, develop a written affirm¬ 
ative action program. The requirements 
applicable to construction employment 
under any such program shall be In addi¬ 
tion to those specified In or pursuant to 
Port m of Executive Order 11246 or any 
Executive order which supersedes It. 
Federal financial assistance to programs 
under laws funded or administered by the 
Department which has as a primary ob¬ 
jective the providing of employment In¬ 
clude those set forth In Appendix A n of 
this part. 
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(2) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance to a pro¬ 
gram to which this part applies is not 
to provide employment, but discrimina¬ 
tion on the grounds of race, color, or 
national origin, in the employment prac¬ 
tices of the recipient or other party sub¬ 
ject to this part, tends, on the grounds 
of race, color, or national origin, to ex¬ 
clude persons from participation in, to 
deny them the benefits of, or to subject 
them to discrimination under any such 
program, the provisions of subparagraph 
(1) of this paragraph shall apply to the 
employment practices of the recipient 
or other party subject to this part, to 
the extent necessary to assure equality 
of opportunity to. and nondiscriminntory 
treatment of such persons. 

§ 8.5 Nondi^rr tin trial ion rloUMr. 

(a) Applicability. Every application 
for, and every grant, loan, or contract 
authorizing approval of. Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to carry out a program 
and to provide a facility subject this 
part, and every modification or amend¬ 
ment thereof, shall, as a condition to its 
approval and to the extension of any 
Federal financial assistance pursuant 
thereto, contain or be accompanied by 
an assurance that the program will be 
conducted in compliance with all re¬ 
quirements imposed by or pursuant to 
this part. The assurances shall be set 
forth in a nondiscrimination clause. The 
responsible Department official shall 
specify the form and contents of the 
nondiscrimination clause for each pro¬ 
gram as appro pria to. 

<b) Contents. Without limiting its 
scope or language in any way. a non¬ 
discrimination clause shall contain, 
where determined to be appropriate, and 
in an appropriate form, reference to the 
following assurances, undertakings, and 
other provisions: 

< 1 > That the recipient or other party 
subject to this part will not participate 
directly or indirectly in the discrimina¬ 
tion prohibited by I 8.4. including em¬ 
ployment practices when a program cov¬ 
ering such is involved. 

(2) That when employment practices 
are covered, the recipient or other party 
subject to tills port will <i> in all solici¬ 
tations or advertisements for employees 
placed by or for the recipient, state that 
qualified applicants will receive consid¬ 
eration for employment without regard 
to race, color, or national origin: (H) 
notify each labor union or representative 
of workers with which it has a collective 
bargaining agreement or other contract 
or understanding of the recipient’s com¬ 
mitments under this section; <iH> past 
the nondiscrimination clause and the 
notice to labor unions hi conspicuous 
places available to employees and appli¬ 
cants for employment; and <iv> other¬ 
wise comply with the requirements of

<3> That in a program Involving con¬ 
tinuing Federal financial assistance, the 
recipient thereunder (1) will state that 
the program is «or. in the case of a new 
program, will be) conducted in com¬ 
pliance with all requirements imposed 
by or pursuant to this part, and <ii> win 
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provide for such methods of adminis¬ 
tration for the program as are found by 
the responsible Department official to 
give reasonable assurance that all re¬ 
cipients of Federal financial assistance 
under such program and any other par¬ 
ties connected therewith subject to this 
part will comply with all requirements 
imposed by or pursuant to this part. 

(4) That the recipient agrees to se¬ 
cure the compliance or to cooperate ac¬ 
tively with the Department to secure the 
compliance by others with this part and 
the nondiscrimination clause as may be 
directed under an applicable program. 
For instance, the recipient may be re¬ 
quested by the responsible Department 
official to undertake and agree (i> to 
obtain or enforce or to assist and cooper¬ 
ate actively with the responsible Depart¬ 
ment official in obtaining or enforcing, 
the compliance of other recipients or of 
other parties subject to this part with 
the nondiscrimination required by tills 
part; (11) to insert appropriate non¬ 
discrimination clauses tn the respective 
contracts with or grants to such parties: 
(Ui) to obtain and to furnish to the re¬ 
sponsible Department official such in¬ 
formation as he may require for the su¬ 
pervision or securing of such compli¬ 
ance; (tv> to carry out sanctions for 
noncompliance with the obligations im¬ 
posed uihwi recipients and other parties 
subject to this part; and <v> to comply 
with such additional provisions as the 
responsible Department official deems 
appropriate to establish and protect the 
interests of the United States in the en¬ 
forcement of these obligations. In the 
event that the cooperating recipient be¬ 
comes involved In litigation with a non¬ 
complying party as a result of such de¬ 
partmental direction, the cooperating 
recipient may request the Department to 
enter into such litigation to protect the 
interests of the United States. 

(5> In the case of real property, struc¬ 
tures or improvements thereon, or inter¬ 
ests therein, which are acquired for a 
program receiving Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. or in the case where Federal 
financial assistance is provided in the 
form of a transfer of real property or 
interest therein from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. the instrument effecting or re¬ 
cording the transfer shall contain a 
covenant running with the land assur¬ 
ing nondiscrimination for the period 
during which the real property Is used 
for a purpose for which the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose Involving the provision 
of similar services or benefits, or for as 
long as the recipient retains ownership 
or possession of the property, whichever, 
Is longer. Where no transfer of property 
Is Involved, but property Is improved 
with Federal financial assistance, the re¬ 
cipient shall agree to include such a cove¬ 
nant in any subsequent transfer of such 
property. Where the property is ob¬ 
tained from the Federal Government, 
such covenant may also include a condi¬ 
tion coupled with a right to be reserved 
by the Department to revert title to the 
property in the event of a breach of the 
covenant where. In the discretion of the 
responsible Department official, such a 


condition and right of reverter U appro¬ 
priate to the program under which the 
real property is obtained and to the na¬ 
ture of the grant and the grantee In 
such event If a transferee of real prop¬ 
erty proposes to mortgage or otherwise 
encumber the real property as security 
for financing construction of new, or 
Improvement of existing facilities on 
such property for the purposes for which 
the property was transferred, the re¬ 
sponsible Department official may agree, 
upon request of the transferee and if 
necessary to accomplish such financing, 
and upon such conditions as he deems 
appropriate to forebear the exercise of 
such right to revert title for so long an 
the lien of such mortgage or other en¬ 
cumbrance remains effective. 

(8) In programs receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance in the form, or for 
the acquisition, of real property or an 
interest In real property to the extent 
that rights to space on. over, or under 
any such property are included as par: 
of the program receiving such assistance 
the nondiscrimination requirements of 
this part shall extend to any facility lo¬ 
cated wholly or in part in such space 

(7) That a recipient shall not take ac¬ 
tion that is calculated to bring about in¬ 
directly what this part forbids it to 
accomplish directly. 

(8) Provisions specifying the extent to 
which like assurances will be required of 
subgrantees, contractors and subcontnu - 
tors, lessees, transferees, successors in 
interest, and other participants in the 
program. 

(9) Provisions which give the United 
States a right to seek judicial enforce¬ 
ment of the assurances. 

(10) In the case where any assurances 
are required from an academic, a med¬ 
ical care, detention or correctional, or 
any other institution or facility, insofar 
as the assurances relate to the Institu¬ 
tion's practices with respect ,to the ad¬ 
mission, care, or other treatment of per¬ 
sons by the institution or with respect to 
the opportunity of persons to participate 
in the receiving or providing of service:, 
treatment, or benefits, such assurance* 
shall be applicable to the entire institu¬ 
tion or facility. That requirement may 
be waived by the responsible Department 
official If the party furnishing the assur¬ 
ances establishes to the satisfaction of 
the responsible Department official that 
the practices In designated parts or pro¬ 
grams of the institution or facility will 
in no way affect its practices In the pro¬ 
gram of the institution or facility for 
which Federal financial assistance is or 
is sought to be provided, or affect the 
beneficiaries of or participants in such 
program. If in any such case the assist¬ 
ance is or is sought for the construction 
of a facility or part of a facility, the as¬ 
surances shall in any event extend to the 
entire facility and to facilities operated in 
connection therewith. 

(11) In the case where the Federal 
financial assistance is in the form of or 
to aid In the acquisition of personal 
property, or real property or interest 
therein or structures thereon, the assur¬ 
ance shall obligate the recipients, or 
in the case of a subsequent transfer, the 
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transferee, for the period during which 
the property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance 
t* extended or for another purpose in¬ 
volving the provision of similar services 
and benefits, or for as long as the re¬ 
cipient or transferee retains ownership 
or possession of the property, whichever 
is longer. In the case of any other type 
or form of assistance, the assurances 
shall be In effect for the duration of the 
period, during which Federal financial 
assistance ts extended to the program. 

§ R,6 Applicability of thl* part to De¬ 
partment aMintrd program*. 

The following examples illustrate the 
applicability of this part to programs 
which receive or may receive Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance administered by the 
Department. The fact that a particular 
program is not listed does not Indicate 
that It is not covered by this part. The 
discrimination referred to is that de¬ 
scribed in 8 8.4 against persons on the 
K round of race, color, or national origin. 

(a) Assistance to support economic de - 
vclopment proprams. Discrimination In 
which recipients and other parties sub¬ 
ject to thLs part shall not engage, di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly, includes discrimina¬ 
tion in (1) the letting of contracts or 
other arrangements for the planning, 
designing, engineering, acquisition, con¬ 
struction, rehabilitation, conversion, en¬ 
largement, Installation, occupancy, use, 
maintenance, leasing, subleasing, sales, 
or other utilization or disposition of 
property or facilities purchased or 
financed in whole or In part with the 
aid of Federal financial assistance; (2) 
the acquisition of goods or services, or 
the production, preparation, manufac¬ 
ture. marketing, transportation, or dis¬ 
tribution of goods or services in connec¬ 
tion with a program or its operations; 
3) the onsite operation of the project 
or facilities; <4) services or accommoda¬ 
tions offered to the public in connection 
with the program; and (5) in employ¬ 
ment practices In connection with or 
which affect the program (as defined 
in § 8.4(c)); in the following programs: 

U) Any program receiving Federal 
financial assistance for the purchase or 
development of land and facilities (in¬ 
cluding machinery and equipment) for 
industrial or commercial usage. 

<ii> Any program receiving Federal 
financial assistance in the form of loans 
or direct or supplementary grants for the 
acquisition or development of land and 
Improvements for public works, public 
service or development facility usage, 
and the acquisition, construction, re¬ 
habilitation, alteration, expansion, or 
improvement of such facilities, including 
related machinery and equipment. 

<iii> In any program receiving any 
form of technical assistance designed to 
alleviate or prevent conditions of exces¬ 
sive employment or underemployment. 

<iv) In any program receiving Federal 
financial assistance in the form of ad¬ 
ministrative expense grants. 

<b) Assistance to support the training 
of students . A current example of such 
distance is that received by State mari¬ 


time academies or colleges, by contract, 
of facilities (vessels), related equipment 
and funds to train merchant marine offi¬ 
cers. In this and other student training 
programs, discrimination which Is pro¬ 
hibited by recipients and other parties 
subject to this part Includes discrimina¬ 
tion in the selection of persons to be 
trained and in their treatment by the 
recipients in any aspect of the educa¬ 
tional process and discipline during 
their training, or in the availability or 
use of any academic, housing, eating, 
recreational, or other facilities and serv¬ 
ices, or in financial assistance to students 
furnished or controlled by the recipients 
or incidental to the program. In any 
case where selection of trainees is made 
from a predetermined group, such as the 
students in an institution or area, the 
group must be selected without 
discrimination. 

(c) Assistance to support mobile or 
other trade fairs. In programs In which 
operators of mobile trade fairs using 
U.S. flag vessels and aircraft and de¬ 
signed to exhibit and sell U.S. products 
abroad, or in which other trade fairs or 
exhibitions, receive technical and finan¬ 
cial assistance, discrimination which is 
prohibited by recipients and other par¬ 
ties subject to this part includes dis¬ 
crimination in the selection or retention 
of any actual or potential exhibitors, or 
in access to or use of the services or 
accommodations by, or otherwise with 
respect to treatment of, exhibitors or 
their owners, officers, employees, or 
agents. 

(d) Assistance to support business en¬ 
tities eligible /or trade adjustment as¬ 
sistance. In programs in which eligible 
business entities receive any measure or 
kind of technical, financial or tax adjust¬ 
ment assistance because of or in connec¬ 
tion with the impact of UJS. international 
trade upon such business, discrimination 
which is prohibited by recipients and 
other parties subject to this part includes 
discrimination in their employment 
practices as defined in 8 8.4(c). 

(e) Assistance to support research and 
development and related activities. In 
programs in which individuals, educa¬ 
tional or other institutions, public gov¬ 
ernmental or business entities receive 
Federal financial assistance in order to 
encourage or foster research or develop¬ 
ment activities as such, or to obtain, pro¬ 
mote. develop, or protect thereby tech¬ 
nical, scientific, environmental, or other 
information, products, facilities, re¬ 
sources, or services which are to be made 
available to or used by others: but where 
such programs do not constitute Govern¬ 
ment procurement of property or serv¬ 
ices, discrimination which is prohibited 
by recipients and other parties subject 
to this part Includes discrimination with 
respect to (1) the choice, retention or 
treatment of contractors, subcontractors, 
subgrantees or of any other person; (2) 
the provision of services, facilities, or fi¬ 
nancial aid; (3) the participation of any 
party in the research activities; (4) the 
dissemination to or use by any person 
of the results or benefits of the research 
or development, whether in the form of 


information, products, services, facilities, 
resources, or otherwise. If research is 
performed within an educational insti¬ 
tution under which it is expected that 
students or others will participate In the 
research as a part of their experience or 
training, on a compensated or uncom¬ 
pensated basis, there shall be no dis¬ 
crimination in admission of students to. 
or in their treatment by. that part of the 
school from which such students are 
drawn or In the selection otherwise of 
trainees or participants. The recipient 
educational institutions will be required 
to give the assurances provided in I 8.5 
cbMlO). 

(f) Assistance to aid in the operations 
of vessels engaged in U.S. foreign com¬ 
merce. In programs in which the opera¬ 
tors of American-flag vessels used to fur¬ 
nish shipping services In the foreign com¬ 
merce of the United States receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance in the form of 
operating differential subsidies, discrimi¬ 
nation which is prohibited by recipients 
and other parties subject to this part in¬ 
cludes discrimination in soliciting, ac¬ 
cepting or serving in any way passengers 
or shippers of cargo entitled to protec¬ 
tion in the United States under the Act. 

Subpart B— (Sen era I Compliance 

§ 8.7 Cooperation, romp!inner report* 
nml review* and arce** to rrronk 

(a) Cooperation and assistance. Each 
responsible Department official .shall to 
the fullest extent practicable seek the 
cooperation of recipients and other par¬ 
ties subject to this part In obtaining com¬ 
pliance with this part and shall provide 
assistance and guidance to recipients and 
other parties to help them comply volun¬ 
tarily with this part. 

<b> Compliance reports, Each recipient 
and other party subject to thLs part shall 
keep such records and submit to the re¬ 
sponsible Department official timely, 
complete, and accurate compliance re¬ 
ports at such times and in such form 
and containing such information as the 
responsible Department official may de¬ 
termine to be necessary to enable him to 
ascertain whether the recipient or such 
other party has complied or Is comply¬ 
ing with this part. In general, recipients 
should have available for the department 
racial and ethnic data showing the ex¬ 
tent to which members of minority 
groups are beneficiaries of federally as¬ 
sisted programs. In the case of any pro¬ 
gram under which a primary recipient 
extends Federal financial assistance to 
any other recipient, or under which a re¬ 
cipient is obligated to obtain or to co¬ 
operate In obtaining the compliance of 
other parties subject to this part, such 
other recipients or other parties shall 
also submit such compliance reports to 
the primary recipient or recipients as 
may be necessary to enable them to carry 
out their obligations under this part. 

<c> Access to sources of information. 
Each recipient or other party subject to 
this part shall permit access by the re¬ 
sponsible Department official or his 
designee during normal business hours 
to such of its books, records, accounts, 
and other sources of information, and its 
facilities, as may be pertinent to ascer- 
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tain compliance with this part. Where 
any information required of a recipient 
or other party is in the exclusive posses¬ 
sion of another who fails or refuses to 
furnish this information, the recipient or 
other party shall so certify in its report 
and shall set forth what efforts it has 
made to obtain the information, 

<d> Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient or other 
party subject to this part shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such infor¬ 
mation regarding the provisions of this 
part and its applicability to the program 
under which the recipient receives Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance, and make such 
Information available to them in such 
manner as this part and the responsible 
Department official finds necessary to 
apprise such persons of the protections 
against discrimination assured them by 
the Act and this phrt. 

(e) Compliance review. The responsi¬ 
ble Department official or his designee 
shall from time to time review the prac¬ 
tices of recipients and other parties sub¬ 
ject to this part to determine whether 
they are complying with this part. 

§ 8.8 Complaint*. 

<a) Filing complaints . Any person who 
believes himself or any specific class of 
persons to be subjected to discrimination 
prohibited by this part may by himself 
or by a representative file with the re¬ 
sponsible Department official a written 
complaint A complaint shall be filed not 
later than 180 days from the date of the 
alleged discrimination, unless the time 
for filing is extended by the responsible 
Department official, 

§ 8.9 Intimidatory or retaliatory art* 
prohibited. 

(a) No recipient or other party subject 
to this part shall intimidate, threaten, 
coerce, or discriminate against, any per¬ 
son for the purpose of Interfering with 
any right or privilege secured by section 
601 of the Act or this part, or because 
the person has made a complaint, testi¬ 
fied. assisted, or participated in any man¬ 
ner in an investigation, proceeding, or 
hearing under this part. 

(b) The Identity of complainants 
shall be kept confidential except to the 
extent necessary to carry oat the pur¬ 
poses of this part, including the conduct 
of any investigation, hearing, or Judicial 
or other proceeding arising thereunder 

§ 8.10 Investigation*. 

(a> Making the investigation. The re¬ 
sponsible Department official or his 
designee will make a prompt investiga¬ 
tion whenever a compliance review, 
report, complaint, or any other informa¬ 
tion indicates a possible failure to com¬ 
ply with this part. The investigation shall 
Include, where appropriate, a review of 
the pertinent practices and policies of the 
recipient or other party subject to this 
part, the circumstances under which the 
possible noncompliance with this part 
occurred, and other factors relevant to a 
determination as to whether there has 
been a failure to comply with this part. 

(b) Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
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Investigation pursuant to paragraph •&) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this part, the responsible De¬ 
partment official will so inform the 
recipient or other party subject to this 
part and the matter will be resolved by 
informal means whenever possible. If it 
has been determined that the matter 
cannot be resolved by informal means, 
action will be taken as provided for in 
ft 8 . 11 . 

<2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to paragraph <b) 

(1) of this section, the responsible De¬ 
partment official will so inform the re¬ 
cipient or other party subject to this 
part and the complainant, if any. in writ¬ 
ing. 

§8.11 Procedures for effecting compli¬ 
ance. 

<a> General. If there appears to be a 
failure or threatened failure to comply 
with this part, and if the noncompliance 
or threatened noncompliance cannot be 
corrected by informal means, compliance 
with this port may be effected by the 
suspension or termination of or re¬ 
fusal to grant or to continue Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance or by any other means 
authorized by law. Such other means may 
include, but are not limited to, (1) a ref¬ 
erence to the Department of Justice with 
a recommendation that appropriate pro¬ 
ceedings be brought to enforce any right* 
of the United States under any law of the 
United States (including other titles of 
the Act), or any assurance or other con¬ 
tractual undertaking, and <2 > any appli¬ 
cable proceeding under State or local 
law. 

ib> Noncompliance with 18.5. If a 
recipient or other party subject to this 
part fails or refuses to furnish an assur¬ 
ance required under S 8.5 or otherwise 
fails or refuses to comply with a require¬ 
ment Imposed by or pursuant to that sec¬ 
tion, Federal financial assistance may be 
refused in accordance with the proce¬ 
dures of paragraph (c) of this section. 
The Department shall not be required to 
provide assistance in such a case during 
the pendency of the administrative 
proceedings under said paragraph except 
that the Department shall continue as¬ 
sistance during the pendency of such 
proceedings w here such assistance is due 
and payable pursuant to on applica¬ 
tion or contract therefor approved prior 
to the effective date of this part. 

(c> Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. No order suspending, terminating, 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effective 
until ( 1) the responsible Department offi¬ 
cial has advised the recipient or other 
party subject to this part of his failure to 
comply and has determined that compli¬ 
ance cannot be secured by voluntary 
means. (2) there has been an express 
finding on the record, after opportunity 
for hearing, of a failure by such recipient 
or other party to comply with a require¬ 
ment imposed by or pursuant to this part. 

(2) the action has been approved by the 
Secretary pursuant to $ 8.13*e>. and (4> 
the expiration of 30 days after the Secre¬ 
tary has filed with the committee of the 


House and the committee of the Senate 
having legislative jurisdiction over the 
program involved, a full written report of 
the circumstances and the grounds for 
such action. Any action to suspend or 
terminate or to refuse to grant or to con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance shall be 
limited to the particular political entity 
or part thereof. or other recipient or other 
paily as to whom such a finding has beer, 
made and shall be limited in its effect to 
the particular program, or part thereof, 
in which such noncompliance has been so 
found. 

(d) Other means authorized by law. 
No action to effect compliance by any 
other means authorized by law shall be 
taken until (1) the responsible Depart, 
ment official has determined that com¬ 
pliance cannot be secured by voluntary 
means, <2> the recipient or other party 
has been notified of its failure to comply 
and of the action to be taken to effect 
compliance, and (3) the expiration of at 
least 10 days from the mailing of such 
notice to the recipient or other party. 
During this period of at least 10 days ad¬ 
ditional efforts shall be made to per¬ 
suade the recipient or other party to 
comply with this part and to take such 
corrective action as may be appropriate 

§8.12 Hearing*. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by 9 8.11(c), reasonable notice 
shall be given by registered or certified 
mall, return receipt requested, to the af¬ 
fected recipient or other party subject 
to this part. This notice shall advise the 
recipient or other party of the action 
proposed to be taken, the specific pro¬ 
vision under which the proposed action 
against it is to be taken, and the matters 
of fact or law asserted as the basis for 
this action, and either <1> fix a date not 
less than 20 days after the date of such 
notice within which the recipient or 
other party may request of the respon¬ 
sible Department official that the mat¬ 
ter be scheduled for hearing, or (2) ad¬ 
vise the recipient or other party that the 
matter in question has been set down 
for hearing at a stated place and time 
The time and place so fixed shall be rea¬ 
sonable and shall be subject to change 
for cause. The complainant, if any. shall 
be advised of the time and place of the 
hearing. A recipient or other party may 
waive a hearing and submit written in¬ 
formation and argument for the record 
The failure of a recipient or other party 
to request a hearing under tills para¬ 
graph of this section or to appear at a 
hearing for which a date lias been set 
shall be deemed to be a waiver of the 
right to a hearing under section 602 ol 
the Act and 3 8.11(c) and consent to the 
making of a decision on the basis of such 
information as is available. 

(b> Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be field at the offices of the 
Department in Washington. D.C.. at a 
time fixed by the responsible Depart¬ 
ment official or hearing officer unless he 
determines that the convenience of the 
recipient or other party or of the Depart¬ 
ment requires that another place be se¬ 
lected. Hearings shall be held before the 
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responsible Department official, or at his 
discretion* before a hearing officer. 

*c) Rioht to counsel In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the recipient or 
other party and the Department shall 
have the right to be represented by 
counsel. 

d> Procedures , evidence, and record . 
a > The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be con¬ 
ducted in conformity with 5 U.S.C. 554- 
557 i sections 5-8 of the Administrative 
Procedures Act). and in accordance with 
such rules of procedure as are proper 
>and not inconsistent with this section) 
relating to the conduct of the hearing, 
giving of notices subsequent to those 
provided for in paragraph (a) of this 
section, taking of testimony, exhibits, 
arguments and briefs, requests for find¬ 
ings. and other related matters. Both the 
Department and the recipient or other 
party shall be entitled to introduce all 
relevant evidence on the issues as stated 
in the notice for hearing or as deter¬ 
mined by the officer conducting the hear¬ 
ing at the outset of or during the 
hearing. 

<2) Technical rules of evidence shall 
not apply to hearings conducted pur¬ 
suant to this part, but rules or principles 
designed to assure production of the 
most credible evidence available and to 
subject testimony to test by cross-exam¬ 
ination shall be applied where reason¬ 
ably necessary by the officer conducting 
die hearing. The hearing officer may ex¬ 
clude irrelevant, immaterial, or unduly 
repetitious evidence. All documents and 
other evidence offered or taken for the 
record shall be open to examination by 
the parties and opportunity shall be 
given to refute facts and arguments ad¬ 
vanced on either side of the issues. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence except to the extent the substance 
thereof is stipulated for the record. All 
decisions shall be based upon the hear¬ 
ing record and written findings shall be 
made. 

<e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facta 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this part with respect to two or 
more programs to which this part applies, 
or noncompliance with this part and the 
retaliations of one or more other Federal 
departments or agencies Issued under 
Title VI of the Act. the Secretary may, 
by agreement with such other depart¬ 
ments or agencies where applicable, pro¬ 
vide for the conduct of consolidated or 
joint hearings and for the application 
to such hearings of rules of procedures 
not Inconsistent with tills part. Final de¬ 
cisions in such cases, insofar as this part 
is concerned, shall be made in accord¬ 
ance with g 8.13. 

§ 8.13 Ddisioiu mid notice**. 

<a) Decision by person other than the 
responsible Department official. If the 
hearing is held by a hearing officer such 
hearing officer shall either make an ini- 
uai decision, if so authorised, or certify 
• he entire record including his recom¬ 
mended findings and proposed decision 
to the responsible Department official for 
a final decision, and a copy of such ini- 
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Ual decision or certification shall be 
mailed to the recipient or other party 
subject to this part. Where the initial 
decision is made by the hearing officer, 
the recipient or other party may within 
30 days of the mailing of such notice 
of initial decision file with the responsible 
Department official his exceptions to the 
initial decision, with his reasons there¬ 
for. In the absence of exceptions, the 
responsible Department official may on 
his own motion within 45 days after the 
initial decision serve on the recipient 
or other party’ a notice that he will review 
the decision. Upon the filing of such ex¬ 
ceptions or of such notice of review, the 
responsible Department official shall re¬ 
view the initial decision and issue his 
own decision thereon including the 
reasons therefor. In the absence of either 
exceptions or a notice of review the ini¬ 
tial decision shall constitute the final 
decision of the responsible Department 
official. 

<b) Decisions on record or review by 
the responsible Department official 
Whenever a record is certified to the 
responsible Department official for deci¬ 
sion or he reviews the decision of a hear¬ 
ing officer pursuant to paragraph (a) 
of this section, or whenever the respon¬ 
sible Department official conducts the 
hearing, the recipient or other party 
shall be given reasonable opportunity to 
file with him briefs or other written 
statements of its contentions, and a copy 
of the final decision of the responsible 
Department official shall be given in writ¬ 
ing to the recipient or other party and to 
the complainant, If any. 

(c) Decisions on record where a hear - 
iny is waived. Whenever a hearing is 
waived pursuant to 5 8.12(a) a decision 
shall be made by the responsible depart¬ 
mental official on the record and a copy 
of such decision shall be given in writing 
to the recipient or other party, and to 
the complainant, if any. 

<d) Ruling required. Each decision of 
a hearing officer or responsible Depart¬ 
ment official shall set forth his ruling on 
each finding, conclusion, or exception 
presented, and shall Identify the require¬ 
ment or requirements Imposed by or pur¬ 
suant to this part with which it is found 
that the recipient or other party has 
failed to comply. 

<e) Approval by Secretary. Any final 
decision of a responsible Department of¬ 
ficial (other than the Secretary) which 
provides for the suspension or termina¬ 
tion of. or the refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue. Federal financial assistance, or the 
imposition of any other sanction avail¬ 
able under this part of the Act, shall 
promptly be transmitted to the Secre¬ 
tary. who may approve such decision, 
may vacate it. or remit or mitigate any 
sanction imposed. 

<f> Content of orders. The final deci¬ 
sion may provide for suspension or ter¬ 
mination of. or refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue. Federal financial assistance, in 
whole or in part, under the program in¬ 
volved. and may contain such terms, con¬ 
ditions, and other provisions as are con¬ 
sistent with and will effectuate the pur¬ 
poses of the Act and this part, including 
provisions designed to assure that no 
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Federal financial assistance will there¬ 
after be extended under such program to 
the recipient or other party determined 
by such decision to be in default in its 
performance of an assurance given by it 
pursuant to this part, or to have other¬ 
wise failed to comply with this part, 
unless and until it corrects its noncom- 
pliance and satisfies the responsible De¬ 
partment official that it will fully comply 
with this part. 

<g) Posttermination proceedings . (1) 
Any recipient or other party which is 
adversely affected by an order issued un¬ 
der paragraph <f) of this section shall 
be restored to full eligibility to receive 
Federal financial assistance If it satisfies 
the terms and conditions of that order 
for such eligibility or if It brings itself 
into compliance with this part and pro¬ 
vides reasonable assurance that it will 
fully comply with this part. 

(2) Any recipient or other party ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph if) of tills section 
may at any time request the responsible 
Department official to restore fully its 
eligibility to receive Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. Any such request shall be 
supported by Information showing that 
the recipient or oilier party has met the 
requirements of paragraph (g) (1) of tills 
section. If the responsible Department 
official determines that those require¬ 
ments have been satisfied, he shall re¬ 
store such eligibility. 

(3) If the responsible Department offi¬ 
cial denies any such request, the re¬ 
cipient or other party may submit a re¬ 
quest for a hearing in writing, specifying 
why it believes such official to have been 
in error. It shall thereupon be given an 
expeditious hearing, with a decision on 
the record in accordance with rules of 
procedure issued by the responsible De¬ 
partment official. The recipient or other 
party will be restored to such eligibility 
if it proves at such a hearing that it 
satisfied the requirements of paragraph 
(g) (1) of this section. While proceedings 
under this paragraph are pending, the 
sanctions impeded by the order Issued 
under paragraph <f) of this section shall 
remain in effect. 

§ 8.14 Judicial review. 

Action taken pursuant to section 602 
of the Act is subject to Judicial review 
as provided in section 603 of the Act. 

§ 8.15 Effect on other h»w»: Mipplcmen- 
Inn instruction* t coordination. 

(a) Effect on other taws. All regula¬ 
tions. orders, or like directions hereto¬ 
fore issued by any officer of the 
Department which impose requirements 
designed to prohibit any discrimination 
against individuals on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin under any pro¬ 
gram to which this port applies, and 
which authorizes the suspension or ter¬ 
mination of or refusal to grant or to con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance to any 
recipient or other party subject to tills 
port of such assistance under such pro¬ 
gram for failure to comply with such 
requirements, are hereby superseded to 
the extent that such discrimination is 
prohibited by this part, except that 
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nothing in this part shall be deemed to 
relieve any one of any obligations as¬ 
sumed or imposed under any such super¬ 
seded regulation, order, instructor or 
like direction prior to January 9. 1965. 
Nothing in this part, however, shall be 
deemed to supersede any of the follow¬ 
ing < including future amendments 
thereof): (1) Executive Order 11246 and 
regulations issued thereunder, or ( 2 ) 
Executive Order 11063 and regulations 
issued thereunder, or any other regula¬ 
tions or instructions, insofar as such 
order, regulations, or instructions pro¬ 
hibit discrimination on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin in any 
program or situation to which this part 
is inapplicable, or prohibit discrimina¬ 
tion on any other ground. 

(b) Forms and instructions. Each re¬ 
sponsible Department official shall issue 
and promptly make available to inter¬ 
ested parties forms and detailed in¬ 
structions and procedures for effectuat¬ 
ing this part as applied to programs to 
which this part applies and for which he 
is responsible.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

A notice of proposed rulemaking was 
published in the Federal Register on De¬ 
cember 9. 1971 (36 FR 23464-23466) to 
amend Part 141 of Title 22 of the Code 
of Federal Regulations. The amendments 
were uniform amendments issued for the 
purpose of effecting necessary clarifica¬ 
tion to the Title VI regulations proposed 
by all Government agencies having Title 
VI responsibilities. 

As a result of comments received, cer¬ 
tain changes have been made to the 
proposed amendments to conform to the 
uniform agency amendments. A new pro¬ 
vision (vii> is added to section 141.3 to 
prohibit discrimination in the selection 
of planning and advisory boards; the re¬ 
quirement that a recipient take affirma¬ 
tive action to eliminate discrimination is 
clarified in I 141.5; f 141.5(b) is amended 
to require that recipients maintain data 
show'tng the extent to which minority 
group persons receive the benefits of Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance; and f 141.6(b) 
Is revised to extend the time limit for fil¬ 
ing complaints from 90 days to 180 days. 

Accordingly, Part 141 is amended as set 
forth below. 

1. Section 141.2 is revised to read as 
follows: 

§ 141.2 Application of this part. 

This part applies to any program for 
which Federal financial assistance, as de¬ 
fined in this part, is authorized under a 
law administered by the Department in¬ 
cluding, but not limited to, the Federally 
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assisted programs and activities listed In 
Appendix A of this part. It applies to 
Federal financial assistance of any form, 
including property which may be ac¬ 
quired as a result of and in connection 
with such assistance, extended under any 
such program after the effective date of 
this regulation, even If the application is 
approved prior to such effective date. 
This part docs not apply to: (a) Any 
Federal financial assistance by way of 
insurance of guaranty contracts; (b) 
money paid, property transferred, or 
other asssitance extended under any such 
program before the effective date of this 
regulation; <c) any assistance to any In¬ 
dividual who is the ultimate beneficiary 
under any such program; or (d) any em¬ 
ployment practice, under any such pro¬ 
gram. of any employer, employment 
agency, or labor organization, except to 
the extent described in * 141.3(d). or (e> 
any assistance to an activity carried on 
outside the United States by a person, 
institution, or other entity not located 
in the United States. The fact that a pro¬ 
gram or activity is not listed in Appendix 
A of this part shall not mean, if Title VI 
of the Act is otherwise applicable, that 
such program is not covered. Transfers 
of surplus property in the United States 
are subject to regulations issued by the 
Administrator of General Services (41 
CFR 101-6.2).

with paragraph (d) of this section. 

(vii) Deny a person the opportunity to 
participate as a member of a planning or 
advisory body which is an integral part 
of the program. 

(2) A recipient, in determining the 
typos of services, financial aid, or other 
benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under any such program, or the 
location or site of any facilities, or serv¬

program, may not, directly or through 
contractual or other arrangements, uti¬

(ii) Even in the absence of such prior 
discrimination, a recipient in adminis¬ 
tering a program may take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of condi¬ 
tions which resulted In limiting partici¬ 
pation by persons of a particular race, 
color, or national origin.

(d) Employment practices. (1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to a program to which 
this part applies Is to provide employ¬ 
ment, u recipient may not (directly or 
through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments) subject an individual to discrim¬ 
ination on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin in its employment prac¬ 
tices under such program (including re¬ 
cruitment or recruitment advertising, 
employment, layoff or termination, up¬ 
grading, demotion, or transfer, rates of 
pay or other forms of compensation, and 
use of facilities), Including programs 
where a primary objective of the Federal 
financial assistance is: (i) To reduce the 
unemployment of such individuals or to 
help them through employment to meet 
subsistence needs; (11) to assist such In¬ 
dividuals through employment to meet 
expenses incident to the commencement 
or continuation of their education or 
training; (ill) to provide work experi¬ 
ence which contributes to the education 
or training of such individuals; or (lv> to 
provide remunerative activity to such in¬ 
dividuals who because of severe handi¬ 
caps cannot be readily absorbed in the 
competitive labor market. 

(2) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance Is not to 
provide employment, but discrimination 
on the grounds of race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin in the employment practices 
of the recipient or other persons subject 
to the regulation tends, on the grounds 
of race, color, or national origin, to ex¬ 
clude Individuals from participation in, 
to deny them the benefits of. or to sub¬ 
ject them to discrimination under any 
program to which this regulation applies, 
the provisions of paragraph (d)(1) of 
tills section shall apply to the employ¬ 
ment practices of the recipient or other 
persons subject to the regulation, to the 
extent necessary to assure equality of 
opportunity to, and non discriminatory 
treatment of, beneficiaries.

The comments received have been 
evaluated by the Department of Justice 
and HUD. and In response to these com¬ 
ments. the following changes have been 
made to the proposed regulations as no¬ 
ticed. In other respects, the amendment Is 
adopted as published in the notice of rule 
making. 

In § 1.4(b), a new* item <vii> has been 
added to the list of prohibitions, that of 
discriminating in the selection of mem¬ 
bers of planning or advisory boards where 
the recipient of Federal aid has control 
over the board and the board Is an inte¬ 
gral part of the program receiving Fed¬ 
eral aid. 

Section 1.6(b) has been revised to ex¬ 
pressly provide that racial and ethnic 
data should be made available by the 
recipient to the Department as part of 
the Information necessary for determin¬ 
ing compliance.

out such program or activity (such as a 
redeveloper in the Urban Renewal Pro¬ 
gram), including any successor, assign, 
or transferee thereof, but such term does 
not Include any ultimate beneficiary 
imder any such program or activity. 

(g) The term “applicant” means one 
who submits an application, contract, re¬ 
quest, or plan requiring Department ap¬ 
proval as a condition to eligibility for 
Federal financial assistance, and the term 
“application” means such an application, 
contract, request, or plan. 

§ 1.3 Application of Part 1. 

This Part 1 applies to any program or 
activity for which Federal financial as¬ 
sistance is authorized under a law admin¬ 
istered by the Department, including any 
program or activity assisted under the 
statutes listed in Appendix A of thisVart 

I. It applies to money paid, property 
transferred, or other Federal financial 
assistance extended to any such program 
or activity on or after January 3. 1965. 
This Part 1 does not apply to (a) any 
Federal financial assistance by way of 
insurance or guaranty contracts, (b) 
money paid, property transferred, or 
other assistance extended to any such 
program or activity before January 3. 
1965, (c) any assistance to any person 
who is the ultimate beneficiary under any 
such program or activity, or (d) any 
employment practice, under any such 
program or activity, of any employer, 
employment agency, or labor organiza¬ 
tion. except to the extent described in 

II. 4(c). The fact that certain financial 
assistance is not listed in Appendix A 
shall not mean, if title VI of the Act is 
otherwise applicable, that such financial 
assistance is not covered. Other financial 
assistance under statutes now In force or 
hereinafter enacted may be added to this 
list by notice published in the Fxderal 
Racism. 

§ 1.4 l>«M riminalk>n prohibited. 

(a) General. No person in the United 
States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin, be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in, be denied the benefits of. or 
be otherwise subjected to discrimination 
under any program or activity to which 
this Part 1 applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited. (1) A recipient under any 
program or activity to which this Part 1 
applies may not, directly or through con¬ 
tractual or other ^arrangements, on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin: 

(i) Deny a person any housing, ac¬ 
commodations. facilities, services, finan¬ 
cial aid. or other benefits provided under 
the program or activity; 

(ii) Provide any housing, accommoda¬ 
tions, facilities, services, financial aid. or 
other benefits to a person which are 
different, or are provided in a different 
manner, from those provided to others 
under the program or activity; 


(iii) Subject a person to segregation or 
separate treatment in any matter related 
to his receipt of housing, accommod. 
lions, facilities, services, financial aid. or 
other benefits under the program or 
activity; 

Or) Restrict a person in any way in 
access to such housing, accommodation 
facilities, services, financial aid. or other 
benefits, or in the enjoyment of any ad¬ 
vantage or privilege enjoyed by others m 
connection with such housing, accom¬ 
modations. facilities, services, finqpcia] 
aid. or other benefits under the program 
or activity; 

(v> Treat a person differently from 
others in determining whether he satis¬ 
fies any occupancy, admission, enroll¬ 
ment. eligibility, membership, or other 
requirement or condition which persons 
must meet in order to be provided any 
housing, accommodations, facilities, sen- 
ices, financial aid, or other benefits pro¬ 
vided under the program or activity; 

(vi) Deny a person opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the program or activity 
through the provision of services or 
otherwise, or afford him an opportunity 
to do so which is different from that af¬ 
forded others under the program or 
activity (including the opportunity to 
participate in the program or activity as 
an employee but only to the extent set 
forth in paragraph (c) of this section • . 

(vii) Deny a person the opportunity to 
participate as a member of a planning ur 
advisory body which is an integral part 
of the program. 

(2) (i) A recipient, in determining the 
types of housing, accommodations, facil¬ 
ities. services, financial aid, or other bene¬ 
fits which will be provided under any such 
program or activity, or the class of per¬ 
sons to whom, or the situations In which 
such housing, accommodations, facilities 
services, financial aid, or other benefits 
will be provided under any such program 
or activity, or the class of persons to be 
afforded an opportunity to participate :n 
any such program or activity, may not. 
directly or through contractual or other 
arrangements, utilize criteria or method 
of administration which have the effect 
of subjecting persons to discrimination 
because of their race, color, or national 
origin, or hare the effect of defeating or 
substantially impairing accomplishnv : * 
of the objectives of the program or activ¬ 
ity as respect to persons of a particular 
race, color, or national origin. 

(ii) A recipient, in operating low-rent 
housing with Federal financial assistance 
under the United States Housing Act of 
1937, as amended (42 U.S.C. 1401 et seq 
shall assign eligible applicants to dwell¬ 
ing units in accordance with a plan, duly 
adopted by the recipient and approved by 
the responsible Department official, pro¬ 
viding for assignment on a community¬ 
wide basis in sequence based upon the 
date and time the application Is received, 
the size or type of unit suitable, and fac¬ 
tors affecting preference or priority 
established by the recipient's regulations, 
which are not inconsistent with the ob¬ 
jectives of title VI of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964 and this Part 1. The plan may 
allow an applicant to refuse a tendered 
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vacancy for good cause without losing his 
standing on the list but shall limit the 
number ot refusals without cause as pre¬ 
scribed by the responsible Department 

official. 

Oli) The responsible Department 
official is authorized to prescribe and 
promulgate plans, exceptions, pro¬ 
cedures, and requirements for the assign¬ 
ment and reassignment of eligible appli¬ 
cants and tenants consistent with the 
purpose of subdivision tin of this sub- 
paragraph, this Part 1. and title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. in order to 
effectuate and insure compliance with 
the requirements imposed thereunder. 

<3) In determining the site or loca¬ 
tion of housing, accommodations, or fa¬ 
cilities, an applicant or recipient may 
not make selections with the purpose or 
effect of excluding Individuals from, 
denying them the benefits of. or sub¬ 
jecting them to discrimination under 
any program to which this Part 1 
applies, on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin; or with thfc purpose or 
effect of defeating or substantially 
• impairing the accomplishment of the 
objectives of the Act or this Part 1. 

(4) As used In this Part 1 the housing, 
accommodations, facilities, services, fi¬ 
nancial aid. or other benefits provided 
under a program or activity receiving 
Federal financial assistance shall be 
deemed to Include any housing, accom¬ 
modations, facilities, services, financial 
aid. or other benefits provided In or 
through a facility provided with the aid 
ol Federal financial assistance. 

<5> The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in para¬ 
graphs (b) and (c) of this section does 
not limit the generality of the prohibi¬ 
tion in paragraph (a) of this section. 

<6> (i) In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient has pre¬ 
viously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, the recipient must take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. 

(it) Even in the absence of such prior 
!crimination, a recipient in admin¬ 
istering a program should take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
conditions which resulted in limiting 
participation by persons of a particular 
race, color or national origin. 

Where previous discriminatory practice 
or usage tends, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin, to exclude in¬ 
dividuals from participation In. to deny 
them the benefits of, or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program or 
activity to which this Part 1 applies, the 
applicant or recipient has an obligation 
to take reasonable action to remove or 
overcome the consequences of the prior 
discriminatory practice or usage, and to 
vecomplish the purpose of the Act. 

(c) Employment practices . (1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to a program or activity 
to which this Part 1 applies is to provide 
employment, a recipient may not. di¬ 
rectly or through contractual or other 
onangements, subject a person to dis¬ 
crimination on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin in its employment 
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practices under such program or activity 
(including recruitment or recruitment 
advertising, employment, layoff, termi¬ 
nation. upgrading, demotion, transfer, 
rates of pay or other forms of compen¬ 
sation and use of facilities). The require¬ 
ments applicable to construction em¬ 
ployment under such program or activity 
shall be those specified in or pursuant to 
Part m of Executive Order 11246 or any 
executive order which supersedes or 
amends it. 

(2) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance is not to pro¬ 
vide employment, but discrimination on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin in the employment practices of the 
recipient or other persons subject to this 
Part 1 tends, on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin, to exclude in¬ 
dividuals from participation in. to deny 
them the benefits of. or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program to 
which this Part 1 applies, the provisions 
of this paragraph (c) shall apply to the 
employment practices of the recipient 
or other persons subject to this Part 1 to 
the extent necessary to assure equality 
of opportunity to, and nondiscrimina- 
tory treatment of, beneficiaries. 

§1.5 Awniranrn required. 

(a) General. (1) Every contract for 
Federal financial assistance to carry out 
a program or activity to which this Part 
1 applies, executed on or after January 
3 , 1965, and every application for such 
Federal financial assistance submitted 
on or after January 3. 1965, shall, as a 
condition to its approval and the exten¬ 
sion of any Federal financial assistance 
pursuant to such contract or application, 
contain or be accompanied by an as¬ 
surance that the program or activity will 
bo conducted and the housing, accommo¬ 
dations, facilities, services, financial aid. 
or other benefits to be provided will be 
operated and administered in compli¬ 
ance with all requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to this Part 1. In the case of a 
contract or application where the Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance is to provide or 
is in the form of personal property or 
real property or interest therein or struc¬ 
tures thereon, the assurance shall obli¬ 
gate the recipient or. in the case of a sub¬ 
sequent transfer, the transferee, for the 
period during which the property is used 
for a purpose for which the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose involving the provision 
of similar services or benefits, or for as 
long as the recipient retains ownership 
or possession of the property, whichever 
is longer. In all other cases the assurance 
shall obligate the recipient for the period 
during which Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is extended pursuant to the con¬ 
tract or application. The responsible De¬ 
partment official shall specify the form 
of the foregoing assurance for such pro¬ 
gram or activity, and the extent to which 
like assurances will be required of sub- 
grantees, contractors and subcontractors, 
transferees, successors In interest, and 
other participants in the program or 
activity. Any such assurance shall in¬ 
clude provisions which give the United 
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States a right to seek its judicial enforce¬ 
ment. 

(2) In the case of real property, struc¬ 
tures or Improvements thereon, or in¬ 
terests therein, acquired through a pro¬ 
gram of Federal financial assistance the 
instrument effecting any disposition by 
the recipient of such real property, struc¬ 
tures or improvements thereon, or inter¬ 
ests therein, shall contain a covenant 
running with the land assuring nondis¬ 
crimination for the period during which 
the real property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance is 
extended or for another purpose involv¬ 
ing the provision of similar services or 
benefits. In the case where Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is provided in the form of 
a transfer of real property or interests 
therein from the Federal Government, 
the Instrument effecting or recording the 
transfer shall contain such a covenant. 

(3) In program receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance in the form, or for 
the acquisition, of real property or an 
interest in real property, to the extent 
that rights to space on. over, or under 
any such property are Included as part 
of the program receiving such assistance, 
the nondiscrimination requirements of 
this Part 1 shall extend to any facility 
located wholly or in part in such space. 

(b) Preexisting contracts—funds not 
disbursed. In any case where a contract 
for Federal financial assistance, to carry 
out a program or activity to which this 
Part 1 applies, has been executed prior to 
January 3. 1965, and the funds have not 
been fully disbursed by the Department, 
the responsible Department official shall, 
where necessary to effectuate the pur¬ 
poses of tiffs Part 1. require an assurance 
similar to that provided in paragraph (a) 
of this section as a condition to the dis¬ 
bursement of further funds. 

<c> Preexisting contracts—periodic 
payments. In any case where a contract 
for Federal financial assistance, to carry 
out a program or activity to which this 
Part 1 applies, has been executed prior 
to January 3, 1965, and provides for pe¬ 
riodic payments for the continuation of 
the program or activity, the recipient 
shall, in connection with the first appli¬ 
cation for such periodic payments on or 
after January 3. 1965. (1) submit a state¬ 
ment that the program or activity Is be¬ 
ing conducted In compliance with all 
requirements imposed by or pursuant to 
this Part 1 and < 2) provide such methods 
of administration for the program or 
activity as are found by the responsible 
Department official to give reasonable 
assurance that the recipient will comply 
with all requirements Imposed by or 
pursuant to tills Part I. 

(d» Assurances from institutions. (1) 
In the case of any application for Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance to an institu¬ 
tion of higher education, the assurance 
required by this section shall extend to 
admission practices and to all other 
practices relating to the treatment of 
students. 

<2) The assurance required with re¬ 
spect to an Institution of higher educa¬ 
tion. hospital, or any other institution, 
insofar as the assurance relates to the 
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institution’s practices with respect to ad¬ 
mission or other treatment of persons as 
students, patients, or clients of the in¬ 
stitution or to the opportunity to partici¬ 
pate in the provision of services or other 
benefits to such persons, shall be appli¬ 
cable to the entire institution unless 
the applicant establishes, to the satis¬ 
faction of the responsible Deportment 
official, that the Institution's practices in 
designated parts or programs of the in¬ 
stitution will in no way affect its prac¬ 
tices in the program of the institution 
for which Federal financial assistance is 
sought, or the beneficiaries of or par¬ 
ticipants in such program. If in any such 
case the assistance sought is for the con¬ 
struction of a facility or port of a 
facility, the assurance shall in any event 
extend to the entire facility and to fa¬ 
cilities operated in connection therewith. 

(e) Elementary and secondary 
schools. The requirements of this sec¬ 
tion with respect to any elementary or 
secondary school or school system shall 
be deemed to be satisfied if such school 
or school system (1) Is subject to a final 
order of a court of the United States for 
the desegregation of such school or school 
system, and provides an assurance that 
it will comply with such order, including 
any future modification of such order, or 
<21 submits a plan for the desegregation 
of such school or school system which 
the responsible official of the Department 
of Health. Education, and Welfare de¬ 
termines is adequate to accomplish the 
purposes of the Act and this Part 1 with¬ 
in the earliest practicable time, and pro¬ 
vides reasonable assurance that it will 
carry out such plan. 

§ 1.6 Compliance information. 

fa) Cooperation and assistance. The 
responsible Department official and each 
Department official who by law or dele¬ 
gation has the principal responsibility 
within the Department for the adminis¬ 
tration of any law extending financial 
assistance subject to this Part 1 ehall to 
the fullest extent practicable seek the 
cooperation of recipients in obtaining 
compliance with this Part 1 and shall 
provide assistance and guidance to re¬ 
cipients to help them comply voluntarily 
with this Part 1. 

<b> Compliance reports. Each recip¬ 
ient shall keep such records and submit 
to the responsible Department official 
or his designee timely, complete, and 
accurate compliance reports at such 
times, and in such form and containing 
such information, as the responsible De¬ 
partment official or his designee may de¬ 
termine to be necessary to enable him to 
ascertain whether the recipient has com¬ 
plied or is complying with this Part 1. 
In general, recipients should have avail¬ 
able for the department racial and ethnic 
data showing the extent to which mem¬ 
bers of minority groups are beneficiaries 
of federally assisted programs. 

(c) Access to sources of information . 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
responsible Department official or his 
designee during normal business hours 
to such of its books, records, accounts, 
and other sources of Information, and 
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its facilities as may be pertainent to 
ascertain compliance with this Part 1. 
Where any information required of a 
recipient is in the exclusive possession 
of any other agency, institution, or per¬ 
son and this agency, Institution, or per¬ 
son shall fail or refuse to furnish this 
information, the recipient shall so certify 
in its report and shall set forth what 
efforts It has made to obtain the infor¬ 
mation. 

(d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such in¬ 
formation regarding the provisions of 
tills Part 1 and its applicability to the 
program or activity under which the re¬ 
cipient receives Federal financial assist¬ 
ance, and make such Information 
available to them in such manner, as 
the responsible Departmnt official finds 
necessary to apprise such persons of the 
protections against discrimination as¬ 
sured them by the Act and this Part 1. 

§ 1.7 Conduct of t!ivc*tifcalion». 

<a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
responsible Department official or his 
designee shall from time to time review 
the practices of recipients to determine 
whether they are complying with this 
Part X. 

(b) ComptafTifs. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of per¬ 
sons to be subjected to discrimination 
prohibited by this Part 1 may by himself 
or by a representative file with the re¬ 
sponsible Department official or his des¬ 
ignee a written complaint. A complaint 
must be filed not later than 180 days 
from the date of the alleged discrimina¬ 
tion. unless the time for filing is extended 
by the responsible Department official or 
his designee. 

<c) Investigations. The responsible 
Department official or his designee shall 
make a prompt investigation whenever a 
compliance review, report, complaint, or 
any other information indicates a pos¬ 
sible failure to comply with this Part L 
The investigation should Include, where 
appropriate a review of the pertinent 
practices and policies of the recipient, the 
circumstances under which the possible 
non compliance with this Part 1 occurred, 
and other factors relevant to a deter¬ 
mination as to whether the recipient 
has failed to comply with this Part 1. 

(d) Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this Part 1, the responsible De¬ 
partment official or his designee will so 
inform tire recipient and the matter will 
be resolved by Informal means whenever 
possible. If it has been determined that 
the matter cannot be resolved by in¬ 
formal means, action will be taken as 
provided for in 8 1.8. 

(2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to subparagraph 
(1) of this paragraph the responsible De¬ 
partment official or his designee will so 
inform the recipient and the complain¬ 
ant. if any, in writing. 

<e) Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. No recipient or other person 


shall intimidate, threaten, coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any person for the pur¬ 
pose of interfering with any right or 
privilege secured by title VI of the Act 
or this Part 1, or because he has made a 
complaint, testified, assisted, or par¬ 
ticipated in any manner in an investiga¬ 
tion, proceeding, or hearing under this 
Part 1. The identity of complainantu 
shall be kept confidential except to the 
extent necessary to carry out the pur¬ 
poses of this Part 1, including the con¬ 
duct of any Investigation, hearing, or 
judicial proceeding arising thereunder 

8 1.8 Prorcilurc for effecting eompli. 
nnee. 

<a) General. II there appears to be a 
failure or threatened failure to comply 
with this Part 1, and if the noneom- 
pliance or threatened noncompliance 
cannot be corrected by informal means, 
compliance with this Part 1 may be ef¬ 
fected by the suspension or termination 
of or refusal to grant or to continue 
Federal financial assistance, or by any 
other means authorized by law. 8uch 
other means may Include, but are not 
limited to, (1) a reference to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice with a recommendation 
that appropriate proceedings be brought 
to enforce any rights of the United States 
under any law of the United States (in¬ 
cluding other titles of the Act), or any 
assurance or other contractual undertak¬ 
ing. and (2) any applicable proceeding 
under State or local law. 

(b) Noncompliance with 8 1.5. If an 
applicant fails or refuses to furnish an 
assurance required under 8 1.5 or other¬ 
wise fails or refuses to comply with the 
requirement Imposed by or pursuant to 
that section, Federal financial assistance 
may be refused in accordance with the 
procedures of paragraph <c> of this sec¬ 
tion. The Department shall not be re¬ 
quired to provide assistance in such a 
case during the pendency of the admin¬ 
istrative proceedings under such para¬ 
graph. except that the Department shall 
continue assistance during the pendency 
of such proceedings where such as¬ 
sistance Is due and payable pursuant to 
a contract therefor approved prior to 
January 3. 1965. 

<c> Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. No order suspending, terminatinr 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effec¬ 
tive until (1) the responsible Department 
official has advised the applicant or re¬ 
cipient of his failure to comply and has 
determined that compliance cannot be 
secured by voluntary means. (2) there 
has been an express finding on the rec¬ 
ord, after opportunity for hearing, of a 
failure by the applicant or recipient to 
comply with a requirement Imposed by 
or pursuant to this Part 1. (3) the action 
has been approved by the Secretary’, and 
(4) the expiration of 30 days after the 
Secretary has filed with the committees 
of the House and Senate having legisla¬ 
tive Jurisdiction over the program or ac¬ 
tivity involved a full wTitten report of 
the circumstances and the grounds for 
such action. Any action to suspend or 
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terminate or to refuse to grunt or to con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance shall 
be limited to the particular political en¬ 
tity. or part thereof, or other recipient 
as to whom such a finding has been made 
lL nd shall be limited in its effect to the 
^articular program, or part thereof, in 
which such noncompliance has been so 
found. 

<d> Other means authorized by law . 
No action to effect compliance by any 
other means authorized by law shall be 
taken until (1) the responsible Depart¬ 
ment official has determined that com¬ 
pliance cannot be secured by voluntary 
means* (2) the recipient or other person 
has been notified of its failure to comply 
and of the action to be taken to effect 
compliance, and (3) the expiration of at 
least 10 days from the mailing of such 
notice to the applicant or recipient. Dur¬ 
ing this period of at least 10 days addi¬ 
tional efforts shall be made to persuade 
the applicant or recipient to comply with 
this Part 1 and to take such corrective 
action as may be appropriate. 

§ 1.9 Hearing*. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by 5 18(c), reasonable notice 
shall be given by registered or certified 
mail, return receipt requested, to the 
affected applicant or recipient. This no¬ 
tice shall advise the applicant or re¬ 
cipient of the action proposed to be 
taken. the specific provision under which 
the proposed action against it Is to be 
tuken. and the matters of fact or law 
asserted as the basis for this action, and 
cither < 1) fix a date not less than 20 days 
after the date of such notice within 
which the applicant or recipient may re¬ 
quest of the responsible Department offi¬ 
cial that the matter be scheduled for 
hearing, or (2) advise the applicant or 
recipient that live matter in question has 
been set down for hearing at a stated 
time and place. The time and place so 
fixed shall be reasonable and shall be 
subject to change for cause. The com¬ 
plainant. if any, shall be advised of the 
time and place of the hearing. An appli¬ 
cant or recipient may waive a hearing 
and submit written information and ar¬ 
gument for the record. The failure of an 
applicant or recipient to request a hear¬ 
ing under this paragraph <a> or to ap¬ 
pear at a hearing for which a date has 
been set shall be deemed to be a waiver 
of the right to a hearing under section 
602 at the Act and 11.8<c) and consent 
to the making of a decision on the basis 
of such information as Is available. 

*b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Hepartment In Washington. D.C.. at a 
time fixed by the responsible Department 
official unless he determines that the 
convenience of the applicant or recipient 
or of the Department requires that an¬ 
other place be selected. Hearings shall be 
held before the responsible Department 
official or. at his discretion, before a 
i tearing examiner designated In accord¬ 
ance with sections 3105 and 3344 of title 
5, United States Code. 


(c) Right to counsel. In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant or 
recipient and the Department shall 
have the right to be represented by 
counsel. 

<d> Procedures , evidence. and record. 
(1) The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be 
conducted in conformity with 5 U.8.C. 
554-557 and in accordance with the 
Practice and Procedure for Hearings 
issues by the Department and pub¬ 
lished In Part 2 of this subtitle re¬ 
lating to the conduct of the hear¬ 
ing. giving of notices subsequent to those 
provided for in paragraph <a) of this 
section, taking of testimony, exhibits, 
arguments and briefs, requests for find¬ 
ings. and other related matters. Both the 
Department and the applicant or recip¬ 
ient shall be entitled to introduce all rele¬ 
vant evidence on the issues as stated In 
the notice for hearing or as determined 
by the officer conducting the hearing at 
the outset of or during the hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence shall 
not apply to hearings conducted pur¬ 
suant to this Part 1. but rules or princi¬ 
ples designed to assure production of the 
most credible evidence available and to 
subject testimony to test by cross-exami¬ 
nation shall be applied where reasonably 
necessary by the officer conducting the 
hearing. The hearing officer may exclude 
irrelevant, immaterial, or unduly repeti¬ 
tious evidence. All documents and other 
evidence offered or taken for the record 
shall be open to examination by the De¬ 
partment and the applicant or recipient, 
and opportunity shall be given to refute 
facts and arguments advanced on cither 
side of the issues. A transcript shall be 
made of the oral evidence except to the 
extent the substance thereof is stipulated 
for the record. All decisions shall be 
based upon the hearing record and writ¬ 
ten findings shall be made. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this Part 1 with respect to two or 
more programs or activities to which tills 
Part 1 applies, or non compliance with 
this Part 1 and the regulations of one or 
more other Federal departments or agen¬ 
cies issued under title VI of the Act, the 
Secretary may, by agreement with such 
other departments or agencies, where ap¬ 
plicable, provide for the conduct of con¬ 
solidated or joint hearings, and for the 
application to such hearings of rules of 
procedure not inconsistent with this Part 
L, Final decisions in such cases insofar 
as this Part 1 is concerned, shall be made 
in accordance with 5 -1.10. 

§ 1.10 Decision* and notice*. 

(a) Decision by person other than the 
responsible Department official. If the 
hearing is held by a hearing examiner, 
such hearing examiner shall either make 
an initial decision, if so authorized, or 
certify the entire record Including his 
recommended findings and proposed de¬ 
cision to the responsible Department offi¬ 
cial for a final decision, and a copy of 
such initial decision or certification shall 
be mailed to the applicant or recipient by 


certified or registered mail, return receipt 
requested. Where the initial decision is

Whenever a hearing is 
wralved pursuant to I 1.9(a) a decision 
a hearing examiner or responsible De¬ 
partment official on the record and a 
copy of such decision shall be given In 
writing to the applicant or recipient, and 
to the complainant, if any. by certified or 
registered mail, return receipt requested. 

<d> Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing examiner or responsible De¬ 
partment official shall set forth his rul¬ 
ing on each finding, conclusion, or ex¬ 
ception presented, and sliall identify the 
requirement or requirements imposed by 
or pursuant to this Part 1 with which it 
is found that the applicant or recipient 
has failed to comply. 

<e> Content of orders. The final de¬ 
cision may provide for suspension or 
termination of. or refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue, Federal financial assistance, in 
w hole or in part, to the program or ac¬ 
tivity involved and may contain such 
terms, conditions, and other provisions as 
are consistent with and will effectuate 
the purposes of the Act and this Part 1, 
including provisions designed to assure 
that no Federal financial assistance will 
thereafter be extended for such program 
or activity to the applicant or recipient 
determined by such decision to be in de¬ 
fault in its performance of an assurance

<f) Posttermination proceedings, <1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (e) of this section shall be restored 
to full eligibility to receive Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance if it satisfies the 
terms and conditions of that order for 
such cllgibilty or if it brings itself into 
compliance with this Part 1 and provides 
reasonable assurance that it will fully 
comply with this Part 1. 

(2> Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph <c) of this section 
may at any time request the responsible 
Department official to restore fully its 
eligibility to receive Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. Any such request shall be sup¬ 
ported by information showing that the 
applicant or recipient has met the re¬ 
quirements of subparagraph (1) of this 
paragraph.

purposes of title VI of the Act and this 
Part 1 (other than responsibility for final 
decision as provided in $ 1.10). including 
the achievement of effective coordina¬ 
tion and maximum uniformity within the 
Department and within the Executive 
Branch of the Government in the appli¬ 
cation of title VI and this Part 1 to simi¬ 
lar programs or activities and in similar 
situations. Any action taken, determina¬ 
tion made, or requirement imposed by an 
official of another department or agency 
acting pursuant to an assignment of re¬ 
sponsibility under this paragraph shall 
have the 6ame effect as though such 
action had been taken by the responsible 
official of tills Department.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
in section 602 of Utle VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 (Public Law 88-352. 
78 Stat. 241). port 31 of title 29 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations is hereby 
amended. 

Part 31 will be amended to reflect cur¬ 
rent statutory citations and to add sev¬ 
eral paragraphs, and to redesignate sev¬ 
eral paragraphs. These amendments in¬ 
corporate uniform revisions being Jointly 
adopted by Federal agencies to put into 
effect clarifications to the regulations 
enacted pursuant to title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. In addition, these 
amendments reflect other minor changes, 
such as the deletion of obsolete statutory 
references and the substitution of new- 
statutory references. 

1. In 4 31.3 a new subdivision (viil) is 
added to paragraph <b)(1). paragraph 
(b) (3) and (4) is redesignated as para¬ 
graph (b)(4) and (5). and a new* para¬ 
graph (b)(3) and (6) is added. Para¬ 
graph (c> is deleted, and new paragraphs 
<c) and (d> are added. Also, 4 31.4 is re¬ 
designated 4 31.3(d)(1). 5 31 5 Is redesig¬ 
nated 4 31.3(d) (2). f 31.6 is redesignated 
4 31.3(d)(3). As amended. 131.3 reads as 
follows:

(viii) Deny a person the opportunity 
to participate as a member of a planning 
or advisory body which is an integral 
part of the program.

<3) In determining the site or location 

of facilities, a recipient or applicant may 
not make selections with the purpose or 
effect of excluding individuals from, 
denying them the benefits of. or subject¬ 
ing them to discrimination under any 
program to which this regulation applies, 
on the ground of race, color or national 
origin; or with the purpose or effect of 


defeating or substantially impairing the 
accomplishment of the objectives of the 
Act or tills regulation. 

(4) As used in this section the service, 
financial aid. or other benefit provided 
under a program receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance shall be deemed to 
include any service, financial aid. or 
other benefit provided in or through ; 
facility provided with the aid of Federal 
financial assistance. 

(5) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this par¬ 
agraph does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(6) (i) In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient has previ¬ 
ously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or nation a] 
origin, the recipient must take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. 

(U> Even in the absence of such prior 
discrimination, a recipient in adminis¬ 
tering a program shall take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of condi¬ 
tions which resulted in limiting partici¬ 
pation by persons of a particular race, 
color or national origin. 

(7) The following will Illustrate the 
application of the provisions of the fore¬ 
going paragraph to programs for which 
Federal financial assistance is furnished 
by this Department: 

(i) In some situations even though past 
discriminatory practices have been 
abandoned, the consequences of such 
practices continue to impede the full 
availability of a benefit. If the efforts re¬ 
quired of the applicant or recipient under 
4 31.5(d) to provide information as to the 
availability of the program or activity, 
and the right* of beneficiaries under this 
regulation, have failed to overcome these 
consequences. It will become necessary 
for such applicant or recipient to take 
additional steps to make the benefits 
fully available to racial and nationality 
groups previously subjected to discrimi¬ 
nation. This action might take the form, 
for example, of special arrangements for 
obtaining referrals or making selections 
which wtll insure that groups previously 
subjected to discrimination are ade¬ 
quately served. 

(il) Even though an applicant or recip¬ 
ient has never used discriminatory poli¬ 
cies. the services and benefits of the pro¬ 
gram or activity it administers may not 
in fact be equally available to some ra¬ 
cial or nationality groups. In some cir¬ 
cumstances an applicant or recipient 
may properly give special consideration 
to race, color, or national origin to make 
the benefits of its program more widely 
available to such groups not then being 
adequately served. For example, where an 
employment service office is not ade¬ 
quately serving members of a particular 
racial or nationality group, it may estab¬ 
lish special recruitment policies to make 
its program better known and more read¬ 
ily available to such group, and take 
other steps to provide that group with 
more adequate service. 

(c) Employment practices. (1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance to a program to which 
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this regulation applies is to provide em¬ 
ployment. a recipient may not (directly 
or through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments) subject an individual to discrim¬ 
ination on the ground of race, color, or 
nat tonal origin in its employment prac¬ 
tices under such program including re¬ 
cruitment, examination, appointment, 
training, promotion, retention or any 
other personnel action. 

<2) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance is not to pro¬ 
vide employment, but discrimination on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin in the employment practices of 
the recipient or other persons subject to 
the regulation tends, on the ground of 
race, color or national origin, to exclude 
individuals from participation in. to 
deny them the benefits of. or to subject 
them to discrimination under any pro¬ 
gram to which this regulation applies, the 
provision of the foregoing paragraph 
shall apply to the employment practices 
of the recipient to the extent necessary 
to assure equality of opportunity to. and 
11 ondiscriminatory treatment of. bene¬ 
ficiaries. Accordingly, the employment 
practices of recipients under programs 
enumerated in 99 31.3(d) (2) and 31.3(d) 
(3) are subject to the provisions of this 
paragraph (c) to the extent necessary to 
assure equality of opportunity to. and 
nondlscrlminatory treatment of. the 
beneficiaries of the Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. Any action taken by the De¬ 
partment pursuant to this provision with 
respect to a State or local agency subject 
to the Standards for a Merit Syste m of 
Personnel Administration. 45 CFR Part 
70, shall be consistent with those stand¬ 
ards and shall be coordinated with the 
United States Civil Service Commission. 

(3) The requirements applicable to 
construction employment under any pro¬ 
gram for which Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is furnished by this Department 
shall be those specified in or pursuant to 
part in of Executive Order 11246 or any 
Executive order which supersedes it. 

(d) In order that all parties may have 
a clear understanding of the applicabil¬ 
ity of the regulations in this part to their 
activities, there are listed in this section 
programs and activities together with 
illustrations by way of example only, cf 
types of activity covered by the regula¬ 
tions in this part. These illustrations and 
examples, however, are not intended to 
be all inclusive. The fact that a par¬ 
ticular program Is not listed does not. of 
course, indicate that it Is not covered by 
the regulations in this part. Moreover, the 
examples set forth with respect to any 
particular listed program are not limited 
to that program alone and the prohibited 
actions described may also be prohibited 
in other programs or activities whether 
or not listed below. 

fl) Employment service programs. (1) 
The registration, counseling, testing, 
recruitment, selection and referral of 
individuals for job openings or training 
opportunities and all other activities per¬ 
formed by or through employment service 
offices financed in whole or In part from 
Federal funds, including the establish¬ 
ment and maintenance of physical faefi- 
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Kies, shall be conducted without regard 
to race, color, or national origin. 

(ii) No selection or referral of any in¬ 
dividual for employment or training shall 
be made on the basis of any Job order or 
request containing discriminatory spe¬ 
cifications with regard to race, color, or 
national origin. 

(2) Manpower Development and 
Training Act, work-incentive under So¬ 
cial Security Act. Area Redevelopment 
Act, work-training under Economic Op¬ 
portunity Act and other Government- 
sponsored training, (i) The registration, 
counseling, testing, guidance, selection, 
referral or training of any Individual in¬ 
cluding employment as an enroilee under 
title I-B of the Economic Opportunity 
Act shall be furnished without discrimi¬ 
nation because of race, color, or national 
origin. 

<ii) The recruitment, examination, ap¬ 
pointment. training, promotion, reten¬ 
tion. or any other personnel action with 
respect to any trainee or enroilee under 
the Manpower Development and Train¬ 
ing Act, Area Redevelopment Act, or the 
Economic Opportunity Act while the in¬ 
dividual is receiving training or employ¬ 
ment shall be without regard to race, 
color or national origin. 

(3) State and Federal Unemployment 
Insurance Programs: allowances under 
Trade Readjustment Assistance Pro¬ 
grams. Manpower Development and 
Training Act, and Area Redevelopment 
Act. (!) The filing for. adjudication and 
payment of benefits, establishment and 
maintenance of physical facilities and 
other application of the laws shall be 
without regard to race, color or national 
origin. 

2. Section 31.7 is redesignated 9 31.5 
and paragraph (b) is revised. Revised 
9 31.5 reads as follows: 

§31.5 Compliance information. 


<b) Compliance reports. Each recipient 
shall keep such records and submit to the 
Secretary timely, complete and accurate 
compliance reports at such times, and in 
such form and containing such informa¬ 
tion, as the Secretary may determine to 
be necessary to enable him to ascertain 
whether the recipient has complied or is 
complying with this part. In general, 
recipients should have available for the 
department racial and ethnic data show¬ 
ing the extent to which members of 
minority groups are beneficiaries of fed¬ 
erally assisted programs. In the case of 
any program under which a primary 
recipient extends Federal financial as¬ 
sistance to any other recipient, such 
other recipient shall also submit such 
compliance reports to the primary recip¬ 
ient as may be necessary to enable the 
primary recipient to carry out its obliga¬ 
tions under this part.

3. Section 31.6 is a new section and 
reads as follows: 

§ 31.6 Aftfturanrc* required. 

(a) General. (1) Every application 
for Federal financial assistance to carry 
out a program to which this part applies. 
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and every contract, subcontract, agree¬ 
ment or arrangement to carry out such 
program except a program to which 
paragraph (b) of this section applies, 
and every application for Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance to provide a facility, 
and every contract, subcontract, agree¬ 
ment or arrangement to provide such a 
facility shall as a condition to its ap¬ 
proval and the extension of any Federal 
financial assistance pursuant to the ap¬ 
plication. contract, subcontract, agree¬ 
ment or arrangement contain or be 
accompanied by an assurance that the 
program will be conducted or the facility 
operated in compliance with all require¬ 
ments Imposed by or pursuant to this 
part. Every program of Federal financial 
assistance shall require the submission 
of such an assurance. In the case where 
the Federal financial assistance is to 
provide or is in the form of personal 
property, or real property or interest 
therein or structures thereon, the as¬ 
surance shall obligate the recipient, or. 
in the case of a subsequent transfer, the 
transferee, for the period during which 
the property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance 
is extended or for another purpose 
Involving the provision of similar serv¬ 
ices or benefits, or for as long as the re¬ 
cipient retains ownership or possession 
of the property, whichever Is longer. In 
all cases the assurance shall obligate 
the recipient for the period during which 
Federal financial assistance is extended 
to the program. In the case where the 
assistance is sought for the construc¬ 
tion of a facility or part of a facility, the 
assurance shall in any event extend to 
the entire facility and to facilities op¬ 
erated in connection therewith. The 
Secretary shall specify the form of the 
foregoing assurances for each program, 
and the extent to which like assurances 
will be required of subgrantees, con¬ 
tractors and subcontractors, transferees, 
successors in interest, and other par¬ 
ticipants in the program. Any such as¬ 
surance shall Include provisions which 
give the United States a right to seek 
Its judicial enforcement 

(2) In the case where Federal as¬ 
sistance is provided In the form of a 
transfer of real property, structures, or 
improvements thereon, or interest 
therein, from the Federal Government, 
the Instrument effecting or recording 
the transfer shall contain a covenant 
running with the land assuring non¬ 
discrimination for the period during 
which the real property is used for a 
purpose for which the Federal financial 
assistance is extended or for another 
purpose Involving the provision of simi¬ 
lar services or benefits. Where no trans¬ 
fer of property or interest therein from 
the Federal Government is involved, but 
property is acquired under a program 
of Federal financial assistance, the re¬ 
cipient shall agree to include such cove¬ 
nant in any subsequent transfer of such 
property. When the property is obtained 
from the Federal Government, such 
covenant may also Include a condition 
coupled with a right to be reserved 
by the Department to revert title to the 
property in the event of a breach of 
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the covenant where, in the discretion of 
the Secretary, such a condition and right 
of reverter Is appropriate to the program 
under which the real property is ob¬ 
tained and to the nature of the grant 
and the grantee. In such event if a trans¬ 
feree of real property proposes to mort¬ 
gage or otherwise encumber the real 
property as security for financing con¬ 
struction of new. or improvement of ex¬ 
isting facilities on such property for the 
purpose for which the property was 
transferred, the Secretary may agree, 
upon request of the transferee and If 
necessary to accomplish such financing 
and upon such conditions as ho deems 
appropriate, to subordinate such right 
of reversion to the sum of such mortgage 
or other encumbrance. 

<b) Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State agency 
to carry out a program involving con¬ 
tinuing federal financial assistance to 
which this part applies shall as a condi¬ 
tion to Its approval and the extension of 
any Federal financial assistance pur¬ 
suant to the application (1) contain or 
be accompanied by a statement that the 
program is (or, in the case of a new* pro¬ 
gram. will be> conducted in compliance 
with ail requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to this part, and (2) provide 
or be accompanied by provision for such 
methods of administration for the pro¬ 
gram as are found by the Secretary to 
give reasonable guarantee that the ap¬ 
plicant and all recipients of Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance under such program 
will comply with all requirements im¬ 
posed by or pursuant to this part. 

4. Section 31.8 is redesignated 8 31.7 
and paragraphs <b) and <d) are revised. 
As revised 5 31.7 reads as follows: 

§ 31.7 Conduct of invc*t i gallon*.

<b> Complaints. Any person who be¬ 

lieves himself or any specific class of 
Individuals to be subjected to discrimi¬ 
nation prohibited by tills part may by 
himself or by a representative file with 
the Secretary a written complaint. A 
complaint must be filed not later than 
180 days from the date of the alleged 
discrimination, unless the time for filing 
is extended by the Secretary.

(d) Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
Investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
indicates a failure to comply with this 
part, the Secretary will so inform the 
recipient and the matter will be resolved 
by tnformal means whenever passible. 
If It has been determined that the mat¬ 
ter cannot be resolved by informal 
means, action will be taken as provided 
for in 5 31.8. 


§31.8 [ Redesign* ted] 

5. Section 31.9 is redesignated as 5 31.8. 

6. Section 3110 is redesignated 5 31.9 
and Is amended as follows:

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing Is re¬ 
quired by 8 31.8(b), reasonable notice 
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shall be given by registered or certified 
mail, return receipt requested, to the af¬ 
fected applicant or recipient. This notice 
shall advise the applicant or recipient 
of the action proposed to be taken, the

under title VI of the Act, the Secretary 
may. by agreement with such other de¬ 
partments or agencies, where applicable 
provide for the conduct of consolidated 
or joint hearings, and for the application 
to such hearings or rules of procedure 
not inconsistent with this part. Final 
decisions in such cases, insofar as this 
part is concerned, shall be made in ac¬ 
cordance with 8 31.10.

The responsible agency 
official shall specify the form of the fore¬ 
going assurances for each program, and 
the extent to which like assurances will 
be required of subgrantees, contractors 
and subcontractors, transferees, suc¬ 
cessors in interest, and other participants 
in the program. Any such assurance shall 
include provisions which gtve the United 
States a right to seek its Judicial 
enforcement. 

§ 170J.8 Elementary t»n<l *eeon«Ury 
tehooU. 

The requirements of 4 1704.7 with re¬ 
spect to any elementary or secondary 
school or school system shall be deemed 
to be satisfied if such school or school 
system la) is subject to a final order of 
a court of the United States for the 
desegregation of such school or school 
system, and provides an assurance that 
it will comply with such order, including 
any future modification of such order, or 
<b> submits a plan for the desegregation 
of such school or school system which 
the responsible official of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare 
determines Ls adequate to accomplish the 
purpose of the Act and this part within 
the earliest practicable time, and pro¬ 
vides reasonable assurance that it will 
carry out such plans; In any case of con¬ 
tinuing Federal financial assistance the 
responsible agency official may reserve 
the right to redetermine, after such 
period as may be specified by him. the 
adequacy of the plan to accomplish the 
purposes of the Act and this part. In 
any case to which a final order of a court 
of the United States for the desegrega¬ 
tion of such school or school system ls 
entered after submission of such a plan, 
such plan shall be revised to conform to 
such final order, including any future 
modification of such order. 

§ 1704.9 \«Miri»nm from institutions* 

(a> In the case of any application for 
Federal financial assistance to an insti¬ 
tution of higher education, the assur¬ 
ance required by 4 1704.7 shall extend to 
admission practices and to all other 
practices relating to the treatment of 
students. 


(b) The assurances required with re¬ 
spect to an institution of higher educa¬ 
tion. hospital, or any other institution, 
insofar as the assurance relates to the 
Institution's practices with respect to 
admission or other treatment of individ¬ 
uals as students, patients, or diem* of 
the institutions or to the opportunity to 
participate in the provision of services or 
other benefits to such individuals shall 
be applicable to the entire institution 
unless the applicant establishes, to the 
satisfaction of the Director of the Office 
of Emergency Preparedness that the in¬ 
stitution's practices In designated parts 
or programs of the institution will in 
no way affect its practices In the pro¬ 
gram of the institution for which Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance is sought, or the 
beneficiaries of or participants In such 
program. If In any such case the assist¬ 
ance sought is for the construction of 
a facility or part of a facility, the assur¬ 
ance shall in any event extend to the 
entire facility and to facilities operated 
in connection therewith. 

§ 1704.10 Compliance Information. 

<a> Cooperation and assistance The 
responsible official in the Office of Emer¬ 
gency Preparedness shall to the fullest 
extent practicable seek the cooperation 
of recipients in obtaining compliance 
with this part and shall provide assist¬ 
ance and guidance to recipients to help 
them comply voluntarily with this part. 

(b) Compliance reports . Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep such records and submit to 
the responsible agency official or his des¬ 
ignee timely, complete, and accurate 
compliance reports at such times, and in 
such form and containing such informa¬ 
tion, as the responsible agency official or 
his designee may determine to be neces¬ 
sary to enable him to ascertain whether 
the recipient has complied or Is com¬ 
plying with this part. In the case of any 
program under which a primary recipi¬ 
ent extends Federal financial assistance 
to any other recipient, such other 
recipient shall also submit such com¬ 
pliance reports to the primary recipient 
as may be necessary to enable the pri¬ 
mary recipient to carry out Us obliga¬ 
tions under this part. 

<c> Access to sources of information. 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
responsible agency official or his desipi.ee 
during normal business hours to such of 
its books, records, accounts, and other 
sources of Information, and its facilities 
as may be pertinent to ascertain com¬ 
pliance with this part. Where any in¬ 
formation required of a recipient is In 
the exclusive possession of any other 
agency, institution or person and tills 
agency, institution or person shall fall 
or refuse to furnish this information, the 
recipient shall so certify In its report 
and shall set forth what efforts it has 
made to obtain the information. 

<d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such In¬ 
formation regarding the provision* of 
this part and Its applicability to the pro¬ 
gram under which the recipient receives 
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Federal financial assistance, and make 
such information available to them In 
such manner, as the responsible agency 
official finds necessary to apprise such 
persons of the protection against dis¬ 
crimination assured them by the Act and 
this part* 

§ 1704.11 Conduct of invcaligatioiuu 

<a> Periodic compliance reviews. The 
res>onslble agency ofilcial or his designee 
shall from time to time review the prac¬ 
tices of recipients to determine whether 
they are complying with this part. 

tb> Complaints. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of 
individuals to be subjected U> discrimina¬ 
tion prohibited by this part may by him¬ 
self or by a representative file with the 
National Office or any Regional Office of 
die Office of Emergency Preparedness a 
written complaint. A complaint must be 
(Hod not later than 90 days from the date 
of the alleged discrimination, unless the 
time for filing is extended by the respon¬ 
sible agency official or his designee. 

(c) Investigations. The responsible 
agency official or his designee will make 
a prompt investigation whenever a com¬ 
pliance review, report, complaint, or any 
other Information indicates a possible 
failure to comply with this part. The in¬ 
vestigation should include, where appro¬ 
priate, a review or the pertinent prac¬ 
tices and policies of the recipient, the 
circumstance* under which the possible 
nan compliance with this part occurred, 
and other factors relevant to a determi¬ 
nation as to whether the recipient has 
failed to comply with this part. 

<d> Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph <c> 
of this section indicates a failure to 
comply with this part, the responsible 
agency official or his designee will so in¬ 
form the recipient and the matter will be 
resolved by Informal means whenever 
possible. If it has been determined that 
the matter cannot be resolved by infor¬ 
mal means, action will be taken as pro¬ 
vided for in 5 1704.12. 

(2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to subparagraph 
<1> of this paragraph the responsible 
agency official or his designee will so in¬ 
form the recipient and the complainant, 
if any. in writing. 

(e> Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. No recipient or other person 
*hall Intimidate, threaten, coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any individual for the 
purpose of Interfering with any right or 
privilege secured by section 601 of the 
Act or this part, or because he has made 
a implaint. testified, assisted, or par¬ 
ticipated In any manner in an investiga¬ 
tion, proceeding, or hearing under this 
part. The identity of complainants shall 
be kept confidential except to the extent 
necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this part, including the conduct of any 
investigation, hearing, or judicial pro¬ 
ceeding arising thereunder. 

8 1704.12 Procedure for rffN'iing com¬ 
pliance. 

(a> General. If there appears to be a 
failure or threatened failure to comply 
with this part, and if the noncompliance 
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or threatened noncompliance cannot be 
corrected by Informal means, compliance 
with this part may be effected by the 
suspension or termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance or by any other means au¬ 
thorized by law. Such other means may 
include, but are not limited to, (1) a ref¬ 
erence to the Department of Justice with 
a recommendation that appropriate pro¬ 
ceedings be brought to enforce any rights 
of the United States under any law of the 
United States < including other titles of 
the Act). or any assurance or other con¬ 
tractual undertaking, and (2) any ap¬ 
plicable proceeding under State or local 
law. 

(b) Noncompliance with 8 1704.7. If 
an applicant fails or refuses to furnish 
an assurance required under 8 1704.7 or 
otherwise fails or refuses to comply with 
a requirement imposed by or pursuant to 
that section. Federal financial assistance 
may be refused in accordance with the 
procedures of paragraph <c) of this sec¬ 
tion. The agency shall not be required to 
provide assistance in such a case during 
the pendency of the administrative pro¬ 
ceedings under such subsection except 
that the agency shall continue assistance 
during the pendency of such proceedings 
where such assistance is due and payable 
pursuant to an application thereof ap¬ 
proved prior to the effective date of tills 
part. 

(c) Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. No order suspending, terminating 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effec¬ 
tive until (1) tiie responsible agency 
official has advised the applicant or 
recipient of his failure to comply and has 
determined that compliance cannot be 
secured by voluntary means, (2) there 
has been an express finding on the record, 
after opportunity for hearing, of a 
failure by the applicant or recipient to 
comply with a requirement imposed by or 
pursuant to this part, (3) the action has 
been approved by the Director of the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness pur¬ 
suant to 6 1704.14, and <4) the expiration 
of 30 days after the Director has filed 
with the committee of the House and the 
committee of the Senate having legisla¬ 
tive jurisdiction over the program in¬ 
volved, a full written report of the 
circumstances and the grounds for such 
action. Any action to suspend or termi¬ 
nate or to refuse to grant or to continue 
Federal financial assistance shall be 
limited to the particular political entity, 
or part thereof, or other applicant or 
recipient as to whom such a finding has 
been made and shall be limited in its 
effect to the particular program, or part 
thereof, in which such noncompliance 
has been so found. 

(d) Other means authorized by law. 
No action to effect compliance by any 
other means authorized by law shall be 
taken until (1) the responsible agency 
official has determined that compliance 
cannot be secured by voluntary means. 
(2) the recipient or other person has been 
notified of its failure to comply and of 
the action to be taken to effect compli- 
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once, and (3) the expiration of at least 10 
days from the mailing of such notice to 
the recipient or other person. During this 
period of at least 10 days additional 
efforts shall be made to persuade the 
recipient or other person to comply with 
this part and to take such corrective 
action as may be appropriate. 

§ 1701.13 Hearing*. 

<a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is 
required by 8 1704.12(c), reasonable 
notice shall be given by registered or 
certified mail, return receipt requested, 
to the affected applicant or recipient. 
This notice shall advise the applicant or 
recipient of the action proposed to be 
taken, the specific provision under which 
the proposed action against it is to be 
taken, and the matters of fact or law 
asserted as the basis for this action, and 
either (1 > fix a date not less than 20 days 
after the date of such notice within 
which the applicant or recipient may re¬ 
quest of the responsible agency official 
that the matter be scheduled for hearing, 
or (2> advise the applicant or recipient 
that the matter In question has been set 
down for hearing at a stated place and 
time. The time and place so fixed shall be 
reasonable and shall be subject to change 
for cause. The complainant, if any. shall 
be advised of the time and place of the 
hearing. An applicant or recipient may 
waive a hearing and submit written in¬ 
formation and argument for the record. 
The failure of an applicant or recipient 
to request a hearing under this subsection 
or to appear at a hearing for which a date 
has been set shall be deemed to be a 
waiver of the right to a hearing under 
section 602 of the Act and 8 1704.12(c) 
and consent to the making of a decision 
on the basis of such information os is 
available. 

(b) Time and place of hearing . Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the National Office 
of the Office of Emergency Preparedness 
In Washington. D.C.. at a time fixed by 
the responsible agency official unless he 
determines that the convenience of the 
applicant or recipient or of the agency 
requires that another place be selected. 
Hearings shall be held before the respon¬ 
sible agency official or. at his discretion, 
before a hearing examiner designated in 
accordance with section 11 of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedures Act. 

<c) Right to counsel. In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant 
or recipient and the agency shall have 
the right to be represented by counsel. 

<d) Procedures , evidence, and record. 
(1) The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be con¬ 
ducted In conformity with 5 U.S.C. 554- 
557 (sections 5-8 of the Administrative 
Procedures Act), and in accordance with 
such rules of procedures as are proper 
and not inconsistent with this section) 
relating to the conduct of the hearing, 
giving of notices subsequent to those 
provided for In paragraph (a) of this 
section, taking of testimony, exhibits, 
arguments and briefs, requests for find¬ 
ings. and other related matters. Both the 
agency and the applicant or recipient 
shall be entitled to introduce all relevant 
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evidence on the Issues as stated in the 
notice for hearing or as determined by 
the officer conducting the hearing at the 
outset of or during the hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence shall 
not apply to hearings conducted pursu¬ 
ant to this part, but rules or principles 
designed to assure production of the 
most credible evidence available and to 
subject testimony to test by cross-exam¬ 
ination shall be applied where reason¬ 
ably necessary by the officer conducting 
the hearing. The hearing officer may 
exclude irrelevant, immaterial, or unduly 
repetitious evidence. All documents and 
other evidence offered or taken for the 
record shall be open to examination by 
the parties and opportunity shall be 
given to refute facts and arguments ad¬ 
vanced on either side of the Issues. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence except to the extent the substance 
thereof is stipulated for the record. All 
decisions shall be based upon the hear¬ 
ing record and written findings shall be 
made. 

<e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this part with respect to two or more 
programs to which this part applies, or 
noncompliance with this part and the 
regulations of one or more other Federal 
departments or agencies issued under 
title VI of the Act. the Director of the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness may. 
by agreement with such other depart¬ 
ments or agencies where applicable, pro¬ 
vide for the conduct of consolidated or 
Joint hearings, and for the application to 
such hearings of rules of procedures not 
inconsistent with tills part. Pinal deci¬ 
sions in such cases, insofar as this part is 
concerned, shall be made in accordance 
with 8 1704.14. 

§1701.14 DcrUion* «tid noticr*. 

<a> Decision bp person other than the 
responsible agency official. If the hearing 
Is held by a hearing examiner such hear¬ 
ing examiner shall either make an ini¬ 
tial decision. If so authorized, or certify 
the entire record Including his recom¬ 
mended findings and proposed decision 
to the responsible agency official for a 
fhaal decision, a copy of such initial deci¬ 
sion or certification shall be mailed to the 
applicant or recipient Where the initial 
decision is made by the hearing exam¬ 
iner the applicant or recipient may with¬ 
in 30 days of the mailing of such notice 
of initial decision file with the responsi¬ 
ble agency official his exceptions to the 
initial decision, with his reasons there¬ 
for. In the absence of exceptions, the 
responsible agency official may on his 
own motion within 45 days after the 
Initial decision serve on the applicant or 
recipient a notice that he will review the 
decision. Upon tiic filing of such excep¬ 
tions or of such notice of review the re¬ 
sponsible agency official shall review the 
initial decision and Issue his own deci¬ 
sion thereon Including the reasons there¬ 
for. In the absence of either exceptions 
or a notice of review the Initial decision 
shall constitute the final decision of the 
responsible agency official. 
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<b) Decisions on record or review by 
the responsible agency official. Whenever 
a record is certified to the responsible 
agency official for decision or he reviews 
the decision of a hearing examiner pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (a) of this section, 
or whenever be conducts the hearing, the 
applicant or recipient sh&ll be given rea¬ 
sonable opportunity to file with him 
briefs or other written statements of its 
contentions, and a copy of his final deci¬ 
sion shall be given in writing to the ap¬ 
plicant or recipient and to the complain¬ 
ant, II any. 

(c) Decisions on record where a hear¬ 
ing is waived. Whenever a hearing Is 
waived pursuant to 8 1704.13(a) a deci¬ 
sion shall be made by the responsible 
agency official on tlie record and a copy 
of such decision shall be given in writing 
to the applicant or recipient, and to the 
complainant, if any. 

<d) Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing officer or responsible agency 
official shall set forth his rulings on each 
finding, conclusion, or exception pre¬ 
sented, and shall identify the require¬ 
ment or requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to this part with which it is 
found that the applicant or recipient has 
failed to comply. 

(e> Approval by Director. Any final de¬ 
cision of a responsible agency official 
(other than the Director of the agency) 
which provides for the suspension or ter¬ 
mination of, or the refusal to grant or 
continue Federal financial assistance, or 
the imposition of any other sanction 
available under this part of the Act. 
shall promptly be transmitted to the Di¬ 
rector of the Office of Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness who may approve such deci¬ 
sion. may vacate it, or remit or mitigate 
any sanction imposed. 

(I) Content of orders. The final deci¬ 
sion may provide for suspension or 
termination of. or refusal to grant or 
continue Federal financial assistance, in 
whole or in part, under tlie program in¬ 
volved. and may contain such terms, 
conditions, and other provisions as are 
consistent with and will effectuate the 
purposes of the Act and this part, includ¬ 
ing provisions designed to assure that no 
Federal financial assistance will there¬ 
after be extended under such program 
to the applicant or recipient determined 
by such decision to be In default in its 
performance of an assurance given by it 
pursuant to this part, or to have other¬ 
wise failed to comply with this port, 
unless and until it corrects its noncom- 
pUance and satisfies the Director of the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness that it 
will fully comply with this port. 

(g) Post termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall be restored 
to full eligibility to receive Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance if it satisfies the terms 
and conditions of that order for such 
eligibility or if it brings itself into com¬ 
pliance with this part and provides 
reasonable assurance that it will fully 
comply with this part. An elementAry or 
secondary school or school system which 
is unable to file and assurance of compli¬ 


ance with 8 1704.5 shall be restored vi 
full eligibility to receive Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance, iX it files a court order or 
a plan for desegregation which meets tbe 
requirements of 8 1704.8. and provides 
reasonable assurance that it will comply 
with this court order or plan. 

(2) Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (I) of this section 
above may at any time request the re¬ 
sponsible agency official to restore fully 
its eligibility to receive Federal financial 
assistance. Any such request shall be 
supported by information showing that 
the applicant or recipient has met the 
requirements of subparagraph (1) of this 
paragraph. If the responsible agency offi¬ 
cial determines that those requirements 
have been satisfied, he shall restore such 
eligibility. 

(3) If the responsible agency official 
denies any such request, the applicant 
or recipient may submit a request for 
a hearing in writing, specifying why It 
believes such official to have been in error. 
It shall thereupon be given an expedi¬ 
tious hearing, with a decision on Uie 
record, in accordance with rules of pro¬ 
cedure Issued by the responsible agency 
official. The applicant or recipient will 
be restored to such eligibility if it proves 
at such a hearing that It satisfied the 
requirements of subparagraph a) of this 
paragraph. While proceedings under this 
paragraph are pending, the sanctions 
Imposed by the order Issued under para¬ 
graph (f> of this section shall remain 
in effect. 

§ 1704.15 Judicial review. 

Action taken pursuant to section 602 
of the Act is subject to Judicial review as 
provided in section 603 of the Act. 

§ 1704.16 Effect on other ffgslaliofl*; 
form* and instruction*. 

(a) Effect on other regulations All 
regulations, orders, or like directions 
heretofore issued by any officer of tlie 
Office of Emergency Preparedness which 
impose requirements designed to prohibit 
any discrimination against Individuals 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, under any program to which this 
part applies, and which authorize the 
suspension or termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance to any applicant for or recipi¬ 
ent of such assistance under such pro¬ 
gram for failure to comply with such 
requirements, are hereby superseded to 
the extent that such discrimination is 
prohibited by this part, except that noth¬ 
ing In this part shall be deemed to relieve 
any person of any obligation assumed 
or imposed under any such superseded 
regulation, order, instruction, or like di¬ 
rection prior to the effective date of this 
part. Nothing in this part, however, shall 
be deemed to supersede Executive Orders 
10925, 11114, and 11246 (including future 
amendments thereof and regulate 
issued thereunder, or any other regula¬ 
tions or instructions, insofar as such 
regulations, or instructions prohibit dis¬ 
crimination on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin in any program or situ¬ 
ation to which this part Is Inapplicable, 
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or prohibit discrimination on any other 

ground- 

ib) Forms and instructions. Each re¬ 
sponsible agency official shall issue and 
promptly make available to interested 
persons forms and detailed Instructions 
and procedures for effectuating; this part 
applied to programs to which this part 
applies and for which he is responsible. 

<c> Supervision and coordination. (1) 
The Director of the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness may from time to time 
assign to officials of other departments 
or agencies of the Government with the 
consent of such departments or agencies, 
responsibilities in connection with the 
effectuation of the purpose of title VI of 
the Act and this part (other than re¬ 
sponsibility for final decision as provided 
in 8 1704.14). including the achievement 
of effective coordination and maximum 
uniformity within the agency and within 
the executive branch of the Government 
In the application of title VI and this 
part to similar programs and in similar 
situations. 

<2) Any action taken, determination 
made, or requirement Imposed by an offi¬ 
cial of another Department or agency 
acting pursuant to an assignment of re¬ 
sponsibility under this subsection shall 
have the same effect as though such 
action had been taken by the responsible 
official of this agency.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

Pursuant to recommendations of the 
Interagency Committee for Uniform 
Title VI Regulation Amendments for the 
purpose of putting into effect clarifica¬ 
tions to the regulations enacted pursuant 
to Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
Part 18, Chapter I of Title 38, Code of 
Federal Regulations—Nondiscrimination 
in Federally-Assisted Programs of the 
Veterans Administration—Effectuation 
of Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
is being amended. 

The amendments arc as follows: 

1. Section 18.2 is revised to read as fol¬ 
lows: 

§ 13.2 Application of tlii* port. 

This part applies to any program for 
which Federal financial assistance Is au¬ 
thorized under a law administered by the 
Veteran* Administration, including the 
federally-assisted programs and activi¬ 
ties listed in Appendix A to this part. It 
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applies to money paid, property trans¬ 
ferred. or other Federal financial assist¬ 
ance extended under any such program 
after the effective date of this part pur¬ 
suant to an application approved prior to 
such effective date. This part does not 
apply to (a) any Federal financial assist¬ 
ance by way of Insurance or guaranty 
contracts, <b> money paid, property 
transferred, or other assistance extended 
under any such program before the effec¬ 
tive date of this part. <c) any assistance 
to any individual who is the ultimate 
beneficiary under any such program, or 
<d) any employment practice, under any 
such program, of any employer, employ¬ 
ment agency, or labor organisation, ex¬ 
cept to the extent described In 8 18.3. The 
fact that a program or activity is not 
listed in Appendix A to this part shall 
not mean. If title VI of the Act Is other¬ 
wise applicable, that such program is not 
covered. Other programs under statutes 
now In force or hereinafter enacted may 
be added to Appendix A to this part by 
notice published in the Federal Register. 

2. In 8 18.3. paragraph <b> is amended 
to read as follows: 

§ 18.3 Discrimination prohibited. 

• • • • • 

<b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited. (1) A recipient under any 
program to which this part applies may 
not. directly or through contractual or 
other arrangements, on grounds of race, 
color, or national origin: 

(1) Deny an individual any service, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

ill) Provide any service, financial aid. 
or other benefit to an individual which 
is different, or is provided In a different 
manner, from that provided to others 
under the program; 

(ill) Subject an individual to segrega¬ 
tion or separate treatment in any matter 
related to his receipt of any service, fi¬ 
nancial aid. or other benefit under the 
program:

(v) Treat an individual differently 
from others In determining whether he 
satisfies any admission, enrollment, 
quota, eligibility, membership or other 
requirement or condition which Individ¬ 
uals must meet in order to be provided 
any service, financial aid, or other benefit 
provided under the program. 

<vi) Deny a person an opportunity to 
participate in the program through the 
provision of services or otherwise or af¬ 
ford him an opportunity to do so which 
is different from that afforded others 
under the program. 

(vii) Deny a person the opportunity 
to participate as a member of a planning 
or advisory body which is an integral 
part of the progrtun. 

(2) A recipient, in determining the 
types of services, financial aid. or other 
benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to whom, or the sit- 
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nations in which, such services, financial 
aid. other benefits, or facilities will be 
provided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to be afforded an 
opportunity to participate in any such 
program, may not, directly or through 
contractual or other arrangements, uti¬ 
lize criteria or methods of administra¬ 
tion which have the effect of subjecting 
individuals to discrimination because of 
their race, color, or national origin, or 
have the effect of defeating or substanti¬ 
ally impairing accomplishment of the 
objectives of the program with respect to 
individuals of a particular race, color, or 
national origin. 

(3) In determining the site or loca¬ 
tion of facilities, a recipient or applicant 
may not make selections with the pur¬ 
pose or effect of excluding individuals 
from, denying them the benefits of, or 
subjecting them to discrimination under 
any program to which this part applies 
on the grounds of race, color or national 
origin: or with the purpose or effect 
of defeating or substantially Impairing 
the accomplishment of the objectives of 
the Act or this part. 

<4> As used in this section the services, 
financial aid. or other benefits provided 
under a program receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance shall be deemed to 
include any service, financial aid. or 
other benefit provided in or through a 
facility provided with the aid of Federal 
financial assistance. 

(5) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this para¬ 
graph does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition in paragraph (a) of this 
section. 

(6) <i> In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient has previ¬ 
ously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national ori¬ 
gin. the recipient must take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of prior 
discrimination. 

<ii) Even in the absence of such prior 
discrimination, a recipient in administer¬ 
ing a program may take affirmative ac¬ 
tion to overcome the effects of conditions 
which resulted in limiting participation 
by persons of a particular race, color or 
national origin.

(a) General. (I) Every application for 
Federal financial assistance to carry out 
a program to which this part applies, 
except a program to which paragraph 
(b) of this section applies, and every 
application for Federal financial assist¬ 
ance to provide a facility shall, as a 
condition to its approval and the ex¬ 
tension of any Federal financial assist¬ 
ance pursuant to the application, contain 
or be accompanied by on assurance that 
the program will be conducted or the 
facility operated In compliance with all 
requirements imposed by or pursuant to 
this part.

if such school or school system (1) is 
subject to a final order of a court of the 
United States for the desegregation of 
such school or school system, and pro¬ 
vides an assurance that it will comply 
with such order, Including any future 
modification of such order, or (2) sub¬ 
mits a plan for the desegregation of such 


school or school system which the re¬ 
sponsible agency official determines Is 
adequate to accomplish the purposes of 
the Act and this part, at the earliest 
practicable time, and provides reason¬

ILLUSTRATIVE APPLICATIONS 

The following examples, without being ex¬ 
haustive, wUl illustrate the application of 
the nondiscrimination provisions to certain 
grants of the Veterans Administration. (In 
all cases the discrimination prohibited Is 
discrimination on the grounds of race, color, 
or national origin prohibited by tlUe VI of 
the Act and this part, as a condition of the 
receipt of Federal financial assistance.) 

(a) In grants which support the provision 
of health or welfare services for veterans in 
State homes, discrimination in the selection 
or eligibility of Individuals to receive the 
services, and'segregation or other discrimina¬ 
tory practices In the manner of providing 
them, are prohibited. This prohibition ex¬ 
tends to all facilities and service* provided 
by the State as grantee under the program or 
by a political subdivision of the State. It 
extends also to service* purchased or other¬ 
wise obtained by the grantee (or political 
subdivision) from hospitals, nursing homes, 
schools, and similar Institutions for bene¬ 
ficiaries of the program, and to the facilities 
in which such services are provided, subject, 
however, to the provisions of f 18 3(c). 

(b) In grants to assist In the construction 
of facilities for the provision of health or 
welfare services assurances will be required 
that services will be provided without dis¬ 
crimination, to the same extent that dis¬ 
crimination would be prohibited as a condi¬ 
tion of Federal operating grants for the sup¬ 
port of such services. Thus, ss a condition of 
grants for the construction of a State home 
for furnishing nursing home care, assurance* 
will be required that there will be no dis¬ 


crimination in the admission or treatment of 
patient*. In the case of such grants the assur¬ 
ance will apply to patients, to interns, resi¬ 
dents. student nurses, and other trainees, and 
to the privilege of physicians, dentists, and 
other professionally qualified persons to prac¬ 
tice In the nursing home, and will apply to 
the entire facility for whtch, or for a part of 
which, the grant is made, and to facilities 
operated in connection therewith. 

(c) Upon transfers of real or personal sur¬ 
plus property for health or educational uses, 
discrimination is prohibited to the same ex¬ 
tent as in the case of grant* for the construc¬ 
tion of facilities or the provision of equip¬ 
ment for like purposes. 

(d) A recipient may not take action that 
1* calculated to bring about in directly what 
this part forbids It to accomplish directly. 
Thus a State, in selecting or approving proj¬ 
ect* or site* for the construction of a nurs¬ 
ing home which will receive Federal financial 
assistance, may not base It* selections or ap¬ 
provals on criteria whtch have the effect of 
defeating or of substantially impairing ac¬ 
complishment of the objectives of the Federal 
assistance program with respect to individ¬ 
uals of a particular race, color, or national 
origin.

On June 2. 1972. the Environmental 
Protection Agency published (37 FR 
11072) proposed regulations to imple¬ 
ment title VI of the Civil Rights Act 
of 1964. 42 U.S.C. 2000d ct seq. The reg¬ 
ulations now promulgated as final reg¬ 
ulations. after approval by the President 
pursuant to statutory requirement, re¬ 
flect changes which hive been made to 
the proposed regulations as a result of 
public comment which was received. 

A provision has been added to 5 7.8(e) 
to permit the Agency to promise that a 
complainant’s name will be kept con¬ 
fidential, within certain limits. In ad¬ 
dition. $ 7.7(b) has been modified so 
that compliance reports may be required 
of applicants for financial assistance as 
well as recipients, which has been EPA 
practice. A number of minor changes 
and technical corrections have also been 
made. For administrative reasons, these 
regulations, which were published as 
proposed regulations for part 5 of title 40 
are published as final regulations in part 
7 of that tiUe. 


Effective date. The regulations of this 
part 7 shall become effective August 6, 
1973, with respect to ail grants awarded 
and assistance extended on or after such 
date. Grants awarded and assistance ex¬ 
tended before such effective date shall 
continue to be governed by prior un¬ 
codified regulations and procedures (see 
37 FR 11072), unless this part 7 is made 
applicable to such grants and assistance 
through a grant amendment or written 
agreement with the recipient.

§ 7,1 PurpofMr. 

The purpose of this part is to effectu¬ 
ate title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 (hereinafter referred to as the Act) 
to the end that no person in the United 
States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin, be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in. be denied the benefits of, or 
be subjected to discrimination under any 
program or activity receiving financial 
assistance from the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA). 

§ 7.2 l><*fmilionn. 

Unless the context requires otherwise, 
as used in this part the term: 

(a) “Administrator” means the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency or, except in 17.11(e), 
any other Agency official who by dele¬ 
gation may exercise the Administrator s 
authority. 

(b) “Agency” means the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency and includes 
each and all of its organizational com¬ 
ponents. 

<c) “Applicant” means one who sub¬ 
mits an application, subagreement, re¬ 
quest, plan, or any other document re¬ 
quired to be approved by the Administra¬ 
tor. or by a primary recipient, as a con¬ 
dition to eligibility for Federal financial 
assistance, and “application” means such 
an application, subagreement, request, 
plan, or any other such document. 

(d> “Faculty” includes all or any part 
of structures, equipment, or other real 
or personal property or interests therein, 
and the term “provision of facilities ’ 
includes the construction, expansion, 
renovation, remodeling, alteration or 
acquisition of faculties.

«*> “Federal financial assistance” in¬ 
cludes: 

(1) Grants. loans, and advances of 
Federal funds; 

(2) The grant or donation of Federal 
property and interests In property; 

(3) The detail of Federal personnel; 

(4) The sale or lease of. or the permis¬ 
sion to use (on other than a casual or 
transient basis). Federal property or any 
interest In such property without con¬ 
sideration. or for less than adequate con¬ 
sideration for the purpose of assisting 
the recipient, or in recognition of the 
public interest to be served by such a 
sale or lease to the recipient; and 

(5) Any Federal agreement, arrange¬ 
ment. or other contract which has as one 
of Its purposes the provision of assist¬ 
ance. 

(f) "Primary recipient" means any 
recipient which is authorized or required 
to extend Federal financial assistance to 
another recipient for the purpose of 
carrying out a program for which it re¬ 
ceives Federal financial assistance. 

(g) "Program” Includes any program, 
project, or activity for the provision of 
services, financial assistance, or other 
benefits to individuals (Including educa¬ 
tion or training, health, welfare, hous¬ 
ing, rehabilitation, or other services, 
whether provided through employees of 
the recipient of Federal financial assist¬ 
ance or provided by others through con¬ 
tracts or other arrangements with the 
recipient, and including work opportuni¬ 
ties or other assistance to Individuals), 
or for the provisions of facilities for 
furnishing services, financial assistance, 
or other benefits to individuals. The serv¬ 
ices. financial assistance, or other ben¬ 
efits provided under a program receiving 
Federal financial assistance shall be 
deemed to Include <1) any services, fi¬ 
nancial assistance, or other benefits pro¬ 
vided with the aid of Federal financial 
assistance or with the aid of any non- 
federal funds, property, or other re¬ 
sources required to be expended or made 
available for the program to meet match¬ 
ing requirements or other conditions 
which must be met In order to receive the 
Federal financial assistance, and (11) 
any services, financial assistance, or 
other benefits provided in or through a 
facility provided with the aid of Federal 
financial assistance or such non-federal 
resources. 

(h) "Recipient" means any State, or 
any political subdivision or instrumen¬ 
tality thereof, any public or private 
agency, institution, organization, or other 
entity, or any Individual, in any State to 
which or whom Federal financial assist¬ 
ance Is extended, directly or through 
another recipient, for any program, or 
who otherwise participates in carrying 
out such program, including any succes¬ 
sor, assignee, or transferee thereof, but 
such term does not Include any ultimate 
beneficiary under any such program. 

<i> “State” means any State of the 
United States, the District of Columbia. 
Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, Ameri¬ 
can Samoa, Guam. Wake Island, the 
Canal Zone, or any territory ~r posses¬ 
sion of the United States. 
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§ 7.3 Applicability. 

(a) This port applies to any program 
for which Federal financial assistance Is 
authorized under a statute administered 
by the Agency, including all EPA grant 
programs and activities (including, but 
not limited to. those listed in 40 CFR 
30.301-4 ) and assistance under the Uni¬ 
form Relocation Assistance and Land Ac¬ 
quisition Policies Act of 1970, 42 U.S.C. 
4621 et seq. and the Disaster Relief Act 
of 1970, 42 U.S.C. 4401 et seq. It applies 
to any such program or activity to which 
money was paid, properly transferred, or 
other Federal financial assistance ex¬ 
money was paid, property transferred, or 
other Federal financial assistance ex¬ 
tended after the effective date of this 
part including assistance extended pur¬ 
suant to an application approved prior 
to the effective date. This part does not 
apply to: (1) Any program funded only 
by Federal financial assistance by way 
of Insurance or guaranty. <2) any such 
program to which money was paid, prop¬ 
erty transferred, or other assistance ex¬ 
tended only before the effective date of 
this part except where such assistance 
was subject to the title VI regulations 
of an agency whose responsibilities are 
now exercised by this Agency, <3) any 
assistance to any individual who is the 
ultimate beneficiary under any such pro¬ 
gram. or (4) any employment practice 
under any such program of any employer, 
employment agency, or labor organiza¬ 
tion. except as provided in § 7.4(c). 

§ 7.4 Diftcrimination pruliibiiril. 

(a) General. No person in the United 
States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin, be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation in. be denied the benefits of. 
or be subjected to discrimination under 
any program or activity to which this 
part applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited . (1) A recipient under any 
program or activity to which this port 
applies may not, directly or Indirectly, 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin: 

(1) Deny a person any service, finan¬ 
cial assistance, or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

(ii) Provide to a person any service, 
financial assistance, or other benefit 
which is different, or is provided in a 
different manner, from that provided to 
others under the program: 

(lil> Subject a person to segregation or 
separate treatment In any matter related 
to his receipt of any service, financial 
assistance, or oilier benefit under the 
program: 

(iv) Restrict a person in any way in 
the enjoyment of any advantage or privi¬ 
lege enjoyed by others receiving any sen - 
ice. financial assistance, or other benefit 
under the program; 

<v) Treat a person differently from 
others In determining whether he satis¬ 
fies any admission, enrollment, quota, 
eligibility, membership, or other require¬ 
ment or condition which persons must 
meet In order to be provided any service, 
financial assistance, or other benefit pro¬ 
vided under the program: 
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(vi* Deny a person an opportunity to 
participate in the program through the 
provision of services (or otherwise) or 
afford him an opportunity to participate 
in a manner different from that afforded 
others: or 

(vii) Deny a person the opportunity 
to participate as a member of any plan¬ 
ning or advLsory body which Is an Inte¬ 
gral part of the program 

(2) A recipient in determining the 
types of services, financial assistance, or 
other benefits or facilities which will be 
provided under any such program or the 
class of persons to whom, or the situa¬ 
tions in which such services, financial as¬ 
sistance. other benefits, or facilities will 
be provided under any such program, or 
the class of persons to be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to participate tn any such pro¬ 
gram may not, directly or indirectly, uti¬ 
lize criteria or methods of administration 
which have or may have the effect of sub¬ 
jecting a person to discrimination be¬ 
cause of race, color, or national origin, or 
which have or may have the effect of de¬ 
feating or substantially impairing ac¬ 
complishment of the objectives of the 
program or activity with respect to Indi¬ 
viduals of a particular race, color, or 
national origin. 

(3) In any program receiving financial 
assistance in the form, or for acquisition, 
of real property or an Interest in real 
property, to the extent that rights to 
space on, over, or under any such prop¬ 
erty are included as part of the program 
receiving that assistance, the nondis¬ 
crimination requirement of this part 
shall extend to any facility located wholly 
or In part in that space during the period 
of time stated In 5 7.6(a) (2). 

(4) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination in this para¬ 
graph docs not limit the generality of the 
prohibition In paragraph (a) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

(c) Employment practices. Cl) Where 
a primary objective of a program receiv¬ 
ing Federal financial assistance to which 
this part applies is to provide employ¬ 
ment. a recipient or other person or en¬ 
tity subject to this part shall not dis¬ 
criminate. directly or indirectly, on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin 
in its employment practices under such 
program. Employment practices include 
recruitment, recruitment advertising em¬ 
ployment, layoff, termination, firing, up¬ 
grading. demotion, transfer, rates of pay. 
or other forms of compensation or bene¬ 
fits, selection for training or apprentice¬ 
ship, use of facilities, and treatment of 
employee*. Each recipient shall take af¬ 
firmative steps to insure tliat applicants 
are employed and employees arc treated 
during employment without regard to 
race, color, or national origin. Where this 
part applies to construction employment, 
the applicable requirements shall be 
those specified in or pursuant to Part III 
of Executive Order 1124G. as amended, or 
any Executive order which may super¬ 
sede it. 

(2> In regard to Federal financial as¬ 
sistance which does not have providing 
employment as a primary objective, the 
provisions of paragraph (c)(1) of this 
section apply to the employment prac- 
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tices of the recipient if discrimination on 
the ground of race, color, or national ori¬ 
gin in such employment practices tends, 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, to exclude persons from partici¬ 
pation in. to deny them the benefits of. 
or to subject them to discrimination 
under the program receiving Federal 
financial assistance. In any such case, 
the provisions of paragraph ic) (1) of 
this section shall apply to the extent 
necessary to assure equality of opportu¬ 
nity to and nondiscriminatory treat¬ 
ment of beneficiaries. 

(d) Site selection . A recipient may not 
make a selection of a site or location of 
a facility if the purpose of that selection, 
or its effect when made, is to exclude in¬ 
dividuals from participation in. to deny 
them the benefits of, or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program or 
activity to which this rule applies, on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin. 

(e) Construction projects . An EPA 
grantee of funds for the location, design, 
or construction of a demonstration facil¬ 
ity or sewage treatment plant may not 
deny access to. or use of, the facility be¬ 
ing constructed or the system of which 
It is a part of any person on the basis of 
race, color, or national origin. 

§ 7.5 Affirmative action. 

<a) Each applicant or recipient must 
take reasonable steps to remove or over¬ 
come the consequences of prior discrimi¬ 
nation and to accomplish the purposes of 
the Act where previous practice or usage 
has in purpose or effect tended to exclude 
individuals from participation in. deny 
them the benefits of. or subject them to 
discrimination under any program or ac¬ 
tivity to which this part applies, on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin. 

<b> Even in the absence of such prior 
discrimination, a recipient in adminis¬ 
tering a program may take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of condi¬ 
tions which resulted in limiting partic¬ 
ipation by. or denying benefits to. persons 
of a particular race, color, or national 
origin. 

§ 7.6 AMuranrpA required. 

(a) General. (1> Form of assurance. 
Every application for Federal financial 
assistance to a program to which this 
part applies and every application for 
Federal financial assistance to provide a 
facility shall, as a condition to its ap¬ 
proval and the extension of any Federal 
financial assistance pursuant to the ap¬ 
plication. contain or be accompanied by 
an assurance that the program will be 
conducted or the facility operated In 
compliance with all requirements im¬ 
posed by or pursuant to this part, and 
that the applicant shall take affirmative 
steps to insure equal opportunity and 
shall periodically evaluate its perform¬ 
ance. Like assurances will be required of 
subgrantees, contractors and subcontrac¬ 
tors. transferees, successors in interest, 
and other participants in the program. 
Any such assurance shall include provi¬ 
sions which express consent to Judicial 
enforcement by the United States, 

<2> Duration of assurance . In cases 
where the Federal financial assistance 
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is to provide or is in the form of either 
personal property or real property or 
any interest therein or structure there¬ 
on, the assurance shall obligate the re¬ 
cipient or in the case of a subsequent 
transfer, the transferee, for the period 
during which the property is used for 
any purpose for which the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance is or wto extended 
or for another purpose involving the pro¬ 
vision of similar services or benefits, or 
for as long as the recipient retains own¬ 
ership or possession of the property, 
whichever is longer. In all other cases 
the assurance shall obligate the recipi¬ 
ent for the period during which Federal 
financial assistance is extended to the 
program. 

<3) Assistance for construction. In the 
case where the assistance is sought for 
the construction of a facility, or a part 
of a facility, the assurance shall in any 
event extend to the entire facility and to 
facilities operated in connection there¬ 
with. In particular, if a facility to be 
constructed is part of a larger system, 
the assurance shall extend to the larger 
system. 

(4) Assistance through transfer of real 
property. Where Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is provided in the form of a trans¬ 
fer from the Federal Government of real 
property, structures, any Improvements 
thereon, or any interest therein, the in¬ 
strument effecting or recording the 
transfer shall contain a covenant run¬ 
ning with the land assuring nondiscrim¬ 
ination for the period for which the real 
property is used for a purpose for which 
the Federal financial assistnace is or was 
extended or for another purpose involv¬ 
ing the provision of similar services or 
benefits. Where no transfer of property 
or an interest therein from the Federal 
Government is involved, but property is 
acquired or improved under a program 
of Federal financial assistance, the re¬ 
cipient shall agree to include such a 
covenant in any subsequent transfer of 
such property. When the property is ob¬ 
tained from the Federal Government, 
the covenant may also include a condi¬ 
tion coupled with a right to be reserved 
by the Agency to revert title to the prop¬ 
erty in the event of a breach of the cov¬ 
enant. Such a condition and right of 
reverter may be included in covenants 
for any grants or other assistance that 
the Administrator in his discretion 
deems appropriate for such treatment. 
In such event if a transferee of real 
property proposes to mortgage or oth¬ 
erwise encumber the real property as se¬ 
curity for financing construction of new, 
or improvement of existing, facilities on 
such property for the purposes for which 
the property was transferred, the Ad¬ 
ministrator may agree, upon request of 
the transferee and if necessary to ac¬ 
complish such financing, and upon such 
conditions as he deems appropriate, to 
subordinate such right of reversion to 
the lien of such mortgage or other en¬ 
cumbrance. 

(b) Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State agency 
to carry out a program involving con¬ 
tinuing Federal financial assistance to 
which this part applies shall, as a con¬ 


dition to its approval and the extension 
of any Federal financial assistance pur¬ 
suant to the application, (I) contain or 
be accompanied by a statement that that 
program is (or. in the case of a new pro¬ 
gram. will be) conducted in compliance 
with all requirements Imposed by or un¬ 
der this part, and (2) provide or be ac¬ 
companied by provision for such methods 
of administration for the program as are 
found by the Administrator to give rea¬ 
sonable assurance that the applicant and 
all recipients of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance under such program will comply 
with all requirements imposed by or un¬ 
der this part. 

(c) Assurances from educational in¬ 
stitutions. In the case of any application 
for Federal financial assistance to an 
Institution of higher education, the as¬ 
surance required by this section shall ex¬ 
tend to admission practices and to all 
other practices relating to the treatment 
of students. 

§ 7.7 Compliance information. 

(a> Cooperation and assistance . Each 
responsible Agency official shall seek the 
cooperation of recipients and applicants 
in obtaining compliance with this part 
and shall provide assistance and guid¬ 
ance to recipients and applicants to help 
them comply voluntarily with this part. 

<b) Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent or applicant shall keep such records 
and submit to the responsible Agency 
official or his designee timely, complete, 
and accurate compliance reports at such 
times, in such form, and containing such 
Information, as the responsible Agency 
official or his designee may determine to 
be necessary or useful to enable the 
Agency to ascertain whether the recipi¬ 
ent or applicant has compiled or is com¬ 
plying with this part. Recipients and ap¬ 
plicants shall have available for Agency 
officials on request racial/ethnic and na¬ 
tional origin data showing the extent to 
which minorities are or will be bene¬ 
ficiaries of the assistance. In the case of 
any program under which a primary re¬ 
cipient extends or will extend Federal 
financial assistance to any other recipi¬ 
ent such other recipient shall submit 
such compliance reports to the primary 
recipient as may be necessary or useful 
to enable the primary recipient to earn* 
out its obligations as a recipient or ap¬ 
plicant under this part. 

(c) Access to source of information 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
responsible Agency official or his designee 
during normal business hours to such of 
Its facilities, books, records, accounts, ami 
other sources of information as may be 
relevant to a determination of whether 
or not the recipient is complying with 
this port. Where any information re¬ 
quired of a recipient is in the exclusive 
possession of any other agency, institu¬ 
tion. or person and such agency, institu¬ 
tion. or person fails or refuses to furnish 
this information, the recipient shall so 
certify In its report and shall set forth 
what efforts it had made to obtain the 
information. 

(d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants . Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries. 
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and other Interested persons any In¬ 
formation pertinent to the provisions of 
this part and its applicability to the pro¬ 
gram receiving Federal financial assist¬ 
ance which Is necessary or useful to ap¬ 
prise such persons of the protections 
against discrimination assured them by 
the Act and by this part. 

§ 7.8 Investigation*. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
Administrator shall from time to time 
review the practices of recipients to de¬ 
termine whether they are complying 
with this part. 

tb) Complaints . Any person or entity 
who believes himself or any specific class 
of persons to be subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion prohibited by this part may by him¬ 
self or by a representative file with the 
Administrator a written complaint. This 
complaint should be filed as promptly as 
possible after the date of the alleged dis¬ 
crimination. 

(c) Investigations. The Administrator 
will make a prompt investigation when¬ 
ever a compliance review, report, com¬ 
plaint, or any other Information indi¬ 
cates a possible failure to comply with 
this part. The Investigation will Include, 
where appropriate, a review’ of the perti¬ 
nent practices and policies of the recip¬ 
ient. the circumstances under which 
the possible noncompliance with this part 
occurred, and other factors relevant to a 
determination of whether the recipient 
has failed to comply with this part 

(d> Resolution of investigations. (1) 
If an investigation Indicates a failure to 
comply with this part, the Administrator 
will so inform the recipient and com¬ 
plainant. if any. in writing, and the mat¬ 
ter will be resolved by informal means 
whenever possible. If the Administrator 
determines that the matter cannot be 
resolved by Informal means, action will 
be taken as provided for in 8 7.9. 

(2) If an Investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to paragraph 
<dMl) of this section, the Administrator 
will so inform the recipient and com¬ 
plainant. if any. In writing. 

fe) Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. No recipient or other person 
shall intimidate, threaten, coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any individual for the 
purpose of interfering with any right or 
privilege secured by the Act or by this 
part, or because he has made a com¬ 
plaint, testified, assisted, or participated 
in any manner In an investigation, pro¬ 
ceeding. or hearing under this part. The 
Administrator or his designee may agree 
to keep confidential the Identity of any 
complainant except to the extent that 
disclosure would be required by law in 
proceedings for the enforcement of this 
part. 

§ 7.9 Procedure for obtaining compli¬ 
ance. 

<a) General. If compliance with this 
part cannot be assured by informal 
means, compliance with this part shall 
be effected by termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal assistance 
in accordance with the procedures of 
paragraph (b) of this section, or by any 
other means authorised by law in accord¬ 
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ance with the procedures of paragraph 
(c) of this section. Such other means in¬ 
clude. but are not limited to. (!) a re¬ 
ferral of the matter to the Department 
of Justice with a recommendation that 
appropriate Judicial proceedings be 
brought to enforce any rights of the 
United States under any law or assurance 
or contractual undertaking, and (2) any 
applicable proceeding under State or 
local law. A decision to take action under 
this section shall conform with "Guide¬ 
lines for the enforcement of Title VI. 
CivU Rights Act of 1964." 28 CFR 50.3. 

(b) Procedure for termination or re¬ 
fusal to grant or continue assistance. 
An order terminating or refusing to grant 
or continue Federal assistance shall be¬ 
come effective only after: 

(1) The Administrator has advised the 
applicant or recipient of Its failure to 
comply and has determined that compli¬ 
ance cannot be secured by voluntary 
means; 

(2) There lias been an express finding 
on the record, after opportunity for hear¬ 
ing. of a failure by the applicant or recip¬ 
ient to comply with a requirement im¬ 
posed by or under this part; 

(3) The action has been approved by 
the Administrator pursuant to i 7.11(e); 
and 

(4) The expiration of 30 days after the 
Administrator has filed with the Com¬ 
mittee of the House and the Committee 
of the Senate having legislative jurisdic¬ 
tion over the program or activity In¬ 
volved. a full written report of the cir¬ 
cumstances and the grounds for such 
action. 

The termination or refusal to grant or 
continue assistance shall be limited to 
the particular political entity, or part 
thereof, or other recipient as to which 
a finding of noncompliance with title VI 
has been made and shall be limited In Us 
effect to the particular program or part 
thereof in which such noncompliance 
has been so found. 

(c) Other means authorized by law. 
No action to effect compliance with title 
VI of -the Act by any other means au¬ 
thorized by law slrnll be taken until: 

(1) The Administrator has determined 
that compliance cannot be secured by 
voluntary means, and the recipient or 
other person against whom action will 
be sought has been notified of such de¬ 
termination; and 

(2) The expiration of at least 10 days 
from the mailing of such notice to the 
recipient or such other person. During 
this period of at least 10 days, additional 
efforts may be made to persuade the re¬ 
cipient or such other person to take such 
corrective action as may be appropriate. 

§ 7.10 Hearing*. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by 17.9(b), reasonable notice 
shall be given by certified mail, return 
receipt requested, to the affected appli¬ 
cant or recipient. This notice shall fix a 
date not less than 3 weeks after the date 
of receipt of such notice within which 
the applicant or recipient may file with 
the Administrator a request In writing

that the matter be scheduled for hear¬ 
ing. An applicant or recipient may waive 
a hearing and submit written informa¬ 
tion and argument for the record. The 
failure of an applicant or recipient to re¬ 
quest a hearing under tills paragraph 
or to appear at a hearing for which a 
date has been set shall be deemed to be 
~ waiver of the right to a hearing under 
section 602 of th Act and f 7.9 ^b) and 
consent to the making of a decision on 
the basis of such information as is 
available. 

<b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Agency in Washington. D.C.. unless the 
Administrator determines that the con¬ 
venience of the applicant or recipient 
or of the Agency requires that another 
place be selected. Hearings shall be held 
at a time fixed by the Administrator be¬ 
fore a hearing examiner appointed in 
accordance with section 3105 of title 5.

(c) Right to counsel. In any proceeding 
under this section, the applicant or re¬ 
cipient and the Agency shall have the 
right to be represented by counsel. 

(d> Procedures . evidence . and record. 
(1) The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be 
conducted in conformity with 5 U.8.C. 
554-557 (1970). 

(2) Technical rules of evidence do not 
apply to hearings conducted pursuant to 
this part, but rules or principles designed 
to assure production of the most credible 
evidence available and to subject testi¬ 
mony to test by cross-examination shall 
be applied where reasonably necessary 
by the officer conducting the hearing. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence except to the extent the substance 
thereof is stipulated for the record. All 
decisions shall be based upon the hear¬ 
ing record and written findings shall be 
made. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. 
In cases in which the same or related 
facts are asserted to constitute either < l> 
noncompliance with this part with re¬ 
spect to two or more types of Federal 
financial assistance to which this part 
applies, or (2) noncompliance with both 
this part and the regulations of one or 
more other Federal departments or 
agencies issued under title VI of the Act. 
the Administrator may. by agreement 
where necessary with such other depart¬ 
ments or agencies, provide for the 
conduct of consolidated or Joint hearings, 
and for the application to such hearings 
of rules or procedures not inconsistent 
with this part. Final decisions in such 
cases, insofar as this Agency is concerned, 
shall be made in accordance with 8 7.11.

<a) Procedure on decisions by hearing 
examiner. The hearing examiner shall 
make an initial decision, including his 
recommended findings and proposed de¬ 
cision. and a copy of such initial decision 
shall be mailed by certified mall (return 
receipt requested) to the applicant or 
recipient. The applicant or recipient may. 
within 30 days after the receipt of such 
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notice of Initial decision, file with the 
Administrator his exceptions to the ini¬ 
tial decision, and his reasons therefor. 
In the absence of exceptions, the Ad¬ 
ministrator may. on Ills own motion, 
within 45 days after the initial decision, 
serve on the applicant or recipient a no¬ 
tice that he will review the decision.

(d> Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing examiner shall set forth his 
ruling on each finding, conclusion, or 
exception presented, and shall identify 
the requirement or requirements imposed 
by or pursuant to this part with which 
It is found that the applicant or recipient 
has failed to comply. 

<e) Approval by Administrator. Any 
decision by an official of the Agency, 
other than the Administrator personally, 
w’hich provides for the termination of. or 
the refusal to grant or continue, Federal 
financial assistance, or the imposition of 
any other sanction available under this 
part or the Act. shall promptly be trans¬ 
mitted to the Administrator personally. 
w r ho may approve such decision, vacate 
It. or remit or mitigate any sanction 
imposed. 

it) Content of orders. The final deci¬ 
sion may provide for termination of, 
or refusal to grant or continue. 
Federal financial assistance, in whole 
or in part, to the program involved 
and may contain such terms, con¬ 
ditions. and other provisions as 
arc consistent with and will effectuate 
the purpose of the Act and this part, 
including provisions designed to assure 
that no Federal financial assistance will 
thereafter be extended under such pro¬ 
gram to the applicant or recipient de¬ 
termined by such decision to have failed 
to comply w ith requirements imposed by 
or under tills part unless and until it 
corrects its noncompliance and satisfies 
the Administrator that it will fully 
comply with this part. 
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(g) Post-termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely 
affected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall be re¬ 
stored to full eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance from the Agency 
II it satisfies the terms and conditions of 
that order for such eligibility and brings 
itself into compliance with this part and 
provides reasonable assurance that it will 
fully comply with this part in the future. 

(2) Any applicant or recipient adverse¬ 
ly affected by an order entered pursuant 
to paragraph (f) of this section may at 
any time request the Administrator to re¬ 
store fully its eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance from the Agency. 
Any such request shall be supported by 
information showing that the applicant 
or recipient has met the requirements of 
paragraph (g)(1) of this section.

national origin under any program to 
which this part applies, and which au¬ 
thorize the termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance to any applicant for or re¬ 
cipient of such assistance under such 
program for failure to comply with such 
requirements, are hereby superseded to 
the extent that the discrimination 
against which they are directed Is pro¬ 
hibited by this part, except that nothing 
in this part shall relieve any person of 
any obligation assumed or Imposed un¬ 
der any such superseded regulations, 
order, or like direction before the effec¬ 
tive date of this part. Nothing in this 
part, however, supersedes any of the 
following (Including future amendments 


thereof): (1) Executive Order 11246 (3 
CFR 1965 Supp.. page 167) and regula¬ 
tions issued thereunder, or (2) any other 
orders, regulations, or instructions inso¬ 
far as such orders, regulations, or in¬ 
structions prohibit discrimination on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin 
in any program or situation to which 
this part is Inapplicable, or prohibit dis¬ 
crimination on any other ground. 

<b) Forms and instructions. The Ad¬ 
ministrator shall issue and promptly 
make available to all interested persons 
forms and detailed instructions and pro¬ 
cedures for effectuating this part as ap¬ 
plied to programs to which this part 
applies and for which he is responsible. 

(C> Supervision and coordination. The 
Administrator may from time to time 
assign to officials of the Agency, or to 
officials of other deportments or agen¬ 
cies of the government with the consent 
of such departments or agencies, respon¬ 
sibilities in connection with effectuation 
of the purposes of title VI of the Act and 
this part including the achievement of 
effective coordination and maximum 
uniformity within the Agency and with¬ 
in the Executive Branch of the govern¬ 
ment in the application of title VI and 
this part to similar programs and In 
similar situations. The Administrator 
may delegate in writing any function as¬ 
signed (other than responsibility for final 
decision as provided in 5 7.11) to him 
by the Act or by this port.

Accordingly, the proposed 
regulations are hereby adopted without 
change and are set forth below. 

These regulations shall 
be effective July 5. 1973.

In some situations even though past 
discriminatory practices have been aban¬ 
doned. the consequences of such prac¬ 
tices continue to impede the full avail¬ 
ability of a benefit. If the efforts required 
of the applicant or recipient under S101- 
6.200-4 to provide information as to the 
availability of the program or activity 
and the rights of beneficiaries under this 
subpart have failed to overcome these 
consequences, it will become necessary 
for such applicant or recipient to take 
additional steps to make the benefits 
fully available to racial and nationality 
groups previously subjected to discrimi¬ 
nation. This action might take the form, 
for example, of special arrangements for 
obtaining referrals or making selections 
which will ensure that groups previously 
subjected to discrimination are ade¬ 
quately served.

(1) to reduce the unemployment of such 
individuals or to help them through em¬ 
ployment to meet subsistence needs. (ii> 
to assist such individuals in meeting ex¬ 
penses incident to the commencement or 
continuation of their education or train¬ 
ing. or (tii> to provide work experience 
which contributes to the education or 
training of such individuals. Assistance 
given under the following laws has one 
of the above purposes as a primary ob¬ 
jective: Water Resources Research Act 
of 1964.

Federal financial assistance pursuant to 
the application, contain or be accom¬ 
panied by. an assurance that the pro¬ 
gram will be conducted or the facility 
operated in compliance with all require¬ 
ments imposed by or pursuant to this 
part.

In the case where the 
assistance is sought for the construction 
of a facility or part of a facility, the 
assurance shall in any event extend to 
the entire facility and to facilities op¬ 
erated in connection therewith. The 
Secretary shall specify the form of the 
foregoing assurances for each program, 
and the extent to which like assurances 
will be required of subgrantecs. contrac¬ 
tors and subcontractors, transferees, 
successors in interest, and other partici¬ 
pants in the program. Any such assur¬ 
ance shall include provisions which give 
the United States a right to seek its Judi¬ 
cial enforcement. 

(2) In the case where Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is provided in the form 
of a transfer of real property, structures, 
or improvements thereon, or interest 
therein, from the Federal Government, 
the instrument effecting or recording the 
transfer shall contain a covenant run¬ 
ning with the land assuring nondiscrim¬ 
ination for the period during which the 
real property is used for a purpose for 
which the Federal financial assistance 
is extended or for another purpose In¬ 
volving the provision of similar services 
or benefits. Where no transfer of prop¬ 
erty or interest therein from the Federal 


Government Is involved, but property is 
acquired or improved under a program 
of Federal financial assistance, the re¬ 
cipient shall agree to Include such cov¬ 
enant in any subsequent transfer of such 
property. When the property is obtained 
from the Federal Government, such cov¬ 
enant may also include a condition cou¬ 
pled with a right to be reserved by the 
Department to revert title to the prop¬ 
erty in the event of a breach of the cov¬ 
enant where, in the discretion of the 
Secretary, such a condition and right of 
reverter is appropriate to the program 
under which the real property Is obtained 
and to the nature of the grant and the 
grantee. In such event if a transferee of 
real property proposes to mortgage or 
otherw ise encumber the real property as 
security for financing construction of 
new. or improvement of existing facili¬ 
ties on such property for the purpose; 
for which the property was transferred 
the Secretary may agree, upon request of 
the transferee and if necessary to ac¬ 
complish such financing, and upon such 
conditions as he deems appropriate, to 
subordinate such right of reversion to 
the lien of such mortgage or other en¬ 
cumbrance.

to be necessary to enable him to ascer¬ 
tain whether the recipient has complied 
or Is complying with this part. In gen¬ 
eral, recipients should have available 
for the Department racial and ethnic 
data showing the extent to which mem¬ 
bers of minority groups are beneficiaries 
of Federally assisted programs. In the 
case of any program under which a pri¬ 
mary recipient extends Federal financial 
distance to any other recipient, such 
other recipient shall also submit such 
compliance reports to the primary re¬ 
cipient as may be necessary to enable 
the primary recipient to carry out Its ob¬ 
ligations under this part. 

<c) Access to sources of information. 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
Secretary or his designee during normal 
business hours to such of its books, rec¬ 
ords, accounts, and other sources of in¬ 
formation, and its facilities as may be 
pertinent to ascertain compliance with 
this part. Where any Information re¬ 
quired of a recipient is in the exclusive 
possession of any other agency, institu¬ 
tion or person and this agency, institu¬ 
tion or person shall fail or refuse to 
furnish this information, the recipient 
shall so certify in its report and shall 
set forth what efforts it has made to ob¬ 
tain the information. 

(d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such Infor¬ 
mation regarding the provisions of this 
part and Its applicability to the program 
under which the recipient receives Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance, and make such 
information available to them In such 
manner as the Secretary or his designee 
finds necessary to apprise such persons 
of the protections against discrimination 
assured them by the Act and this part.

§17.6 Conduct of lnrc*tigation«. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
Secretary or his designee shall from time 
to time review the practices of recipients 
to determine whether they are comply¬ 
ing with this part.

(d> Resolution of matters. (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section Indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this part, the recipient shall be 
Informed in writing and the matter will 
be resolved by informal means whenever 
possible. If it has been determined that 
the matter cannot be resolved by infor¬

<g) Content of decisions. The final de¬ 
cision may provide for the suspension or 
termination of, or refusal to grant or 
continue Federal financial assistance, In 
whole or in port, under the program in¬ 
volved, and may contain such terms, 
conditions, and other provisions as are 
consistent with and effectuate the pur¬ 
poses of the Act and tills part, including 
provisions designed to assure that no 
Federal financial assistance will there¬ 
after be extended under such program 
to the applicant or recipient determined 
by such decision to be in default in its 
performance of an assurance given by It

pursuant to this regulation, or to have 
otherwise failed to comply with this port, 
unless and until it corrects its non- 
compliance and satisfies the Secretary 
that it will fully comply with this part. 

<h) Past termination proceedings. (I) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (g) of this section shall be re¬ 
stored to full eligibility to receive Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance if it satisfies the 
terms and conditions of that order for 
such eligibility or if it brings itself into 
compliance with this part and provides 
reasonable assurance that it will fully 
comply with this part. 

(2) Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (g) of this section 
may at any time request the Secretary 
to restore fully its eligibility to receive 
Federal financial assistance.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

Amendments to 45 CFR Part 80 are 
adopted for the purposes indicated be¬ 
low. Revisions similar to those described 
below (except for revisions described in 
items numbered 12-14) are uniform 
changes being adopted by other agencies 
which provide Federal financial assist¬ 
ance, pursuant to Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. The revisions de¬ 
scribed under items 12-14 below are not 
uniform: they are procedural in nature 
and designed for the regulation of this 
agency only. In addition, citations to 
statutory authority are added Immedi¬ 
ately after each section of 45 CFR Part 
80. 

1. A new subparagraph (1) (vli) is 
added to 9 80.3(b) to prohibit discrimi¬ 
nation in the selection of persons to plan¬ 
ning or advisory bodies. 

2. The present subparagraphs (3) and 

(4) of 9 80.3(b) are renumbered i4> and 

(5) . respectively, and a new subpara¬ 
graph (3) is added to clarify nondis¬ 
crimination requirements with respect 
to the selection of sites and locations for 
facilities which affect the provision of 
federally-assisted benefits. 

3. A new 9 80.3(b) (6) is added as (1> 
to require recipients to take affirmative 
action to overcome the effects of prior 
discrimination, where the recipient has 
previously discriminated and as (ii) to 
indicate recipients are not prohibited 
from taking affirmative action to over¬ 
come the effects of conditions which re¬ 
sulted in limited program participation 
by persons of a particular race, color, or 
national origin. 

4. A subparagraph is added to 9 80.3(c) 
to state the rule concerning discrimina¬ 
tory employment practices which result 
in excluding individuals from partici¬ 
pation in. denying them the benefits of, 
or subjecting them to discrimination 
under any program or activity to which 
thLs regulation applies. 

5. Subparagraph (b) under 9 80.3 (c^ 
relating to community work and training 
assisted under Title IV of the Social 
Security Act, 42 U.S.C. 609. is deleted 

6. Subparagraph (d) (formerly (e) > 
of 9 80.3(c) is changed to read "rehabili¬ 
tation facilities” instead of "sheltered 
workshops." 

7. Section 80.4(a)(2) is revised to 
delete the requirement that surplus 
property transfers contain a reverter for 
breach of the nondiscrimination provi¬ 
sions and instead to authorize a reverter 
discretionary with the responsible de¬ 
partment official in the case of any real 
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property transfer. As revised, a covenant 
running with the land, to assure non- 
di>criminatory use. will be included when 
any Federal financial assistance Is ex¬ 
tended in the form of a transfer of real 
property by the Federal Government, In 
ether cases where property is acquired or 
improved with Federal financial as¬ 
sistance, the amendment requires that 
the recipient agree to include such a 
covenant in any subsequent transfer. 

8. Language of } 80.4(b) which pro¬ 
vided that noncomplying features of ex¬ 
isting continuing State programs could 
be corrected in the future has been de¬ 
leted. 

9. In 9 80.6<b> a new sentence is added 
utter the first sentence to require recip¬ 
ients to keep racial and ethnic data in 
relation to federally-assisted programs. 

10. In | 80.6(c) new language is added 
after the last sentence to make clear that 
asserted considerations of privacy or 
confidentiality may not operate to bar 
the Department from requiring recipi¬ 
ents to keep such data. 

11. In § 80.7(b) the period for filing 
complaints 1s extended from 90 to 180 
days in conformity with other Civil 
Rights regulations. 

12. Section 80.9(a) provided that in 
the case of a waiver of a right to a hear¬ 
ing the decision may be made on the 
basis of “such information as is avail¬ 
able” Tliis is amended to provide that 
the decision in such a case may be made 
on the basis of “such information as may 
be filed as the record.” 

13. Under i 80.10, prior to the present 
amendment, a party to a proceedings 
could request the Secretary to review a 
hearing examiner's decision even though 
there was no request for the intervening 
review of the Reviewing Authority, 
which is a matter of right. The amend¬ 
ment to 4 80.10(c) authorizes a request 
for review by the Secretary only if the 
matter has first been considered by the 
Reviewing Authority. 

14. Subparagraph (4) of § 80.10(g) 
duplicates the provision of the last sen¬ 
tence of subparagraph (3) of such sec¬ 
tion. Subparagraph (4) is deleted to 
eliminate that inadvertent duplication. 

15. A sentence is added to I 80.12(c) 
specifying that actions taken by an offi¬ 
cial of another Department or Agency 
under an assignment of responsibility 
shall have the same effect as though 
taken by the responsible official of this 
Department. 

16. In some provisions the word “pro¬ 
gram” has been used to refer to the ar¬ 
rangement under which Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is made available; in 
other places It was used to mean the 
operation or activity of the applicant or 
recipient Technical revisions are made 
in the designation of Part 80 and 
throughout the regulation to eliminate 
the use of "program" to refer to the 
arrangement under which Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is made available. 

17. Clause 3 Is added to I 80.12(a) to 
make clear that these regulations and 
amendments will not affect the require¬ 
ments for Emergency School Assistance 
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as published In 35 FR 13442 and codified 
as 45 CFR Part 181. 

18. The listing of Appendix A is revised 
to eliminate the use "program” to refer 
to the arrangement under which Federal 
financial assistance is made available 
and to bring the listings in the Appendix 
up to date. 

1. The designation of Part 80 Is 
amended to read as set forth in the head¬ 
ing above. 

2. Section 80.2 is amended to read: 

§ 80.2 Application of tlii* regulation. 

This regulation applies to any program 
for which Federal financial assistance is 
authorized to be extended to a recipient 
under a law administered by the Depart¬ 
ment. including the Federal assisted pro¬ 
grams and activities listed in Appendix A 
of this regulation. It applies to money 
paid, property transferred, or other Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance extended after 
the effective date of the regulation pur¬ 
suant to an application approved prior to 
such effective date. This regulation does 
not apply to (a) any Federal financial 
assistance by way of insurance or guar¬ 
anty contracts, (b) money paid, prop¬ 
erty transferred, or other assistance ex¬ 
tended before the effective date of this 
regulation, <c) the use of any assistance 
by any Individual who Is the ultimate 
beneficiary under any such program, or 
(d> any employment practice, under any 
such program, or any employer, employ¬ 
ment agency, or labor organization, ex¬ 
cept to the extent described In f 80.3.

(1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to a program to which 
this regulation applies is to provide em¬ 
ployment, a recipient may not (directly 
or through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments) subject an Individual to discrim¬ 
ination on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin in its employment prac¬ 
tices under such program (Including re¬ 
cruitment or recruitment advertising, 
employment, layoff or termination, up¬ 
grading. demotion, or transfer, rates of 
pay or other forms of compensation, and 
use of facilities), including programs 
where a primary objective of the Federal 
financial assistance is (i) to reduce the 
employment of such Individuals or to 
help them through employment to meet 
subsistence needs, (ii) to assist such in¬ 
dividuals through employment to meet 
expenses incident to the commencement 
or continuation of their education or 
training, (ill) to provide w ork experience 
which contributes to the education or 
training of such individuals, or <lv> to 
provide remunerative activity to such In¬ 
dividuals who because of handicaps can¬ 
not be readily absorbed hi the competi¬ 
tive labor market. The following, under 
existing laws, have one of the above ob¬ 
jectives as a primary objective: 

(a) Projects under the Public Works 
Acceleration Act. Public Law 87-658. 42 
US C 2641-2643. 

(b) Work-study under the Vocational 
Education Act of 1963. as amended. 20 
U.S.C. 1371-1374. 

(c) Programs assisted under laws 
listed in Appendix A as respects em¬ 
ployment opportunities provided there¬ 
under, or in facilities provided there¬ 
under, which are limited, or for which 
preference is given, to students, fellows, 
or other persons in training for the same 
or related employments. 
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«f) Assistance to rehabilitation facili¬ 
ties under the Vocational Rehabilitation 
Act, 29 U-S.C. 32-34, 41a and 41b. 

(2) The requirements applicable to 
construction employment under any 
such program shall be those specified in 
or pursuant to Part HI of Executive 
Order 11246 or any Executive order 
which supersedes it. 

(3) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance is not to 
provide employment, but discrimination 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin in the employment practices of 
the recipient or other persons subject to 
the regulation tends, on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin, to exclude 
Individuals from participation in, to deny 
them the benefits of, or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program to 
which this regulation applies, the fore¬ 
going provisions of this paragraph (c> 
shall apply to the employment practices 
of the recipient or other persons sub¬ 
ject to the regulation, to the extent 
necessary to assure equality of oppor¬ 
tunity to. and nondi8criminatory treat¬ 
ment of, beneficiaries. 

<d> Indian Health and Cuban Refugee 
Services. An Individual shall not be 
deemed subjected to discrimination by 
reason of his exclusion from the benefits 
of a program limited by Federal law to 
Individuals of a particular race, color, or 
national origin different from his.

4. Section $ 80.4(a) <2). <b), and (d> 
Is amended to read as follows: 

§ 80.1 .Wumnf4** required. 

(a) General. <1> • - - 

(2) Where Federal financial assistance 
is provided in the form of a transfer of 
real property or interest therein from 
the Federal Government the instrument 
effecting or recording the transfer shall 
contain a covenant running with the land 
to assure nondiscrimination for the pe¬ 
riod during which the real property Is 
used for a purpose for which the Federal 
financial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose Involving the provision 
of similar services or benefits. Where no 
transfer of property is involved but prop¬ 
erty is improved with Federal financial 
assistance, the recipient shall agree to 
include such a covenant to any subse¬ 
quent transfer of the property. Where 
the property is obtained from the Fed¬ 
eral Government, such covenant may also 
Include a condition coupled with a right 
to be reserved by the Department to 
revert title to the propetry in the event 
of a breach of the covenant where, in the 
discretion of the responsible Department 
official, such a condition and right of 
reverter is appropriate to the statute un¬ 
der which the real property is obtained 
and to the nature of the grant and the 
grantee. In the event a transferee of real 
property proposes to mortgage or other¬ 
wise encumber the real property as se¬

(b) Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State agency 
to carry out a program involving con¬ 
tinuing Federal financial assistance to 
which this regulation applies (including 
the Federal financial assistance listed in 
Part 2 of Appendix A) shall as a con¬ 
dition to its approval and the extension 
of any Federal financial assistance pur¬ 
suant to the application (1) contain or 
be accompanied by a statement that the 
program Is (or, in the case of a new’ pro¬ 
gram. will be) conducted In compliance 
with all requirements Imposed by or pur¬ 
suant to this regulation, and < 2) provide 
or be accompanied by provision for such 
methods of administration for the pro¬ 
gram as are found by the responsible 
Department official to give reasonable 
assurance that the applicant and all re¬ 
cipients of Federal financial assistance 
under such program will comply with all 
requirements Imposed by or pursuant to 
this regulation.

5. The introductory statement of 5 80.5 
and paragraphs (a), (b>* (e) and (h) are 
amended to read as set forth below; 
and new paragraphs (1) and (J) are add¬ 
ed as illustrative examples of new 5 80.3

§ 80.3 flhi*trativr application. 

The following examples will illustrate 
the programs aided by Federal financial 
assistance of the Department. (In all 
cases the discrimination prohibited Is 
discrimination on the ground of race, 
color, or national origin prohibited by 
Title VI of the Act and tills regulation, 
as a condition of the receipt of Federal 
financial assistance). 

(a) In Federally assisted programs for 
the provision of health or welfare serv¬ 
ices, discrimination In the selection or 
eligibility of individuals to receive the 
services, and segregation or other dis¬ 
criminatory practices In the manner of 
providing them, are prohibited. This pro¬ 
hibition extends to ail facilities and serv¬ 
ices provided by the grantee under the 
program or. If the grantee is - a State, by 
a political subdivision of the State. It ex¬ 
tends also to services purchased or other¬ 
wise obtained by the grantee (or polit¬ 
ical subdivision) from hospitals, nursing 
homes, schools, and similar institutions 
for beneficiaries of the program, and to 
the faculties in which such services arc 


provided, subject, however, to the provi¬ 
sions of } 80.3(e). 

(b) In federally-affected area assist¬ 
ance (PX. 815 and P.L. 874) for con¬ 
struction aid and for general support of 
the operation of elementary or secondary 
schools, or In more limited support to 
such schools such as for the acquisition 
of equipment, the provision of vocational 
education, or the provision of guidance 
and counseling services, discrimination 
by the recipient school district In any of 
its elementary or secondary schools in 
the admission of students, or In the treat¬ 
ment of its students in any aspect of the 
educational process, is prohibited. In this 
and the following illustrations the pro¬ 
hibition of discrimination In the treat¬ 
ment of students or other trainees in¬ 
cludes the prohibition of discrimination 
among the students or trainees in the 
availability or use of any academic, dor¬ 
mitory. eating, recreational, or other fa¬ 
cilities of the grantee or other recipient 


(e) In grants to assist In the construc¬ 
tion of facilities for the provision of 
health, educational or welfare services, 
assurances will be required that services 
will be provided without discrimination, 
to the same extent that discrimination 
would be prohibited as a condition of 
Federal operating grants for the support 
of such services. Thus, as a condition of 
grants for the construction of academic, 
research, or other facilities at institu¬ 
tions of higher education, assurances will 
be required that there will be no discrim¬ 
ination in the admission or treatment of 
students. In case of hospital construction 
grants the assurance will apply to pa¬ 
tients. to interns, residents, student nurs¬ 
es, and other trainees, and to the privi¬ 
lege of physicians, dentists, and other 
professionally qualified persons to prac¬ 
tice in the hospital, and will apply to 
the entire facility for which, or for a 
part of which, the grant is made, and 
to facilities operated in connection there¬ 
with. In other construction grants the 
assurances required will similarly be 
adapted to the nature of the activities 
to be conducted in the facilities for con¬ 
struction of which the grants have been 
authorized by Congress. 


(h) A recipient may not take action 
that is calculated to bring about in¬ 
directly what this regulation forbids it 
to accomplish directly. Thus, a State. In 
selecting or approving projects or sites 
for the construction of public libraries 
which will receive Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. may not base Its selections or 
approvals on criteria which have the ef¬ 
fect of defeating or of substantially im¬ 
pairing accomplishments of the objec¬ 
tives of the Federal assistance as respects 
individuals of a particular race, color or 
national origin. 

(1) In some situations, even though 
past discriminatory practices attributa¬ 
ble to a recipient or applicant have been 
abandoned, the consequences of such 
practices continue to impede the full 
availability of a benefit. If the efforts re¬ 
quired of the applicant or recipient 
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under 2 80.6(d), to provide information 
as to the availability of the program or 
activity and the rights of beneficiaries 
under this regulation, have failed to 
overcome those consequences, it will be¬ 
come necessary under the requirement 
stated in <i) of I 80.3<b> (6) for such ap¬ 
plicant or recipient to take additional 
steps to make the benefits fully avail¬ 
able to racial and nationality groups pre¬ 
viously subject to discrimination. This 
action might take the form, for example, 
of special arrangements for obtaining re¬ 
ferrals or making selections which will 
insure that groups previously subjected 
to discrimination arc adequately served. 

(j) Even though an applicant or re¬ 
cipient has never used discriminatory 
polidefc the services and benefits of the 
program or activity It administers may 
not in fact be equally available to some 
racial or nationality groups. In such cir¬ 
cumstances. an applicant or recipient 
may properly give special consideration 
to race, color, or national origin to make 
the benefits of Its program more widely 
available to such groups, not then being 
adequately served. For example, where a 
university is not adequately serving 
members of a particular racial or na¬ 
tionality group, it may establish special 
recruitment policies to moke its program 
better known and more readily available 
to such group, and take other steps to 
provide that group with more adequate 
service.

<b) Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep such records and submit to

necessary to enable him to ascertain 
whether the recipient has complied or is 
complying with this part.

Kach recipient shall permit access by 
the responsible Department official or 
his designee during normal business 
hours to such of its books, records, ac¬ 
counts, and other sources of informa¬ 
tion, and Its facilities as may be per¬ 
tinent to ascertain compliance with this 
part. Where any Information required 
of a recipient is In the exclusive pos¬ 
session of any other agency, institution 
or person and this agency, institution 


or person shall fail or refuse to furnish 
this Information the recipient shall so 
certify in its report and shall set forth 
what efforts It has made to obtain the 
Information. Asserted considerations of 
privacy or confidentiality may not op¬ 
erate to bar the Department from 
evaluating or seeking to enforce com¬ 
pliance with this Part. Information of a 
confidential nature obtained in connec¬ 
tion with compliance evaluation or en¬ 
forcement shall not be disclosed except 
where necessary in formal enforcement 
proceedings or where otherwise required 
by law. 

<d) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such In¬ 
formation regarding the provisions of 
this regulation and its applicability to 
the program for which the recipient re¬ 
ceives Federal financial assistance, and 
make such information available to 
them in such manner, as the responsi¬ 
ble Department official finds necessary 
to apprise such persons of the protec¬ 
tions against discrimination assured 
them by the Act and this regulation.

g 1010.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this part Is to effectu¬ 
ate the provisions of Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1984 (hereinafter referred 
to as the ”Act“) to the end that no per¬ 
son in the United States shall, on the 
ground of race, color, or national origin, 
be excluded from participation in, be 
denied the benefits of, or be otherwise 
subjected to discrimination under any 
program or activity receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance from the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 

§ 1010,2 Definitions. 

As used in this part— 

(a) The term “Office” means the Office 
of Economic Opportunity, and includes 
all of its organizational units. 

(b) The term ‘’Director” means the 
Director of the Office of Economic Op¬ 
portunity. 

(c) The term “responsible Office offi¬ 
cial” with respect to any program receiv¬ 
ing Federal financial assistance means 
the Director or other official of the Office 
who by law or by delegation has the 
principal responsibility within the Office 
for the administration of the law ex¬ 
tending such assistance. 

(d) The term “United States” means 
the States of the United States, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, the 
Virgin Islands. American Samoa. Guam, 
Wake Island, the Canal Zone, and the 
territories and possessions of the United 
States, and the term “State” means any 
one of the foregoing. 

(e) The term “Federal financial as¬ 
sistance” includes (1) grants and loans 
of Federal funds. (2) the grant or dona¬ 
tion of Federal property and Interests 
in property. (3) the detail of Federal 
personnel, (4) the sale and lease of, and 
the permission to use (on other than a 
casual or transient basis). Federal prop¬ 
erty or any Interest in such property 
without consideration, or at a nominal 
consideration, or at a consideration 
which is reduced for the purpose of 
assisting the recipient, or in recognition 
of the public Interest to be served by 
such sale or lease to the recipient, and 
(5) any Federal agreement, arrange¬ 
ment, or other contract which has as 
one of its purposes the provision of 
assistance. 

(f) The term “program” includes any 
program, project, or activity for the pro¬ 
vision of services, financial aid, or other 
benefits to Individuals (including educa¬ 
tion or training, health, welfare, reha¬ 
bilitation, housing, or other services, 
whether provided through employees of 
the recipient of Federal financial assist¬ 
ance or provided by others through con¬ 


tracts or other arrangements with the 
recipient, and including work opportuni¬ 
ties and cash or loan or other assistance 
to individuals), or for the provision of 
facilities for furnishing services, finan¬ 
cial aid or other benefits to indlvkhuiLv 
The services, financial aid, or other bene¬ 
fits provided under a program receiving 
Federal financial assistance shall be 
deemed to include any services, financial 
aid. or other benefits provided with five 
aid of Federal financial assistance or 
with the aid of any non-Fedeml funds, 
property, or other resources required to 
be expended or made available for the 
program to meet matching requirements 
or other conditions which must be met 
in order to receive the Federal financial 
assistance, and to include any advices, 
financial aid. or other benefits provided 
in or through a facility provided with the 
aid of Federal financial assistance or 
such non-Federal resources. 

(g) The terra “facility” includes all or 
any portion of structures, equipment, or 
other real or personal property or in¬ 
terests therein, and the provision of fa¬ 
cilities includes the construction, expan¬ 
sion, renovation, remodeling, alteration 
or acquisition of facilities. 

(h) The term “recipient” means any 
State, political subdivision of any State, 
or instrumentality of any State or politi¬ 
cal subdivision, any public or private 
agency, institution, organization, or other 
entity, or any individual, in any 8tate, to 
whom Federal financial assistance is ex¬ 
tended, directly or through another re¬ 
cipient thereof, but such term does not 
include any ultimate beneficiary under 
any such program. 

(l> The term “primary recipient 
means any recipient which is autho¬ 
rized or required to extend Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance to another recipient 
for the purpose of carrying out a pro¬ 
gram. 

(J) The term “applicant” means one 
who submits an application, request, or 
plan required to be approved by a re¬ 
sponsible Office official, or by a primary 
recipient, as a condition to eligibility for 
Federal financial assistance, and the 
term “application” means any such ap¬ 
plication. request, or plan. 

§ 1010.3 Application of ihU pari. 

(a) This part applies to any program 
for which Federal financial assistance is 
authorized under a provision of law ad¬ 
ministered by the Office, including the 
federally assisted programs and activi¬ 
ties listed in Appendix A of this part. 
This part applies to money paid, prop¬ 
erty transferred, or other federal finan¬ 
cial assistance extended under any such 
program after January 7, 1985 pursuant 
to an application approved prior to such 
date. This part does not apply to (i> any 
Federal financial assistance by way oi 
insurance or guaranty contracts. (2) 
money paid, property transferred, or 
other assistance extended under any 
such program, before January 7.1965, (3) 
any assistance to any individual who Is 
the ultimate beneficiary under any such 
program. ( 4 ) any employment practice, 
under any such program, of any employ - 
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or. employment agency or labor orga¬ 
nization. except to the extent described 
in $ 1010.4. Any action or Inaction on the 
part of a recipient which lx a direct vio¬ 
lation of the Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964. will be dealt with under regula¬ 
tions enacted pursuant to such Act. The 
fact that a program or activity is not 
listed In Appendix A shall not mean, if 
title VI of the Act Is otherwise applica¬ 
ble. that such program Is not covered. 
Other programs under statutes now In 
force or hereinafter enacted may be cov¬ 
ered by this part after notice Is pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register. 

(b) The regulations Issued by the De¬ 
partment of Agricu lture pursuant to 
Title VI of the Act (7 CFR Part IS) shall 
be applicable to the program of grants 
and loans authorized under Title HI. 
Part A of the Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964. as amended. 

<c> The regulations Issued by the De¬ 
partment of Labor pursuant to Title VI 
of the Act <29 CFR Part 31) shall be ap¬ 
plicable to the work-training programs 
authorized under Title X, Part B of the 
Economic Opportunity Act of 1964. as 
amended, and to the Special Work and 
Career Development Programs author¬ 
ized under Title I. Part E of the Economic 
Opportunity Act of 1964. as amended, 
and to the extent determined by that 
Department, to the Jobs Corps Program 
under Title I. Part A. 

(d) The regulations Issued by the De¬ 
partment of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare pursuant to Title VT of the Act <45 
CFR Part 80) shall be applicable to the 
work experience programs authorized 
under Title V. Part A of the Economic 
Opportunity Act of 1964, as amended, 
and shall be applicable to the “Project 
Head Start'* authorized under Title n. 
and to the “Follow Through” Program 
authorized under Title II. of the Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity Act of 1964, as 
amended. 

(e) The regulations issued by the 
Small Business Administration pursuant 
to Title VI of the Act <13 CFR Part 112) 
shall be applicable to the program of 
employment and Investment incentives 
authorized under Title IV of the Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity Act of 1964, as 
amended. 

§ 1010.1 DUrrint(nation prohibited. 

(a) General. No person in the United 
States shall, on the ground of race, color, 
or national origin be excluded from par¬ 
ticipation to. be denied the benefits of, 
or be otherwise subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion under arty program to which this 
part applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited. <1> A recipient under any 
program to which this part applies may 
not, directly or through contractual or 
other arrangements, on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin; 

<i) Deny an Individual any services, 
financial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program; 

ill) Provide any service, financial aid. 
or other benefit to an individual which Is 
different, or is provided In a different 


manner, from that provided to others 
under the program; 

(Iff) 8ubject an Individual to segrega¬ 
tion or separate treatment to any matter 
related to his receipt of any service, fi¬ 
nancial aid, or other benefit under the 
program; 

<iv) Restrict an individual in any way 
In the enjoyment of any advantage or 
privilege enjoyed by others receiving any 
service, financial aid. or other benefit 
under the program; 

(v) Treat an Individual differently 
from otflcrs In determining whether he 
satisfies any admission, enrollment. 
Quota, eligibility, membership or other 
requirement or condition which individ¬ 
uals must meet In order to be provided 
any service, financial aid. or other bene¬ 
fit provided under the program; 

(vt> Deny an individual an opportunity 
to participate In the program through the 
provision of services or otherwise or af¬ 
ford him an opportunity to do so which 
Is different from that afforded others 
under the program, Including the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate in the program as 
an employee but only to the extent set 
forth In paragraph (c) of this section. 

<vil) Deny a person the opportunity to 
participate as a member of a planning or 
advisory body which Is an integral part 
of the program. 

(2) A recipient in determining the 
type of services, financial aid. or other 
benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to whom, or the sit¬ 
uations In which such services, financial 
aid. other benefits, or facilities will be 
provided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to participate In any such pro¬ 
gram. may not. directly or through con¬ 
tractual or other arrangements, utilize 
criteria or methods of administration 
which have the effect of subjecting indi¬ 
viduals to discrimination because of their 
race, oolor, or national origin, or have the 
effect of defeating or substantially im¬ 
pairing accomplishment of the objectives 
of the program as respect individuals of 
a particular race, color, or national 
origin. 

(3) In determining the site or loca¬ 
tion of facilities, an applicant or recip¬ 
ient may not make selections with the 
purpose or effect of excluding individ¬ 
uals from, denying them the benefits of, 
or subjecting them to discrimination 
under any program to which this regu¬ 
lation applies, on the grounds of race, 
color or national origin; or with the 
purpose or effect of defeating or sub¬ 
stantially impairing the accomplish¬ 
ment of the objectives of the Act or 
this part. 

(4) As used in this section, the services, 
financial aid. or other benefits provided 
under a program receiving Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance shall be deemed to 
include any service, financial aid, or 
other benefit provided In or through a fa¬ 
cility provided with the aid of Federal 
financial assistance. 

(5) The enumeration of specific forms 


of prohibited discrimination to this 
paragraph and paragraph <c> of this 
section does not limit the generality of 
the prohibition In paragraph <a> of this 
section. 

<6> In administering a program re¬ 
garding which the recipient has pre¬ 
viously discriminated against persons on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, the recipient must take affirma¬ 
tive action to overcome the effects of 
prior discrimination. Even in the ab¬ 
sence of such prior discrimination, a 
recipient in administering a program 
may take affirmative action to overcome 
the effects of conditions which resulted 
In limiting participation by persons of 
a particular race, color or national ori¬ 
gin. 

<c> Employment practices. Where a 
primary objective of the Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance to a program or part 
thereof to which this port applies is to 
provide employment, a recipient may not 
< directly or through contractual or other 
arrangements) subject an Individual to 
discrimination on the grounds of race, 
color, or national origin in its employ¬ 
ment practices under such program (In¬ 
cluding recruitment or recruitment 
advertising, employment, layoff or termi¬ 
nation. upgrading, demotion or transfer, 
rates of pay or other forms of compensa¬ 
tion. and use of facilities), including 
programs where a primary objective of 
the Federal financial assistance is (1) to 
reduce the unemployment of such indi¬ 
viduals or to help them through employ¬ 
ment to meet subsistence needs, (2) 
to assist such individuals through em¬ 
ployment to meet expenses incident to 
the commencement or continuation of 
their education or training, or <3> to 
provide work experience which contrib¬ 
utes to the education or training of 
such Individuals. The following pro¬ 
grams administered by the Office have 
one of the above objectives as a primary 
objective: 

(1) Community Action Programs or 
parts thereof which have as a primary 
objective the provision of employment. 

(il) Programs of assistance for mi¬ 
grant, and other seasonally employed, 
agricultural employees and their families 
which have as a primary objective the 
provision of employment. 

The requirements applicable to con¬ 
struction employment under any such 
program shall be those specified in or 
pursuant to Part III of Executive Order 
11246 or any Executive Order which su¬ 
persedes it. Where a primary objective 
of the Federal financial assistance is not 
to provide employment, but discrimina¬ 
tion on the grounds of race, color or 
national origin in the employment prac¬ 
tices of the recipient or other persons 
subject to the regulation tends, on Uu* 
grounds of race, color or national origin, 
to exclude individuals from participation 
in. to deny them the benefits of. or to 
subject them to discrimination under 
any program to which this part applies, 
the provisions of the foregoing para¬ 
graph of this paragraph <c) shall apply 
to the employment practices of the re- 
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clpient or other persons subject to the 
regulation, to the extent necessary to 
assure equality of opportunity to, and 
nondi8criminatory treatment of, bene¬ 
ficiaries. 

<d> Indian programs. An individual 
shall not be deemed subjected to dis¬ 
crimination by reason of his exclusion 
from the benefits of a program limited 
by Federal law to individuals of a par¬ 
ticular race, color, or national origin 
different from his. 

(e> Medical emergencies. Notwith¬ 
standing the foregoing provisions of this 
section, a recipient of Federal financial 
assistance shall not be deemed to have 
failed to comply with paragraph ca) of 
this section if immediate provision of a 
service or other benefit to an individual 
is necessary to prevent his death or se¬ 
rious impairment of his health, and 
such service or other benefit cannot be 
provided except by or through a medi¬ 
cal institution which refuses or falls to 
comply with paragraph (a> of this sec¬ 
tion. 

§ 1010.5 AMiiranrn required. 

(a> General. <1) Every application for 
Federal financial assistance to a pro¬ 
gram to which tills part applies, and 
every application for Federal financial 
assistance to provide a facility shall, as 
a condition to its approval and the ex¬ 
tension of any Federal financial assist¬ 
ance pursuant to the application, con¬ 
tain or be accompanied by an assurance 
that the program will be conducted or 
the facility operated in compliance with 
all requirements imposed by or pursuant 
to this part, and that the applicant will 
in all phases and levels of programs and 
activities, install an affirmative action 
program to achieve equal opportunities 
for participation, with provisions for 
effective periodic self-evaluation. In 
the case where Federal financial as¬ 
sistance is to provide or is in the form 
of personal property, or real property or 
interest therein or structures thereon, 
the assurance shall obligate the recipient, 
or, in the case of a subsequent transfer, 
the transferee, for the period during 
which the property is used for a purpose 
for which the Federal financial assist¬ 
ance is ex ten ted or for another purpose 
Involving the provision of similar serv¬ 
ices and benefits, or for as long as the 
recipient retains owmershlp or posses¬ 
sion of the property, whichever is longer. 
The responsible office official shall spec¬ 
ify the form of the foregoing assurances 
for each program, and the extent to 
which like assurances will be required 
of subgrantees, contractors and subcon¬ 
tractors, transferees, successors In In¬ 
terest, and other participants in the pro¬ 
gram. Any such assurance shall include 
provisions which give the United States 
a right to seek its Judicial enforcement 

(2) In the case of real property, struc¬ 
tures or improvements thereon, or inter¬ 
ests therein, which was acquired with 
Federal financial assistance, or in the 
case where Federal financial assistance 
is provided in the form of a transfer of 
real property or interest therein from 
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the Federal Government, the Instrument 
effecting or recording the transfer shall 
contain a covenant running with the land 
assuring nondiscrimination for the 
period during which the real property 
Is used for a purpose for which the Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance is extended or 
for another purpose Involving the pro¬ 
vision of similar services or benefits, or 
for as long as the recipient retains own- 
ersliip or possession of the property, 
whichever is longer. Where no transfer 
of property is involved, but property is 
acquired or improved with Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance, the recipient shall agree 
to include such a covenant in any subse¬ 
quent transfer of such property. Where 
the property is obtained from the Federal 
Government, such covenant may also in¬ 
clude a condition coupled with a right to 
be reserved by the Office to revert title 
to the property in the event of a breach 
of the covenant where, in the discretion 
of the responsible Office official, such a 
condition and right of reverter is appro¬ 
priate to the program under which the 
real property is obtained and to the na¬ 
ture of the grant and the grantee. In 
such event if a transferee of real prop¬ 
erty proposes to mortgage or otherwise 
encumber the real property as security 
for financing construction of new, or im¬ 
provement of existing, facilities on such 
property for the purposes for which the 
property w*as transferred, the Director 
may agree, upon request of the transfeee 
and if necessary to accomplish such fi¬ 
nancing. and upon such conditions as 
he deems appropriate, to forbear the ex¬ 
ercise of such right to revert title for so 
long as the lien of such mortgage or other 
encumbrance remains effective. 

(3) Transfers of surplus property arc 
subject to regulations issued by the Ad- 
minlstrator of General Services (41 CFR 
101 - 6.2 >. 

(b) Elementary and Secondary 
schools. In the case of any program for 
the benefit of elementary or secondary 
school students which, as a necessary 
part of such program, utilizes to a sub¬ 
stantial extent the facilities of an ele¬ 
mentary or secondary school or school 
system, the requirements of paragraph 
(a) of this section shall be deemed to be 
satisfied if such school or school system 
(1 > is subject to a final order of a court 
of the United States for the desegrega¬ 
tion of such school or school system, and 
provides an assurance that it will comply 
with such order, including any future 
modification of such order, or (2) submits 
a plan for the desegregation of such 
school or school system which the re¬ 
sponsible official of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare deter¬ 
mines is adequate to accomplish the pur¬ 
poses of the Act and this part within the 
earliest practicable time, and provides 
reasonable assurance that it will carry 
out such plan. In any case in which a 
final order of a court of the United States 
for the desegregation of such school or 
school system is entered after submis¬ 
sion of such a plan, such plan shall be 
revised to conform to such final order 
including any future modification of such 


order. The provisions of this paragraph 
do not apply to programs for pre-school 
children. 

<c) Assurances from institutions. (1) 
In the case of any application for Federal 
financial assistance to an institution of 
higher education (including assistance 
for construction, for research, for a spe¬ 
cial training project, for a student loan 
program, or for any other purpose), the 
assurance required by this section shall 
extend to admission practices and to all 
other practices relating to the treatment 
of students. 

(2) The assurance required with re¬ 
spect to an institution of higher educa¬ 
tion. hospital, or any other Institution 
insofar as the assurance relates to the 
institution's practices with respect to ad¬ 
mission or other treatment of individual 
as students, patients, or clients of the 
institution or to the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the provision of services or 
other benefits to such individuals, shall 
be applicable to the entire Institution 
unless the institution establishes, to the 
satisfaction of the responsible Office offi¬ 
cial. that the Institution's practices in 
designated parts or programs of the in¬ 
stitution will in no way affect its prac¬ 
tices in the program of the Institution 
for which Federal financial assistance 
is sought, or the beneficiaries of or par¬ 
ticipants in such program. If in any 
such case the assistance sought is for 
the construction of a facility or part of a 
facility, the assurance shall in any event 
extend to the entire facility and to facil¬ 
ities operated in connection therewith. 

§ 1010.6 I1lu*trativr application*. 

The following examples illustrate some 
applications of the foregoing provisions 
to programs receiving Federal financial 
assistance administered by the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. In all cases, the 
“discrimination” prohibited is discrimi¬ 
nation on the grounds of race, color, or 
national origin prohibited by Title VI of 
the Act and this part, as a condition of 
the receipt of Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. 

(a) Community action programs 
Community action programs generally 
consist of a number of related anti¬ 
poverty programs coordinated by a cen¬ 
tral community agency, either public or 
private non-profit. There can be no dis¬ 
crimination in the formulation of 
groups to conduct any program funded 
under Title n of the Economic Oppor¬ 
tunity Act of 1964, as amended. Nor can 
any such program be operated in a dis¬ 
criminatory manner. Such a program 
mast be open to all regardless of race, 
color, or national origin, and must dis¬ 
tribute its benefits in a non-discrimina¬ 
tory manner. It may not restrict serv¬ 
ice to members of a group or groups if 
membership in the group depends on 
race, color, or national origin. 

(b) Programs in elementary or sec¬ 
ondary schools. In the case of a pro¬ 
gram covered by this part which bene¬ 
fits elementary or secondary school stu¬ 
dents and which Is necessarily con¬ 
ducted In a school regularly attended by 
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the participating students, the program 
must be run on a non-discriminatory 
basis, or else the school system must 
give assurance that it is complying with 
a federal court order or a plan approved 
by the responsible official of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare 
leading to the desegregation of the 
school system. If, however students do 
not participate in such a program in the 
schools they regularly attend, or if the 
use of school facilities is incidental to 
the program or not necessary to its con¬ 
duct, the program must be run on a 
: - n-discriminatory basis and the as¬ 
surance specified in § 1010.5(a) must be 
given, whether or not there is a court 
order or approved plan with respect to 
the school system. This is the case in 
any program for pre-school children. 

(c) Institutions of higher education . 
In any research, training, demonstration, 
or other grant from the Office to a uni¬ 
versity lor a program to be conducted in 
a college or university, discrimination In 
the admission and treatment of students 
in the program is prohibited, and the pro¬ 
hibition extends to the entire university 
unless it satisfies the responsible Office 
official that practices with respect to 
other parts or programs of the university 
will not Interfere, directly or indirectly, 
with fulfillment of the assurance required 
with respect to the program. 

§ 1010.7 Compiianrc information. 

(a) Cooperation and assistance. Each 
responsible Office official shall to the full¬ 
est extent practicable seek the coopera¬ 
tion of recipients in obtaining compliance 
with this part, and shall provide assist¬ 
ance and guidance to recipients to help 
them comply voluntarily with this part. 

(b> Compliance reports . Each recipient 
shall keep such records and submit to the 
responsible Office official or his designee 
timely, complete and accurate compli¬ 
ance reports at such times, and in such 
form and containing such information, 
as the responsible Office official or his 
designee may determine to be necessary 
to enable him to ascertain whether the 
recipient has complied or is complying 
with this part. In the cose of any pro¬ 
gram under which a primary recipient 
extends Federal financial assistance to 
any other recipient, such other recipient 
shall also submit such compliance re¬ 
ports to the primary recipient as may be 
necessary to enable the primary recipient 
to carry out its obligations under this 
part. In general, primary recipients and 
other recipients should have available 
for the responsible Office official or his 
designee racial and ethnic data showing 
the extent to which members of minority 
groups are beneficiaries of federally as¬ 
sisted programs. 

(c) Access to sources of Information. 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
responsible Office official or his designee 
during normal business hours to such of 
Its books, records, accounts, and other 
sources of Information, and its facilities 
as may be pertinent to ascertain compli¬ 
ance with this part. Where any Informa¬ 
tion required of a recipient Is in the ex- 
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elusive possession of any other agency, 
institution or person and this agency. In¬ 
stitution or person shall fail or refuse to 
furnish this information, the recipient 
shall so certify in Hs report and shall 
set forth what efforts it has made to ob¬ 
tain the information. 

id) Information to beneficiaries and 
participants . Each recipient shall make 
available to participants, beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such infor¬ 
mation regarding the provisions of this 
part and its applicability to the program 
under which the recipient receives Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance, and make such 
information available to them in such 
manner as the responsible Office official 
finds necessary to apprise such persons 
of the protections against discrimination 
assured them by the Act and this part. 

§1010.8 Omdurt of invr«lipilion<. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews . The 
responsible Office official or Ills designee 
shall from time to time review the prac¬ 
tices of recipients to determine whether 
they are complying with this part. 

(b) Complaints . Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of 
individuals to be subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion prohibited by this part may by him¬ 
self or by a representative file with the 
responsible Office official or his designee 
a written complaint. A complaint must 
be filed not later than 180 days from the 
date of the alleged discrimination, unless 
the time for filing Is extended by the 
responsible Office official or his designee. 

(c> Investigations . The responsible 
Office official or his designee will make 
a prompt investigation whenever a com¬ 
pliance review, report, complaint, or any 
other information Indicates a possible 
failure to comply with this part. The in¬ 
vestigation should include, where appro¬ 
priate. a review of the pertinent practices 
and policies of the recipient, the circum¬ 
stances under which the possible non- 
compliance with this part occurred, and 
other factors relevant to a determination 
as to whether the recipient has failed to 
comply with this part. 

(d> Resolution of matters . (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph (c) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this part, the responsible Office 
official or his designee will so inform the 
recipient and the matter win be resolved 
by informal means whenever possible. If 
It has been determined that the matter 
cannot be resolved by Informal means, 
action will be taken as provided for In 
l 1010.9. 

(2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to paragraph 

(d)(1) of his section, the responsible 
Office official or his designee will so In¬ 
form the recipient and the complainant, 
if any, in writing. 

(e) Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited . No recipient or other person 
shall intimidate, tlircaien. coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any individual for the 
purpose of interfering with any right or 
privilege secured by section 601 of the 
Act or this port, or because he has made 
a complaint, testified assisted or par- 
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ticipated in any manner in on investiga¬ 
tion, proceeding or hearing under this 
port. The identity of complainants shall 
be kept confidential except to the extent 
necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this part, including the conduct of any 
investigation, hearing, or Judicial pro¬ 
ceeding arising thereunder. 

§ 1010.9 Procedure for effecting com¬ 
pliance. 

(a) Genera/. If there appears to be a 
failure or threatened failure to comply 
with this part, and if the non compliance 
or threatened noncompliance cannot be 
corrected by informal means, compliance 
with tills part may be effected by the 
suspension or termination of or refusal 
to grant or continue Federal financial 
assistance or by any other means author¬ 
ized by law. Such other means may in¬ 
clude. but are not limited to (I) a refer¬ 
ence to the Department of Justice with 
a recommendation that appropriate pro¬ 
ceedings be brought to enforce any rights 
of the United States under any law of the 
United States (including other titles of 
the Act), or any assurance or other con¬ 
tractual undertaking, and (2) any appli¬ 
cable proceeding under State or local law. 

(b) Noncompliance with ft 1010.5. If an 
applicant foils or refuses to furnish an 
assurance under ft 1010.5 or otherwise 
falls or refuses to comply with a require¬ 
ment imposed by or pursuant to that sec¬ 
tion. Federal financial assistance may be 
refused in accordance with the proce¬ 
dures of paragraph <c> of this section. 
The Office shall not be required to pro¬ 
vide assistance in such a case during 
pendency of the administrative proceed¬ 
ings under such paragraph. 

(c) Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance, No order suspending, terminating 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effec¬ 
tive until (1) the responsible Office offi¬ 
cial has advised the applicant or recipi¬ 
ent of his failure to comply and has 
determined that compliance cannot be 
secured by voluntary means, (2) there 
has been an express finding on the rec¬ 
ord. after opportunity for hearing, of a 
failure by the applicant or recipient to 
comply with a requirement imposed by 
or pursuant to this part, <3) the action 
has been approved by the Director pur¬ 
suant to ft 1010.11(e), and (4) the expi¬ 
ration of 30 days after the Director has 
filed with the committee of the House 
and the committee of the Senate having 
legislative jurisdiction over the program 
involved. & full written report of the cir¬ 
cumstances and the grounds for such ac¬ 
tion. Any action to suspend or terminate 
or to refuse to grant or to continue Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance shall be limited 
to the particular political entity, or part 
thereof, or other applicant or recipient 
as to whom such a finding has been mode 
and shall be limited in Its effect to the 
particular program, or part thereof, in 
which such non compliance has been so 
found. 

(d) Other means authorised by law . 
No action to effect compliance with 
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Title VI of the Act by any other means 
authorized by law shall be taken until 
(1) the responsible office official has de¬ 
termined that compliance cannot be se¬ 
cured by voluntary means* (2) the recip¬ 
ient or other person has been notified of 
its failure to comply and of the action 
to be taken to effect compliance, and 
(3) the expiration of at least 10 days 
from the mailing of such notice to the 
recipient or other person. During this 
period of at least 10 days additional ef¬ 
forts shall be made to persuade the re¬ 
cipient or other person to comply with 
this port and to take such corrective 
action as may be appropriate. 

§ 1010.10 Hearing*. 

<a> Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by 8 1010.9(c). reasonable notice 
of such hearing shall be given by regis¬ 
tered or certified mail, return receipt 
requested to the affected applicant or 
recipient. This notice shall advise the 
applicant or recipient of the action pro¬ 
posed to be taken, the specific provision 
under which the proposed action against 
it is to be taken, and either (1) fix a 
date not less than 20 days after the date 
of such notice within which the appli¬ 
cant or recipient may request of the re¬ 
sponsible Office official that the matter 
be scheduled for hearing, or (2) advise 
the applicant or recipient that the mat¬ 
ter in question has been set down for 
hearing at a stated place and time. The 
time and place so fixed shall be reason¬ 
able and shall be subject to change for 
cause. The complainant, if any, shall be 
advised of the time and place of the hear¬ 
ing. An applicant or recipient may waive 
a hearing and submit written informa¬ 
tion and argument for the record. The 
failure of an applicant or recipient to 
request a hearing under this subsection 
or to appear at a hearing for which a 
date has been set shall be deemed to be 
a waiver of the right to a hearing under 
section 602 of the Act and ft 1010.9(c) 
and consent to the making of a decision 
on the basis of such information as is 
available. 

<b) Time and place of hearing. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held in Washington, D.C., 
at a time and place fixed by the responsi¬ 
ble Office official unless he determines 
that the convenience of the applicant 
or recipient or of the Office requires that 
another place be selected. Hearings shall 
be held before the respomdble Office of¬ 
ficial. or at his discretion, before a hear¬ 
ing examiner designated in accordance 
with 5 U.8.C. 3105 and 3344 (section 11 
of the Administrative Procedure Act). 

<c) Right to counsel. In all proceedings 
under this section, the applicant or re¬ 
cipient and the Office shall have the right 
to be represented by counsel. 

<d> Procedures . evidence, and record. 
(1) The hearing, decision, and any re¬ 
view thereof shall be conducted in con¬ 
formity with 5 U.S.C. 554-557. (sections 
5-8 of the Administrative Procedure 
Act) and in accordance with such rules 
of procedure as are proper (and not in¬ 
consistent with this section) relating to 
the conduct of the hearing, giving of 
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notices subsequent to those provided for 
in paragraph (a) of this section, taking 
of testimony, exhibits, arguments and 
briefs, requests for findings, and other 
related matters. Both the Office and the 
applicant or recipient shall be entitled 
to introduce all relevant evidence on the 
Issues as stated in the notice for hearing 
or as determined by the officer conduct¬ 
ing the hearing at the outset of or dur¬ 
ing the hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence shall 
not apply to hearings conducted pur¬ 
suant to this part, but rules or principles 
designed to assure production of the 
most credible evidence available and to 
subject testimony to test by cross- 
examination shall be applied where rea¬ 
sonably necessary by the officer conduct¬ 
ing the hearing. The hearing officer may 
exclude irrelevant, immaterial, or un¬ 
duly repetitious evidence. All documents 
and other evidence offered or taken for 
the record shall be open to examination 
by the parties and opportunity shall be 
given to refute facts and arguments ad¬ 
vanced on either side of the issues. A 
transcript shall be made of the oral evi¬ 
dence unless dispensed with by stipula¬ 
tion. All decisions shall be based upon 
the hearing record and written findings 
shall be made. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases In which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this part and the regulations of 
one or more other Federal departments 
or agencies issued under Title VI of the 
Act. the Director may, by agreement 
with such other departments or agencies, 
provide for the conduct of consolidated 
or Joint hearings, and for the application 
to such hearings of rules of procedure 
not inconsistent with this part. Final 
decisions in such cases, insofar as this 
part Ls concerned, shall be made in ac¬ 
cordance with ft 1010.11. 

§1010.11 Decisions and not ire*. 

(a) Decision by person other than the 
responsible Office official. If the hearing 
is held by a hearing examiner, such hear¬ 
ing examiner shall either make any 
initial decision, if so authorized, or cer¬ 
tify the entire record including his rec¬ 
ommended findings and proposed deci¬ 
sion to the responsible Office official for 
a final decision and a copy of such initial 
decision or certification shall be mailed 
to the applicant or recipient. Where the 
Initial decision is made by the hearing 
examiner, the applicant or recipient 
may within 30 days of the mailing of 
such notice of initial decision file with the 
responsible Office official his exceptions 
to the initial decision, with his reasons 
therefor. In the absence of exceptions, 
the responsible Office official may. on his 
owti motion, within 45 days after the 
initial decision serve on the applicant 
or recipient a notice that he will re¬ 
view the decision. Upon the filing of 
such exceptions or of such notice of 
review, the responsible Office official 
shall review the initial decision and 
issue his own decision thereon, in¬ 
cluding the reasons therefor. In the 
absence of cither exceptions or a notice 


of review* the initial decision shall consti¬ 
tute the final decision of the respond,: e 
Office officlaL 

<b) Decisions on record or review by 
the responsible Office official. Whenever 
a record is certified to the responsible 
Office official for decision or he reviews 
the decision of a hearing examiner pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (a) of this section, 
or whenever the responsible Office official 
conducts the hearing, the applicant or 
recipient shall be given reasonable op¬ 
portunity to file with him briefs or other 
wTittcn statements of its contention 
and a copy of the final decision of the 
responsible Office official shall be given 
in wTitlng to the applicant or recipient, 
and the complainant, if any. 

(c) Decisions on record where hearing 
Is waived. Whenever a hearing is waived 
pursuant to 5 1010.10(a). a decision shall 
be made by the responsible Office officird 
on the record and a copy of such decision 
shnll be given in writing to the appli¬ 
cant or recipient, and to the complain¬ 
ant, if any. 

(d) Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing officer or responsible Office 
official shall set forth his ruling on each 
finding, conclusion, or exception pre¬ 
sented, and shall Identify the require¬ 
ment or requirements imposed by or 
pursuant to this part with which it ls 
found that the applicant or recipient has 
foiled to comply. 

(e) Approval by Director. Any final 
decision of a responsible Office officiid 
(other than the Director! which provides 
for the suspension or termination of. or 
the refusal to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance, or the imposition of 
any other sanction available under this 
part of the Act. shall promptly be trans¬ 
mitted to the Director, who may approve 
such decision, may vacate it, or remit or 
mitigate any sanction imposed. 

(f) Content of orders. The final deci¬ 
sion may provide for suspension or ter¬ 
mination of, or refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance. In 
whole or in part, under the program in¬ 
volved, and may contain such terms, con¬ 
ditions. and other provisions as are con¬ 
sistent with and will effectuate the pur¬ 
poses of the Act and this part, including 
provisions designed to assure that no 
Federal financial assistance will there¬ 
after be extended under such program 
to the applicant or recipient determined 
by such decision to be in default in its 
performance of an assurance given by it 
pursuant to this part, or to liavc other¬ 
wise failed to comply with this part, un¬ 
less and until it corrects its noncomp!. - 
ance and satisfies the responsible Office 
official that it will fully comply with this 
part. 

(g) Post termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (I) of this section shall be restored 
to full eligibility to receive Federal fi¬ 
nancial assistance If it satisfies the terms 
and conditions of that order for such 
eligibility or if it brings Itself Into com¬ 
pliance with this part and provides rea¬ 
sonable assurance that it will fully com¬ 
ply with this part. 
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(2) Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph <f> of this section 
may at any time request the responsible 
Office official to restore fully its eligibility 
to receive Federal financial assistance. 
Any such request shall be supported by 
Information showing that the applicant 
or recipient has met the requirements 
of paragraph (g)(1) of this section. 
If the responsible Office official deter¬ 
mines that those requirements have been 
satisfied, he shall restore such eligibility. 

(3) If the responsible Office official 
denies any such request, the applicant 
or recipient may submit a request for a 
hearing in writing, specifying why it be¬ 
lieves such official to have been in error. 
It shall thereupon be given an expedi¬ 
tious hearing, with a decision on the 
record. In accordance with rules of pro¬ 
cedure Issued by the responsible Office 
official. The applicant or recipient will 
be restored to such eligibility if it proves 
at such a hearing that it satisfied the 
requirements of paragraph (g) (1) of this 
section. While proceedings under this 
paragraph are pending, the sanctions im¬ 
posed by the order Issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall remain in 
effect. 

g 1010.12 Judicial review. 

Any action taken pursuant to section 
602 of the Act is subject to judicial re¬ 
view as provided in section 603 of the 

Act. 

§ 1010.13 Effect on other regulations; 
forms and instruction*. 

(a) Nothing in this part shall be 
deemed to supersede (1) Executive Or¬ 
ders 10925. 11114 and 11246 and regula¬ 
tions issued thereunder, or <2) any other 
regulations or Instructions Insofar as 
they prohibit discrimination on the 
grounds of race, color, or national origin 
in any program or situation to which this 
part is inapplicable, or prohibit discrimi¬ 
nation on any other ground. 

(b) Forms and instructions . Each re¬ 
sponsible Office official shall issue and 
promptly make available to interested 
persons forms and detailed instructions 
and procedures for effectuating this part 
as applied to programs to which this 
part applies and for which he U respon¬ 
sible. 

(c) Supervision and coordination . The 
Director may. from time to time, assign 
to officials of other departments or agen¬ 
cies of the Government (with the consent 
of such department or agency) respon¬ 
sibilities In connection with the effectua¬ 
tion of the purposes of Title VI of the 
Act and this part (other than responsi¬ 
bility for final decision as provided in 
5 1010.11), Including the achievement of 
effective coordination and maximum uni¬ 
formity within the Office and within the 
Executive Branch of the Government In 
the application of Title VI and this part 
to similar programs In similar situations. 
Any action taken, determination made, 
or requirements Imposed by an official of 
another department or agency acting 
pursuant to an assignment of responsi¬ 
bility under this subsection shall have 
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the same effect as though such action 
had been taken by the responsible official 
of this agency.

§ 1110.1 Purpose. 

The purpose of this part is to effectu¬ 
ate the provisions of title VI of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 (hereafter re¬ 
ferred to as the “Act’*) to the end that 
no person In the United States shall, on 
the ground of race, color, or national 
origin, be excluded from participation in. 
be denied the benefits of. or be other¬ 
wise subjected to discrimination under 
any program or activity receiving Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance from the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the Arts or the 
National Endowment for the Humani¬ 
ties. 

§ 1110.2 Application of part. 

Tills part applies to any program 
for which Federal financial assistance Is 
authorized under a law administered by 
the National Endowment for the Arts or 
the National Endowment for the Human¬ 
ities including the federally assisted pro¬ 
grams and activities listed in Appendix A 
of this part. It applies to money paid, 
property transferred, or other Federal 
financial assistance extended under any 
such program after the effective date of 
the part, including assistance pursuant 
to an application approved prior to such 
date. It also applies to federal financial 
assistance extended to any such program 
prior to the effective date of this part un¬ 
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der a contract or grant where the term 
of the contract or grant continues beyond 
such date or where the assistance was 
to provide real or personal property and 
the recipient or his transferee continues 
to use or retain ownership or possession 
of the property (see § 1110.4 (a)(1)). 
Tills part does not apply to (a) any 
Federal financial assistance by w*ay of 
insurance or guaranty contract, (b) any 
assistance to any individual who is 
the ultimate beneficiary under any such 
program, or (c) any employment prac¬ 
tice, under any such program, of any 
employer, employment agency, or labor 
organization, except to the extent de¬ 
scribed in 8 1110.3. The fact that a pro¬ 
gram or activity is not listed in Appen¬ 
dix A shall not mean. If title VT of the 
Act is otherwise applicable, that such 
program is not covered. Other programs 
under statutes now In force or herein¬ 
after enacted may be added to this list 
by notice published in the Fed heal Reg-

§ 1110.3 DiM*rimirtatHin prohibited- 

(a) General. No person In the United 
States shall, on grounds of race, color, or 
national origin be excluded from partici¬ 
pation In, be denied the benefits of. or be 
otherwise subjected, to discrimination 
under any program to which tills part 
applies. 

(b) Specific discriminatory actions 
prohibited . (1) A recipient under any 
program to which this part applies may 
not directly or through contractual or 
other arrangements, on the ground of 
race, color, or national origin: 

(1) Deny an Individual any service, fi¬ 
nancial aid, or other benefit provided 
under the program: 

<ii> Provide any service, financial aid, 
or other benefit to an Individual which 
is different, or is provided in a different 
manner, from that provided to others 
under the program; 

till) Subject an individual to segrega¬ 
tion or separate treatment in any mat¬ 
ter related to his receipt of any service, 
financial aid, or other benefit under the 
program; 

<iv) Restrict an individual in any way 
in the enjoyment of any advantage or 
privilege enjoyed by others receiving any 
service, financial aid, or other benefit 
under the program: 

(v) Treat an individual differently 
from others in determining whether he 
satisfies any admission, enrollment, 
quota, eligibility, membership, or other 
requirement or condition which individ¬ 
uals must meet In order to be provided 
any service, financial aid. or other bene¬ 
fit provided under the program; 

(vi) Deny on individual an opportu¬ 
nity to participate In the program 
through the provision of services or 
otherwise or afford him an opportunity 
to do so which is different from that 
afforded others under the program (in¬ 
cluding the opportunity to participate in 
the program as an employee but only to 
the extent set forth In paragraph (c) of 
this section). 

(2) A recipient, in determining the 
types of services, financial aid. or other 
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benefits, or facilities which will be pro¬ 
vided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to whom, or the situ¬ 
ations in which, such services, financial 
aid. other benefits, or facilities will be 
provided under any such program, or the 
class of individuals to be afforded an op¬ 
portunity to participate in any such pro¬ 
gram, may not directly or through con¬ 
tractual or other arrangements, utilize 
criteria or methods of administration 
which have the effect of subjecting indi¬ 
viduals to discrimination because of their 
race, color, or national origin, or have 
the effect of defeating or substantially 
impairing accomplishment of the objec¬ 
tives of the program as respects individ¬ 
uals of a particular race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin. 

<3> In determining the site or location 
of facilities, a recipient or applicant may 
not make selections with the purpose or 
effect of excluding Individuals from, 
denying them the benefits of. or subject¬ 
ing them to discrimination under any 
program to which this regulation applies, 
on the grounds of race, color, or national 
origin; or with the purpose or effect of 
defeating or substantially impairing the 
accomplishment of the objectives of the 
Act or this regulation. 

<4> As used in this section, the serv¬ 
ices. financial aid, or other benefits pro¬ 
vided under a program receiving Federal 
financial assistance shall be deemed to 
include any service, financial aid. or 
other benefit provided in or tlirough a 
facility provided with the aid of Federal 
financial assistance. 

(5) The enumeration of specific forms 
of prohibited discrimination In this par¬ 
agraph and paragraph < c) of this section 
does not limit the generality of the pro¬ 
hibition in paragraph (a) of this section. 

(6) This regulation does not prohibit 
the consideration of race, color, or na¬ 
tional origin if the purpose and effect are 
to remove or overcome the consequences 
of practices or impediments which have 
restricted the availability of, or partici¬ 
pation in. the program or activity re¬ 
ceiving Federal financial assistance, on 
the grounds of race, color, or national 
origin. Where previous discriminatory 
practice or usage tends, on the grounds 
of race, color, or national origin, to ex¬ 
clude individuals from participation in. 
to deny them the benefits of, or to sub¬ 
ject them to discrimination under any 
program or activity to which this regula¬ 
tion applies the applicant or recipient 
has an obligation to take reasonable ac¬ 
tion to remove or overcome the conse¬ 
quences of the prior discriminatory 
practice or usage, and to accomplish the 
purposes of the Act. 

(c) Employment practices. <1) Where 
a primary objective of the Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to a program to which 
this part applies is to provide employ¬ 
ment, a recipient may not directly or 
through contractual or other arrange¬ 
ments subject an individual to discrimi¬ 
nation on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin in Its employment prac¬ 
tices under such program (including re¬ 
cruitment or recruitment advertising em¬ 
ployment, layoff or termination, upgrad¬ 
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ing, demotion, or transfer, rates of pay 
or other forms of compensation and use 
of facilities), including programs where 
a primary objective of the Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is (I) to assist such in¬ 
dividuals through employment to meet 
expenses incident to the commencement 
or continuation of their education or 
training or (il> to provide work experi¬ 
ence which contributes to the education 
or training of such Individuals or (ill) 
to reduce the unemployment of such in¬ 
dividuals or to help them through em¬ 
ployment to meet subsistence needs. 

(2) The requirements applicable to 
construction employment under any 
such program shall be those specified in 
or pursuant to Executive Order 11246 or 
any executive order which supersedes it. 

(3) Where a primary objective of the 
Federal financial assistance is not to pro¬ 
vide employment, but discrimination on 
the grounds of race, color, or national 
origin in the employment practices of 
the recipient or other persons subject to 
the regulation tends, on the grounds of 
race, color, or national origin, to exclude 
individuals from participation in, to deny 
them the benefits of. or to subject them 
to discrimination under any program to 
which this regulation applies, the pro¬ 
visions of the foregoing subparagraph of 
this paragraph (c) shall apply to the em¬ 
ployment practices of the recipient or 
other persons subject to the regulation, 
to the extent necessary to asssurc equal¬ 
ity of opportunity to and nondiscrim ina- 
tory treatment of. beneficiaries. 

(d) Medical emergencies. Notwith¬ 
standing the foregoing provisions of this 
section, a recipient of Federal financial 
assistance shall not be deemed to have 
failed to comply with paragraph (a) of 
this section if immediate provision of a 
service or other benefit to an individual 
is necessary to prevent his death or seri¬ 
ous impairment of his health and such 
service or other benefit cannot be pro¬ 
vided except by or through a medical 
Institution which refuses or falls to com¬ 
ply with paragraph <a) of this section. 

§ 1110.4 Awiurimm required. 

(a) General. (1) Every application 
for Federal financial Assistance to carry 
out a program to which this part applies, 
and every application for Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance to provide a facility shall, 
as a condition to its approval and the ex¬ 
tension of any Federal financial assist¬ 
ance pursuant to the application, con¬ 
tain or be accompanied by an assurance 
that the program will be conducted or 
the facility operated in compliance with 
all requirements imposed by or pursuant 
to this part. In the case where the Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance Is to provide or 
is in the form of personal property, or 
real property or interest therein or struc¬ 
tures thereon, the assurance shall obli¬ 
gate the recipient, or, in the case of a 
subsequent transfer, the transferee, for 
the period during which the property is 
used for a purpose for which the Federal 
financial assistance is extended or for 
another purpose involving the provision 
of similar services and benefits, or for as 
long as the recipient retains ownership 


or possession of the property, whichever 
is longer; and any other type or form of 
assistance, the assurances shall bo in 
effect for the duration of the period dur¬ 
ing which Federal financial assistance is 
extended to the program. The responsi¬ 
ble Endowment official shall specify the 
form of the foregoing assurances ror 
each program and the extent to which 
like assurances will be required of sub¬ 
grantees, contractors and subcontrac¬ 
tors. successors in interest, and other 
participants in the program. Any such 
assurance shall include provisions which 
give the United States a right to seek its 
judicial enforcement. 

(2) In the case of real property, struc¬ 
tures or improvements thereon, or inter¬ 
ests therein, which was acquired through 
a program of Federal financial assist- 
oncc, or in the case where Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance is provided In the form of 
a transfer of real property or interest 
therein from the Federal Government, 
the instrument effecting or recording the 
transfer, shall contain a covenant run¬ 
ning with the land assuring nondiscrim¬ 
ination for the period during which the 
real property is used for a purpose for 
which tiie Federal financial assistanc e 
extended or for another purpose involv¬ 
ing the provision of similar services or 
benefits. Where no transfer of property 
is involved, but property is improved 
under a program of Federal financial 
assistance, the recipient shall agree to 
include such a covenant in any subse¬ 
quent transfer of such property. Where 
the property Is obtained from the Federal 
Government, such covenant may also 
include a condition coupled with a right 
to be reserved by the Endowment to 
revert title to the property In the event 
of a breach of the covenant w’hcre In 
the discretion of the responsible Endow - 
ment official, such a condition and right 
of reverter is appropriate to the program 
under which the real property is obtained 
and to the nature of the grant and the 
grantee. In the event a transferee of 
real property proposes to mortgage or 
otherwise encumber the real property as 
security for financing construction of 
new\ or Improvement of existing, facil¬ 
ities on such property for the purposes 
for w f hich the property was transferred, 
the Chairman of the Endowment con¬ 
cerned may agree, upon request of the 
transferee and if necessary to accompli i* 
such financing, and upon such condition* 
as he deems appropriate, to forbear the 
exercise of such right to revert title for 
so long as the lien of such mortgage < r 
other encumbrance remains effective 
<3) Transfers of surplus property are 
subject to regulations issued by the Ad¬ 
ministrator of the General Services Ad¬ 
ministration. (41 CFR 101-6.2) 

(b) Continuing State programs. Every 
application by a State or a State agency 
to carry out a program involving continu¬ 
ing Federal financial assistance to 
which this part applies shall as a con¬ 
dition to its approval and the extension 
of any Federal financial assistance pur¬ 
suant to the application <1) contain or 
be accompanied by a statement that the 
program Is (or. in the case of a new pro- 
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gnun, will be) conducted In compliance 
with all requirements imposed by or pur¬ 
suant to this part, and (2) provide or be 
accompanied by provision for such 
methods of administration for the pro¬ 
gram as are found by the responsible 
Endowment official to give reasonable 
assurance that the applicant and all re¬ 
cipients of Federal financial assistance 
under such program will comply with all 
requirements Imposed by or pursuant to 
this part. 

<c) Elementary and secondary schools . 
The requirements of paragraph <a) of 
this section with respect to any elemen¬ 
tary or secondary school or school system 
shall be deemed to be satisfied if such 
school or school system (1) is subject to a 
final order of a court of the United States 
for the desegregation of such school or 
school system, and provides an assur¬ 
ance that it will comply with such order, 
including any future modification of such 
order, or (2) submits a plan for the 
desegregation of such school or school 
system which the responsible official of 
the Department of Health. Education, 
and Welfare determines is adequate to 
accomplish the purposes of the Act and 
this part within the earliest practicable 
time and provides reasonable assurance 
that it will carry out such plan. In any 
case of continuing Federal financial 
assistance, the responsible official of the 
Department of Health. Education, and 
Welfare may reserve the right to redeter¬ 
mine, after such period as may be speci¬ 
fied by him, the adequacy of the plan to 
accomplish the purposes of the Act and 
tills part. In any case in which a final 
order of a court of the United States 
for the desegregation of such school or 
school system is entered after submission 
of such a plan, such plan shall be revised 
to conform to such final order, including 
any future modification of such order. 

<d) Assurances from institutions. (!) 
In the case of any application for Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance to an institution 
of higher education (including assist¬ 
ance for construction, for research, for 
a special training project, or for any 
other purpose), the assurance required 
by tills section shall extend to admission 
practices and to all other practices relat¬ 
ing to the treatment of students. 

(2) The assurance required with re¬ 
spect to an institution of higher educa¬ 
tion or any other institution, insofar as 
the assurance relates to the institution's 
practices with respect to admission or 
other treatment of Individuals as stu¬ 
dents. or clients of the institution or to 
the opportunity to participate In the pro¬ 
vision of services or other benefits to 
such individuals, shall be applicable to 
the entire institution unless the appli¬ 
cant establishes, to the satisfaction of 
the responsible Endowment official, that 
the institution's practices in designated 
parts or programs of the institution will 
in no way affect its practices in the pro¬ 
gram of the institution for which Federal 
financial assistance is sought, or the 
beneficiaries of or participants in, such 
program. If in any such case the assist¬ 
ance sought is for the construction of a 
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facility or part of a facility, the assur¬ 
ance shall in any event extend to the 
entire facility and to facilities operated 
in connection therewith. 

§ 11 10.5 Illustrative application*. 

The following examples will illustrate 
the application of the foregoing provi¬ 
sions to some of the activities for which 
Federal financial assistance is provided 
by the Endowments. (In all cases the dis¬ 
crimination prohibited is discrimination 
on the ground of race, color, or national 
origin prohibited by title VI of the Act 
and this part, as a condition of the 
receipt of Federal financial assistance.) 

(a) In a research, training, or other 
grant to a university for activities to be 
conducted in a graduate school, discrimi¬ 
nation in the admission and treatment 
of students in the graduate school is 
prohibited, and the prohibition extends 
to the entire university, unless it satis¬ 
fies the responsible Endowment official 
that practices with respect to other parts 
or programs of the university will not 
interfere, directly or indirectly, with ful¬ 
fillment of the assurance required with 
respect to the graduate school. 

(b> In cases of Federal financial as¬ 
sistance to elementary or secondary 
schools, discrimination by the recipient 
school district in any of its elementary 
or secondary schools, or by the recipient 
private institution. In the admission of 
students, or In the treatment of its stu¬ 
dents in any aspect of the educational 
process. Is prohibited. In this and the 
following illustration the prohibition of 
discrimination in the treatment of stu¬ 
dents or other trainees includes the 
prohibition of discrimination among the 
students or trainees in the availability 
or use of any academic, dormitory, eat¬ 
ing, recreational, or other facilities of 
the grantee or other recipient. 

(c) In a training grant to a non- 
academic Institution, discrimination is 
prohibited in the selection of individuals 
to be trained and in their treatment by 
the grantee during their training. In a 
research or demonstration grant to such 
an institution, discrimination is pro¬ 
hibited with respect to any educational 
activity, any provision of medical or 
other services and any financial aid to 
individuals incident to the program. 

(d> Where Federal financial assist¬ 
ance Is provided to assist in the presen¬ 
tation of artistic and cultural produc¬ 
tions to the public, assurances will be 
required that such productions will not 
be presented before any audience which 
has been selected on a discriminatory 
basis. 

(e) A recipient may not take action 
that is calculated to bring about in¬ 
directly what this part forbids it to ac¬ 
complish directly. Thus, a State, in se¬ 
lecting projects to be supported through 
a State agency, may not base its selec¬ 
tions on criteria which have the effect 
of defeating or substantially impairing 
accomplishment of the objectives of the 
Federal financial assistance as respects 
individuals of a particular race, color, or 
national origin. 
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(f) In some situations even though 
past discriminatory practices have been 
abandoned, the consequences of such 
practices continue to Impede the full 
availability of a benefit. If the efforts 
required of the applicant or recipient un¬ 
der 5 1110.6(d) to provide informa¬ 
tion as to the availability of the pro¬ 
gram or activity, and the rights of bene¬ 
ficiaries under this regulation, have 
failed to overcome these consequences, 
it will become necessary for such appli¬ 
cant or recipient to take additional steps 
to make the benefits fully available to 
racial and nationality groups previously 
subjected to discrimination. This action 
might take the form, for example of spe¬ 
cial arrangements for obtaining referrals 
or making selections which will insure 
that groups previously subjected to dis¬ 
crimination are adequately served. 

<g) Even though an applicant or re¬ 
cipient has never used discriminatory 
policies, the services and benefits of the 
program or activity it administers may 
not In fact be equally available to some 
racial or nationality groups. In such cir¬ 
cumstances an applicant or recipient 
may properly give special consideration 
to race, colof, or national origin to make 
the benefits of its program more widely 
available to such groups, not then being 
adequately served. For example, where a 
university is not adequately serving 
members of a particular racial or nation¬ 
ality group, it may establish special re¬ 
cruitment policies to make its program 
better known and more readily avail¬ 
able to such group, and take other steps 
to provide that group with more ade¬ 
quate service. 

§ 1110.6 Compltancr information. 

(a) Cooperation and assistance. The 
responsible Endowment official shall, to 
the fullest extent practicable, seek the 
cooperation of recipients in obtaining 
compliance wi}h this part and shall pro¬ 
vide assistance and guidance to recipi¬ 
ents to help them comply voluntarily 
with this part. 

<b> Compliance reports. Each recipi¬ 
ent shall keep such records and submit to 
the responsible Endowment official 
timely, complete and accurate compli¬ 
ance reports at such times, and in such 
form and containing such information, 
as the responsible Endowment official 
may determine to be necessary to en¬ 
able him to ascertain whether the recip¬ 
ient has complied or is complying with 
tills part. In the case of any program un¬ 
der which a primary recipient extends 
Federal financial assistance to any other 
recipient, such other recipient shall also 
submit such compliance reports to the 
primary recipient as may be necessary 
to enable the primary recipient to carry 
out its obligations under this part. 

<c> Access to sources of information . 
Each recipient shall permit access by the 
responsible Endowment official or his 
designee during normal business hours 
to such of its books, records, accounts, 
and other sources of Information, and 
its facilities as may be pertinent to as¬ 
certain compliance with this part. Where 
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any information required of a recipient 
is in the exclusive possession of any other 
agency, institution or person and this 
agency, institution or person shall fail 
or refuse to furnish this information, the 
recipient shall so certify In its report and 
shall set forth what efforts it has made 
to obtain the information. 

(d> Information to beneficiaries and 
participants. Each recipient shall make 
available to participanta. beneficiaries, 
and other interested persons such inf or- 
nuition regarding the provisions of this 
part and its applicability to the program 
under which the recipient receives Fed¬ 
eral financial assistance, and make such 
information available to them in such 
manner, as the responsible Endowment 
official finds necessary to apprise such 
persons of the protections against dis¬ 
crimination assured them by the Act and 
this part. 

§ 1110.7 Conduct of invrMigation*. 

(a) Periodic compliance reviews. The 
responsible Endowment official shall from 
time to time review the practices of 
recipients to determine whether they 
are complying with this part. 

(b) Complaints. Any person who be¬ 
lieves himself or any specific class of in¬ 
dividuals to be subjected to discrimina¬ 
tion prohibited by this part may by him¬ 
self or by a representative file with the 
responsible Endowment official a written 
complaint. A complaint must be filed not 
later than ninety days from the date 
of the alleged discrimination, unless the 
time for filing is extended by the respon¬ 
sible Endowment official. 

<c> Investigations. The responsible 
Endowment official will make a prompt 
investigation whenever a compliance re¬ 
view. report, complaint, or any other in¬ 
formation Indicates a possible failure to 
comply with this part. The investigation 
should include, where appropriate, a re¬ 
view of the pertinent practices and pol¬ 
icies of the recipient, the circumstances 
under which the possible noncompliance 
with this part occurred, and other fac¬ 
tors relevant to a determination as to 
whether the recipient has failed to com¬ 
ply with this part. 

(d) Resolution of nuUters. (1) If an 
investigation pursuant to paragraph <c) 
of this section indicates a failure to com¬ 
ply with this part, the responsible En¬ 
dowment official will so inform the re¬ 
cipient and the matter will be resolved 
by informal mean s whenever possible. 
If it has been determined that the mat¬ 
ter cannot be resolved by informal means, 
action will be taken as provided for in 
3 1110 . 8 . 

(2) If an investigation does not war¬ 
rant action pursuant to subparagraph 
(1) of this paragraph, the responsible 
Endowment official will so inform the 
recipient and the complainant, if any. 
in writing. 

<•) Intimidatory or retaliatory acts 
prohibited. No recipient or other person 
shall intimidate, threaten, coerce, or dis¬ 
criminate against any individual for the 
purpose of Interfering with any right 
or privilege secured by section 601 of the 
Act or this part, or because he lias made 


a complaint, testified, assisted, or par¬ 
ticipated in any manner in an Investiga¬ 
tion. proceeding, or hearing under this 
part. The identity of complainants shall 
be kept confidential except to the extent 
necessary to carry out the purposes of 
this part. Including the conduct of any 
investigation, hearing, or Judicial pro¬ 
ceeding arising thereunder. 

g 1110.8 Procedure for effecting com¬ 
pliance. 

(a> General . It there appears to be a 
failure or threatened faliure to comply 
with this part, and if the noncompliance 
or threatened noncompliance cannot be 
corrected by informal means, compliance 
with this part may be effected by the 
suspension or termination of or refusal 
to grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance or by any other means au¬ 
thorized by law. Suqh other means may 
include, but are not limited to, (1) a 
reference to the Department of Justice 
with a recommendation that appropriate 
proceedings be brought to enforce any 
rights of the United States under any 
law of the United States (including other 
titles of the Act), or any assurance or 
other contractual undertaking, and (2) 
any applicable proceeding under State 
or local law. 

(b) Noncompliance with 3 It 10.4. It 
an applicant fails or refuses to furnish 
an assurance required under 3 1110.4 or 
otherwise fails to comply with that sec¬ 
tion, Federal financial assistance may be 
refused in accordance with the proce¬ 
dures of paragraph fc) of this section. 
The Endowment concerned shall not be 
required to provide assistance in such a 
case during the pendency of the admin¬ 
istrative proceedings under such para¬ 
graph, except that such Endowment shall 
continue assistance during the pendency 
of such proceedings where such assist¬ 
ance is due and payable pursuant to an 
application therefor approved prior to 
the effective date of this part. 

(C) Termination of or refusal to grant 
or to continue Federal financial assist¬ 
ance. No order suspending, terminating, 
or refusing to grant or continue Federal 
financial assistance shall become effec¬ 
tive until (1) the responsible Endow¬ 
ment official has advised the applicant 
or recipient of his failure to comply and 
has determined that compliance cannot 
be secured by voluntary means. < 2) 
there has been an express finding on the 
record, after opportunity for hearings, of 
a failure by the applicant or recipient 
to comply with a requirement Imposed 
by or pursuant to this part. <3> the ac¬ 
tion has been approved by the Chairman 
of the Endowment concerned, and (4) 
the expiration of 30 days after the 
Chairman has filed with the Committee 
of the House and the Committee of the 
Senate having legislative jurisdiction 
over the program involved, a full writ¬ 
ten report of the circumstances and the 
grounds for such action. Any action to 
suspend or terminate or to refuse to 
grant or to continue Federal financial 
assistance shall be limited to the par¬ 
ticular political entity, or part thereof, 
or other applicant or recipient as to 


whom such a finding has been made and 
shall be limited in its effect to the par¬ 
ticular program, or part thereof, in 
which such non compliance has been so 
found. 

(d) Other means authorized by law. 
No action to effect compliance by any 
other means authorized by law shall be 
taken until (1) the responsible Endow¬ 
ment official has determined that com¬ 
pliance cannot be secured by voluntary 
means, (2) the recipient or other person 
lias been notified of its failure to com¬ 
ply and of the action to be taken to ef¬ 
fect compliance, and (3) the expiration 
of at least 10 days from the mailing of 
such notice to the recipient or other per¬ 
son. During this period of at leas! 10 
days, additional efforts shall be made to 
persuade the recipient or other person 
to comply with this part and to take such 
corrective action as may be appropriate 

§1110.9 ITraring. 

(a) Opportunity for hearing. When¬ 
ever an opportunity for a hearing is re¬ 
quired by 3 1110.8(c), reasonable notice 
shall be given by registered or certified 
mail, return receipt requested, to the af¬ 
fected applicant or recipient. This no¬ 
tice shall advise the applicant or recipi¬ 
ent of the action proposed to be taken, 
the specific provision under which Uie 
proposed action against it is to be taken, 
and the matters of fact or law asserted 
as the basis for this action, and either: 

(1) Fix a date not less than 20 days 
after the date of such notice within 
which the applicant or recipient may re¬ 
quest of the responsible Endowment offi¬ 
cial that the matter be scheduled for 
hearing or 

(2) Advise the applicant or recipient 
that the matter in question has been set 
down for hearing at a stated place and 
lime. The time and place so fixed shall be 
reasonable and shall be subject to change 
for cause. The complainant, if any. shall 
be advised of the time and place of the 
hearing. An applicant or recipient may 
waive a hearing and submit written in¬ 
formation and argument for the record 
The failure of an applicant or recipient 
to request a hearing under this para¬ 
graph or to appear at a hearing for 
which a date has been set shall be 
deemed to be a waiver of the right of a 
hearing under section 602 of the Act 
and 3 1110.8(c) of this part and consent 
to the making of a decision on the basis 
of such information as is available 

<b) Time and place of hearing: Hear¬ 
ings shall be held at the offices of the 
Endowment concerned In Wa&hingM: 
D.C., at a time fixed by the responsible 
Endowment official unless he determine.' 
that the convenience of the applicant or 
recipient or of the Endowment requires 
that another place be selected. Hear¬ 
ings shall be held before the responsible 
Endowment official or, at his discretion, 
before a hearing examiner designated in 
accordance with section 11 of the Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedure Act. 

(c) Right to counsel. In all proceed¬ 
ings under this section, the applicant or 
recipient and the Endowment shall have 
the right to be represented by counsel. 
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<d) Procedures, evidence , and record. 

( 1 ) The hearing, decision, and any ad¬ 
ministrative review thereof shall be con¬ 
ducted In conformity with 5 U.S.C. 554- 
557 (sections 5-8 of the Administrative 
Procedure Act). and In accordance with 
such rules of procedure as are proper 
<&nd not Inconsistent with this section) 
relating to the conduct of the hearing, 
giving of notices subsequent to those 
provided for in paragraph (a) of this 
section, taking of testimony, exhibits, 
arguments and briefs, requests for find¬ 
ings, and other related matters. Both the 
Endowment and the applicant or recipi¬ 
ent shall be entitled to Introduce all rele¬ 
vant evidence on the issues as stated in 
the notice for hearing or as determined 
by the officer conducting the hearing at 
the outset of or during the hearing. 

(2) Technical rules of evidence shall 
not apply to hearings conducted pursu¬ 
ant to tills part, but rules or principles 
designed to assure production of the most 
credible evidence available and to sub¬ 
ject testimony to test by cross-examina¬ 
tion shall be applied where reasonably 
necessary by the officer conducting the 
hearing. The hearing officer may exclude 
irrelevant, immaterial, or unduly rep¬ 
etitious evidence. All documents and 
other evidence entered or taken for the 
record sliall be open to examination by 
the parties and opportunity shall be given 
to refute facts and arguments advanced 
on either side of the issues. A transcript 
shall be made of the oral evidence except 
to the extent the substance thereof is 
stipulated for the record. All decisions 
shall be based upon the hearing record 
and written findings shall be mode. 

(e) Consolidated or joint hearings. In 
cases in which the same or related facts 
are asserted to constitute noncompliance 
with this Regulation with respect to two 
or more programs to which this part 
applies, or noncompliance with this part 
and the regulations of one or more other 
Federal departments or agencies issued 
under title VI of the Act. the Chairman 
of the Endowment concerned may, by 
agreement with such other departments 
or agencies where applicable, provide for 
the conduct of consolidated or Joint hear¬ 
ings and for the application to such 
hearings of rules or procedures not in¬ 
consistent with this part. Final decisions 
in such cases, insofar as this regulation 
is concerned, shall be made in accord¬ 
ance with g 1110.10. 

§ 1110.10 Derisions and notkm. 

(a) Decision by person other than the 
responsible Endowment official. If the 
hearing is held by a hearing examiner 
such hearing examiner shall either make 
an initial decision, if so authorized, or 
certify the entire record including his 
recommended findings and proposed de¬ 
cision to the responsible Endowment offi¬ 
cial for a final decision, and a copy of 
such initial decision or certification shall 
be mailed to the applicant or recipient. 
Where the initial decision is made by the 
hearing examiner the applicant or re¬ 
cipient may within 30 days of the mailing 
of such notice of initial decision file 
with the responsible Endowment official 
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his exceptions to the initial decision, with 
his reasons therefor. In the absence of 
exceptions, the responsible Endowment 
official may on his own motion within 45 
days after the initial decision serve on 
the applicant or recipient a notice that 
he will review the decision. Upon the 
filing of such exceptions or of such notice 
of review the responsible Endowment offi¬ 
cial shall review the initial decision and 
Issue his own decision thereon Including 
the reasons therefor. In the absence of 
either exceptions or a notice of review 
the Initial decision shall constitute the 
final decision of the responsible Endow¬ 
ment official. 

(b) Decisions on record or review by 
the responsible Endowment official. 
Whenever a record is certified to the re¬ 
sponsible Endowment official for deci¬ 
sion or he reviews the decision of a hear¬ 
ing examiner pursuant to paragraph (a) 
of this section, or whenever the respon¬ 
sible Endowment official conducts the 
hearing, the applicant or recipient shall 
be given reasonable opportunity to file 
with him briefs or other written state¬ 
ments of its contentions, and a copy of 
the final decision of the responsible En¬ 
dowment official shall be given in writing 
to the applicant or recipient and to the 
complainant if any. 

(c> Decisions on record where a hear¬ 
ing is waived. Whenever a hearing is 
waived pursuant to S 1110.9(a) a de¬ 
cision shall be made by the responsible 
Endowment official on the record and a 
copy of such decision shall be given in 
writing to the applicant or recipient, and 
to the complainant, if any. 

(d) Rulings required. Each decision of 
a hearing officer or responsible Endow¬ 
ment official shall set forth his ruling 
on each finding, conclusion, or exception 
presented, and shall Identify the require¬ 
ment or requirements imposed by or pur¬ 
suant to this part with which it is found 
that the applicant or recipient has failed 
to comply. 

<e) Approval by Chairman. Any final 
decision of a responsible Endowment of¬ 
ficial (other than the Chairman) which 
provides for the suspension or termina¬ 
tion of. or the refusal to grant or con¬ 
tinue Federal financial assistance, or the 
imposition of any other sanction avail¬ 
able under this part or the Act. shall 
promptly be transmitted to the Chair¬ 
man, who may approve such decision, 
may vacate it, or remit or mitigate any 
sanction imposed. 

(f) Content of orders . The final de¬ 
cision may provide for suspension or 
termination of. or refusal to grant or 
continue Federal financial assistance. In 
whole or in part, under the program 
involved, and may contain such terms, 
conditions, and other provisions as are 
consistent with and will effectuate the 
purposes of the Act and this part, includ¬ 
ing provisions designed to assure that no 
Federal financial assistance will there¬ 
after be extended under such program to 
the applicant or recipient determined by 
such decision to be in default In its per¬ 
formance of an assurance given by it 
pursuant to this part, or to have other¬ 
wise failed to comply with this part, un¬ 
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less and until it corrects its noncom¬ 
pliance and satisfies the responsible 
Endowment official that it will fully com¬ 
ply with this part. 

(g) Post termination proceedings. (1) 
An applicant or recipient adversely af¬ 
fected by an order issued under para¬ 
graph (f) of this section shall be restored 
to full eligibility to receive Federal finan¬ 
cial assistance if it satisfies the terms 
and conditions of that order for such 
eligibility or if it brings itself into com¬ 
pliance with tills regulation and pro¬ 
vides reasonable assurance that it will 
fully comply with this regulation. (An 
elementary or secondary school or school 
system which is unable to file on assur¬ 
ance of compliance with S 1110.3 shall 
be restored to full eligibility to receive 
Federal financial assistance, if it files a 
court order or a plan for desegregation 
which meets the requirements of 
4 1110.4(c), and provides reasonable as¬ 
surance that it will comply with this 
court order or plan.) 

<2) Any applicant or recipient ad¬ 
versely affected by an order entered pur¬ 
suant to paragraph (f) of this section 
may at any time request the responsible 
Endowment official to restore fully its 
eligibility to receive Federal financial as¬ 
sistance. Any such request shall be sup¬ 
ported by Information showing that the 
applicant or recipient has met the re¬ 
quirements of subparagraph (1) of this 
paragraph. If the responsible Endow¬ 
ment official determines that those re¬ 
quirements have been satisfied, he shall 
restore such eligibility. 

(3) If the responsible Endowment of¬ 
ficial denies any such request, the appli¬ 
cant or recipient may submit a request 
for a hearing In writing, specifying why 
it believes such official to have been in 
error. It shall thereupon be given an ex¬ 
peditious hearing, with a decision on the 
record, in accordance with rules of 
procedure issued by the responsible En¬ 
dowment official.

Miscellaneous Amendments 

On July 19, 1972, a notice of proposed 
rulemaking was published in the Federal 
Register (37 FR M320> to amend Part 
21 of the Regulations of the Office of the 
Secretary (49 CFR Part 2l>—Nondis¬ 
crimination in Federally-Assisted Pro¬ 
grams of the Department of Transporta¬ 
tion. 

All interested parties were invited to 
give their views on the proposed amend¬ 
ment. None of the comments received 
provided a basis for change in the pro¬ 
posed amendment. The purpose of the 
amendment is as follows: 

Planning or Advisory Board Member¬ 
ship . Although existing § 21.5(b) (vi) 
contains a prohibition against discrimi¬ 
natory denial of the "opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the program through the pro¬ 
vision of services or otherwise • • the 
existing regulations did not specifically 
deal with the matter of planning or ad¬ 
visory board membership. Considering 
the broad purpose of Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. the Department of 
Transportation believes that member¬ 
ship on such boards is an aspect of “par¬ 
ticipation in the program” within the 
meaning of section 601 of the Act (42 
UjB.C. 2000d). To make it clear that such 
discrimination is prohibited, the Depart¬ 
ment is adding a specific reference to 
planning, advisory, and similar bodies to 
the other activities listed In $ 21.5(b). 

The provision applies only to the ex¬ 
tent that the “recipient” has control over 
board membership. It is applicable, for 
example, where the members are ap¬ 
pointed by the recipient. Where the 
board is elected and the election pro¬ 
cedures are determined by the recipient, 
such procedure is to be nondlscrimina- 
tory. The term "integral part” is used in 
order to make it dear that regulations 
are Inapplicable to boards related only 
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tangentially or Indirectly to a Federally 
agisted program. 

Affirmative action to correct and pre¬ 
vent prohibited discrimination . Existing 
5 21 . 5 (b) (7) provides that consideration 
0 f race, color, or national origin are not 
prohibited IT the purpose and effect is 
to remove or overcome the detrimental 
results of discrimination. That provision 
also places on the recipient of Federal 
assistance an ''obligation to take reason¬ 
able action to remove or overcome the 
consequences of prior discriminatory 
practice or usage and to accomplish the 
purposes of the Act”. The Department's 
amendment to the second sentence in 
j 21.5(b) (7) is to make it clear that the 
recipient (1) must take affirmative ac¬ 
tion to overcome the effects of prior dte- 
crlmlnatory practice or usage, and <2) 
is expected to take affirmative action to 
assure that no person Is excluded from 
participation In or denied the benefits 
of the recipient's Federally assisted pro¬ 
grams on the ground of race, color, or 
national origin. 

Collection of racial data. Existing 
3 21.9(b) states that recipients shall keep 
such records and submit such reports as 
the Secretary determines are necessary. 
While this provision furnishes a basis for 
requiring data on the race and national 
origin of persons affected by Federally 
assisted programs, it contains no ex¬ 
plicit reference to such data. Experience 
has shown that, with respect to most 
Federally assisted programs, racial data 
is an essential element in implement¬ 
ing Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 
1964. In view of the Importance of such 
data, the Department is adding an ex¬ 
press reference to it in S 21.9(b)* 

Time for filing complaints. Existing 
provisions of 9 21.11(b) regarding the fil¬ 
ing of complaints of alleged discrimina¬ 
tion state that a complaint must be filed 
“not later than 90 days after the date of 
the alleged discrimination, unless the 


time for filing is extended by the 
Secretary”. 

To make this time period consistent 
with that allowed under other civil rights 
laws,* the Department is changing tills 
time limit from 90 to 180 days. 

In consideration of the foregoing, ef¬ 
fective July 5. 1973, 49 CFR Part 21 
is amended as follows:

(1) Striking out the word "or" at the 
end of subparagraph (1) (v);

Federal financial assistance, on the 
grounds of race, color, or national origin. 
Where prior discriminatory practice or 
usage tends, on the grounds of race, color, 
or national origin to exclude individuals 
from participation in, to deny them the 
benefits of, or to subject them to dis¬ 
crimination under any program or ac¬ 
tivity to which this part applies, the ap¬ 
plicant or recipient must take affirmative 
action to remove or overcome the effects 
of the prior discriminatory practice or 
usage.

Form and Guidelines Regarding 
Agricultural and Silvicultural Activities 

Notice was published in the Federal 
Register issue of December 5. 1972, <37 
FR 25898) that the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency was giving consideration 
to proposed forms and guidelines for the 
acquisition of information from owners 
and operators of point sources. The pro¬ 
posed forms and accompanying instruc¬ 
tions described, pursuant to the authority 
contained in section 304<hMl> of the 
Federal Water Pollution Control Act, as 
amended by the Federal Water Pollu¬ 
tion Control Act Amendments of 1972. 
<86 Stat. 816: 33 UJ8.C.A. 1251 et. seq. 
<19720 (hereinafter referred to as the 
•'Act*'), requirements for the acquisition 
of information from owners and opera¬ 
tors of point sources subject to the Na¬ 
tional Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System. 

The period for comment for one of the 
short forms. Short Form B—Agriculture, 
Forestry and Fishing, was extended an 
additional 30 days until January 20,1973. 
See the notice of extension of period for 
comment published in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister on Friday. December 29. 1972, 37 
FR 28765. During the extended com¬ 
ment period, the Agency sought and re¬ 
ceived information, statistics, and advice 
as to <1 > the numbers and kinds of agri¬ 
culture. forestry, and fish production ac¬ 
tivities covered by Short Form B: <2) the 
nature, size, and frequency of polluting 
discharges, if any, from such activities; 
and, <3> any categories of dischargers 
(including any classes, types, and sizes 
within any category) that should be ex¬ 
cluded from NPDES application and fil¬ 
ing requirements. 

Statistical information and advice was 
provided by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, and U.8. Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior, and from owners 
and operators of farming and agricul¬ 
tural operations. Meetings were held with 
agricultural experts and with State of¬ 
ficials from the States of California, Il¬ 
linois. Iowa. Missouri, Nebraska, Texas, 
and Wisconsin. Agricultural and envi¬ 
ronmental groups were consulted. 

On the basLs of the information, statis¬ 
tics, and advice received, the Eniron- 
mental Protection Agency revised the 
proposals and published them in the Fed¬ 
eral Register of May 3, 1973. for a 30- 
day comment period. The Agency pro¬ 
posed to exclude for the present time 
certain categories and classes of agricul¬ 
tural and silvicultural point sources from 
the requirements of the National Pollu¬ 
tant Discharge Elimination System. Au¬ 
thority for such exclusions rests with Ad¬ 
ministrator's discretion under section 
402ia)(l) of the Act to issue permits. 


In addition, the Act and the legislative 
history indicate clearly that Congress re¬ 
garded discharges from agricultural and 
silvicultural activities as problems to be 
dealt with primarily through the exer¬ 
cise of authorities concerning non-point 
sources and that the Administrator would 
have discretion to distinguish among 
categories and sizes of agricultural 
sources. The basis for the exclusions is 
that the pollution problems caused by the 
excluded categories of point sources are 
minor in relation to the administrative 
problem of processing vast numbers of 
agricultural discharge application forms. 

Comments received during the 30-day 
period following the May 3 publication 
have been considered and appropriate 
revisions made to the permit application 
form and related regulations. The reg¬ 
ulations reflect the policies and ration¬ 
ales described in 1. and 2. below, 

U General exclusion of discharges from 
agricultural and silvicultural activities. 
In the United States, there arc three 
million more farmers engaged in a va¬ 
riety of agricultural and silvicultural 
activities. In connection with crop pro¬ 
duction. some water from most farms is 
returned to navigable waters, as the term 
“navigable waters” is defined in the Act. 
The expenditure in time, dollars, and 
resources necessary to process applica¬ 
tions from every small farmer subject 
to NPDES requirements would be dis¬ 
proportionate to the water quality bene¬ 
fits obtained. In order to prevent the 
diversion of the Agency's limited re¬ 
sources from the larger, significant point 
sources of pollution, the amendments 
proposed herein exclude the smaller, In¬ 
significant agricultural and silvicultural 
discharges (including minor irrigation 
return flow discharges and runoff from 
fields, orchards, and crop and forest 
lands) from the requirements of the 
NPDES. 

2. Exceptions from general exclusion . 
The following categories and classes of 
agricultural or silvicultural point sources 
are or could be significant sources of pol¬ 
lution and therefore will be subject to 
NPDES requirements. 

a. Animal confinement facilities. The 
regulations provide that large animal 
feedlots and holding facilities will remain 
subject to NPDES requirements. By the 
inclusion of the term “concentrated ani¬ 
mal feeding operations" in section 502 
(14) of the Act. Congress Indicated its 
intent that these sources of agricultural 
pollution be controlled through the 
NPDES permit program. Recent statis¬ 
tics indicate, however, that there are 1.- 
914,945 concentrated animal feeding op¬ 
erations in the United States. Of these, 
about 180.000 are cattle feedlots. Again, 
there are simply too many facilities to 
make inclusion in the NPDES adminis¬ 
tratively manageable. 

Exclusion of all feedlots. however, is 
improper as the build-up of solid and 
liquid wastes resulting from the concen¬ 
tration of animals in confined produc¬ 
tion facilities represents a significant 
source of pollution. Accordingly, on the 
basis of Information and statistics re¬ 
ceived. pollution potential, and adminis¬ 


trative manageability, the Agency has at¬ 
tempted to set cutoff points above whtrh 
animal production facilities would be 
subject to NPDES requirements. Those 
numbers refer to the number of animals 
that are contained or have been con¬ 
tained at any time in the previous 12 
months. 

Further, several comments pointed out 
that certain types of operations, such as 
a fair grounds, might contain these num¬ 
bers of animals, but only for a brief pe- 
riod during the year. Therefore, an addi¬ 
tional criterion has been added, that the 
cutoff number of animals be held for a 
total of 30 days or more in order for the 
facility to be included in the NPDES 

(1) Slaughter and feeder cattle; 1,000 
head or more. The owner or operator of 
any facility with 1,000 or more slaughter 
and/or feeder cattle must apply for an 
NPDES permit. In cattle operations par¬ 
ticularly. a few large operations tend to 
dominate the market. In 1970, for ex¬ 
ample. one percent of the cattle feedlots 
produced 55 percent of the cattle mar¬ 
keted. Nationwide, there are about 2.500 
lots with 1,000 or more head of cattle. 
These 2,500 lots market almost 70 per¬ 
cent of the feed cattle. A reduction of the 
cutoff below 1,000 head w f ould dramati¬ 
cally increase the number of applica¬ 
tions. 

(2) Dairy cattle . 700 head or more, 
Any dairy or facility with 700 or more 
dairy cattle is subject to the NPDES. The 
figure of 700 head includes milkers, preg¬ 
nant heifers, and dry mature cows, but 
not calves. There are about 125 dairy 
operations with 700 head or more. As in 
the case of feed cattle, the number of 
applications increases significantly be¬ 
low the cutoff of 700 head. 

(3) Siclne over 55 pounds. 2.500 or 
more. The figure of 2,500 swine is limited 
to swine weighing over 55 pounds The 
cutoff figure should result in applications 
from About 800 facilities. Although there 
are many thousands of smaller feed lots 
for swine, the proposed cutoff of 2,500 
will cover the facilities which present 
the greatest potential for pollution con¬ 
trol while limiting the number of ap¬ 
plications to a manageable quantity. 

(4) Sheep. 10.000 head or more. Facil¬ 
ities for holding or feeding sheep arc re¬ 
quired to file for an NPDES permit if 
the facility contains 10,000 or more 
sheep. Statistics Indicate that there are 
about 100 feedlots in the United States 
with 10,000 or more sheep. Smaller feed- 
lots present less potential for pollution 
problems as sheep manure is particularly 
marketable to gardeners and is there¬ 
fore less likely to be discharged or dis¬ 
posed of as waste. 

<5) Turkeys . 55,000 or more. Turkey 
lots which contain more than 55,000 
birds will be required to apply for an 
NPDES permit. Generally, only "open 
lot" turkey operations will be covered as 
in-house turkey facilities are normally 
dry operations and have no liquid wastes. 
An estimated 300 turkey lots will be cov¬ 
ered by the 55.000 cutoff. 

<6) Laying hens and broilers. Con¬ 
tinuous overflow watering. 100,000 or 
more —<7) Laying hens and broilers. 
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liquid manure handling system. 30.000 
or more. Owners or operators of facilities 
which utilize continuous overflow water¬ 
ing systems will be required to apply for 
NPDES permit if they contain 100.000 
or more laying hens or broilers. Owners 
or operators of facilities which utilize 
liquid manure handling systems will be 
squired to apply for an NPDES permit 
If they contain 30.000 or more laying hens 
or broilers. The cited levels will include 
roost of the commercial operations and 
major facilities utilizing “wet” systems, 
about 100 of each type. These cutoffs will 
include almost all egg and chicken pro¬ 
duction facilities with potential for water 
pollution problems. 

Most broilers, laying hens, and breed¬ 
ing chickens are kept on litter, or in cages 
with dry litter floors and normally have 
no waste water. These dry operations ac¬ 
count for the vast majority of commer¬ 
cial poultry operations in the country. 
Where the dry manure and litter Is not 
disposed of In navigable waters, dry oper¬ 
ations. for lack of a discharge subject to 
the Act. will not be subject to NPDES 
requirement*. 

*8) Ducks. 5,000 or more. All duck 
farm operations with more than 5.000 
ducks will be required to apply for an 
NPDES permit. The estimated 80 duck 
farms with 5,000 or more ducks repre¬ 
sent most of the commercial duck oper¬ 
ations in the United States. Unlike wastes 
from most other animal production op¬ 
erations. wastes from duck farms nor¬ 
mally require biological treatment. Be¬ 
cause of the relatively small number of 
potential applicants and because the 
discharges represent a treatment prob¬ 
lem of the kind the NPDES is designed 
to regulate, complete coverage of com¬ 
mercial duck production operations is 
warranted. 

<9) Combinations of animals. Often 
a facility contains more than one type 
of animal. Although such a facility may 
not contain any one type in the cutoff 
quantity given above, the combined 
quantities may present a significant pol¬ 
lution problem. Therefore, application 
for a permit for a combined facility 
must be made if the following calcula¬ 
tion equals or exceeds 1.000: (1) Multi¬ 
ply the number of animals of each type 
by the multiplier given below for that 
*51*; Add the products of these 
multiplications. The multipliers are: 


(n> slaughter and feeder cattle_ 1.0 

<b) mature dairy cattle_ 1.4 

(ci swine over 55 pounds_...... 0.4 

<d) sheep__0.1 


Multipliers arc only given for the types 
of animals which arc commonly com¬ 
bined.) 

For example, if a facility presently 
holds 800 slaughter and feeder cattle. 
-00 mature dairy cattle, and 500 swine 
over 55 pounds, the calculation is as 

follows:

Since the calculated total exceeds 
1.000, an application for an NPDES 
permit must be filed in this case. 

Two or more animal pens, feedlots. or 
other animal confinement facilities are 
considered to be a single facility where 
they are adjacent to each other or where 
they utilize a common area or system for 
the disposal of wastes. For example, 
neighboring pens separated by a road but 
using a common disposal system, which 
are owned by the same person or com¬ 
pany. and which hold 600 slaughter cat¬ 
tle and 500 dairy cattle would be subject 
to NPDES requirements. 

b. Fish and animal production facili¬ 
ties. Although, like non-aquatlc animals, 
fish are concentrated for purposes of 
feeding and marketing, fish operations 
are not easily categorized according to 
the number of fish contained within a 
particular operation. Fish and aquatic 
animal production operations are pro¬ 
posed to be excluded herein on the basis 
of the method of confinement or the con¬ 
tinuity of the discharge. 

Present data indicate that closed 
ponds, which usually discharge less than 
30 days per year, or only during periods 
of excess runoff, tend to have a minimal 
impact upon water quality. On the other 
hand, where fish or other aquatic ani¬ 
mals are concentrated in raceways or 
similar structures which provide a con¬ 
tinuous flow of water, the addition of 
food and wastes to the water flow is 
analogous to an industry which takes 
in water for processing and subsequently 
discharges the water laden with wastes. 
If. however, discharges occur in¬ 
frequently. the adverse impact from this 
type of facility is greatly reduced. There¬ 
fore, where either a pond or raceway dis¬ 
charges on less than 30 days per year, no 
permit is required for that discharge. 

Further, some small facilities, such as 
“fish out” facilities, farm ponds and 
small raceways, may discharge more fre¬ 
quently than on 30 days per year but 
still not be considered intensive fish 
farming. For this reason, where the dis¬ 
charge occurs on more than 30 days per 
year, but annual production is less than 
20,000 pounds, no discharge permit is re¬ 
quired at this time. 

Facilities which contain any species of 
aquatic animal not native to the United 
States and discharge into navigable 
waters are subject to NPDES require¬ 
ments regardless of the continuity of flow 
or the size of the facility. There is a 
threat that foreign pathogens or para¬ 
sites harmful to our native ecosystems or 
to man might be introduced through dis¬ 
charges from these facilities. For this 
reason, operations which contain non¬ 
native aquatic animal species, and dis¬ 
charge into navigable waters must apply 
for an NPDES permit. Non-native spe¬ 
cies of flsh are defined in “Special Pub¬ 
lication No. 6“ of the American Fisheries 
Society entitled, “A List of Common and 
Scientific Names of Fishes from the U.S. 
and Canada.” Carp, goldfish, and brown 
trout, although included in the American 
Fisheries Society List, ore excluded from 
the category of non-native species of flsh 
due to their widespread distribution and 


relatively long residence time in the 
United States. 

c. Irrigation activities. NPDES require¬ 
ments apply to discharges of irrigation 
return flow (such as tail water, tile drain¬ 
age, surfaced groundwater flow or bypass 
water). operated by public or private or¬ 
ganizations or individuals. If: (1) there 
Is a point source of discharge ie.g., a pipe, 
ditch, or other defined or discrete con¬ 
veyance. whether natural or artificial) 
and: (2) the return flow is from land 
areas of more than 3,000 contiguous 
acres, or 3,000 non-contiguous acres 
which use the same drainage system. 

It is the individual or organization 
who actually has control of or respon¬ 
sibility for the discharge of irrigation 
return flow who must apply for the per¬ 
mit. For example, If water Is supplied by 
on organization but the discharge of re¬ 
turn flow to navigable waters is con¬ 
trolled by an individual who has more 
than 3.000 acres under irrigation, it is 
the individual who must apply for a per¬ 
mit. On the other hand, if an irrigation 
organization supplies and controls the 
irrigation return flow from a total of 
3,000 acres to navigable waters, the or¬ 
ganization must apply for a permit, even 
though one Individual may be supplied 
with water for 3.000 acres or more. 

The land serviced by the 1100 irriga¬ 
tion organizations which provide water 
to 3.000 or more acres represents 80 per¬ 
cent of ail acreage irrigated by such or¬ 
ganizations. If waters from an irrigation 
system enter navigable waters from dif¬ 
fuse sources, then no discharge permit 
is required as there is no point source of 
discharge. 

d. Identified point sources. Although 
the general exclusion may remove large 
numbers of infrequent and insignificant 
discharges from the NPDES permit pro¬ 
gram at this time, certain other agricul¬ 
tural dischargers, not included within the 
categories listed above, may or could be 
significant sources of pollution. 

If an excluded agricultural or silvicul¬ 
tural point source is a significant con¬ 
tributor of pollution, however, the En- 
vlronmenal Protection Agency or the 
water pollution control agency for the 
State or interstate area may Identify the 
source as not included within the exclu¬ 
sion. If a point source is so identified, the 
owner or operator must comply with all 
NPDES filing and application require¬ 
ments. 

3. Requirements of section 301(a) of 
the Act. Although the excluded categories 
are thus relieved at this time from com¬ 
plying with the requirements of section 
402 of the Act and regulations Issued 
thereunder, point sources within such 
categories remain subject to ail other 
applicable provisions of Federal law and 
the Act. including, in particular, section 
301(a) of the Act which provides that 
discharges from any point source are un¬ 
lawful “except as in compliance with this 
section and sections 302, 306. 307. 318, 
402, and 404.” Therefore, although own¬ 
ers and operators of the excluded point 
sources are not required to apply for or 
obtain an NPDES permit, they must com¬ 
ply with the other requirements of the 
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Act including any applicable effluent 
guidelines, standards of performance, 
toxic effluent standards or prohibitions, 
or prctreatment standards. 

4. Short Form B—Agriculture. Also 
promulgated herein is a revised Short 
Form B for those agricultural discharges 
which ore not excluded herein from 
NPDES filing requirements. The revised 
form Is designed to provide basic infor¬ 
mation sufficient to permit the applica¬ 
tion of standards and guidelines under 
the Act. 

Certain information on Short Form B 
is to be provided by all agricultural ap¬ 
plicants. Other sections are to be com¬ 
pleted on the basis of type of facility or 
activity. Special sections for this purpose 
are provided for animal confinement and 
feeding facilities, for fish and aquatic 
animal production facilities, and for 
irrigation return flow discharges from 
point sources. 

The interim standards analytic^ 
methods and instructions provided in 
Table I of 8hort Form B shall be used 
by applicants pursuant to the instruc¬ 
tions provided until the promulgation of 
guidelines under section 304(g) of the 
Act. 8cction 304 (g> requires, within one 
hundred and eighty days of enactment, 
guidelines establishing test procedures 
that shall be used to analyze pollutants 
described in any permit application pur¬ 
suant to section 402 of the Act. Follow¬ 
ing promulgation of the 304(g) guide¬ 
lines. applicants for section 402 permits 
shall utilize any applicable test proce¬ 
dures, contained in those guidelines for 
the analysis of pollutants reported in any 
NPDES application or reporting form. 
Including Short Form B. 

5. FUino Instructions for Short Form 
B. All owners and operators of agricul¬ 
tural point sources subject to the Act 
(other than those owners and operators 
(who have submitted complete Refuse 
Act applications) must file Short Form 
B as soon as possible. Persons filing a 
Short Form B with the Environmental 
Protection Agency will be required to 
pay a filing fee of $10. The fee is assessed 
per application and not per discharge. 
For example, even though a facility fil¬ 
ing a Short Form B may have four dis¬ 
charges, the applicant pays only $10. 

The form can be completed in most 
cases by an applicant in a short pe¬ 
riod of time. In cases involving irriga¬ 
tion return flow, a full determination of 
tho impact of the discharge on water 
quality may require further information 
and a more detailed analysis of the dis¬ 
charge. The Regional Administrator or 
his representatives or. in t he case of 
8tates participating in the NPDES. the 
State Director or his representatives, 
will determine on a case-by-case basis 
whether further information is neces¬ 
sary before the permit can be Lnsued. In 
all such cases, the applicant will be noti¬ 
fied and advised as to further informa¬ 
tion requirements. The Regional Admin¬ 
istrator or the Slate Director may also 
arrange for a visit to the site in order 
to better determine the nature of tho 
discharges. 

6. Revisions to the proposal—Revisions 
to the regulations. There are few signi¬ 
ficant changes from the May 3 version 


of Short Form B and the related regula¬ 
tions; most of the revisions consist of 
clarifications. One additional criterion 
was added for inclusion of animal feed- 
lots. that the number of animals con¬ 
fined be held for 30 days or more. This 
addition was mode in response to a com¬ 
ment that facilities such as fair grounds 
may contain a large number of animals, 
but for only a brief period of time each 
year, and therefore they should not nec¬ 
essarily require a permit. Any such fa¬ 
cility which does pose a significant pol¬ 
lution problem can be required to apply 
at the discretion of the Regional Admin¬ 
istrator or the State Director. 

Probably the clarification most re¬ 
quested by commenters concerns re¬ 
sponsibility for the permit where 
irrigation organizations supply water but 
individual farmers control the discharge 
of return flow; In such cases, the farmer 
must apply. Conversely, where on In¬ 
dividual farmer receives water for 3,000 
or more acres of land, but the supplying 
organization controls the discharge of 
return flow, the organization must apply 
for a permit. Also, it was clarified that 
the 3.000 acre cutofT for irrigation oper¬ 
ations applies also to non-contiguous 
acres using the same drainage system. 

It has been clarified that the exclusion 
provisions do not prohibit any owner or 
operator of an excluded category of point 
source discharge from voluntarily apply¬ 
ing for a permit, if he Is in doubt as to 
his obligation. 

Revisions to the form. The instruc¬ 
tions on "Who must apply" were revised 
to limit applicants to those holding the 
given number of animals for 30 days or 
more, as explained above. 

Short Form B is to be used by the 
Administrator of the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency and by approved State 
programs as a principal means of ac¬ 
quiring information from owners and 
operators of agricultural point sources. 
Short Form B is Included within the 
meaning of the term "NPDES applica¬ 
tion form" as the term is used in the 
guidelines published under section 304 
(h> (2) of the Act. 

Because of the importance of making 
Uie NPDES form and related regulations 
available as soon as possible to owners 
and operators of agricultural point 
sources of discharge subject to the 
NPDES. the Administrator finds good 
cause to declare that these regulations 
and the form whose Notice of Availability 
follows immediately hereafter ore effec¬ 
tive immediately.

ACQUISITION or INFORMATION FROM OWNERS 
AND OPERATORS OF POINT SOURCES 

AVAILABIUTY OF FORMS 

Notice was published in the Federal 
Register Issue of May 3. 1973, (38 FR 
10960) that the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency was giving consideration to 
a proposed form for the acquisition of 
information from owners and operators 
of agricultural point sources of dis¬ 
charge. The form and accompanying in¬ 


structions describe, pursuant to the au¬ 
thority contained in sections 304(h)(1) 
and 402 of the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act Amendments of 1972 w 
Stat. 816; 33 UB.C. 1251 (1972 >). require¬ 
ments for the acquisition of Information 
from owners and operators of point 
sources subject to the National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System. 

Copies of the forms are available at 
State water pollution control agencies 
having approved programs and at all En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency Regional 
Offices. 

Part 124 of Title 40 of the Codr of 
Federal Regulations, setting forth State 
program elements necessary for partici¬ 
pation in the National Pollutant Dis¬ 
charge Elimination System, is amended 
as follows: 

1. Section 124,1 is amended to add new 
paragraphs (u) and (v) as follows: 

§ 121.1 Definition*.

<u> The term "animal confinement fa¬ 
cility" means a lot or facility used or 
capable of being used tor the feedinr or 
holding of animals (other than fish or 
other aquatic animals). but does not in¬ 
clude land used for the growing of crops 
or vegetation for animal feed.

(il> Facilities which produce less than 
20,000 pounds of aquatic animals per 
year: 

(2) any species of fish or other aquatic 
animal (other than carp tCyvnnum 
carpio\ goldfish (Carassius auratu* '. or 
brown trout (Salmo trutta) 1 non-native 
to the United States (non-native fish are 
as defined in "Special Publication No 6" 
of the American Fisheries Society en¬ 
titled, "A List of Common and Scientific 
Names of Fishes from the U.S. and Can¬ 
ada") and from which there is a dis¬ 
charge at any time. "Special Publica¬ 
tion No. 6 M may be ordered through the 
American Fisheries Society, 1319 18th

Jt Is recognized that some 
SUte or Interstate programs presently ex¬ 
empt or exclude certain categories, types, or 
itres of point sources from the general pro¬ 
hibition of the unauthorized discharge of 
pollutants or from the requirement of ob¬ 
taining a permit. Other States have in effect 
grandfather** clauses which either exempt 
discharges already in existence or provide for 
automatic Issuance of a permit to existing 
dlschsrges. Except as provided in (124.11. 
receptions to the general prohibition can¬ 
not he approved. Depending on their scope 
sod nature, any such exceptions will either 
(1) constitute grounds for withholding ap¬ 
proval of the entire submitted program un¬ 
til such time as the State or Interstate 
agency revises or modifies its program to 
conform to this subpart, or (2) constitute 
categories, types, or sizes of point sources 
for which the Administrator will not suspend 
the issuance of NPDES permits.

<b> Water, gas, or other material 
which is injected into a well to facilitate 
production of oil or gas, or water derived 
in association with oil or gas production 
and disposed of in a well, if the well used 
cither to facilitate production or for dis¬ 
posal purposes is approved by authority 
of the State in which the well is located 
if such State determines that such 
injection or disposal will not result in the 
degradation of ground or surface water 
resources; 

<c> Approved aquaculture projects; 

'd' Dredged or fill material discharged 
into navigable waters; 

c e) Additions of sewage, industrial 
wastes or other materials Into publicly 
owned treatment works. (This exclusion 
applies only to the actual addition of 
materials into the publicly owned treat¬ 
ment works. Plans or agreements to 
make such additions in the future do not 
relieve dischargers of the obligation to 
apply for and receive permits until the 
discharges of pollutants to navigable 
waters are actually eliminated. It also 
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should be noted that in all appropriate 
cases, pretreatment standards promul¬ 
gated by the Administrator pursuant to 
section 307(b) of the Act must be com¬ 
plied with.) ; 

(f) Uncontrolled discharges composed 
entirely of storm runoff when these dis¬ 
charges arc uncontaminated by any in¬ 
dustrial or commercial activity, unless 
the particular storm runoff discharge has 
been identified by the Regional Admin¬ 
istrator, the State water pollution con¬ 
trol agency or an interstate agency as a 
significant contributor of pollution. (It is 
anticipated that significant contributors 
of pollution will be identified in connec¬ 
tion with the development of plans pur¬ 
suant to section 303(e) of the Act. This 
exclusion applies only to separate storm 
sewers. Discharges from combined sew¬ 
ers and bypass sewers are not excluded.) 

(g) Any discharge of any pollutant 
when such discharge conforms with the 
national contingency plan for removal of 
oil and hazardous substances, published 
pursuant to subsection 311(c)(2) of the 
Act. 

(h) Discharges of pollutants from 
agricultural and silvicultural activities, 
including irrigation return flow and run¬ 
off from orchards, cultivated crops, pas¬ 
tures rangelands, and forest lands, ex¬ 
cept that this exclusion shall not apply 
to the following:

(2) Discharges from animal confine¬ 
ment faculties, if such faculty or facul¬ 
ties contain, or at any time during the 
previous 12 months contained, for a total 
of 30 days or more, a combination of ani¬ 
mals such that the sum of the following 
numbers is 1,000 or greater; the number 
of slaughter and feeder cattle multiplied 
by 1.0, plus the number of mature dairy 
cattle multiplied by 1.4, plus the number 
of swine weighing over 55 pounds multi¬ 
plied by 0.4, plus the number of sheep 
multiplied by 0.1; 

(3) Discharges from aquatic animal 
production facilities; 

(4) Discharges of irrigation return flow 
(such as tail water, tile drainage, sur¬ 
faced groundwater flow or bypass water), 
operated by public or private organiza¬ 
tions or individuals, if: (1) There is a 
point source of discharge (eg., a pipe, 
ditch, or other defined or discrete con¬ 
veyance, whether natural or artificial 
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and; (il) the return flow is from land 
areas of more than 3,000 contiguous 
acres, or 3,000 non-contiguous acres 
which use the same drainage system; 
and 

(5) Discharges from any agricultural 
or silvicultural activity which have been 
identified by the Regional Administrator 
or the Director of the State water pollu¬ 
tion control agency or interstate agency 
as a significant contributor of pollution. 

Part 125 of Title 40 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations, setting forth pol¬ 
icies and procedures for the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency’s administra¬ 
tion of its role in the National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System, is 
amended as follows: 

1. Two new paragraphs, (il) and (JJ), 
arc added to 1125.1 as follows: 

§ 125.1 Definition*.

(1> Fish or other acquatic animals in 
ponds, raceways or other similar struc¬ 
tures for purposes of production and 
from which there is a discharge on any 
30 days or more per year, but does not 
include: 

(1) Closed ponds which discharge only

(ii> Facilities which produce less than 
20,000 pounds of acquatic animals per 
year; 

(2) Any species of fish or other animal 
life (other than carp (Cyprinn* carpio ), 
goldfish < Carassius auratus ), or brown 
trout iSalmo trutta)} non-native to the 
United States (non-native fish are as 
defined in ’ Special Publication No. 6” 
of the American Fisheries Society en¬ 
titled.

2. A new ( 125.4(J) is added as follows: 
§ 125.4 Exclusion*.

(J) Discharges of pollutants from agri¬ 
cultural and silvicultural activities, in¬ 
cluding irrigation return flow and runoff 
from orchards, cultivated crops, pastures, 
rangelands, and forest lands, except that 
this exclusion shall not apply to the 
following: 
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(1) Discharges from animal confine¬ 
ment faculties. If such faculty or facul¬ 
ties contain, or at any time during the 
previous 12 months contained, for a total 
of 30 days or more, any of the foUowing 
types of animals at or in excess of the 
number listed for each type of animal:
